REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency ',  Morgan  G.  Bulkeley,  Governor  of  Connecticut: 

We  beg  leave  to  submit  the  thirty-seventh  annual  report  of 
the  Railroad  Commissioners,  being  that  for  the  year  ending*  Decem- 
ber 31,  1889,  accompanied  by  the  returns  of  the  companies  for  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1889,  together  with  the  statistical  statements 
and  tables  prepared  therefrom. 

The  railroad  history  of  our  State  for  the  year  may  almost  be 
summarized  in  the  statement  that  the  first  six  months  were  spent 
in  legislative  contests,  and  the  rest  of  the  year  in  becoming 
adjusted  to  the  situation,  and  in  plans  for  taking  advantage  of 
legislative  successes  or  avoiding  the  results  of  legislative  failures, 
the  most  notable  exception  to  this  summary  being  the  completion 
of  the  justly  famous  Thames  River  bridge,  elsewhere  described. 
The  only  new  railroad  construction  has  been  the  completion  of  the 
approaches  to  this  bridge,, and  the  only  application  for  our  approval 
of  the  location  of  projected  lines  was  that  of  the  Hartford  &  Con- 
necticut Western  Railroad  Company,  for  approval  of  the  location 
of  its  "  Springfield  Branch,"  so  called,  from  a  point  on  its  present 
line  a  little  westerly  of  its  Tariffville  station  to  the  Massachusetts 
line,  in  the  town  of  Suffield,  a  distance  of  about  10.15  miles. 
The  corporate  existence  of  the  New  York  &  Connecticut  Air  Line 
Railway  Company  expired  by  statute  limitation  on  the  22d  day 
of  October  last,  the  Legislature  having  refused  to  extend  the  time. 
Six  days  earlier,  to  wit :  on  the  16th  day  of  October  the  articles 
of  association  of  the  New  York,  Bridgeport  &  Eastern  Railroad 
Company  were  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  the 
corporators  being  essentially  the  same  as  those  of  the  New  York 
&  Connecticut  Air  Line,  the  direct  descendants  of  "  The  Olmsteacl 
Parallel."  No  application,  however,  has  as  yet  been  made  to  us 
to  approve  the  location  of  the  road.  The  Legislature  of  1887 
extended   the    time    within    which    the   Hartford    &   Harlem   was 
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required  to  complete  its  road  till  .the  19th  of  May  next,  provided 
it  should  expend  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  in  actual  construc- 
tion by  the  30th  of  December,  1888.  We  have  no  information  of 
any  such  expenditure. 

INCREASE    OF    CAPITAL    STOCK. 

Upon  the  applications  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  & 
Hartford  and  the  Housatonic  railroad  companies  for  authority  to 
increase  their  capital  stock,  pending  a  year  ago,  we  made  our 
reports  to  the  General  Assembly,  recommending  that  the  applica- 
tions be  granted  upon  the  terms  and  in  the  manner  stated  in  our 
reports. 

The  application  of  the  Housatonic  developed  into  an  effort  to 
secure  such  legislation  as  would  authorize  it  to  build  the  long- 
talked-of  ''parallel  railroad"  from  New  York  to  New  Haven. 
After  a  most  protracted  and  bitter  struggle  the  petition  of  the 
Housatonic  was  rejected,  and  that  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  & 
Hartford  granted  under  certain  terms  and  conditions,  authorizing 
it  to  issue  not  exceeding  $35,000,000  of  additional  capital  stock,  to 
be  used  in  taking  up  its  existing  funded  and  floating  debt,  to  make 
permanent  improvements  and  additions  in  the  property  of  the 
company  and  its  leased  lines,  and  in  exchange  for  the  capital  stock 
and  obligations  of  any  company  whose  property  it  then  held  or 
might,  before  the  end  of  1899,  acquire  under  lease  of  not  less  than 
fifty  years'  term;  roads  hereafter  leased,  to  which  this  provision 
applies,  to  be  wholly  or  in  part  within  this  State.  Only  13,100,000 
of  this  authorized  increase  has  been  issued  and  used  to  pay  so 
much  of  the  floating  debt  of  the  company.  The  policy  of  the 
company  as  to  the  remainder  has  not  yet  been  made  public,  if  it 
has  been  decided  upon,  except  that  work  for  double-tracking  the 
Shore  Line  division  for  about  half  its  length  is  in  progress,  and 
the  four-tracking  of  two  sections  of  the  New  York  &  New  Haven 
division  has  been  determined  on.  ( 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  only  moderate  prosperity  to  the 
railroads  of  the  country,  in  which  our  own  companies  have  gen- 
erally shared.  The  reaching  out  into  the  territory  of  rivals,  and 
the  excessive  expansion,  too  great  for  the  demands  <>f  business, 
have  proved  the  ruin  of  valuable  properties;  and  the  irritation 
between   managers  seeking   business  with   little   regard   to  profit, 
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stockholders  who  think  the  first  object  should  be  to  make  a  reason- 
able return  on  capital  invested,  and  that  outside  public  who  hold 
all  considerations  subordinate  to  its  accommodation,  seems  con- 
stantly to  increase,  and  whether  it  is  to  result  in  still  greater 
consolidations,  either  before  or  following  bankruptcy,  or  in  govern- 
mental ownership,  no  one  can  venture  to  prophesy. 

ANNUAL   RETURNS. 

Upon  the  invitation  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission 
a  general  conference  of  Railroad  Commissioners  was  held  last 
March  at  the  offices  of  the  Interstate  Commission  in  Washington, 
at  which  twenty-one  States  and  one  Territory  were  represented; 
also  the  Association  of  American  Railway  Accounting  Officers  by 
its  general  officers,  executive  committee,  and  some  individual  mem- 
bers ;  the  railway  press  was  also  represented.  Several  important 
matters  were  considered,  but  the  most  prominence  was  given  to  the 
question  of  railway  statistics  with  especial  reference  to  the  formu- 
lation of  a  uniform  system  of  reporting.  Such  uniformity  involves 
a  common  date  for  closing  accounts,  an  agreement  in  classification 
of  accounts,  and  a  common  form  for  reporting,  the  first  and  last 
being  more  easily  obtainable  than  the  second.  At  the  time  of  the 
meeting  the  date  fixed  for  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  was  the  30th 
of  June  in  ten  States,  the  30th  of  September  in  six,  the  31st  of 
December  in  five,  while  quarterly  reports  were  required  in  one  State 
and  monthly  in  another.  It  was  further  stated  that  of  627  operat- 
ing railroad  companies  in  the  United  States,  295  closed  their  fiscal 
year  on  December  31st,  137  on  September  30th,  and  only  99  on 
June  30th.  In  consideration,  however,  of  the  fact  that  the  30th  of 
June  was  the  date  recommended  by  the  Saratoga  convention  of 
Railroad  Commissioners  in  1879,  and  adopted  by  the  Interstate 
Commission,  it  was  agreed  to  with  practical  unanimity.  A  com- 
mittee on  statistics  was  appointed,  who,  taking  as  a  basis  the  form 
recommended  by  the  Saratoga  convention,  and  the  one  in  use  by 
the  Interstate  Commission,  prepared  a  form  which  was  recom- 
mended for  universal  adoption.  The  action  of  the  conference  com- 
mends itself  to  every  one  who  takes  enough  interest  in  the  subject 
to  give  it  consideration.  Without  this  uniformity,  comparisons 
between  the  different  companies  is  impossible,  and  even  approxi- 
mate accuracy  improbable.     Though  there  arc  many  roads  in  the 
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country  so  short  and  doing  so  little  business  that,  at  first  thought, 
their  method  of  doing  business  seems  of  no  general  importance,  yet 
there  is  perhaps  none  whose  operations  do  not  become  of  general 
interest  and  consequence  by  reason  of  its  relations  to  other  roads 
and  systems.  The  form  of  returns  recommended  is  in  its  general 
plan  like  that  in  use  in  this  State  since  1878,  but  differs  in  its  de- 
tails, omitting  questions  on  several  points  which  we  have  regarded 
as  of  interest,  and  adding  many  more  not  included  in  our  form. 
Some  things  in  the  form  recommended,  as  for  instance  the  arbitrary 
division  of  passenger  and  freight  expenses  according  to  mileage, 
may  seem  decidedly  objectionable,  but  the  propriety  of  bringing  our 
State  into  line,  both  as  to  date  of  fiscal  year  and  form  of  returns, 
seemed  so  manifest,  that  on  our  return  from  the  conference  we 
prepared  a  bill  for  a  public  act  providing  for  the  change.  This  bill 
was  accepted  by  the  committee  to  whom  it  was  referred,  passed  by 
the  Legislature,  and  approved  by  the  Governor  on  the  fourth  of 
June.  As  the  law  was  not  passed  till  near  the  close  of  the  year 
for  which  the  present  returns  are  made,  the  companies  were  unable 
to  answer  the  questions  so  fully  as  they  will  hereafter.  There  is 
therefore  some  want  of  uniformity,  and  possibly  also  some  inacu- 
racies  which  more  experience  both  on  our  part  and  theirs  will  here- 
after avoid.  As  these  returns  embrace  the  full  year  from  July  1, 
1888,  to  June  30,  1889,  they  of  course  include  the  business  for  the 
three  months  of  July,  August,  and  September,  1888,  which  was 
heretofore  reported  in  the  returns  for  the  year  ending  September 
30,  188b,  but  this  was  thought  better  than  only  to  include  the  busi- 
ness for  nine  months. 

CAPITAL    STOCK    AND    INDEBTEDNESS. 

The  returns  show  an  increase  in  the  amount  of  capital  stock 
issued  between  September  30,  1888,  and  June  30,  1889,  of  $1,489,- 
950.00,  the  total  amount  outstanding  at  the  latter  date  being, 
$64,703,558.34,  the  New  York,  Providence  &  Boston  having 
added  $1,000,000.00  to  its  issue;  the  New  York  &  New  England 
having  increased  its  issue  of  preferred  stock  $383,700.00,  and 
all  of  the  Berdell  Bonds,  including  the  $89,000.00  not  yet  con- 
verted, being  included  in  the  common  stock,  which  is  increased 
$266,000.00  thereby;  and  the  stork  of  the  Bousatouic  being 
reduced  $180,100.00  by  the  conversion  of  5,540  shares  of  old  com- 
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mon  stock  into  3,693  shares  of  new  preferred  at  the  rate  of  one 
and  one-half  shares  of  old  for  one  of  new,  and  the  conversion  of  46 
shares  of  old  preferred  into  92  shares  of  new  preferred,  at  the  rate 
of  one  of  old  for  two  of  new.  Some  slight  changes  in  the  stock  of 
other  companies  make  up  the  remainder. 

The  total  debt,  including  the  gross  amount  of  current  liabili- 
ties, shows  an  increase  of  $4,158,755.84,  amounting  in  the  whole 
to  $40,679,762.86.  The  funded  debt  amounts  to  $32,768,670.74, 
an  increase  of  $2,712,170.74,  and  the  gross  amount  of  current  liabil- 
ities to  $7,911,092.12,  an  increase  of  $1,759,153.75.  The  funded 
debt  of  the  New  Haven  &  Derby  increased  $1,052,620.88,  and  its 
current  liabilities  decreased  $507,528.89;  the  funded  debt  of  the 
New  York  &  New  England  increased  $1,750,549.86  while  its  cur- 
rent liabilities  decreased  $1,471,279.76.  The  funded  debt  of  the 
Meriden,  Waterbury  &  Connecticut  River,  which  was  $200,000.00, 
was  bought  in  by  the  company,  and  stands  transferred  to  current 
liabilities,  which  have  increased  $467,335.21.  The  funded  debt  of 
the  Housatonic  increased  $109,000.00,  and  the  current  liabilities 
about  $244,000.00 ;  the  current  liabilities  of  the  New  York,  New 
Haven  &  Hartford  increased  $2,065,481.36,  and  those  of  the  New 
York,  Providence  &  Boston  $791,076.51.  The  amount  of  over-due 
interest  on  defaulted  bonds  is  not  included  in  the  gross  amount  of 
Current  liabilities,  which  would  increase  it  some  $350,000.00.  The 
stock  issued  averages  $44,427.66  per  mile  of  road  or  $36,560.02  per 
mile  of  single  track,  not  including  sidings.  The  funded  debt  averages 
$22,500.08  per  mile  of  road,  or  $18,515.57  per  mile  of  single  track,  ' 
and  the  current  liabilities  average  $5,432.02  per  mile  of  road,  or  $4,- 
470.07  per  mile  of  track.  The  capital  stock  of  the  New  York,  New 
Haven  &  Hartford  is  greatest  per  mile  of  road,  amounting  to  $109,- 
556.12,  while  that  of  the  re-organized  New  Canaan  is  smallest, 
$13,038.83,  with  the  Danbury  &  Norwalk  next,  at  $16,574.59.  The 
funded  debt  of  the  New  Haven  &  Derby  is  greatest  per  mile, 
amounting  to  $93,961.93,  while  the  Hartford  &  Connecticut  Valley, 
the  Meriden,  Waterbury  &  Connecticut  River,  the  Shepaug,  Litch- 
field &  Northern,  the  Rockville,  and  the  South  Manchester  had  no 
funded  debt,  though  the  Meriden,  Waterbury  &  Connecticut  River 
Railroad  Company  had  $600,000.00  of  first  mortgage  and  $400,- 
000.00  of  second  mortgage  ready  to  be  issued. 
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GROSS    EARNINGS. 

The  gross  earnings  show  an  increase  over  the  year  ending 
September  30,  1888,  of  1647,836.23,  or  3.44  per  cent.,  the  total  for 
the  year  being  819,486,878.34;  of  which  88,690,033.15  was  passen- 
ger earning,  and  19,287,227.98  freight,  being  an  increase  of  5.34 
per  cent,  in  passenger  earnings,  and  2.45  per  cent,  in  freight. 

OPERATING   EXPENSES. 

The  operating  expenses,  which  for  the  year  ending  September  30, 
1888,  showed  the  large  increase  of  12.88  per  cent,  on  the  previous 
year,  and  amounted  to  a  total  of  $14,164,565.51,  or  75.20  per  cent, 
of  the  gross  earning,  amounted  the  past  year  to  only  813,284,677.47, 
which  was  6.21  per  cent,  less  than  the  preceding  year,  and  68.16 
per  cent,  of  the  net  earnings. 

NET    EARNINGS. 

The  gross  earnings  having  increased,  while  the  operating  ex- 
penses were  less,  of  course  the  net  earnings  show  a  handsome 
increase  of  $1,532,995.14,  or  32.77  per  cent.  For  purposes  of  com- 
parison we  have  given  net  earnings  as  distinguished  from  net 
income.  If  to  the  net  earnings  from  operating,  $6,210,294.88,  we 
add  income  from  all  other  sources,  $1,143,005.03,  and  deduct  pay- 
ments for  interest,  rentals,  and  taxes,  $4,461,845.87,  we  have 
the  net  income,  $2,891,454.04. 

DIVIDENDS. 

Omitting  the  $193.50  paid  by  Hartford  &  Connecticut  Western 
on  account  of  one  and  one-half  per  cent,  dividend  of  December  1, 
1882,  and  the  cash  payment  of  $12,200.00  to  the  holders  of  old  pre- 
ferred, stock  of  the  Housatonic  Railroad  Company,  dividends  were 
paid  during  the  year  by  thirteen  companies,  amounting  to  $2,850,- 
850.90,  rangingfrom  four  to  ten  per  cent.,  and  averaging  within  a  small 
fraction  of  five  per  cent,  on  the  $57,118,158.34  capital  of  those 
companies. 

PROPERTY   ACCOUNT. 

The  property  account,  including  cash  and  current  assets,  has 
increased  $3,944,689.94,  amounting,  exclusive  of  Kidgefield  &  New 
York,  to  a  total  of  $112,270,031.25,  divided  under  the  new  classi li- 
gation as  follows:  cost  of  road,  $89,616,991.13  ;  cost  of  equipment . 
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-112,651,904.09;    stocks  and  bonds,  $4,003,872.34;    miscellaneous 
items,  $5,997,863.69. 

The  cost  of  road  now  averages  161,534.07  per  mile  of  road, 
main  line  and  branches,  or  $50,637.07  per  mile  of  single  track,  not 
including  sidings.  The  cost  of  equipment  averages  $8,046.85  per 
mile  of  road  operated. 

LENGTH  OF  ROADS. 

The  "  Derby  Extension,"  being  the  connection  between  Bir- 
mingham on  the  New  Haven  &  Derby  and  Botsford's  station  on  the 
Housatonic,  had  been  opened  at  the  date  of  our  last  report,  but  its 
length  was  not  included  in  the  returns  for  1888.  It  adds  13.58 
to  the  length  of  railroads  in  the  State.  A  connection  between  the 
Housatonic  and  Danbury  &  Norwalk  at  Danbury  adds  .08,  and 
the  extension  of  the  Meriden,  Waterbury  &  Connecticut  River 
to  a  connection  with  the  New  York  &  New  England  in  Waterbury, 
adds  1.43,  making  the  total,  June  30,  1889,  1,005.26  miles.  Of 
this,  178.77  is  double  track,  making  a  total  of  1,184.03  single  track 
miles.  The  length  of  sidings  given  was  321.76,  which  would 
make  the  total  length  of  tracks  in  the  State  1,505.79. 

PASSENGERS   AND    FREIGHT    CARRIED. 

A  little  over  a  million  more  passengers  were  carried  on  our 
roads  than  the  preceding  year,  the  whole  number  being  24,010,221, 
as  against  22,972,666,  or  4.51  per  cent,  increase. 

The  quantity  of  freight  carried  also  shows  an  increase  amount 
ing  to  7,926.382  tons,  which  was  196,833  more  than  the  preceding- 
year.  On  average  the  passengers  were  carried  almost  the  precise 
distance  as  last  year,  or  19.39  miles  instead  of  19.38  miles.  Each 
ton  of  freight  was  carried  on  the  average  69.36  miles,  or  2.88  miles 
further  than  the  preceding  year. 

TRAIN    MILEAGE. 

The  train  mileage  shows  about  the  same  increase  as  during  the 
preceding  year.  It  amounted  to  15,071,670,  an  increase  of  996,230, 
or  7.08  per  cent.,  showing  the  per  cent,  of  increase  to  be  the  same 
as  last  year  within  a  very  small  fraction.  This  increase  was 
however  very  largely  in  the  miscellaneous  mileage,  that  of  passenger 
trains  increasing  382,893,  or  5.59  per  cent.;  the  freight  train  mile- 
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age  increased  93,388.  or  only  about  0.20  per  cent.;  the  miscellane- 
ous mileage  increased  519,949  miles,  or  20.37  per  cent.

EARNINGS    AND    EXPENSES    PER   MILE    OPERATED. 

The  total  number  of  miles  of  road  operated  was  1,572.29  and 
the  gross  earnings  per  mile  averaged  $12,394.02,  an  increase  of 
only  .64  per  cent.  The  operating  expenses  averaged  $8,449.31  per 
mile  operated,  a  decrease  of  8.75  per  cent.  The  net  earnings  per 
mile  operated  averaged  $3,949.31,  a  gain  of  29.16  per  cent. 


EARNINGS    AND    EXPENSES    PER   MILE    RUN. 

The  gross  earnings  per  mile  run  averaged  one  dollar,  twenty- 
nine  cents  and  three  mills,  being  four   cents  and  six  mills  less  than 
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the  preceding  year.  The  gross  expenses  averaged  eighty-eight 
cents  and  one  mill,  being  a  decrease  of  twelve  cents  and  six 
mills.  The  net  earnings  averaged  forty-one  and  two-tenths  cents,  a 
gain  of  nine  cents  per  mile  run. 

MAINTENANCE   OP   ROADS. 

The  average  cost  of  maintenance  of  road  per  mile  operated  was 
11,581.53,  a  decrease  of  840.61  per  mile.  The  average  cost  of 
maintenance  per  mile  run  was  $0,102,  or  80.014  less  than  last  year. 

CONDITION    OF   THE    ROADS. 

Beyond  the  necessary  renewals  and  repairs  incident  to  mainte- 
nance little  has  been  done  on  most  of  the  roads  of  the  State  during 
the  past  year.  The  \'ew  exceptions  will  be  noticed  under  their 
proper  heads,  the  most  important  of  which  being  the  Thames  River 
bridge  at  New  London,  the  Asylum  Street  improvement  at  Hart- 
ford, the  double  track  work  on  the  Shore  Line  division  of  the  New 
York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  road,  and  the  extensive  improve- 
ments in  the  condition  of  the  Hartford  &  Connecticut  Western.  To 
intelligently  comprehend  how  much  is  implied  by  this  statement  it 
is  necessary  to  consider  the  amount  of  money  annually  expended, 
and  the  number  of  men  employed  in  the  maintenance  of  way  depart- 
ments of  the  railroads  of  the  State.  To  provide  and  maintain  such 
a  roadbed,  track,  and  bridges  as  are  essential  to  a  safe  and  econom- 
ical railroad  service  has  constituted  about  20  per  cent,  of  the 
operating  expenses  of  the  year,  amounting  to  about  $2,859,718.01, 
and  has  required  the  employment  of  about  3,681  men.  It  requires 
more  than  ordinary  capacity,  experience,  and  training  to  properly 
direct  and  supervise  this  large  expenditure  so  as  to  give  the  best 
results  for  the  least  money,  and  the  importance  of  this  department 
cannot  be  prudently  overlooked  ;  for  the  diligent  and  faithful  ad- 
ministration of  its  affairs  contributes  materially  to  the  ease,  com- 
fort, and  safety  of  public  travel,  while  carelessness  and  neglect  in 
these  matters  cause  accident,  injury,  and  death.  As  an  evidence 
of  the  skill  and  good  judgment  displayed  in  the  management- of  this 
department,  it  is  a  pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  railroads  of 
the  State  were  never  in  better  condition  than  now.  Since  our  last 
report  the  Hartford  &  Connecticut  Western  Railroad  has  been 
leased  to  the  Central  New  England  &  Western  Railroad  Company,

the  New  Haven  &  Derby  Railroad  has  been  leased  to  the  Housa- 
tonic  Railroad  Company,  and  the  Rockville  Railroad  has  been  pur- 
chased by  the  New  York  &  New  England  Company.  Of  the  twenty- 
one  railroads  now  in  operation  in  the  State  fourteen  are  leased  or 
sold  to  other  companies,  by  whom  they  are  operated. 

HOUSATONIC    RAILROAD. 

Since  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  viz.,  June  80,  1889,  this  com- 
pany has  added  to  the  mileage  of  leased  lines  operated  by  it  by  in- 
corporating under  its  direct  management  the  New  Haven  &  Derby 
Railroad,  by  a  lease  for  a  term  of  999  years.  In  consequence  of 
this  the  operating  report  of  the  New  Haven  &  Derby  Company  will 
hereafter  be  included  in  the  report  of  the  Housatonic  Company. 
This  makes  the  total  mileage  now  operated  by  the  last-named  com- 
pany to  be  189.53  miles.  The  system,  as  thus  constituted,  has 
tide  water  connections  at  New  Haven,  Bridgeport,  and  Wilson's 
Point.  During  the  past  year  a  short  connection  has  been  built 
between  the  Brookfield  branch  and  the  main  line  of  the  Danbury  & 
Norwalk  division,  over  which  the  trains  of  the  Brookfield  branch  run 
into  the  passenger  station  on  Main  street,  heretofore  used  exclu- 
sively by  the  Danbury  &  Norwalk  railroad,  and  since  the  comple- 
tion of  this  connection  the  Brookfield  branch  has  been  operated  as  a 
part  of  the  Danbury  &  Norwalk  division.  The  passenger  station  in 
Danbury  formerly  used  by  the  Brookfield  branch  has  been  removed 
to  Brookfield  Junction,  thus  furnishing  excellent  station  facilities 
there  which  have  long  been  needed.  New  steel  rails  have  been  laid 
from  Bridgeport  to  a  point  about  five  miles  north  of  that  place,  also 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  tunnel  north  of  Newtown.  A  new  iron  bridge 
upon  new  masonry  foundations  has  been  erected  the  past  season 
just  north  of  Falls  Village.  The  roadbed,  track,  and  bridges  are  in 
good  condition. 
I 

DANBURY   &   NORWALK   DIVISION. 

In  May  last  the  docks  and  freight-houses  of  the  New  England 
Terminal  Company  at  Wilson's  Point,  described  at  length  in  our 
last  report,  were  destroyed  by  fire,  in  consequence  of  which  the 
freight  originating  on  this  division  was  principally  shipped  to  New 
York  via  Bridgeport.  The  docks  have  been  re-built,  the  grounds  of 
the  Terminal  Company  have  been  enlarged  by  the  acquisition  of 
additional  land,  which  is  being  graded  to  afford   increased  track 
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facilities,  and  the  transportation  of  freight  in  cars  upon  barges 
between  this  point  and  New  York  city  has  been  resumed,  a  large 
floating  equipment  suitable  for  the  transaction  of  such  business 
having  been  provided  therefor.  A  limited  express  train  between 
New  York  and  Pittsfield,  Mass.,  has  been  successfully  run  over  this 
division  the  past  summer  via  South  Norwalk,  Bethel,  Hawleyville, 

and  thence  over  the  main  line  of  the  Housatonic  Railroad. 

• 

The  gross  earnings  of  the  Housatonic  system  are  increased  over 
the  last  year  $71,933.71,  the  operating  expenses  are  diminished 
$90,523.92,  and  the  net  earnings  are  increased  $162,457.63.  One 
locomotive,  ten  passenger  cars,  and  thirty-four  freight-cars  have 
been  added  to  the  equipment. 

HARTFORD    &    CONNECTICUT   WESTERN. 

Extensive  improvements  have  been  made  in  the  condition  of 
this  road  during  the  past  year.  At  Ore  Hill  the  line  which 
formerly  passed  over  a  deep  gorge  of  the  mine  on  a  bridge,  the 
foundations  of  which  were  liable  to  become  insecure,  has  been 
changed  by  the  construction  of  a  new  line  which  passes  around  the 
mine  on  solid  ground,  thus  avoiding  the  necessity  of  a  bridge  and 
rendering  the  operation  of  the  road  at  that  point  mucli  safer  than 
formerly.  On  its  passenger  trains  the  Westinghouse  automatic  air 
brake  has  been  substituted  for  the  straight  air  brake  heretofore 
used.  The  numerous  rock  excavations  which  were  left  too  narrow 
in  the  original  construction  of  the  road  have  been  widened.  A 
large  number  of  iron  girder  bridges  have  been  substituted  for 
wooden  structures,  and  the  wooden  bridges  remaining  have  been 
strengthened  with  additional  chord  pieces,  braces,  and  rods.  The 
iron  bridge  over  the  Farmington  River  at  Satan's  Kingdom,  so 
called,  which  was  considered  too  light  for  the  requirements  of  a 
heavier  traffic,  has  been  removed,  and  a  heavier  iron  bridge  has 
been  erected  in  its  place,  of  sufficient  strength  to  meet  the  demands 
of  the  heaviest  business.  This  company  has  leased  its  road  to  the 
Central  New  England  &  Western  Railroad  Company,  a  corporation 
organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York  and  owning  a 
road  extending  from  a  point  of  connection  with  the  Hartford  & 
Connecticut  Western  Railroad  at  Silvernails  to  Campbell  Hall, 
N.  Y.,  except  that  portion  embraced  by  the  Poughkeepsie  bridge  and 
its  approaches.     At   Campbell  Hall  connection  is  made  with  the 
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Pennsylvania,  Poughkeepsie  &  Boston,  the  Lehigh  &  Hudson  River, 
the  Erie,  and  the  New  York,  Ontario  &  Western  railroads.  The 
Springfield  branch  of  the  Hartford  &  Connecticut  Western  Railroad 
has  been  located  from  a  point  near  Tariffville  station  to  a  connec- 
tion with  the  Connecticut  River  Railroad  near  Brightwood,  one  of 
the  northern  suburbs  of  Springfield,  Mass.  Its  location  has  been 
approved,  as  stated  elsewhere,  and  its  early  construction  is  prom- 
ised. 

The  gross  earnings  have  been  increased  the  past  year  $6,464.- 
57,  the  operating  expenses  have  been  diminished  $1,991.12,  and  the 
net  earnings  are  increased  $8,455.69. 

One  locomotive  and  five  freight  cars  have  been  added  to  the 
equipment. 

MERIDEN,    WATERBURY    &    CONNECTICUT    RIVER    RAILROAD. 

The  general  condition  of  this  road  has  been  much  improved 
during  the  past  year.  This  applies  not  only  to  the  newly  con- 
structed portion  of  the  road,  but  to  that  portion  between  Meriden 
and  Cromwell  also.  The  roadbed  has  been  put  into  better  shape 
by  filling  some  of  the  high  trestles,  widening  the  embankments,  in- 
troducing a  better  system  of  drainage,  and  by  ballasting  the  track 
more  thoroughly  and  bringing  it  into  better  line  and  surface.  A 
connection  with  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  railroad 
in  Meriden,  in  process  of  construction  at  the  time  of  our  last  report, 
has  been  completed,  and  connections  have  been  made  in  the  city  of 
Waterbury  with  various  manufacturing  interests  located  on  its  line 
through  that  city.  The  gross  earnings  for  the  year  ending  June 
30,  1889,  are  reported  to  be  $67,835.86,  the  operating  expenses  are 
$75,929.87,  leaving  a  deficit  in  the  year's  business,  of  $8,094.01. 
The  sum  of  $26,708.73  has  been  expended  in  the  maintenance  of 
way  and  structures.  Two  locomotives  and  four  passenger  cars  have 
been  added  to  the  equipment. 

NEW    HAVEN    &   DERBY   RAILROAD. 

The  track  on  the  main  line  of  this  road  has  been  improved  by 
the  substitution  of  angle  bars  for  fish  plates,  and  by  a  general  re- 
lining  of  the  curves,  also  by  a  large  amount  of  ballasting  and  sur- 
facing done  on  the  entire  line.  New  steel  rails  have  been  laid  be- 
tween New  Haven  and  West  Haven,  and  the  pile  bridges  west  of 
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New  Haven  are  now  being  rebuilt  and  strengthened.  A  new 
engine-house  is  also  in  process  of  erection  in  New  Haven.  The 
terminal  buildings,  train-shed,  tracks,  and  facilities  in  New  Haven, 
which  were  not  fully  completed  at  the  time  of  our  last  report,  have 
been  finished,  and  are  superior,  both  in  capacity  and  convenience, 
to  those  used  heretofore,  thus  enabling  the  company  to  give  the 
public  better  service  and  to  transact  its  business  with  less  annoy- 
ance to  travel  upon  the  public  streets  of  the  city.  In  conformity 
with  the  drift  and  tendency  of  the  times,  as  elsewhere  stated,  this 
road  will  hereafter  be  practically  consolidated  with  the  Housatonic 
railroad,  by  a  lease  effected  during  the  past  year,  thus  causing  it 
to  disappear  from  the  list  of  the  operating  roads  of  the  State. 
That  portion  of  the  Botsford  branch,  which  belongs  to  this  com- 
pany, is  generally  in  good  condition,  with  the  exception  of  a  high 
temporary  trestle  which  was  somewhat  injured  by  the  heavy  rains 
of  the  past  summer,  for  which  a  solid  embankment  should  be  sub- 
stituted at  an  early  day.  The  gross  earnings  of  the  past  year  have 
been  increased  $12,146.28,  the  operating  expenses  are  increased 
$13,466.76,  and  the  net  earnings  are  diminished  $1,320.48. 
Two  locomotives  have  been  added  to  the  equipment. 

NEW   LONDON    NORTHERN    RAILROAD. 

A  large  amount  of  work  has  been  done  and  considerable  money 
expended  in  renewing  and  repairing  the  numerous  bridges  on  this 
line  in  Connecticut.  The  work  has  been  well  done  and  the  bridges 
were  never  in  so  good  condition  as  now.  The  track  and  roadbed 
have  also  been  well  maintained  during  the  past  year.  The  gross 
earnings  are  $29,204.90  less  than  last  year,  the  operating  expenses 
are  reduced  $52,568.76,  and  the  net  earnings  are  increased 
$23,363.86. 

NEW    YORK    &   NEW   ENGLAND    RAILROAD. 

Many  of  the  wooden  bridges  and  trestles  on  that  portion  of 
this  line  west  of  Waterbury,  which  was  opened  for  use  in  1881, 
have  been  furnished  with  new  ties,  guard  timbers,  and  stringers, 
and  with  such  other  repairs  as  were  needed  ;  also,  a  layge  amount 
of  similar  work  has  been  done  on  other  portions  of  the  line,  so  that 
the  condition  of  the  bridges  has  been  materially  improved  during 
the  past  year.  .  A  new  iron  bridge  has  been  ordered  to  take  the 
place  of  the  Howe  truss  bridge  over  the  Hop  River,  near  Williman- 
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tic.  The  high  trestle  over  Hop  Brook,  west  of  Waterbury,  has 
been  partially  filled,  and  it  is  hoped  that  a  solid  embankment  will 
soon  be  substituted  for  that  structure.  The  track  has  been  much 
improved  by  laying  five  hundred  tons  of  new  steel  rails,  weighing 
seventy-five  pounds  per  yard,  between  Terryville  and  the  Summit 
siding,  so  called,  and  one  thousand  tons  between  Vernon  and 
Andover.  The  contrast  between  the  present  and  former  condition 
of  the  Connecticut  Central  and  Melrose  branches  is  very  marked, 
resulting  from  the  liberal  use  of  cinders  for  ballast  in  place  of  the 
fine  sand  and  soft  soluble  material  heretofore  used  for  that  purpose, 
and  the  substitution  of  steel  rails  for  old  iron  rails  on  the  Connec- 
ticut Central,  together  with  the  general  renewal  and  repairs  of  the 
bridges.  The  Rockville  branch  has,  during  the  past  year,  become 
a  part  of  the  New  England  system,  and  its  business  will  hereafter 
be  included  in  the  report  of  that  company. 

PROVIDENCE   DIVISION. 

The  track  of  this  division  has  been  maintained  in  its  usual 
condition,  and  several  of  the  bridges  have  been  improved  by 
needed  repairs  and  renewals. 

NORWICH   &  WORCESTER  DIVISION. 

A  new  engine-house,  containing  fourteen  stalls,  and  a  new 
turn-table,  has  been  erected  at  Norwich,  and  the  enlargement  of  the 
adjoining  yard  and  the  readjustment  of  the  tracks  upon  the  same 
is  contemplated.  The  track  and  bridges  of  the  division  are  in 
good  condition. 

The  gross  earnings  of  the  New  York  &  New  England  system 
are  $223,947.72  more  than  last  year,  the  operating  expenses  are 
$264,241.31  less,  and  the  net  earnings  are  increased  $488,189.03. 

Three  locomotives,  fifty-four  passenger  cars,  and  three  hundred 
and  twenty- nine  freight  cars  have  been  added  to  the  equipment. 

NEW   YORK,    NEW   HAVEN   &   HARTFORD    RAILROAD. 
NEW  YORK    DIVISION. 

Very  little  new  work  of  importance  has  been  undertaken  on 
this  division  during  the  past  year.  Early  the  past  summer  con- 
siderable work  was  done  on  the  New  Canaan  branch,  in  widening 
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the  cuts  and  embankments,  surfacing  and  lining  the  track,  opening- 
suitable  ditches  and  drains,  and  otherwise  improving  the  condition 
of  the  roadbed  and  track.  A  shelter  station  was  also  erected  at 
Talmadge  Hill,  on  that  division.  The  west  span  of  the  bridge  at 
Cos  Cob  has  been  removed,  and  a  new  and  heavier  iron  span  has 
been  substituted  therefor ;  also  several  other  small  iron  girder 
bridges  have  been  erected  during  the  year.  The  track  has  been 
maintained  in  good  condition,  as  is  shown  by  the  ease  and  smooth- 
ness with  which  trains  pass  over  it  in  comparison  with  the  travel 
on  most  other  roads.  The  widening  of  the  roadbed  between  the 
passenger  station  at  New  Haven  and  the  West  Haven  piling  is  an 
important  improvement  which  has  been  in  progress  for  some  time, 
now  nearly  completed,  and  will  afford  a  large  amount  of  additional 
track  room,  greatly  facilitating  the  approach  to  the  New  Haven 
station  from  the  south,  which  has  for  a  long  time  been  so  contracted 
as  to  be  inadequate  for  the  movement  of  the  large  and  increasing 
business  of  that  station.  It  is  announced  that  the  grading  is  soon 
to  be  commenced  for  four  tracks  between  Westport  and  the  draw- 
bridge at  South  Norwalk,  which  work  will  also  involve  the  elimina- 
tion of  the  two  grade  crossings  between  those  points. 

HARTFORD    DIVISION. 

Three  thousand  tons  of  new  steel  rails,  weighing  78£  pounds 
per  yard,  have  been  laid  in  the  track  on  this  division  during  the 
past  year.  Banjo  signals  have  been  placed  on  each  side  of  all  the 
stations  of  this  division,  so  located  and  operated  as  to  prevent  any 
train  from  entering  a  block  until  the  preceding  train  has  passed 
out  of  it,  thus  guarding  against  accidents  within  the  station  limits. 
The  change  in  the  alignment  of  the  track  on  the  west  approach  to 
the  Connecticut  River  bridge,  above  Windsor  Locks,  described  in 
our  last  report,  has  been  completed,  and  will  contribute  much  to 
the  safety  of  the  operation  of  that  portion  of  the  road.  The  com- 
pletion of  the  Asylum  Street  improvement  and  depot  in  the  city  of 
Hartford,  and  the  opening  of  the  same  for  public  use,  is  one  of  the 
important  events  of  the  year.  The  station  building  is  the  largest, 
most  elaborate  and  costly  structure  erected  for  such  a  purpose 
within  the  State.  As  might  be  expected,  some  of  the  incon- 
veniences and  annoyances  incident  to  the  transaction  of  a  large 
passenger  business  upon  a  structure  elevated  twenty  feet  above  the 
surface  of  the  ground,  and  reached  by  various  approaches,  have 
R.  r. — 2 
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been  practically  experienced,  causing  some  reasonable  and  some 
unreasonable  adverse  criticisms  of  both  the  plan  and  the  manage- 
ment of  the  station.  It  will  generally  be  conceded  that  the  business 
of  a  railway  station  can  be  most  economically  and  conveniently 
transacted,  so  far  as  both  the  railroads  and  their  patrons  are  con- 
cerned, on  the  surface  of  the  ground,  or  at  grade.  To  compensate 
for  this  inconvenience,  however,  the  perils  of  a  grade  crossing  at 
Asylum  Street  have  been  averted,  and  if  the  patience  of-  the  public 
will  permit  the  station  to  be  operated  in  accordance  with  its  design, 
the  safety  of  those  who  use  it  will  be  secured. 

SHORE  LINE  DIVISION. 

A  new  passenger  station  has  been  erected  and  opened  for 
business  at  Cedar  Hill,  near  the  junction  with  the  Hartford  division, 
in  the  city  of  New  Haven,  which  is  a  great  convenience  to  that 
growing  section  of  the  city.  The  new  iron  bridge  over  the  Con- 
necticut River  has  been  completed  the  past  season,  and  it  is  a  fine 
structure,  although  it  seems  as  if  it  should  have  been  a  double 
instead  of  a  single  track  bridge,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  double- 
tracking  of  the  Shore  Line  is  already  in  progress.  Grading  for  a 
double  track  is  now  well  advanced  between  Clinton  and  East  Lyme, 
and  in  some  places  the  second  track  is  being  laid.  Between  East 
Lyme  and  South  Lyme  the  line  has  been  changed  so  as  to  reduce 
the  curvature  and  straighten  and  improve  the  alignment. 

It  is  announced  that  the  right  of  way  is  to  be  secured  for  a 
double  track  the  entire  length  of  the  division,  and  that  portion 
between  Clinton  and  New  London  is  to  be  constructed  during  the 
present  year,  the  rapidly  increasing  business  of  the  line  making 
this  improvement  a  necessity. 

A  IK  LINE   DIVISION. 

The  roadbed  of  this  division  was  injured  somewhat  by  the 
heavy  rains  of  the  past  summer,  interrupting  travel  temporarily, 
but  the  damage  was  soon  repaired  and  business  promptly  resumed 
again.  This  was  owing  to  defective  drainage,  which  is  being 
gradually  remedied.  Some  of  the  bridges  have  been  refloored  and 
put  in  good  condition,  and  new  abutment s  of  masonry  have  in 
some  cases  been  erected  in  plaee  of  temporary  wooden  abut ments 
and  retaining  walls.  The  t  rack,  roadbed,  and  bridges  are  now  in 
good  condition. 
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NAUGATUCK  DIVISION. 

The  track,  roadbed,  and  bridges  of  this  division  have  been 
maintained  in  good  condition  during  the  past  year,  but  no  new 
work  of  special  importance  has  been  undertaken.  Complaint  was 
made  to  us  by  some  of  the  citizens  of  Naugatuck,  of  the  inadequate 
station  facilities  at  that  place,  and  upon  examination  such  com- 
plaint seeming  to  us  to  be  well  founded,  at  our  suggestion  the 
officials  of  the  company  decided  to  separate  the  freight  and  pas- 
senger business,  and  to  provide  more  commodious  accommodations 
for  each. 

NEW   HAVEN   &   NORTHAMPTON  DIVISION. 

The  general  condition  of  this  road  and  of  the  New  Hartford 
branch  is  better  than  it  has  been  for  some  time  past.  Many  of  the 
bridges  have  been  refloored  and  otherwise  repaired,  and  the  track 
is  in  good  alignment  and  surface.  The  lack  of  good  gravel  ballast 
renders  it  difficult  to  maintain  the  track  in  satisfactory  condition, 
the  prevailing  material  for  this  purpose  being  fine  sand,  which  is 
soluble  and  yielding  when  wet,  and  envelops  a  passing  train  in  a 
cloud  of  dust  when  dry.  Some  of  the  citizens  of  Collinsville  have 
complained  to  us  of  the  unsatisfactory  condition  of  the  passenger 
station  at  that  place,  and  it  seems  to  us  that  there  are  just  grounds 
for  such  complaint.  The  present  passenger  accommodations'  are 
neither  comfortable  nor  decent,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  cause  of 
complaint  will  soon  be  removed. 

VALLEY   DIVISION. 

A  new  iron  bridge  has  been  erected,  the  past  year,  over  the 
track  from  the  quarry  at  Cromwell,  also  at  the  second  bridge  south 
of  Goodspeed's  station  ;  and  suitable  renewals  and  repairs  have 
also  been  made  upon  various  other  bridges  needing  the  same.  The 
roadbed,  though  somewhat  injured  by  the  heavy  rains  of  the  past 
season,  was  promptly  repaired,  and  is  now  in  good  condition.  In 
many  places  where  the  embankments  are  exposed  to  injury  by 
freshets,  they  have  been  protected  by  rip-rapping  with  stone. 

The  gross  earnings  of  the  system  operated  by  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  &  Hartford  railroad  are  1277,132.72  more  than  last 
year,  the  operating  expenses  are  diminished  $502,123.25,  and  the 
net  earnings  ar,e  increased  $779,255.97.  Twenty-four  passenger  cars 
and  one  hundred  freight  cars  have  been  added  to  the  equipment. 
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NEW    YORK,    PROVIDENCE    &    BOSTON    RAILROAD. 

The  Thames  River  bridge  and  its  approaches  have  been  com- 
pleted, and  were  formally  opened,  with  appropriate  ceremonies, 
October  10,  1889.  This  important  improvement  has  been  under 
consideration  since  1859,  but  the  plans  were  not  matured  and  the 
work  of  construction  commenced  until  June,  1888,  and  was  com- 
pleted sixteen  months  afterwards,  which,  in  view  of  the  magnitude 
of  the  work,  was  a  creditable  performance.  The  bridge  and  its 
approaches  were  described  in  detail  in  our  last  report,  but,  at  the 
risk  of  repetition,  some  additional  information  concerning  it  is  now 
given.  It  is  a  double-track  structure,  composed  of  steel,  its  entire 
length  being  1,428  feet,  consisting  of  one  draw  span  503  feet  long, 
two  through  spans  each  310  feet  long,  and  two  deck  spans  each 
150  feet  long.  The  bridge  is  proportioned  to  carry  a  moving  load 
on  each  track  of  two  consolidation  locomotives,  weighing  86  tons 
each,  followed  by  a  train-load  of  8,000  pounds  per  lineal  foot.

The  piers  rest  upon  pile  foundations,  which  were  driven  in  the 
bottom  of  the  river  and  sawed  off  evenly  by  a  circular  saw  fastened 
to  the  end  of  a  perpendicular  revolving  shaft,  thus  constituting  a 
level  platform  or  surface  for  the  reception  of  the  timber  floor  of  the 
caisson  containing  the  masonry.  A  caisson  was  then  constructed 
in  the  form  or  shape  of  the  pier,  the  floor  of  which  was  composed 
oflayers  or  courses  of  heavy' squared  timbers,  and  floated  into  posi- 
tion over  the  foundation,  into  which  the  masonry  was  then  laid,  at 
the  surface  of  the  water,  gradually  settling  as  the  work  progressed, 
until  it  rested  firmly  upon  the  foundation  prepared  for  it,  having 
been  accurately  guided  into  its  proper  position  within  a  small  frac- 
tion of  an  inch.  There  are  many  critical  periods  in  the  progress  of 
such  a  work  as  this,  when  its  success  is  largely  dependent  upon  a 
favorable  condition  of  the  elements.  In  this  instance,  the  method 
of  construction  was  wisely  planned  and  successfully  executed  under 
the  skillful  management  and  direction  of  the  eminent  bridge  engi- 
neer, Mr.  A.  P.  Boiler,  of  New  York  city,  and  his  experienced 
assistant,  Col.  J.  Albert  Monroe.  The  draw  is  operated  by  steam, 
and  is  guarded  against  the  approach  of  trains,  when  open,  by 
derailing  switches,  signals,  and  a  complete  system  of  safety  appli- 
ances, designed  and  arranged  by  the  Union  Switch  and  Signal 
Company,  of  Swissvale,  Penn.  An  ingenious  device,  by  which  the 
movable  end  rails  of  the  draw  are  locked  and  clamped  rigidly  in 
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place  before  the  danger-signals  and  derailing  switches  can  be 
restored  to  safety  and  closed,  is  deserving  of  special  mention  and 
general  adoption. 

The  completion  of  this  important  undertaking  obviates  the 
detention  and  danger  of  a  transfer  by  boat,  which  was  always  a 
disagreeable  feature  of  this  route,  and  enables  the  company  to 
shorten  the  running  time  of  its  trains  between  New  York  and 
Boston  —  changes  which  will  be  much  appreciated  by  all  Shore 
Line  patrons. 

The  gross  earnings  hare  been  increased  $60,087.18,  the  oper- 
ating expenses  are  diminished  $24,197.95,  and  the  net  earnings  are 
increased  $84,284.13  above  those  of  the  preceding  year.. 

Two  locomotives,  three  passenger  cars,  and  twenty-five  freight 
cars  have  been  added  to  the  equipment. 

SHEPAUG,  LITCHFIELD    &   NORTHERN   RAILROAD. 

This  road  has  been  maintained  in  its  usual  condition.  A  new 
shelter  station  has  been  erected  during  the  past  year  at  Lake  Sta- 
tion, and  a  new  masonry  culvert  has  been  built  at  the  "  Washout," 
so  called,  above  New  Preston ;  also  another  at  the  repair  shops, 
near  Hawleyville.  A  controlling  interest  in  the  stock  of  this  com- 
pany, heretofore  held  by  local  parties,  has  been  purchased  by  a  syn- 
dicate of  New  York  gentlemen,  who  have  made  surveys  for  an 
extension  of  the  road  from  Hawleyville  to  a  connection  with  the 
New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  railroad  at  Saugatuck. 

The  gross  earnings  are  diminished  $2,691.77,  the  operating 
expenses  are  diminished  $10,747.93,  and  the  net  earnings  are 
increased  $8,056.16  over  those  of  the  preceding  year. 

SOUTH   MANCHESTER   RAILROAD. 

The  track,  roadbed,  equipment,  and  all  the  appointments  of 
this  road,  have  been  kept  in  good  condition. 

The  gross  earnings  are  $91.10  in  excess  of  the  previous  year, 
the  operating  expenses  are  diminished  $5,325.79,  and  the  net  earn- 
ings are  increased  $5,416.59. 

RIDGEFIELD   &   NEW    YORK    RAILROAD. 

The  corporate  existence  of  this  company  was  extended  by  the 
last  legislature  for  a  period  of  five  years  from  the  1st  of  July,  1890. 
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ACCIDENTS. 

The  most  serious  passenger  train  accident,  so  far  as  respects 
the  number  injured,  which  has  occurred  for  twenty-five  years  was 
that  of  June  29th  on  the  Hartford  division  of  the  New  York,  New 
Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad,  a  little  above  New  Haven,  occasioned 
by  the  failure  of  the  trackmen  to  properly  spike  a  frog  that  day  put 
in  and  protect  it  by  guard-rail.  All  of  the  cars  of  the  express  train, 
eight  in  number,  were  derailed,  the  baggage  and  first  drawing-room 
cars  being  turned  over  on  their  sides,  and  the  second  drawing-room 
car  and  dining  car  partially  overturned.  Forty-four  persons  were 
reported  injured ;  three  of  them,  two  passengers  and  the  baggage- 
master,  were  killed  or  died  of  their  injuries.  Beside  those  injured 
in  this  accident,  23  other  passengers  on  the  various  roads  in  our 
State  received  injuries  more  or  less  severe,  resulting  fatally  in  four 
instances,  but  in  the  case  of  these  four  and  in  nearly  all  the  other 
instances  the  injuries  were  received  through  some  fault  or  careless- 
ness on  the  part  of  the  injured. 

TO    EMPLOYEES. 

While  the  returns  for  the  past  year  show  an  increase  of  25  in 
the  total  number  of  employees  injured,  we  are  happy  to  be  able  to 
report  that  this  increase  was  much  less  than  that  during  the  pre- 
ceding year,  when  it  amounted  to  104.  The  proportion  of  those 
fatally  injured  was,  however,  greater  than  the  preceding  year, 
amounting  in  all  to  39.  Dividing  employees  into  the  three  classes 
of,  first,  trainmen;  second,  switchmen,  flagmen,  or  gatemen,  and 
watchmen;  and  third,  all  other  employees,  we  find  that  223  train- 
men were  injured,  25  of  them  fatally;  19  switchmen,  flagmen,  or 
watchmen  were  injured,  4  of  them  fatally;  and  117  other  em- 
ployees were  injured,  10  of  them  fatally.  Of  the  trainmen,  11.21 
per  cent,  were  killed  or  fatally  injured;  of  the  switchmen,  etc., 
21.05  per  cent.,  and  of  the  other  employees,  8.55  per  cent,  were 
killed  ;  143,  or  very  nearly  40  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number  of 
employees  injured,  received  their  injuries  in  coupling  or  uncoupling 
cars ;  5  of  these,  or  3.5  per  cent,  were  either  killed  or  died  of  their 
injuries.  Ten  more  were  injured  in  this  manner  than  during  the 
preceding  year,  which  does  not  indicate  any  advantage  yet  gained 
from  automatic  couplers. 
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The  great  interest  taken  by  Ex-Railroad  Commissioner  Coffin, 
of  Iowa,  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  better  protection  of  railroad 
employees,  especially  in  securing  the  adoption  of  automatic  couplers, 
is  generally  known,  and  the  facts  and  figures  submitted  by  him  at 
the  request  of  the  Brotherhood  of  Rail  Brakemen  to  the  General 
Conference  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  above  referred  to,  have 
been  so  fully  quoted  and  extensively  circulated  that  we  need  not 
repeat  them.  Mr.  Coffin  is  a  firm  believer  in  and  strong  advocate  of 
the  efficiency  and  necessity  of  national  legislation  on  this  subject. 
This  was  also  so  far  the  sense  of  the  Conference  that  before  his 
paper  was  presented  a  resolution,  introduced  by  Mr.  Crocker,  Chair- 
man of  the  Massachusetts  Board,  had  been  passed  urging  the  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commission  to  consider  what  could  be  done  to 
prevent  the  loss  of  life  and  limb  in  coupling  and  uncoupling  freight 
cars  used  in  interstate  commerce,  and  in  handling  the  brakes  of 
such  cars,  in  order  that  the  Commission  might  make  recommenda- 
tions to  the  various  railroad  companies  and  such  suggestions  as  to 
legislation  as  might  seem  to  it  necessary  or  expedient. 

A  new  feature  of  the  agitation  of  this  subject  has  been  the  pre- 
sentation to  that  Commission  of  a  petition,  signed  by  some  ten 
thousand  brakemen,  asking  the  Commission  to  urge  upon  Congress 
the  necessity  of  national  legislation  in  this  matter.  The  Interstate 
Commission  is  investigating  the  subject  with  great  care,  both  as 
regards  the  expediency  of  any  national  legislation,  and  also  the  dif- 
ficult question  of  how  best  to  secure  the  enforcement  of  such  laws 
should  they  be  passed.  That  their  conclusion  will  be  wise  and 
practicable,  no  one  who  had  the  privilege  of  attending  the  Confer- 
ence will  doubt.  We  are  also  confident  that  it  will  not  be  regarded 
as  a  disparagement  by  any  member  of  that  Commission,  present  or 
future,  for  us  to  say  that  in  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Walker  and  the 
recent  enforced  retirement  of  Judge  Cooley  from  present  active 
duty,  a  very  serious  loss  has  come  to  the  Commission  and  to  the 
country  at  large. 

TRESPASSERS. 

During  the  year  151  trespassers  were  injured,  of  whom  93 
were  either  killed  or  died  of  their  injuries.  There  were  also  43 
other  persons,  neither  passengers  or  employees,  who  were  injured, 
IT  of  them  being  killed. 
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AT    HIGHWAY    CROSSINGS. 

Of  the  trespassers,  8  were  injured,  6  fatally,  at  highway 
crossings;  one  flagman  and  one  trainman  were  also  injured  at 
crossings,  and  19  others,  8  of  them  being  killed,  making  the  total 
number  injured  at  highway  crossings  29,  of  whom  14  died  from 
their  injuries.  It  is  also  noticeable  that  of  41  persons  killed  in 
train  accidents  32  were  trespassers. 

DEMURRAGE   AND   PER   DIEM    CHARGES  IN   FREIGHT    CAR   SERVICE. 

The  practice  of  using  freight  cars  as  warehouses,  both  by  con- 
signers and  consignees,  of  which  we  have  spoken  in  former  reports, 
seems  to  be  an  increasing  evil  notwithstanding  the  attention  the 
subject  is  receiving,  and  efforts  to  correct  it,  and  notwithstanding 
the  acknowledged  fact  that  in  consequence  of  this  practice  the 
department  of  freight  car  service  is  continually  becoming  more  ex- 
pensive, while  in  almost  all  other  departments  of  railroad  service 
there  has  been  a  constant  improvement  in  economical  operation. 
There  are  in  service  in  this  country  over  a  million  of  freight  cars, 
representing  an  invested  capital  of  five  hundred  millions  of  dollars 
in  round  numbers,  and  only  one-half  of  this  enormous  investment 
is  yielding  a  direct  revenue,  since  one-half  of  these  cars  on  the 
average  are  standing  still  as  loaded  storehouses.  Recent  reports 
from  all  over  the  country  showed  a  universal  want  of  cars,  eighteen 
roads  alone  reporting  a  daily  shortage  of  over  15,000  cars  below 
the  demand,  while  at  St.  Louis  and  Bast  St.  Louis  alone  there 
were  said  to  be  10,000  cars  loaded  with  freight  held  either  for  sale 
or  for  a  higher  market.  In  the  past  the  railroad  companies  have 
not  only  suffered  this  evil  to  grow  unchecked,  but  in  their  efforts  to 
secure  shipments  have  to  a  considerable  degree  encouraged  it.  It 
is  by  no  means  easy  to  determine  the  best,  or  indeed  any  reasonable 
method  of  curing  this  evil.  Railroad  managers  generally  agree  that 
the  enforcement  of  demurrage  and  per  diem  charges  would  secure 
relief.  Strict  enforcement  of  these  charges  would  and  already  has 
resulted  in  compelling  the  building  of  warehouses,  and  for  eastern 
consignees  this  is  of  course  possible  and  to  some  extent  practicable, 
but  for  the  western  farmers,  as  shippers  of  corn  and  grain,  it 
is  impracticable.  Either  the  railroads  or  third  parties  must  build 
the  storehouses  or  the  shippers  must  continue  to  use  cars  for  this 
purpose,  and  the  railroads  will  not  build  so  long  certainly  as  they 
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can  secure  cars  of  eastern  companies  for  little  or  nothing.  In  our 
State  the  rules  of  the  New  York  &  New  England  R.  R.  Co.  in 
regard  to  demurrage  have  been  the  most  positive  and  most  effect- 
ively enforced,  with  the  satisfactory  result  of  giving  it  abundance 
of  yard-room  instead  of  blockades,  but  at  the  expense  of  incurring 
the  ill  will  of  customers  and  the  loss  of  trade,  and  culminating  in 
the  passage  of  an  act  by  the  last  legislature  prohibiting  any  charge 
for  delays  of  less  than  four  working  days  in  loading  or  unloading, 
or  for  storage  for  a  less  period  than  two  days.  But  in  regard  to 
this  law  the  late  Vice-President,  in  his  last  annual  report  to  the 
stockholders,  says: 

"  It  is  believed  by  your  officers  that  it  is  not  within  the  province 
of  the  legislature  to  require  a  Railroad  Company  to  furnish  cars  for 
an  arbitrary  period  for  nothing,  but  even  if  within  its  power,  your 
officers  are  advised  by  their  counsel  that  the  law  of  the  State  can  not 
be  made  to  apply  to  interstate  commerce,  and  therefore  the  new  law  is 
being  applied  to  traffic  which  is  wholly  within  the  State  of  Connecticut." 

But  we  understand  that  the  present  General  Ma'nager  has 
modified  the  rules  to  conform  to  the  Connecticut  law  in  reference 
to  both  inter-state  and  local  freight. 

CONTINUOUS    CAR    HEATING. 

After  our  hearing  last  May,  in  regard  to  steam  heating  of  cars, 
the  following  order  was  issued  by  us : 

state  of  connecticut. 
Office  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners, 

Hartford,  July  10,  1889. 
To  the  Railroad  Company: 

Gentlemen, — 

In  accordance  with  the  authority  conferred  upon  us  by  section  3,568 
of  the  General  Statutes,  requiring  us  to  make  such  orders  relative  to  the 
heating  and  lighting  of  passenger  cars  as  are  required  by  public  safety 
and  prudence,  you  are  hereby  ordered  not  to  permit  any  car  heated  by  a 
common  stove,  or  by  any  system  of  direct  radiation,  to  be  attached  to 
any  passenger  train  while  being  used  for  the  transportation  of  passengers 
upon  the  roads  operated  by  you,  nor  to  permit  any  car  to  be  so  attached 
or  used  heated  otherwise  than  by  steam  or  by  the  Baker  or  Spear  system 
without  special  authority  in  writing  from  us;  and  we  recommend  that 
you  do  not  equip  or  purchase  any  cars  equipped  with  any  system  of  heat- 
ing,  which  cannot  be  readily  adapted  to  the  use  of  steam  or  hot  air. 
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We  believe  that  some  system  of  continuous  heating  will  soon  be  per- 
fected which  can  be  prudently  and  safely  adopted,  but  the  practical  ex- 
perience of  the  mechanical  departments  of  our  roads  with  the  various 
systems  now  being  tested  has  not  been  such  as  to  assure  us  that  the  com- 
fort and  safety  of  the  traveling  public  would  be  increased  by  the  substi- 
tution of  any  one  of  them  for  the  most  approved  systems  of  car  heating 
now  in  use.  Experience  proves  that  no  system  will  secure  perfect  safety 
from  fire  so  iong  as  the  danger  from  the  locomotive  and  from  the  cook- 
ing ranges  in  dining  cars  continues. 

In  regard  to  the  lighting  of  passenger  cars,  if  our  former  order  re- 
quiring the  use  of  illuminating  oil  of  300°  fire  test  is  complied  with  we 
apprehend  no  greater  danger  than  would  result  from  the  use  of  an  engine 
to  generate  electricity  for  lighting  purposes. 

Further  experiments  should  be  encouraged  for  the  purpose  of  devel- 
oping' some  system  of  train  heating  which  will  give  a  uniform  tempera- 
ture throughout  the  cars  of  our  longest  passenger  trains,  attended  by  the 
fewest  possible  elements  of  danger  from  fire,  or  from  the  explosion  of 
steam  in  case  of  accident,  collision,  or  overturning  of  cars.

So  far  as  we  know  there  has  been  a  general  compliance  with 
this  order.  In  the  case  of  one  or  two  short  lines  there  was  a  delay 
in  order  that  the  change  when  made  might  be  adapted  to  the  trains 
of  connecting  roads  with  which  cars  are  interchanged.  There  has 
been  fair  progress  towards  continuous  heating,  the  New  York  & 
New  England,  the  Central  New  England  &  Western,  the  New  York, 
Providence  &  Boston,  and  the  New  London  Northern  having 
equipped  their  passenger  cars  for  steam  heating.  The  Baker  heater 
continues  to  be  used  by  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  and 
the  Housatonic  systems. 

GRADE    CROSSINGS. 

The  excitement  which  for  eighteen  months  had  prevailed  in  a 
portion  of  the  State  on  the  subject  of  the  separation  of  grades  at 
the  crossing  of  highways  and  railroads  culminated  in  the  intro- 
duction at  the  last  session  of  the  legislature  of  a  number  of  bills 
upon  that  subject  and  the  passage  of  an  act  not  at  all  calculated  to 
hasten  the  elimination  of   any  considerable  number  of   these,  so 
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called,  "  death  traps."  The  new  law,  while  retaining  the  provisions 
of  the  old  as  to  modes  of  proceedure,  increases  to  a  very  considera- 
ble amount  the  ordinary  expense  of  elimination  and  in  a  direction 
difficult  of  estimate,  as  it  not  only  gives  damages  to  any  person 
whose  land  is  taken,  but  also  requires  payment  for  the  special 
damages  which  the  owner  of  any  land  adjoining  the  public  highway 
shall  sustain  by  reason  of  any  change  in  the  grade  of  such  highway 
resulting  from  the  alterations  in  the  crossing.  All  the  expenses  to 
be  paid  by  the  railroad  company  in  case  it  brings  the  petition  for 
change.  In  cases  where  the  municipality  brings  the  petition,  the 
railroad  company  must  pay  not  less  than  three  quarters  of  the  ex- 
pense if  the  highway  existed  when  the  railroad  was  built,  or  if  the 
grade  crossing  was  created  by  a  change  of  an  existing  highway  for 
the  benefit  of  the  railroad  "  after  the  lay-out  of  the  railroad 7'  but 
if  the  highway  was  built  at  grade  over  an  existing  highway,  except 
as  above  stated,  one-half  of  the  expense  of  the  change  may  be 
assessed  on  the  municipality  bringing  the  petition.  The  law  further 
makes  it  compulsory  for  the  directors  of  every  railroad  company 
which  operates  a  railroad  in  this  State  to  remove  or  apply  for  the 
removal  of  at  least  one  grade  crossing  each  year  for  every  sixty 
miles  of  road  operated  by  it  in  this  State,  which  crossings  must  in 
the  opinion  of  the  directors  be  "  among  the  most  dangerous  ones 
upon  the  lines  operated  by  "  their  company.  If  the  directors  fail 
to  do  this  the  Railroad  Commissioners  are  directed  to  order  such 
removal,  provided  the  financial  condition  of  the  company  will  in 
their  opinion  warrant  the  change.  The  question  has  been-  inform- 
ally raised  whether  this  requirement  of  the  law  compels  a  company 
which  operates  less  than  sixty  miles  of  road  in  this  State  to  elimi- 
nate any  crossings  whatever.  The  question  has  also  been  asked 
whether  in  case  a  railroad  company  operates  a  number  of  roads 
under  lease  or  contract,  it  may  not  make  all  the  required  changes 
upon  its  main  line  or  one  of  its  divisions,  provided  its  directors  are 
of  opinion  that  the  crossings  proposed  to  be  changed  are  for  any 
reason  among  the  most  dangerous  ones  upon  the  lines  it  operates. 
This  statute  further  provides,  that  the  Railroad  Commissioners,  in 
the  absence  of  any  application,  may,  when  in  their  opinion  public 
safety  requires  it,  order  such  alterations  in  a  highway  crossed  at 
grade  as  they  shall  deem  best,  provided  that  they  shall  not  order 
alterations  which  will  require  the  construction  of  more  than  one 
bridge  in  any  one  year  on  any  one  railroad.     The  expenses  in  these 
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cases  are  to  be  paid,  one-quarter  by  the  State  and  three-quarters  by 
the  railroads.  Apparently  any  number  of  alterations  may  be 
ordered  in  any  one  year,  if  they  do  not  involve  the  construction  of 
more  than  one  bridge.  Only  three  applications  have  been  made  to 
us  under  the  provisions  of  this  law :  one  by  the  Meriden,  Water- 
bury  &  Connecticut  River  Railroad  Company,  under  the  following 
circumstances:  in  the  location  of  the  railroad  from  Meriden  to 
Waterbury,  no  grade  crossings  were  permitted,  and  in  order  to  re- 
lieve the  company  from  building  a  bridge  at  Hough's  crossing,  the 
town  of  Meriden  discontinued  that  part  of  the  highway,  but  the 
Superior  Court  ordered  it  to  be  re-opened.  As  we  had  refused  to 
allow  it  to  cross  at  grade,  the  company  applied  for  authority  to 
make  such  changes  and  new  highway  as  would  obviate  the  neces- 
sity of  crossing  at  this  point.  The  changes  were  ordered  by  us  in 
June,  and  re-affirmed  in  November,  upon  an  application  to  modify 
the  June  order.  The  changes  have  not  yet  been  made,  and  in  the 
meantime  the  crossing  remains  at  grade.  The  other  two  applica- 
tions were  by  municipal  authority  ;  one  by  the  borough  of  Danielson- 
ville,  to  compel  the  carrying  of  Cottage  Street  under  the  tracks  of 
the  Norwich  &  Worcester  Railroad,  and  one  by  the  town  of  Sims- 
bury,  for  the  alteration  of  one  highway  so  as  not  to  cross  at  all  the 
tracks  of  the  New  Haven  &  Northampton,  and  of  the  Central  New 
England  &  Western  Railroads,  and  for  the  carrying  of  another  high- 
way under  the  tracks  of  both  roads  instead  of  crossing  at  grade. 
This  last  application  was  not  opposed  by  the  railroad  companies, 
except  so  far  as  related  to  the  plans  proposed  by  the  town,  and  by 
suggestions  for  the  elimination  of  a  third  crossing.  Orders  were 
made  by  the  Commissioners  for  such  alteration  in  one  highway  as 
would  turn  the  travel  from  the  crossing  in  question  into  another 
highway  which,  however,  itself  crossed  at  grade,  but  not  in  so 
dangerous  a  place  and  manner  as  the  other.  The  cost  of  this 
change  we  assessed  one-quarter  on  the  town  and  three  eighths  on 
each  of  the  companies.  We  directed  that  the  other  highway  be 
carried  under  the  tracks,  and  assessed  the  expenses  in  the  same 
proportion,  except  that  we  provided  that  the  cost  to  the  town  should 
not  exceed  two  thousand  dollars,  the  railroad  companies  to  do  most 
of  the  work,  subject  to  certain  limitations,  in  such  manner  as  they 
judged  best.  The  application  of  the  borough  of  Danielsonville 
was  vigorously  opposed  by  the  railroad  companies,  both  the  Nor- 
wich  &  Worcester,  and  the  New  York  &  New  England,  which 
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operates  it.  The  jurisdiction  of  the  Commissioners  and  the  con- 
stitutionality of  the  law  being  both  denied  and  the  change  having 
been  ordered  by  us  with  an  assessment  of  one-fourth  the  cost  on 
the  town  and  three-fourths  on  the  railroad,  an  appeal  was  taken  to 
the  Superior  Court  by  the  company,  which  appeal  is  still  pending. 
As  this  was  the  first  contested  case  under  the  new  law,  we  give 
the  proceeding,  including  the  elaborate  exceptions  filed,  in  the 
Appendix,  and  although  the  law  under  which  our  orders  were 
issued  for  the  elimination  of  the  crossings  in  Fairfield  and  West- 
brook  has  been  repealed,  yet  as  we  gave  last  year  the  proceedings 
on  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court  we  now  give  in  the  Appendix  the 
decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court  on  those  appeals. 

Of  the  petitions  pending  a  year  ago,  brought  by  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  orders  have  been  made 
for  the  elimination  of  the  three  remaining  grade  crossings  in  the 
town  of  Westport,  upon  plans  agreed  upon  between  the  town  au- 
thorities and  the  company,  the  expense  to  be  paid  by  the  railroad 
company,  the  law  having  been  made  retroactive  in  that  particular. 
The  petitions  in  regard  to  Monroe  Street  in  South  Norwalk,  Wood- 
mont  crossing  in  Milford,  and  two  crossings  in  Guilford,  have  been 
withdrawn ;  those  in  regard  to  Selleck's  crossing  in  Stamford,  in 
regard  to  four  crossings  in  Stratford,  the  "  Back  Road  "  crossing  in 
Old  Lyme,  and  Hamilton  Street  in  New  London,  are  still  pending. 
Six  grade  crossings  on  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford 
Railroad  have  been  eliminated  since  our  last  report,  one  in  West- 
port,  two  in  East  Haven,  one  in  Madison,  and  Asylum  Street  in 
Hartford.  The  change  at  Asylum  Street  also  removed  a  grade 
crossing  of  the  New  York  &  New  England,  but  the  last  legislature 
passed  a  resolution  validating  the  lay-out  of  "  School  Street," 
which  crosses  the  Springfield  Division  of  the  New  England  road  in 
East  Hartford,  and  making  it  a  public  highway.  The  crossings  of 
the  New  England  would  therefore  remain  the  same  in  number  as 
last  year.  The  company,  however,  questioned  the  legality  of  this 
crossing  and  failed  to  recognize  it  as  such  till  recently ;  but  has 
now  directed  the  various  statute  provisions  in  regard  to  highway 
crossings  to  be  complied  with,  pending  the  decision  of  its  solicitor. 
The  Shepaug  road  reports  one  less  grade  crossing  than  last  year, 
omitting  a  highway  which  has  been  entirely  abandoned  though  never 
discontinued.  The  completion  of  the  approaches  to  the  new  Thames 
River  bridge  has  added  seven  to  the  grade  crossings  on   the  New 
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York,  Providence  &  Boston  Railroad,  it  not  seeming  to  be  practica- 
ble to  avoid  them  at  the  time  the  location  was  approved.  There  is 
also  the  temporary  grade  crossing  at  Hough's  Mills  on  the  Meriden, 
Waterbury  &  Connecticut  River  Road  as  above  stated. 

The  number  of  crossings  protected  with  gates  is  92,  with  flag- 
men 40,  and  with  electric  signal  bells  40.  In  accordance  with 
orders  issued  by  us,  electric  signal  bells  have  been  erected  during 
the  year  at  Wildman  Street  crossing  of  the  New  York  &  New 
England  and  Housatonic  Railroads  in  Danbury,  and  at  the  South 
Windham  crossing  of  the  New  London  Northern  Railroad,  and  a 
flagman  ordered  at  the  crossing  of  the  Northampton  road  in 
Collinsville. 

PLANKING    OP    HIGHWAY    CROSSINGS. 

An  application  involving  a  question,  the  decision  of  which,  by 
us,  was  necessary  in  order  to  determine  our  jurisdiction  in  the 
matter,  but  which  could  not  bind  the  parties,  was  that  of  the 
Selectmen  of  Hamden,  setting  forth  that  the  New  York,  New  Haven 
&  Hartford  Railroad  Company  had  failed  to  so  protect  its  rails  at 
three  highway  crossings  of  the  New  Haven  &  Northampton  division 
as  to  secure  a  safe  and  easy  passage  across  the  railroad,  and  asking 
that  we  make  the  necessary  orders  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of 
the  law  on  that  subject.  The  streets  were  opened,  two  of  them,  in 
1852  or  1853,  and  the  other'  about  1866,  and  have  been  used  as 
highways  ever  since,  the  crossings  having  been  planked  from  the 
time  the  streets  were  opened  till  October,  1888.  These  streets 
were  not  laid  out  by  the  town  but  by  the  owners  of  the  land  on  each 
side  of  the  railroad,  and  became  highways  by  dedication  and  accept- 
ance. All  the  essential  facts  were  ultimately  agreed  upon  except 
as  to  the  legality  of  the  crossing  of  the  railroad,  it  being  claimed 
by  the  petitioners  on  this  point  that  there  had  been  a  dedication  by 
the  railroad  company  as  well  as  by  the  land  owners.  This  was  de- 
nied by  the  companies,  who  claimed  that  whatever  acts  were  done 
when  the  streets  were  opened  which  might  have  indicated  an  inten- 
tion to  dedicate  the  land  were  done  by  the  lessees  and  not  by  the 
company  owning  the  land,  and  so  could  not  bind  the  owner,  and 
next,  that  when  the  railroad  came  again  into  the  possession  and 
control  of  the  owner  the  action  of  the  company,  through  its  proper 
officer,  was  such  as  to  'prove  a  clear  intention  not  to  dedicate  the 
land.     At  the  time  the  streets  were  opened  and   the    crossings 
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planked,  the  railroad  of  the  New  Haven  &  Northampton  company 
was  held  and  operated  by  the  New  York  &  New  Haven  Railroad 
Company  under  a  lease  for  twenty-one  years,  terminating  July  1 , 
1869,  but  from  that  time  till  October,  1887,  the  railroad  was  under 
the  control  and  management  of  the  Northampton  company  itself, 
and  though  Vice  President  and  General  Superintendent  Yeamans, 
within  a  few  years  after  taking  control  in  1869,  gave  orders  not  to 
repair  the  planking,  and  testified  that  thereafter  no  repairs  were 
made,  with  his  knowledge  and  consent,  yet  the  crossings  were  kept 
in  passable  condition  till  October,  1888,  and  nothing  was  done  to 
prevent  the  free  passage  over  the  tracks,  or  to  indicate  to  the  public 
that  they  were  not  highways.  Under  these  circumstances,  while 
we  were  of  opinion  that  no  act  of  the  lessee  could  dedicate  the  land 
of  the  lessor,  we  were  also  of  the  opinion  that  the  course  pursued 
by  the  owners  of  the  railroad,  the  New  Haven  &  Northampton  Com- 
pany, after  resuming  possession  and  control,  if  it  did  not  amount  to 
a  dedication,  was  at  least  "  conduct  which  misleads  others  "  so  that 
the  company  was  estopped  from  denying  the  dedication.  An  order 
was  accordingly  passed  by  us  as  prayed  for.  (Appendix,  p.  57.) 
It  is  understood  that  the  question  of  the  legality  of  these  crossings 
will  be  tested  by  proper  proceedings  in  the  courts. 

ELECTRIC,    CABLE,    AND    HORSE   RAILROAD   CROSSINGS. 

In  former  reports  we  called  attention  to  the  greatly  increased 
peril  at  many  grade  crossings,  caused  by  the  construction  at  grade 
over  railroads  of  electric  and  horse  railroads,  and  recommended 
that  it  be  prohibited  by  law.  At  the  last  session,  an  act  wrs 
passed  which  prohibits  the  building  of  any  electric,  cable,  or  horse 
railroad  across  the  tracks  of  a  steam  railroad  at  grade ;  and,  in 
analogy  with  the  law  in  regard  to  highways,  also  forbids  the  con- 
struction of  steam  railroads  at  grade  across  such  electric,  cable,  or 
horse  railroads  except  with  the  approval  of  the  railroad  commis- 
sioners. 

NEW   HIGHWAYS    ACROSS    RAILROADS. 

The  only  application  for  directions  as  to  the  manner  in  which 
a  proposed  highway  should  cross  the  track  of  a  railroad  was  made 
by  the  town  of  Torrington  in  regard  to  a  new  street  which  it  was 
proposed  to    lay   out  crossing  the  Naugatuck   railroad.     This  was 
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heard  on  the  12th  of  November,  and  it  was  ordered  that  the  street 
be  carried  over  the  railroad,  and  the  length,  width,  and  material  of 
the  bridge  determined  as  required  by  statute. 

LOCOMOTIVE   WHISTLING. 

Applications  for  orders  to  restrict  locomotive  whistling  within 
certain  limits  in  Waterbury,  Danbury,  and  Milford  have  been  received, 
and  orders  passed  satisfactory  to  the  parties  in  interest.  We  have 
heard  less  complaint  of  this  annoyance  during  the  past  year  than 
ever  before,  owning  in  part  to  restrictions  heretofore  imposed  and 
in  part  to  the  adoption  of  such  changes  in  the  whistles  as  make  the 
sound  less  disturbing.  In  our  opinion,  were  the  chime  whistle  or 
its  equivalent  generally  adopted,  the  chief  ground  of  complaint 
would  be  removed. 

FENCING. 

Two  applications  for  orders  for  the  repair  or  construction  of 
fences  along  the  line  of  railroads  have  been  received,  —  one  from  a 
party  in  Branford  on  the  Shore  Line,  in  which  case  it  did  not.  seem 
to  us  that  an  order  was  advisable,  and  one  from  Hazardville,  on  the 
Springfield  division  of  the  New  York  &  New  England  upon  which 
an  order  for  repairs  was  issued  pending  the  result  of  condemnation 
proceedings  for  taking  the  land  in  question.  In  the  case  of  Galla- 
gher vs.  New  York  &  New  England  Railroad  Company  our  Supreme 
Court  has  given  a  construction  and  interpretation  of  our  laws  in 
regard  to  fencing  which  is  of  such  interest  and  importance  that  we 
give  it  in  the  Appendix. 

TAKING   OF   LANDS    AND    CHANGES   OF   LOCATION. 

Two  applications  for  authority  to  take  land  for  depot  grounds, 
tracks,  and  turn-outs  have  been  acted  on :  one  by  the  New  York  & 
New  England  for  additional  depot  grounds  at  Hazardville,  as  just 
mentioned,  which  was  not  opposed  and  was  granted,  and  the  other 
by  the  Norwich  &  Worcester  Railroad  Company  for  additional  land 
adjoining  their  depot  grounds  at  Norwich,  to  be  used  as  an  enlarge- 
ment of  the  depot  grounds  and  for  tracks  and  turn-outs;  this  appli- 
cation was  very  strongly  opposed  by  some  of  the  owners  of  the  land 
proposed  to  be  taken,  and  by  others.  It  seemed,  however,  to  a 
majority  of  the  Commissioners  that  the  authority  should  be  given,

and  it  was  accordingly  granted.     As  some  misapprehension  seems 
to  prevail,  we  give  the  order  in  the  Appendix,  page  65. 

CHANGE    OP   LOCATION. 

Ever  since  the  first  building  of  the  Connecticut  Western  Rail- 
road the  tracks  at  Ore  Hill  had  been  carried  over  a  deep  excavation 
caused  by  mining  for  iron  ore,  and  a  few  years  ago  it  became  neces- 
sary to  change  the  location  of  the  bridge,  and  again,  last  spring,  in 
order  to  avoid  having  a  bridge  and  to  get  a  location  on  solid  ground, 
our  approval  was  asked  for  another  change  of  location  and  for  the 
taking  of  the  lands  necessary  therefor.  A  hearing  was  accordingly 
held  pursuant  to  the  statute,  and,  the  land-holders  consenting,  the 
change  was  approved  and  the  taking  of  the  land  authorized. 

SPUR   TRACKS. 

Upon  the  application  of  the  New  Haven  &  Derby  Railroad 
Company  our  approval  has  been  given  to  the  location  of  a  short 
branch  or  spur  track  in  Birmingham,  and  also  of  a  like  branch  or 
spur  .track  in  Shelton. 

Upon  the  application  of  the  Selectmen  of  Branford  we  author- 
ized the  laying  of  a  side-track  from  the  Shore  Line  Railroad  in 
Branford  to  the  quarries  of  Norcross  Brothers,  crossing  a  highway 
at  grade ;  the  side-track  to  be  used  for  switching  cars  to  and  from 
the  quarries,  and  the  highway  to  be  protected  by  flagmen. 

A  number  of  hearings  have  been  held  and  judgments  rendered 
on  matters  of  minor  importance,  mostly  connected  in  some  way 
with  highway  crossings.  Among  these  was  the  application  which 
was  pending  a  year  ago  of  the  Selectmen  of  Putnam  for  a  supple- 
mental and  additional  order  in  regard  to  the  highway  bridge  over 
the  Norwich  &  Worcester  and  the  New  York  &  New  England  rail- 
roads, which  was  ordered  in  1888.  After  hearing  the  parties  and 
examining  the  location  we  were  of  opinion  that  our  original  order 
had  not  been  complied  with,  either  in  terms  or  in  spirit,  and  that 
the  bridge  had  not  been  located  so  as  to  meet  the  reasonable  require- 
ment of  public  travel,  and  ordered  changes  accordingly. 

ACCOMMODATIONS    AT    MYSTIC   STATION. 

The  Selectmen  of  Stonington  brought  their  petition  on  the  5th 
day  of  August  complaining  of  the  situation  at  the  Mystic  station 
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and  asking  that  certain  improvements  be  ordered,  which  was  accord- 
ingly done.  A  number  of  the  citizens  of  Mystic  at  the  same  time 
made  application  under  the  law  of  last  session  authorizing  individu- 
als, with  the  approval  of  the  selectmen,  to  make  complaint  to  the 
Eailroad  Commissioners  of  the  neglect  of  a  railroad  company  to  so 
run  its  trains  as  to  afford  reasonable  facilities  for  receiving  passen- 
gers from  and  delivering  them  to  connecting  roads.  Under  this 
application  an  order  was  made  requiring  the  New  York,  Providence 
&  Boston  Railroad  Company  to  stop  one  additional  train  each  way 
at  Mystic,  pending  the  new  arrangement  of  trains  when  the  termi- 
nal facilities  at  New  London  shall  be  perfected. 

Differences  have  arisen  between  the  railroad  companies  and  the 
city  authorities  of  New  London  in  regard  to  the  location  of  tracks. 
Petitions  relating  to  this  matter  are  to  be  heard  by  us  on  the  8th 
instant. 

NEW   STATIONS. 

Two  special  resolutions  requiring  the  construction  of  union 
passenger  stations  were  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  General 
Assembly,  —  one  at  Waterbury,  to  be  completed  by  the  first  of  Jan- 
uary, 1891,  and  providing  that  in  case  the  several  companies  could 
not  agree,  the  Commissioners  should  determine  the  site,  plans,  etc., 
and  authorizing  the  Commissioners  to  order  the  tracks  of  all  the 
companies  to  be  laid  side  by  side  and  carried  through  the  city  either 
above  or  below  the  grade  of  the  highways.  Upon  the  application 
of  the  city  authorities  we  are  to  give  a  hearing  in  regard  to  the 
change  of  tracks  on  the  21st  inst.  In  the  other  case,  the  Norwich 
&  Worcester  and  the  New  London  Northern  Railroad  Companies 
were  required  to  unite  in  a  passenger  station  in  the  city  of  Norwich 
on  such  site  as  we  should  approve,  to  be  completed  and  ready  for 
use  by  the  11th  of  June,  1891.  The  plans  for  the  station,  and  the 
various  matters  appertaining  thereto,  are  also  by  the  terms  of  the 
resolution  to  be  approved  by  us.  The  city  of  Norwich  has  filed  its 
application  for  a  hearing  under  the  resolution,  and  the  hearing  is 
fixed  for  the  15th  inst. 

ASYLUM   STREET   BRIDGE   COMMISSION. 

Very  little  has  been  done  by  the  Special  Asylum  Street  Bridge 
Commission,  except  in  furtherance  of  orders  already  issued.  A 
settlement  having  been  effected  in  regard  to  the  claims  for  dam- 
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ages  by  land  owners  in  consequence  of  the  change  of  grade  at  the 
crossing  of  Walnut  Street,  the  amount  agreed  upon  was  ordered 
paid  on  the  13th  of  March  last.  And,  upon  the  application  of  the 
New  York  &  New  England  Railroad  Company,  the  commission,  on 
the  10th  of  April,  amended  the  plans  before  adopted  so  as  to  author- 
ize the  substitution  of  an  embankment  for  a  retaining  wall  on  the 
west  side  of  the  tracks  south  of  Asylum  street.  The  same  company, 
having  only  partially  complied  with  the  order  passed  by  the  com- 
mission in  December,  1888,  requiring  both  that  company  and  the 
New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  severally, 
to  take  up  and  remove  their  surface  tracks  between  the  south  side 
of  Asylum  street  and  the  north  line  of  Church  street  within  thirty 
days  after  the  new  depot  should  be  occupied  and  used  by  said  com- 
panies respectively,  the  counsel  for  the  commission  was,  on  the  20th 
of  August,  instructed  to  apply  to  the  Superior  Court  to  enforce  the 
order  by  mandamus  or  otherwise.  The  application  was  accordingly 
made,  and  an  alternative  mandamus  issued,  returnable  to  the  Supe- 
rior Court  for  Hartford  County,  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  October 
last,  to  which  the  New  York  &  New  England  Railroad  Company 
answered  praying  that  the  suit  might  be  removed  to  the  United 
States  Circuit  Court,  and  also  filed  its  motion  to  quash  the  alterna- 
tive writ  of  mandamus.  Judge  Fenn,  by  whom  both  motions  were 
heard,  denied  the  petition  for  removal,  and  also,  after  an  exhaustive 
hearing,  adjudged  that  a  peremptory  writ  of  mandamus  be  forthwith 
issued,  but  granted  a  stay  of  proceedings  pending  an  appeal  taken 
by  the  railroad  company  to  the  Supreme  Court  to  be  held  on  the 
first  Tuesday  of  the  present  month.  The  application  for  manda- 
mus, and  proceedings  thereon,  with  briefs  of  counsel,  will  be  found 
in  Appendix  "A". 

One  hundred  and  eleven  orders,  amounting  to  $142,504.23, 
have  been  drawn  by  the  Commission  during  the  year  on  account  of 
the  Asylum  street  bridge  improvement,  making  the  total  amount 
thus  drawn  $329,027.39,  one-half  of  which  has  been  paid  by  the 
city  and  the  remainder  by  the  two  railroad  companies  in  equal 
proportions. 

Although  the  commission  had  no  jurisdiction  whatever  in 
regard  to  the  union  depot  at  Hartford,  yet  the  plans  adopted  for  the 
separation  of  grades  at  Asylum  street  compelled  the  removal  of 
the  old  depot  and  the  erection  of  a  new  one,  and  indeed  it  was  early 
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declared  that  the  city  of  Hartford  would  accept  of  no  plan  for  the 
separation  of  grades  at  the  crossing  which  did  not  necessitate  the 
building  of  a  new  passenger  station.  It  seems  unnecessary  to  go 
over  the  steps,  or  discuss  the  successive  moves,  which  resulted  in 
the  adoption  of  the  plan  for  raising  the  tracks.  The  plan  adopted 
was  the  best  of  all  those  proposed  so  far  as  the  use  of  Asylum  street 
is  concerned,  and  equal  to  any  for  the  through  travel  on  the  rail- 
roads. The  station  itself  is  referred  to  elsewhere,  and  the  com- 
plaints in  regard  to  this  station  presented  to  us  by  a  committee  of 
the  Hartford  Board  of  Trade,  and  our  action  thereon  will  be  found 
in  the  Appendix.

"  1.  That  there  is  a  certain  highway  in  said  town  of  Killingly  and 
borough  of  Danielsonville  known  as  Cottage  street,  of  which  highway 
the  said  town  of  Killingly  have  the  management  and  control,  and  said 
town  are  legally  bound  to  maintain  and  keep  it  in  repair. 

"  2.  Said  highway  crosses  the  tracks  of  the  Norwich  &  Worcester 
Railroad  Company,  at  grade,  in  the  borough  of  Danielsonville,  and  said 
crossing  is  the  second  crossing  south  of  the  passenger  station  of  said 
railroad  company  at  Danielsonville. 

"  3.  The  Norwich  &  Worcester  Railroad  is  now  operated  by  the 
New  York  &  New  England  Railroad  Company,  under  a  lease,  and  is 
known  as  the  Norwich •&  Worcester  Division  of  the  New  York  &  New 
England  Railroad. 

"  4.  Said  grade  crossing  is  one-  of  four  within  the  limits  of  the 
borough  of  Danielsonville,  a  municipality  of  nearly  4,000  population, 
and  there  are  no  highway  crossings  on  said  railroad  except  at  grade 
within  said  borough,  and  at  each  of  said  crossings  fatal  accidents  have 
occurred. 

"  5.  Public  safety  requires  that  said  Cottage  street  crossing  be 
changed,  and  its  approaches  to  and  method  of  crossing  said  railroad 
altered  so  that  said  railroad  may  be  crossed  at  that  place  not  at  grade. 

"  6.  Said  highway  called  Cottage  street  was  in  existence  when  said 
railroad  was  constructed  over  it  at  grade. 

"7.  The  following  corporation  and  persons  are  owners  of  land  ad- 
joining said  crossing,  and  that  part  of  the  highway  to  be  changed  in 
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grade,  in  case  said  crossing  and  highway  is  changed  so  as  to  cross  not  at 
grade,  to  wit:  The  Danielsonville  Cotton  Company,  located  in  Daniel- 
son  ville,  in  said  town  of  Killingly;  William  Lowe  of  said  Killingly; 
Jane  B.  Tarbox  of  said  Killingly;  Edmund  A.  Dean  of  said  Killingly; 
Samuel  P.  Davis  and  Elsie  Davis,  his  wife,  of  said  Killingly;  Joel  Witter 
of  said  Killingly;  John  A.  Paine  of  said  Killingly;  Jeremiah  Hill  of  said 
Killingly;  Chloe  Davison  of  said  Killingly;  Betsey  H.  Ely  of  said  Kill- 
ingly. The  post-office  address  of  the  foregoing  parties  is  Danielsonville, 
Windham  County,  Conn. 

"And  your  petitioners  pray  that  the  Hon.  Railroad  Commissioners 
will  order  that  the  grade  of  said  Cottage  street  at  the  railroad  be  changed 
so  that  said  railroad  may  be  crossed  by  passing  underneath  said  railroad 
and  not  at  grade.

And  on  said  15th  day  of  August  we  met  at  the  time  and  place 
named  in  said  order,  when  the  petitioners  appeared  to  prosecute  their 
said  petition,  and  said  New  York  &  New  England  and  said  Norwich  & 
Worcester  Railroad  Companies  appeared  by  their  counsel,  Edward  D. 
Robbins,  Esq.,  and  the  Superintendent,  P.  St.  M.  Andrews,  Superintend- 
ent of  the  Norwich  &  Worcester  Division;  and  all  of  the  land  owners 
named  in  said  petition  also  appeared,  and  on  inquiry  it  appeared,  and  we 
do  find,  that  said  order  of  notice  was  complied  with,  and  that  reasonable 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  said  hearing  was  given  to  said  petitioners, 
the  railroad  company,  the  municipalities  in  which  such  crossing  is  situ- 
ated, and  to  the  owners  of  the  land  adjoining  that  part  of  the  highway 
to  be  changed;  and  said  New  York  &  New  England,  and  said  Norwich 
&  Worcester  Railroad  Companies,  by  their  said  attorney,  severally  filed 
written  exceptions  to  proceedings  upon  said  petition,  and  severally  moved 
that  all  proceedings  upon  said  petition  be  dismissed,  which  exceptions 

and  motion  were  as  follows,  viz.:  —

"  4.  Said  Act  and  all  proceedings  thereunder  upon  this  petition  are 
void  because  they  take  the  property  of  this  remonstrant  for  a  public  use 
without  providing  just  compensation  therefor,  contrary  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  this  State. 

"  5.  Said  Act  and  all  proceedings  thereunder  upon  this  petition  are 
void  because  they  deprive  this  remonstrant  of  property  without  due  pro- 
cess of  law  and  deny  to  it  equal  protection  of  the  laws,  contrary  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States.

And  upon  consideration  this  Board  overruled  said  exceptions  and 
declined  to  dismiss  proceedings  under  said  petition.  Whereupon  said 
parties  were  heard  with  their  evidence,  and  said  crossing  examined,  and 
by  consent  of  parties  the  further  hearing  on  said  petition  was  adjourned 
to  the  office  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners  in  Hartford,  on  Friday  the 
13th  day  of  September,  1889,  at  11.30  a.m.  And  on  said  13th  of  Sep- 
tember we  met  at  the  time  and  place  appointed,  when  said  parties  again 
appeared  and  were  fully  heard. 

And  after  such  notice  and  hearing,  we  are  of  opinion  that  public 
safety  requires,  and  we  do  determine  and  order,  that  said  crossing  and 
its  approaches  be  so  altered  that  said  highway  shall  pass  under  said  rail- 
road in  the  present  line  of  the  street,  and  in  general  accordance  with  the 
plans  submitted  to  us  on  said  13th  of  September  by  said  selectmen  and 
by  said  railroad  company,  and  marked  respectively  — 

"Plan  of  Proposed  Change  of  Cottage  St.  crossing,  passing  under 
the  N.  &  W.  R.  R.  at  Danielsonville,  Conn.  Surveyed  and  Drawn,  Sept., 
1889.     Edgar  Clark,  C.  E.     Scale  30  ft.  to  1  inch." 

"  N.  Y.  &  N.  E.  R.  R.  Proposed  Under  Crossing  of  Cottage  St., 
Danielsonville,  Conn.  Scale  50  ft.  to  an  inch.  Chief  Eng'rs  Office,  Bos- 
ton, Sept.  12,  1889.     L.  B.  Bidwell,  Chief  Engr." 

The  roadway  to  be  thirty  feet  wide  between  the  abutments  and  to 
have  a  clear  head  room  of  not  less  than  twelve  feet  under  the  tracks,  the 
highway  to  be  lowered  sufficiently  for  that  purpose,  and  to  be  provided 
with  sufficient  drains  to  prevent  the  standing  of  water  thereon,  the  de- 
tails of  construction  to  be  agreed  upon  between  said  selectmen  and  said 
companies,  or  on  their  failure  to  agree  to  be  determined  by  us. 

And  we  further  determine  and  direct  that  all  of  the  work  incident 
to  said  alterations  within  the  right  of  way  of  said  Norwich  &  Worcester 
Railroad  Company,  except  that  pertaining  to  the  drainage  of  the  high- 
way, be  done  by  said  New  York  &  New  England  Railroad  Company, 
and  all  the  work  incident  to  said  alterations  without  said  right  of  way, 
and  all  work  incident  and  necessary  to  the  proper  drainage  of  said  high- 
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way,  be  done  by  said  town;  and  that  the  special  damages  which  the 
owner  of  any  land  adjoining  said  highway  shall  sustain  by  reason  of  any 
change  in  the  grade  of  said  highway  in  consequence  of  the  alterations 
above  determined  and  ordered,  be  adjusted  and  paid  in  the  first  instance 
by  said  town,  and  if  on  completion  of  said  alterations  and  payment  of 
said  damages  it  shall  appear  that  said  town  has  incurred  more  than  one- 
fourth  of  the  whole  expense,  then  we  order  that  said  New  York  &  New 
England  Railroad  Company  repay  to  said  town  the  excess  above  said 
one-fourth;  but  if  it  shall  appear  that  said  railroad  company  has  incurred 
more  than  three-fourths  of  said  total  expense,  then  we  order  that  said 
town  repay  to  said  company  such  excess  above  said  three-fourths  of  the 
total  expense  as  shall  have  been  incurred  by  said  company.

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The  Town  of  "Westbrook's  Appeal  from  Railroad  Commissioners. 

Hartford  Dist.,  Oct.   T.,  1888.      Carpenter,  Loomis,  Beardslet,  Torrance, 

and  Fenn,  Js. 

Gen.  Statutes,  §3489,  provides  that  the  selectmen  of  any  town,  the  mayor  and 
common  council  of  any  city,  the  warden  and  burgesses  of  any  borough,  and 
the  directors  of  any  railroad  company,  may  bring  their  written  petition  to 
the  railroad  commissioners  alleging  that  public  safety  requires  an  alteration 
in  any  crossing  of  a  railroad  and  highway,  and  that  the  commissioners,  after 
notice  and  a  hearing,  may  determine  what  alterations  shall  be  made,  by 
whom,  and  at  whose  expense.  A  later  section  allows  an  appeal  from  any 
order  of  the  commissioners.     Held  — 

1.  That  the  officials  named,  in  bringing  a  petition  under  this  statute,  act  only  as 

agents  of  the  corporations  which  they  represent,  and  not  as  agents  of  the 
State  or  of  the  law.     The  corporations  and  not  the  officials  are  the  real  party. 

2.  That  a  railroad  that  was  operated  by  a  railroad  company  under  a  perpetual 

lease,  was  the  road  of  the  latter  company  within  the  meaning  of  the  statute, 
and  that  that  company  was  the  proper  one  to  bring  a  petition  to  the  railroad 
commissioners. 

3.  That  the  statute  could  not  be  so  construed  as  to  prohibit  the  assessment  of  any 

portion  of  the  expense  of  an  alteration  upon  the  towns. 

4.  That  it  was  no  objection  to  the  validity  of  the  statute  that  there  was  no  pre- 

cedent duty  upon  a  town  so  assessed.  It  is  sufficient  if  the  statute  at  the  same 
time  creates  a  duty  and  provides  for  its  enforcement. 

5.  That  the  statute  intends  that  a  town  should  be  made  a  party  where  a  petition 

is  brought  by  a  railroad  company.  It  makes  no  difference  that  there  is  no 
express  provision  for  giving  notice  to  the  town  in  such  a  case.  The  spirit  of 
the  act  and  general  principles  require  notice  to  be  given. 

6.  That  the  statute  cannot  be  adjudged  void  as  being  against  natural  justice. 

7.  That  its  enactment  was  an  exercise  of  the  police  power  of  the  State;  and  that, 

as  such,  the  act  was  not  iu  conflict  with  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  consti- 
tution. 
Petitions  for  the  removal  of  certain  grade  crossings  under  the  statute  were  signed 
—  "The  directors  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  R.  R.  Co.,  by  Lynde  Harrison, 
their  attorney."  The  commissioners  made  an  order  in  the  matter,  from 
which  the  respondent  town  appealed  to  the  Superior  Court,  alleging  that  the 
petitions  were  brought  by  the  railroad  company,  which  the  appellee  admitted. 
In  subsequent  pleadings  the  town  alleged  that  the  petitions  were  not  signed 
by  the  directors  or  by  any  person  legally  authorized  to  do  so.     Held  — 

1.  That  the  allegation  that  the  railroad  company  brought  its  petitions,  implied 

that  they  were  brought  by  its  authority  and  that  the  proceedings  were  in  due 
form. 

2.  That  this  allegation  could  not  be  contradicted  by  the  later  pleadings. 

3.  That  the  objection  was  in  the  nature  of  a  dilatory  plea  and  should  have  been 

taken  at  an  earlier  stage  of  the  case. 

4.  That  it  should,  at  any  rate,  have  been  made  a  ground  of  appeal. 

It  is  no  objection  that  the  hoard  of  directors  authorized  the  proceeding  at  a  meet- 
ing held  out  of  the  State.  • 
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If  a  suit  is  brought  in  the  name  of  a  corporation  by  an  executive  officer  without 
authority,  and  the  corporation  with  knowledge  fails  to  object  within  a  rea- 
sonable time,  it  will  be  bound  by  the  act  of  the  officer. 

Any  evidence  is  admissible  which  tends  to  prove,  eitber  a  previous  authority  or  a 
subsequent  ratification. 

In  the  petitions  the  directors  were  described  collectively  and  simply  as  such,  and 
not  individually  and  by  name,  and  the  petitions  were  signed  in  the  same 
manner,  and  no  objection  was  taken  at  an  early  stage  of  the  case.  Held,  that 
the  court  below  was  justified  in  finding  that  the  petitions  were  brought  by 
the  authority  of  the  directors. 

A  town  has  authority,  under  §  3490,  and  also  under  the  general  statutes  relating 
to  highways,  to  take  land  for  any  alteration  of  a  highway  required  by  the 
railroad  commissioners  under  §  3489. 

[Argued  December  19,  1888  —  decided  January  19,  1889.] 

Appeal  by  the  town  of  West  brook  from  an  order  of  the  railroad  com- 
missioners in  the  matter  of  certain  grade  crossings  in  the  appellant  town, 
made  under  Gen.  Statutes,  §  3489  ;  taken  to  the  Superior  Court  in 
Middlesex  county,  and  heard  before  Park,  C.  J.  There  were  three  peti- 
tions brought  in  behalf  of  the  New  York,  Mew  Haven  &  Hartford  Rail- 
road Company,  which  were  heard  together  by  the  commissioners  and  a 
single  order  passed.  A  finding  of  facts  was  made  and  an  order  passed 
by  the  court  affirming  in  most  respects  the  order  of  the  commissioners. 
The  town  appealed  to  this  court.  The  case  is  sufficiently  stated  in  the 
opinion.

Cakpenter,  J.  This  is  an  appeal  from  the  doings  of  the  railroad 
commissioners  in  the  matter  of  certain  grade  crossings  in  the  town  of 
Westbrook.  There  were  three  applications  brought  by  the  railroad  com- 
pany for  the  purpose  of  abolishing  the  grade  crossings.  They  were 
heard  together,  practically  as  one  proceeding,  and  but  one  order  passed. 
The  appeal  was  heard  by  the  Superior  Court,  and  a  decree  passed  sub- 
stantially affirming  the  order  of  the  railroad' commissioners.  The  town 
appealed  to  this  court. 

There  are  twelve  reasons  of  appeal.  The  first  eight  are  based  on  a 
claim  that  the  applications  were  not  properly  brought.  The  ninth  is  that 
the  proceeding  should  have  been  brought  by  the  lessors  and  not  the 
lessees  of  the  railroad.  The  tenth  is  general,  that  judgment  should  have 
been  rendered  for  and  not  against  the  town,  and  requires  no  further 
notice.  The  eleventh  and  twelfth  allege  that  the  statute  authorizing 
these  proceedings  is  unconstitutional. 

Were  the  applications  authorized,  and  in  due  form?  We  do  not 
see  how  this  question  can  arise  under  the  pleadings. 
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In  the  appeal  the  appellant  alleges  "that  on  the  22d  day  of  June, 
1887,  and  on  the  5th  day  of  October,  1887,  the  New  York,  New  Haven 
&  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  ...  by  its  directors,  brought  its 
petitions  of  the  above  dates,  to  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  of 
this  State,  asking  for  a  change  of  the  location  of  certain  public  highways 
in  said  Westbrook,  in  order  to  avoid  a  grade  crossing,"  etc.  The  answer 
admits  this  allegation  to  be  true.  "We  do  not  see  why  that  does  not 
effectually  end  that  controversy ;  unless  it  is  competent  for  a  party  to 
deny  or  contradict  in  one  part  of  his  pleading  what  he  has  affirmed  in 
another,  and  which  has  been  admitted  by  the  adverse  party. 

Besides,  this  claim,  and  every  phase  of  it,  is  in  the  nature  of  a  plea 
in  abatement.  The  order  of  the  commissioners  shows  that  the  selectmen 
of  the  town  were  present  and  were  heard  at  the  hearing  before  them. 
They  certainly  might  have  interposed  this  objection  as  a  preliminary  one. 
Being  a  dilatory  plea,  which  defeats  the  present  proceeding  without 
affecting  the  merits  of:  the  cause,  reason  would  seem  to  dictate  that  it 
should  have  been  interposed  in  limine;  thus  saving  the  parties  the  ex- 
pense and  delay  of  a  nugatory  proceeding. 

But  if  this  view  is  too  technical,  then  we  think  that  the  appeal 
should  have  been  taken  partly  at  least  on  that  ground.  But  the  appeal 
makes  no  allusion  to  any  want  of  power  in  the  directors  to  institute  the 
proceedings,  nor  to  any  informality  in  the  process.  On  the  contrary,  as 
we  have  seen,  it  alleges  affirmatively  that  the  railroad  company  by  its 
directors  brought  its  petitions,  etc.  That  means  that  the  directors  were 
duly  authorized,  and  that  the  proceedings  were  in  due  form.  That  alle- 
gation being  admitted,  it,  and  all  the  facts  which  it  fairly  implies,  may  be 
regarded  as  established  for  the  purposes  of  this  case. 

After  alleging  the  bringing  of  the  petitions  by  the  railroad  company, 
the  appeal  sets  out  the  final  action  of  the  commissioners,  which  was  also 
admitted,  and  then  proceeds  as  follows :  "  The  petitioner  is  aggrieved  by 
the  orders,  adjudications,  and  doings  of  said  board  of  railroad  commis- 
sioners in  respect  to  the  changes  ordered  to  be  made  in  said  highways 
and  the  laying  out  and  building  of  new  highways,  the  method  of  crossing 
the  track  of  said  railroad  by  said  highways,  and  the  sum  of  money  ad 
judged  to  be  paid  by  it  to  said  railroad  company,  and  the  other  expenses 
ordered  to  be  incurred  by  said  town.''  This  allegation  was  denied  by 
the  railroad  company.  Thus  the  pleadings  terminated  in  an  issue  involv- 
ing in  general  terms  the  merits  of  the  case.  The  town  then  filed  another 
paper,  which  in  form  seems  to  be  a  motion  to  dismiss  all  the  proceedings, 
which  paper  is  as  follows  : 

"  The  town  of  Westbrook,  appellant,  says  that  said  application  ought 
to  be  dismissed,  and  ought  not  to  be  granted,  because  they  say, — 
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"  1.  That  the  railroad  company  owning  the  railroad  described  in  the 
petition,  has  not  made  any  application  for  the  change  of  said  grade  cross- 
ings, nor  have  the  directors  of  said  railroad  company  signed  any  such 
applications. 

"2.  That  the  said  grade  crossings  in  said  petition  mentioned  inter- 
sect and  cross  the  track  of  the  New  Haven  &  New  London  Railroad 
Company,  otherwise  in  said  petition  called  the  Shore  Line  Railroad  Com- 
pany ;  that  said  company  owning  said  railroad  have  not  signed  said  ap- 
plication, nor  have  the  directors  of  said  company. 

"3.  That  the  said  pretended  application  is  not  signed  by  the  direc- 
tors of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company. 

"  4.  That  the  pretended  application  was  not  brought  by  the  directors 
of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  k,  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  nor  by 
any  person  legally  qualified  so  to  do. 

"  5.  That  the  object  and  purpose  of  said  proceeding  is  to  charge  the 
town  of  Westbrook  with  the  payment  of  $5,000  and  upwards,  by  virtue 
of  certain  pretended  statutes  of  this  State,  which  said  statutes  and  pro- 
ceedings are  unconstitutional  and  void  in  this,  that  they  seek  to  charge 
said  town  by  judgment  of  this  court  with  the  payment  of  said  sum  of 
money  without  due  process  of  law,  and  that  said  proceeding  is  not  either 
a  legal  or  equitable  proceeding  under  the  constitution  of  this  State  or  the 
United  States,  and  that  it  deprives  the  appellants  of  a  right  to  trial  by 
jury  ;  for  all  of  which  reasons  they  say  that  said  pretended  application 
should  be  dismissed,  and  they  be  allowed  the  costs  in  this  matter  unjustly 
suffered." 

The  railroad  company  answered  the  above  as  follows  : 

"  1.  As  to  so  much  of  paragraphs  one  and  two  as  alleges  that  the 
grade  crossings  are  upon  the  railroad- of  the  Shore  Line  Railroad  Company 
and  that  the  application  is  not  brought  by  said  last-named  company,  the 
appellees  say  that  said  railroad  is  leased  to  the  New  York,  New  Haven 
&  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  perpetually  from  1874,  and  is  operated 
and  controlled  only  by  said  last-named  company  and  its  directors,  and  is 
the  road  of  said  last-named  company  within  the  meaning  of  §  3489 
of  the  General  Statutes. 

"2.  Paragraphs  three,  four,  and  five  are  denied." 

The  appellant  in  its  reply  admits  the  lease,  but  denies  that  it  author- 
ized the  lessee  to  institute  these  proceedings. 

Thus  there  are  in  form  two  distinct  sets  of  pleading  in  one  cause  ; 
which  on  its  face  is  somewhat  irregular.  It  is  evident  however  that 
counsel  and  the  court  below  treated  the  latter  as  an  amplification  of  the 
former,  and  as  included  therein.  Thus  considered  the  pleadings  raise 
the  three  questions  presented  by  the  reasons  of  appeal. 
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The  first  question,  relating  to  the  authority  for  and  the  manner  of 
bringing  the  suit,  we  have  already  considered  in  one  aspect  of  it.  We 
will  now  notice  it  in  another. 

Passing  from  the  technical  view  and  considering  the  matter  on  its 
merits,  it  will  be  convenient  to  divide  the  question  thus :  Did  the 
directors  legally  decide  to  bring  these  applications  ?  and  were  they 
brought  in  proper  form  ? 

In  considering  the  first  question,  let  us  guard  against  any  miscon- 
ception as  to  the  capacity  in  which  they  acted.  It  is  earnestly  contended 
that  the  statute  contemplates  their  action  only  as  a  board,  and  that  they 
acted  solely  as  the  agents  of  the  law  ;  and  that  they  could  only  act  when 
convened  as  a  board,  upon  due  notice  to  each  member  specifying  the 
object  of  the  meeting.  This  is  a  mistaken  view.  The  State  discharges 
its  governmental  duties  to  the  traveling  public,  in  respect  to  ordinary 
highways,  by  requiring  towns  to  make  and  maintain  them  in  good  con- 
dition and  reasonably  safe.  When  steam  came  to  be  used  for  the  trans- 
portation of  passengers  and  freight  on  land,  a  different  kind  of  highway 
was  required.  There  are  dangers  attending  that  method  of  traveling, 
which  the  law  guards  against  as  far  as  possible.  The  crossing  of:  these 
two  kinds  of  roads  at  the  same  grade  created  a  new  and  formidable 
danger.  At  first  the  amount  of  business  was  relatively  small,  and  it  was 
not  deemed  advisable  to  incur  the  expense  necessary  to  abolish  grade 
crossings.  But  now  business  and  population  have  increased  to  such  an 
extent  that  it  has  become  the  policy  of  the  law  to  abolish  all  grade  cross- 
ings and  thereby  abolish  the  danger. 

The  State  has  not  yet  undertaken  to  pay  any  portion  of  the  expense. 
As  the  two  roads  combine  to  cause  the  danger,  the  State  says  that  those 
whose  duty  it  is  to  maintain  the  roads  shall  unite  in  removing  it.  It  has 
established  a  tribunal  to  determine  when  and  in  what  manner  it  shall  be 
done,  and  to  apportion  the  expense.  To  insure  action  it  has  provided  that 
the  selectmen  of  any  town,  the  mayor  and  common  council  of  any  city,  or 
the  warden  and  burgesses  of  any  borough,  on  the  one  hand,  and  the 
directors  of  any  railroad  on  the  other,  may  invoke  the  action  of  this  tri- 
bunal. If  neither  party  moves,  the  commissioners  may  act  to  a  limited 
extent  of  their  own  motion.  Obviously  these  officials  severally  represent 
and  act  for  the  corporations  of  which  they  are  agents.  There  is  no  rea- 
son for  saying  that  they  represent  the  State  and  are  agents  of  the  law. 
The  corporations  and  not  the  agents  are  the  real  parties  ;  and  the  expense 
is  borne  by  them  and  not  by  the  officials.  It  follows  that  any  action  by 
the  directors  which  would  bind  the  company  in  ordinary  matters  will  be 
sufficient  in  this.  We  think  it  was  competent  for  the  directors  to  con- 
sider this  matter  in  the  State  or  out  of  it  ;  and  when  convened  for  any 
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purpose,  whether  with  or  without  special  notice.  Indeed,  it  stands  upon 
the  same  footing  with  any  oiher  suit.  If  instituted  by  any  executive 
officer,  and  the  corporation  with  knowledge  of  it  fails  to  object  within  a 
reasonable  time,  we  do  not  see  why  it  will  not  be  bound  by  it. 

This  view  of  the  case  sufficiently  answers  the  objections  to  the  ad- 
mission of  evidence.  Any  evidence  was  competent  which  tended  to 
prove  that  the  directors  authorized  the  proceeding  ;  or  if  not  previously 
authorized,  that  they  subsequently  ratified  it.  It  is  quite  apparent  that 
the  directors  and  the  corporation  are  concluded  by  the  result.  If  so, 
what  reason  for  complaint  has  the  town  ? 

The  other  branch  of  the  inquiry  is,  whether  the  applications  are 
brought  in  due  form.  Each  one  purports  to  be  "the  petition  of  the 
directors  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company." 
Each  one  is  signed  "The  Directors  of  the  N.-  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  R.  R.  Co., 
by  Lynde  Harrison,  their  Attorney."  This  seems  to  be  a  literal  compli- 
ance with  the  statute.  Perhaps  it  would  have  been  more  lawyer-like  to 
have  inserted  the  names  of  the  directors  ;  or,  better  still,  to  have  brought 
it  in  the  name  of  the  corporation.  However  this  may  be,  we  think  at 
this  late  stage  of  the  case  the  court  was  justified  in  finding  that  the  ap- 
plications were  duly  brought  by  the  directors  at  their  request  and  upon 
their  order. 

The  substance  of  the  objection  we  have  considered  is  repeated  in  a 
variety  of  forms  in  the  first  eight  reasons  of  appeal.  We  believe,  how- 
ever, that  what  we  have  said  is  a  sufficient  answer  to  them  all.  We  do 
not  deem  it  necessary  to  consider  each  one  by  itself. 

In  answer  to  the  ninth  reason  of  appeal,  we  have  no  hesitation  in 
saying  that  the  Shore  Line  railroad,  operated  as  it  is  by  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  under  a  perpetual  lease,  is 
the  rOad  of  that  company  within  the  meaning  of  the  statute,  §  3489. 

We  have  not  failed  to  observe  that  the  learned  counsel  for  the  town 
in  their  brief  have  suggested  and  discussed  several  questions  which  the 
pleadings  do  not  raise,  which  are  not  shown  to  have  been  made  in  the 
court  below,  and  which  the  reasons  of  appeal  do  not  specifically  point  out. 
Therefore  we  may  properly  pass  them  without  further  notice. 

But  as  they  are  questions  concerning  which  we  entertain  no  doubt, 
we  will  briefly  notice  the  more  important  ones. 

1.  That  the  town  has  no  power  under  this  statute  to  take  land  for 
highway  purposes.  The  answer  is  that  §  3490  gives  the  power  ex- 
pressly; and  it  has  sufficient  power  under  the  general  statute  relating  to 
highways. 

2.  That  there  is  no  precedent  duty,  by  common  law  or  statute,  which 
this  statute  is  designed  to  enforce.     There  need  be  none.     It  is  enough 
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that  this  statute  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  town  to  unite  with  the  railroad 
company  in  removing  a  dangerous  nuisance. 

3.  That  the  statute,  §  3489,  does  not  contemplate  the  town  as  a 
party,  makes  no  provision  for  giving  it  notice,  and  that  it  is  not  in  fact  a 
party. 

It  is  too  late  to  claim  that  the  town  is  not  a  party  to  this  proceeding. 
Section  3483,  which  relates  to  the  same  subject  matter,  does  require 
notice  to  be  given  to  the  selectmen  when  the  commissioners  take  the  in- 
itiative. It  is  true  that  in  §  3489  notice  to  the  selectmen  or  the  town  is 
apparently  omitted.  And  so  also  no  notice  is  required  to  be  given  to 
cities  or  boroughs.  The  explanation  is  obvious  enough.  It  seems  to  be 
assumed  that  one  of  these  municipal  corporations  will  be  the  petitioner, 
and  as  such  no  notice  is  required.  By  inadvertence,  probably,  where  the 
railroad  company  is  the  petitioner,  no  express  provision  is  made  for 
notice  to  the  corporation  having  charge  of  the  highways.  Yet  we  cannot 
doubt  that  the  legislature  intended  that  such  corporations  should  have 
notice.  Such  is  the  fair  implication  of  this  section  taken  by  itself  ;  and 
that  implication  is  materially  strengthened  when  we  consider  the  two  sec- 
tions together.  The  commissioners  did  in  fact  give  notice  in  this  case  ; 
and  it  is  hardly  possible  that  a  case  will  arise  in  which  notice  will  not  be 
given. 

4.  It  is  said  that  the  legislature  cannot  adjudge  the  expense  of  avoid- 
ing or  abating  danger  created  by  one,  on  another  who  is  a  stranger  ;  that 
the  increasing  number  and  velocity  of  trains  causes  the  danger,  and  that 
the  railroad  company  and  not  the  town  is  benefited  thereby ;  that  the 
town  did  not  create  the  crossing  or  danger  and  has  no  pecuniary  interest 
in  its  continuance  ;  and  hence,  that  the  statute  must  be  held  to  impose 
the  duty  of  paying  for  these  changes  only  on  the  railroad  company. 

We  cannot  accept  the  conclusion,  because  it  will  be  impossible  to 
construe  the  statute  as  prohibiting  the  assessment  of  any  portion  of  the 
expense  upon  the  town.  Nor  are  we  prepared  to  grant  the  premises  to 
the  extent  claimed.  Some  of  the  highways  may  have  been  laid  out  after 
the  construction  of  the  railroad,  and  so  in  a  sense  the  town  may  be  said 
to  have  created  the  crossing.  The  very  existence  of  the  railroad  did  in 
fact  benefit  the  town  ;  it  increased  the  value  of  real  estate,  increased 
population  and  business,  and  the  result  was  an  increased  grand  list.  Then 
again  the  increase  in  the  number  and  velocity  of  the  trains  js  because  the 
public  required  it  ;  the  business  interests  of  the  community  and  the  com- 
fort and  convenience  of  travelers  are  supposed  to  be  promoted  thereby. 
Of  such  benefits  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  get  their  fair  proportion. 
Considerations  like  these,  and  many  othei's  that  might  be  suggested,  in- 
duced the  legislature  to  require  towns  to   bear  some  portion  of  the  <'.\ 
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pense  of  abolishing  grade  crossings.  But  the  statute  requires  no  vindica- 
tion at  our  hands.  We  can  only  construe  and  enforce  it.  If  its  terms 
are  plain  and  unambiguous  we  have  little  or  nothing  to  do  with  the  rea- 
sons for  enacting  it. 

The  pleadings  object  to  the  statute  as  unconstitutional.  It  is  to  be 
noticed,  however,  that  counsel  for  the  town  do  not  discuss  the  power  of 
the  legislature  to  pass  such  a  statute,  but  the  whole  argument  is  directed 
to  the  expediency  of  doing  so,  and  to  defects  in  the  act  as  passed.  They 
contend  that  it  is  vague  and  uncertain ;  that  it  gives  no  rule  by  which 
the  duty  of  the  town  can  be  ascertained  or  its  liability  measured  ;  that 
the  tribunal  is  bound  by  no  rule  of  evidence  or  law,  but  can  decide  as 
caprice  or  their  sense  of  right  may  dictate,  etc.,  etc.  And  from  consid- 
erations like  these  the  conclusion  is  reached  that  it  is  not  a  constitutional 
exercise  of  legislative  power.  We  will  not  stop  to  consider  the  argu- 
ment in  detail  ;  yet  it  must  not  be  assumed  that  we  concede  the  justice 
of  the  criticism  ;  all  we  concede  is  that  this  statute,  like  many  others, 
may  be  abused.  If  administered  in  the  spirit  of  fairness  intended  by 
the  legislature,  substantial  justice  will  be  done.  We  see  no  indications 
that  it  was  not  so  administered  in  this  case.  Indeed  counsel  disclaim 
any  reflection  on  the  triers.  The  Superior  Court  on  appeal  can  correct 
any  abuses,  if  any  such  shall  exist,  and  this  court  can  correct  any  errors 
of  law.  The  reasons  suggested  therefore,  falling  short,  as  they  do,  of 
showing  that  the  act  is  against  natural  justice,  are  not  sufficient  to  require 
of  us  a  judgment  that  the  act  is  void. 

We  might  stop  hers  ;  but  we  will  add  that  the  act  in  question  is  an 
exercise  of  the  police  power  of  the  State.  Its  object  is  to  change  or  re- 
move certain  conditions,  lawful  in  themselves,  but  which  have  become  a 
source  of  danger  to  life  and  property.  The  remedy  consists  in  requiring 
those  charged  with  the  duty  of  maintaining  the  highways,  to  change  the 
conditions  and  hereafter  discharge  their  duties  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
avoid  the  danger.  It  is  doing  no  more  than  has  been  done  for  a  long 
time.  Towns  have  always  been  required  to  keep  highways  and  bridges 
safe.  Railroads  have  ever  been  required  to  use  the  utmost  vigilance  in 
adopting  ways  and  means  to  secure  the  safety  of  travelers.  It  has  never 
been  considered  that  statutes  for  such  purposes  are  in  conflict  with  the 
constitutional  right  of  trial  by' jury,  or  that  proceedings  to  enforce  them 
were  not  due  process. 

There  is  no  error  in  this  judgment. 

In  this  opinion  the  other  judges  concurred.

The  Town  of  Fairfield's  Appeal  feom  Eailroad  Commissioners. 

Fairfield  Co.,  Oct.  T.,  1888.    Park,  C.  J.,  Carpenter,  Pardee,  Loomis,  and 

Beardsley,  Js. 

Section  3489  of  General  Statutes  provides  that  the  Railroad  Commissioners,  upon 
the  petition  of  any  railroad  company  or  town,  may  order  the  removal  of  grade 
crossings,  determining  "what  alterations  shall  be  made,  by  whom  done,  and 
at  whose  expense."  A  later  section  gives  a  right  of  appeal  from  the  order  to 
the  Superior  Court.  Held,  that  under  this  statute  the  Commissioners  have 
power,  where  two  highways  cross  a  railroad  at  points  so  near  that  they  can  be 
brought  together  before  crossing  with  slight  inconvenience  to  the  public,  to 
make  the  change,  although  it  involves  the  construction  of  a  short  length  of 
new  highway. 

But  the  course  of  an  established  highway  should  not.  be  changed  if  a  separation 
of  grades  can  be  effected  without  such  change,  with  as  little  cost  to  the  rail- 
road company  as  at  any  other  point. 

And  the  Commissioners  have  not  power  to  turn  such  highway  from  its  course  to 
make  it  a  part  of  a  plan  for  accommodating  the  public  by  new  ways  ordered 
by  themselves. 

The  Commissioners,  under  the  statute,  are  not  confined  to  an  apportionment  of 
the  expense  of  an  alteration  between  the  town  and  the  railroad  company.  If 
the  facts  are  so  unusual  as  to  justify  so  extraordinary  a  proceeding,  they  are 
permitted  to  impose  the  whole  burden  upon  the  railroad  company. 

The  same  discretion  rests  with  the  Superior  Court  when  the  case  is  carried  there 
by  appeal.  But  the  exercise  of  it  by  that  court  cannot  be  reviewed  by  this 
court. 

Where,  upon  a  petition  of  a  railroad  company  to  the  Commissioners  for  an  order 
abolishing  all  the  grade  crossings  in  a  town,  the  Commissioners  make  such  a 
general  order,  and  on  appeal  by  the  town  from  the  order  so  far  as  it  affects 
one  of  the  crossings,  the  order  is  held  erroneous,  and  there  is  nothing  in  the 
record  to  show  that  the  crossing  in  question  was  not  considered  by  the  court 
upon  its  own  particular  facts,  the  order  remains  unaffected  so  far  as  it  relates 
to  the  other  grade  crossings. 
[Argued  December  19,  1888  — decided  February  15,  1889.] 

Appeal  of  the  town  of  Fairfield  from  an  order  of  the  Railroad  Com- 
missioners for  the  removal  of  grade  crossings  within  the  town,  the  order 
having  been  made  on  the  application  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  & 
Hartford  Railroad  Company  ;  taken  to  the  Superior  Court  in  Fairfield 
County.  That  court  substantially  affirmed  the  order  of  the  Commission- 
ers by  passing  an  order  that  all  the  grade  crossings  should  be  removed, 
but  disaffirmed  that  part  of  the  order  which  required  the  town  to  pay  a 
part  of  the  expense  of  the  alterations  required.  The  town  appealed  to 
this  court  from  the  order  of  the  Superior  Court,  its  appeal  being  general 
in  form,  but  limited  by  its  reason  of  appeal  to  so  much  of  the  order  as 
related  to  a  crossing  known  as  the  Elwood  crossing.     The  railroad  com- 
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pany  appealed  generally  from  the  order,  but  in  its  reasons  of  appeal 
assigned  only  the  assessment  of  the  entire  expense  of  the  alterations  upon 
the  company.     The  case  is  sufficiently  stated  in  the  opinion.

L.  Harrison  and  W.  D.  Bishop,  Jr.,  for  the  railroad  company. 

Pardee,  J.  The  statute  (General  Statutes,  §  3489),  provides  that 
upon  the  petition  of  any  town,  city,  borough,  or  railroad  company,  the 
Railroad  Commissioners  maydiscontinue  any  grade  crossing  of  highway 
by  railway  and  determine  at  whose  expense  the  change  shall  be  made. 
§  3491  allows  an  appeal  to  the  Superior  Court. 

The  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company  peti- 
tioned the  Commissioners  to  abolish  all  highway  grade  crossings  upon  its 
line  in  the  town  of  Fairfield,  of  which  there  are  several.  They  ordered 
the  abolition  of  all  these  ;  also  that  the  town  of  Fairfield  should  pay 
twelve  thousand  dollars  towards  the  cost  of  executing  the  order.  One  of 
these  is  known  as  the  Elwood  crossing,  and  is  at  a  point  about  one-fourth 
of  a  mile  west  of  the  Southport  station.  At  the  station  the  public  cross 
the  railway  at  their  pleasure  as  upon  a  public  way.  The  Commissioners, 
finding  both  of  these  crossings  to  be  dangerous,  ordered  the  abolition 
thereof,  and  the  substitution  therefor  of  one  grade  crossing  at  a  point 
nearly  midway  between  them. 

The  town  appealed  to  the  Superior  Court  from  the  order  of  the 
Commissioners.  That  court  affirmed  the  action  of  the  Commissioners  so 
far  forth  as  the  abolition  of  all  grade  crossings  is  concerned  ;  but  dis- 
affirmed it  so  far  fortli  as  it  required  the  town  of  Fairfield  to  pay  any 
part  of  the  cost  of  the  work. 

The  town  of  Fairfield  appealed  to  this  court  on  the  ground  that  the 
court  erred  — 

1.  In  ordering  the  Elwood  crossing  closed. 

2.  In  ordering  the  Elwood  crossing  closed  upon  a  new  and  differ- 
ent crossing  being  substituted  therefor,  involving  a  substantial  change  in 
the  old  highway. 

3.  In  ordering  the  Elwood  crossing  closed  and  a  new  and  different 
crossing  substituted  therefor,  to  the  inconvenience  of  the  traveling  public 
and  adjacent  property  owners,  in  order  that  the  railroad  company  might 
be  saved  the  expense  of  constructing  a  proper  approach  to  its  station  in 
addition  to 'separating  the  grades  at  the  crossing  as  was  there  entirely 
feasible. 

4.  In  ordering  the  Elwood  crossing  closed  as  part  of  an  arrange- 
ment, a  controlling  element  in  and  motive  for  which  was  a  provision  for 
and  the  protection  of  a  de  facto  crossing  which  was  not  before  the  court, 
for  the  protection  of  which  no  application  was  pending,  and  which,  so 
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far  as  appeared,  was  not  even  a  highway,  but  an  approach  to  its  station 
provided  by  the  railroad  company  over  its  own  land  and  subject  to  its 
control. 

The  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company  appealed 
to  this  court  for  the  following  reasons: 

J .  That  the  court  erred  in  that  it  assessed  all  of  the  expense  of  re- 
moving the  grade  crossings  in  the  town  of  Fairfield  upon  the  railroad 
company. 

2.  The  court  erred  in  that  it  overruled  the  claim  of  the  railroad 
company,  that  under  §  3489  of  the  General  Statutes  it  was  the  intent  of 
the- law  that  a  portion  of  the  expense  of  removing  the  grade  crossings 
should  be  assessed  upon  the  town  in  a  case  like  the  one  at  bar,  and  that 
the  court  had  full  power  and  ought  to  assess  a  portion  of  the  expense 
upon  the  town. 

3.  The  court  erred  in  that  it  ruled  that  the  power  to  apportion  the 
expenses  was  a  discretionary  power,  and  in  finding  that  under  the  facts 
as  found  the  railroad  company  ought  to  bear  the  whole  expense,  and 
that  there  should  be  no  apportionment  of  such  expense  between  it  and 
the  town. 

According  to  the  finding,  many  persons  pass  from  the  north  side  of 
the  track  of  the  railroad  company,  to  its  Southport  station,  and  to  the 
village  and  wharves  of  Southport,  on  the  south  side  thereof,  at  a  point 
near  the  station,  on  foot  and  in  vehicles,  as  upon  a  highway.  But,  in 
fact,  they  cross  as  trespassers.  The  railroad  company  has  the  right  and 
power  to  prevent  such  crossing.  Upon  it  alone  is  the  responsibility, 
whatever  it  may  be,  for  allowing' the  public  to  come  into  any  place  of 
danger  upon  its  property.  Therefore  the  public  who  desire  to  cross  the 
track  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Southport  station,  have  one  highway,  and 
one  only  for  their  use,  namely,  that  at  Elwood  crossing.  But  the  public 
have  not  asked  for  any  other;  it  has  not  been  determined  by  due  process 
of  law  that  their  convenience  requires  any  other;  nor  that  it  would  re- 
quire any  other,  even  if  the  railroad  company  should  bar  the  trespass 
crossing.  The  case  before  the  Commissioners,  therefore,  was  that  of  a 
single  highway  crossing,  with  no  suggestion  even,  in  legal  form,  that 
public  convenience  required  another,  nor  that  the  location  of  the  existing 
one  should  be  changed.  And  upon  the  finding  it  is  quite  feasible  to 
place  the  highway  and  the  railway  at  different  grades  at  the  Elwood 
crossing  without  change  in  the  course  of  either. 

The  Commissioners  have  power  to  deal  with  existing  highways;  and 
where  two  cross  a  railway  at  points  so  near  to  each  other  that  they  can 
be  brought  together  before  crossing,  with  great  saving  to  the  railroad 
company,  and  with  inappreciable  inconvenience  to  the  public,  they  may 
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make  the  change,  although  it  of  necessity  involves  the  construction  of  a 
short  length  of  new  highway;  such  being  regarded  as  alterations  of  the 
old,  not  as  the  establishment  of  new  ways.  If,  in  the  case  before  us, 
they  had  found  a  highway  crossing  at  the  station,  possibly  it  would  have 
been  within  the  reasonable  exercise  of  their  powers  to  have  brought  that 
and  the  Elwood  crossing  together.  The  saving  to  the  railroad  company 
might  have  been  so  great,  and  the  inconvenience  to  the  public  so  small, 
as  to  justify  such  action. 

But  upon  the  record  the  Commissioners  have  determined  that  public 
convenience  requires  a  highway  crossing  at  the  station,  and  that  one  will 
be  there  established,  and  assumed  it  to  be  now  in  existence,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  determining  what  shall  be  done  in  reference  to  the  Elwood  cross- 
ing. This  they  have  not  the  power  to  do.  So  far  forth  as  they  are  con- 
cerned, every  established  highway  is  entitled  to  hold  its  course  unchanged, 
unless  affected  hy  another  highway,  if  thereby  separation  of  grades  can 
be  effected  with  as  little  cost  to  the  railroad  company  as  at  any  other 
point.  They  have  not  the  power  to  make  such  way  a  part  of  a  plan  for 
the  accommodation  of  the  public  by  new  ways,  ordered  by  themselves, 
and  therefore  wrest  it  from  its  course. 

Therefore  upon  the  appeal  of  the  town  of  Fairfield  there  is  error  in 
the  judgment  of  the  Superior  Court. 

The  language  of  the  statute  is  that  "the  Commissioners  shall  deter- 
mine what  alterations  or  removals  shall  be  made,  by  whom  done,  and  at 
whose  expense."  Therefore  they  are  not  confined  to  an  apportionment; 
they  are  permitted  to  apportion ;  also,  if  there  be  present  such  unusual 
facts  as  to  justify  a  proceeding  so  extraordinary,  they  are  permitted  to 
impose  the  whole  burden  upon  the  railroad  company. 

The  same  discretion  goes  with  the  appeal  to  the  Superior  Court,  and 
there  it  is  exhausted.  The  exercise  of  it  by  the  latter  is  beyond  revision 
by  this  court. 

Therefore  upon  the  appeal  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hart- 
ford Railroad  Company,  there  is  no  error. 

The  directors  of  the  railroad  company  brought  three  petitions  to  the 
Railroad  Commissioners,  in  which,  taken  together,  they  asked  for  orders 
abolishing  all  grade  crossings  in  the  town  of  Fairfield.  They  might  have 
asked  for  this  in  one  petition.  The  statute  permits  it,  not  because  the 
question  concerning  any  crossing  is  necessarily  controlled  or  even  affected 
by  that  concerning  any  other,  but  for  economy  in  instituting  the  pro- 
ceedings. 

The  Superior  Court,  upon  appeal,  so  far  granted  the  prayer  of  the 
railroad  company  as  to  pass  an  order  abolishing  every  grade  crossing  in 
the  town.     Unless  the  record  speaks  to  the  contrary,  the  presumption 
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will  be  that  every  crossing  was  considered  upon  facts  solely  applicable  to 
itself,  precisely  as  if  the  petition  bad  concerned  it  alone.  Indeed  the 
order,  although  by  statutory  permission  one  in  form,  is  in  fact  an  aggre- 
gation of  as  many  special  and  particular  orders  as  there  are  crossings; 
with  measurements,  specifications,  and  plans  adopted  to  each  by  name. 
So  too,  unless  the  record  speaks  to  the  contrary,  it  is  to  be  presumed  that 
the  assessment  of  expense  attendant  upon  the  change  of  each  crossing 
was  determined  upon  a  consideration  of  the  facts  peculiar  to  itself. 

It  results,  therefore,  in  reality,  that  there  are  pending  several  peti- 
tions as  distinct  from  each  other  as  if  there  had  been  a  different  person 
defendant  in  each,  in  all  of  which  the  railroad  company  is  plaintiff,  in 
each  of  which  one  specified  grade  crossing  is  defendant.  Therefore,  so 
far  as  the  railroad  company  is  concerned,  it  is  to  be  considered  as  having 
based  an  independent  appeal  upon  each  independent  order;  as  a  com- 
plaint to  the  effect  that  the  assessment  upon  itself  of  the  entire  expense 
of  the  removal  of  each  grade  crossing  is  erroneous.  We  have  decided 
that  the  final  disposition  of  that  question  is  in  the  discretion  of  the 
Superior  Court. 

So  far  as  the  appeal  of  the  town  of  Fairfield  is  concerned,  it  is  only 
with  regard  to  the  Elwood  crossing.  No  appealis  taken  with  regard  to 
any  other  crossing.  The  appeal,  it  is  true,  is  general  in  form,  but  by  the 
reasons  of  appeal  is  limited  to  this  particular  matter.  Therefore,  as  to 
every  other  crossing  the  railroad  company,  the  town,. and  all  individuals 
have  submitted  to  the  order  for  its  removal;  the  Superior  Court  has 
compelled  the  railroad  company  to  pay  the  entire  expense;  thus,  as  to  all 
these,  all  parties  are  concluded. 

We  have  determined  upon  a  question  of  law,  that  the  order  for  the 
removal  of  the  Elwood  crossing  is  erroneous;  therefore  the  question  as 
to  that  crossing  is  in  the  Superior  Court  for  a  new  trial;  and  if  that  court 
should  abolish  it  hereafter,  the  question  as  to  the  apportionment  of  ex- 
pense remains  open.  The  record  does  not  suggest,  nor  can  there  be  any 
presumption,  that  the  order  of  the  Superior  Court,  removing  all  grade 
crossings,  and  assessing  the  entire  cost  upon  the  railroad  company,  was 
made  dependent  upon  the  legality  of  its  order  to  remove  the  Elwood 
crossing. 

In  that  portion  of  this  opinion  which  relates  to  the  appeal  of  the 
town  of  Fairfield,  Park,  C.  J.,  and  Carpenter,  J.,  concurred;  Loomis 
and  Beardsley,  Js.,  dissented.  In  that  portion  of  the  opinion  relating 
to  the  appeal  of  the  railroad  company,  Loom  is  and  Beardsley,  Js.,  con- 
curred; Park,  C  J.,  and  Carpenter,  J.,  dissented. 
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ORDER   FOR   PLANKING   GRADE  CROSSINGS  AT  HAMDEN. 

STATE  OF  CONNECTICUT.

Hartford.  December  27,  1889. 
Be  it  remembered  that  the  selectmen  of  Hamden  presented  their  applica- 
tion to  us  dated  the  3 1st  day  of  October,  1889,  as  follows  :  — 
"  To  the  Hon.  Railroad  Commissioners  of  the  State  of  Connecticut. 

"  The  Selectmen  of  the  town  of  Hamden  respectfully  represent  to  your 
honorable  body  in  writing  that  the  New  Haven  &  Northampton  com- 
pany's railroad  is  crossed  by  three  highways  commonly  known  and 
called  Goodrich,  Allen,  and  Dudley  streets  respectively,  all  situated  in 
the  town  of  Hamden,  a  little  northerly  of  and  adjacent  to  the  divisional 
line  between  the  city  of  New  Haven  and  said  town  of  Hamden;  and  that 
said  railroad  is  leased  to  and  operated  by  the  New  York,  New  Haven 
&  Hartford  R.  R.  Co.;  and  that  said  last  mentioned  railroad  company 
has  failed  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  Section  3499  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  of  this  State,  and  has  wholly  neglected  to  guard  and  protect  the 
rails  at  said  crossings  by  plank,  timber,  or  otherwise,  so  as  £o  secure  a 
safe  and  easy  passage  across  said  railroad. 

"  We,  said  Selectmen,  therefore  pray  your  honorable  body  to  examine 
said  crossings  and  to  make  such  order  as  you  may  deem  necessary  to 
carry  out  the  provisions  of  said  statute. 

u  And  your  petitioners  as  in  duty  bound  will  ever  pray.

And  on.  said  14th  day  of  November  we  met  at  the  time  and  place, 
named  in  said  order,  when  said  petitioners  appeared  in  person  and  by 
their  attorneys,  Messrs.  Doolittle  and  Bennett,  to  prosecute  their  said  peti- 
tion, and  said  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  R.  R.  Co.  by  their 
counsel,  Lynde  Harrison,  and  President  and  Superintendent  Yeamans  of 
said  New  Haven  &  Northampton  Company  also  appeared  and  were 
heard,  and  said  hearing  having  been  adjourned  by  agreement  till  the 
12th  day  of  December  instant,  we  again  met,  and  said  parties  again 
appeared  and  were  fully  heard.  And  now,  upon  consideration  and  on 
inquiry,  we  do  find  tnat  in  the  spring  of  1848  the  railroad  of  the  New 
Haven  &  Northampton  Company  was  opened  from  Grand  Street  in  New 
Haven  to  Flainville,  running  through  the  town  of  Hamden,  and  within 
the  limits  involved  in  this  inquiry,  built  partly  on  the  right  of  way  of  the 
old  canal  and  partly  on  land  purchased  and  owned  in  fee  by  the  com- 
pany. Prior  to  the  opening  of  the  road  it  was  leased  by  the  New  Haven 
&  Northampton  Company  to  the  New  York  &  New  Haven  R.  R.  Co.  for 
the  period  of  twenty-one  years  from  the  date  of  opening,  which  was 
June  30  or  July  1,  1848.  The  latter  company  immediately  took  posses- 
sion, and  retained  possession,  management,  and  control  of  the  same  till 
July  1,  1869.  At  that  date  the  Northampton  Company  resumed  posses- 
sion and  continued  to  manage  and  control  the  same  till  October,  1887. 
In  1881  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  R.  R.  Co.  secured 
a  majority  of  the  stock  of  the  Northampton  Company,  and  Octo- 
ber 1,  1887,  took  possession  and  control  of  the  railroad  under  a  lease 
for  ninety  nine  years  from  April  1,  1887.  From  the  time  the  New 
Haven  &  Northampton  Company  resumed  possession,  July  1,  1869, 
to  the  present  time,  Charles  N.  Yeamans,  either  as  Vice-President 
and  General  Superintendent,  or  as  President  and  Superintendent,  or 
as  President,  has  been  the  chief  executive  officer,  and  had  general 
charge  of  the  railroad.  In  1852  or  1853  the  owners  of  the  land  on 
both  sides  of  the  railroad  opened  the  two  streets  known  as  Ailing  and 
Dudley  streets,  through  their  own  lands  and  crossing  the  railroad,  and  so 
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far  as  they  could  do  so  dedicated  the  streets  as  public  highways,  which 
dedication  was  accepted  by  the  public,  and  the  streets  h&ve  ever  since 
b^een  repaired  and  used  as  highways  of  the  town  and  kept  in  repair, 
though  never  laid  out  by  it.  About  the  year  1866  Goodrich  Street  was 
in  like  manner  opened,  dedicated,  accepted,  and  since  used  and  kept  in 
repair.  At  the  time  the  several  streets  were  opened  the  manager  of  the 
railroad  under  the  lease  caused  or  permitted  the  crossings  of  the  railroad 
track  to  be  properly  planked,  which  planking,  if  not  originally  laid  by  the 
railroad  company,  was  renewed  and  kept  in  repair  by  the  employees  of 
the  railroad  companies  so  as  to  be  in  passable  condition  until  in  October, 
1888,  when,  it  becoming  necessary  to  renew  the  ties  on  this  section  of  the 
railroad,  the  planking  was  taken  up,  and  the  planks  being  "rotten"  were 
"  thrown  away"  and  no  new  ones  put  down.  "Within  three  years  after 
the  Northampton  Company  resumed  possession  of  the  railroad,  in  1869, 
Vice-President  and  Superintendent  Yeamans  directed  that  no  further 
repairs  be  made  to  the  planking,  and  like  orders  were  issued  by  Supt. 
Opdyke  in  1885,  and  from  the  latter  date  till  finally  removed  it  is  proba- 
ble that  no  repairs  of  the  planking  were  made.  Mr.  Yeamans  also  testi- 
fied that  from  the  time  of  his  first  order  no  repairs  were  made  "  with  his 
knowledge  or  consent."  But  we  find,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  that  from 
the  time  the  streets  were  opened  till  1887,  the  planking  was  replaced 
whenever  removed  for  the  purpose  of^putting  in  new  ties,  and  that  it  was 
kept  in  repair  till  within  the  last  few  years. 

We  also  find  that  notwithstanding  the  orders  of  Vice-President 
Yeamans,  and  subsequently  of  Supt.  Opdyke,  not  to  make  repairs,  yet  noth- 
ing was  ever  ordered  to  be  done  or  was  in  fact  done  to- prevent  the  con- 
tinued free  and  unobstructed  use  of  the  crossings  by  the  public,  or  any 
notice  given  forbidding  such  use,  and  the  crossings  continued  to  be  so 
used  by  the  public  until  the  planking  was  removed,  and  are  still  used  to 
a  less  degree.  Neither  the  act  of  1870,  providing  that  no  highway  should 
be  laid  out  or  constructed  across  any  railroad  upon  a  level  therewith 
except  with  the  permission  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners,  nor  that  of 
1883,  requiring  highways  thereafter  constructed  to  pass  under  or  over 
the  railroads,  applies  to  this  case,  as  all  of  the  streets  were  opened  before 
1870.  Upon  these  facts  the  petitioners  claim  that  there  has  been  a  dedi- 
cation by  the  railroad  company  of  the  crossings  as  parts  of  the  public 
highway,  and  that  the  company  is  estopped  from  denying  such  dedication. 
The  company  admits  "  that  a  railroad  company  may  dedicate  land  which 
it  owns  in  fee  or  in  conjunction  with  the  owner  of  the  fee  land  in  which 
it  has  an  easement  to  the  public  as  a  highway,"  but  claim,  and  such  is  our 
opinion,  that  the  intention  to  dedicate  will  not,  in  the  absence  of  fraud  or 
conduct  which  misleads  others,  be  presumed,  but  must  be  manifest.     It  is 
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further  claimed  in  behalf  of  the  company,  that  no  act  performed  by  the 
New  York  &  New  Haven  Company  while  in  possession  of  the  railroad  as 
lessee  can  operate  as  a  dedication  of  the  land  of  the  Northampton  Com- 
pany. Such  we  understood  to  be  the  law.  A  tenant  cannot  so  divest 
his  landlord  of  his  property.  But  the  question  of  intention  is  to  be 
decided  '-on  the  evidence  in  each  particular  case,"  and  if  upon  the  facts 
stated  we  cannot  find  that  there  is  full  and  satisfactory  proof  of  an  inten- 
tion by  the  Northampton  Company,  after  it  resumed  possession  in  1869, 
to  dedicate  its  land  for  highway  at  the  several  crossings, —  if  these  facts 
do  not  in  themselves  "show  an  intention  to  dedicate  the  locus  in  quo  to 
public  use,"  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  they  establish  on  the  part  of  the 
company  "conduct  which  misleads  others."  so  that  the  company  is 
estopped  from  denying  that  these  crossings  are  public  highways. 

We  do  therefore,  having  also  examined  said  crossings,  direct  said 
New  York.  New  Haven  &  Hartford  R.  R.  Co  ,  within  ten  days  from  the 
date  of  this  order,  to  so  guard  or  protect  its  rails  at  each  of  said  cross- 
ings of  Ailing,  Dudley,  and  Goodrich  streets,  over  the  Northampton  divi- 
sion of  its  railroad,  by  planks  or  timber  for  the  distance  of  not  less  than 
eight  feet  each  way  from  the  center  of  the  traveled  path  of  the  several 
highways,  as  to  secure  a  safe  and  easy  passage  across  the  said  New 
Haven  &  Northampton  division  of  its  railroad.

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Peter  F.  Gallagher  vs.  The  New  York  &  New  England  Railroad 

Company. 

Fairfield  Co.,  Oct.  T.,  1888.     Park,  C.  J.,  Carpenter,  Pardee,  Loomis,  and 

Beardsley,  Js. 

It  is  provided  by  Gen.  Statutes,  §  3505,  that  every  railroad  company  incorporated 
since  the  first  Wednesday  of  May,  1850,  shall  cause  sufficient  fences  to  be 
erected  and  maintained  on  the  sides  of  its  road,  except  at  places  where  the 
Railroad  Commissionsrs  shall  adjudge  them  unnecessary.  Held,  that  this 
statute  is  to  receive  a  reasonable  and  not  a  literal  construction. 

The  track  of  the  defendant's  railroad  ran  for  a  considerable  distance  by  the  side 
of  another  railroad,  with  a  space  of  fifty  feet  between  them,  and  no  action 
had  been  had  by  the  Railroad  Commissioners  excusing  the  company  from 
fencing.  Held,  that  the  company  was  not  required  by  the  statute  to  maintain 
a  fence  between  its  own  and  the  other  track. 

There  was  no  fence  on  the  outside  of  the  other  track,  and  a  horse  strayed  from  a 
pasture  upon  it  and  thence  upon  the  track  of  the  defendant's  road,  and  was 
there  killed  by  a  passing  train;  no  negligence  on  the  part  of  the  company 
being  charged  beyond  the  neglect  to  maintain  the  fence.  Held,  that  the 
company  was  not  liable. 

[Argued  November  7th,  1888  — decided  January  11th,  1889.] 

Action  for  the  killing  of  a  horse  of  the  plaintiff  by  a  railroad  train 
of  the  defendant;  brought  to  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  Fairfield 
County.  The  defendant  suffered  a  default  and  was  heard  in  damages 
before  Hall,  J.  The  facts  were"  found  and  substantial  damages  were 
awarded,  and  the  defendant  appealed.  The  case  is  fully  stated  in  the 
opinion.

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Loomis,  J.  The  plaintiff  in  this  case  seeks  to  recover  the  value  of-  a 
horse  killed  by  a  locomotive  engine  on  the  defendant's  railroad  track  in 
the  town  of  Brookfield.  For  a  considerable  distance  at  and  near  the 
place  of  the  accident  the  defendant's  track  and  that  of  the  Housatonic 
Railroad  Company  lie  side  by  side,  with  an  intervening  space  of  land 
fifty  feet  wide.  The  defendant's  track  is  located  on  the  west  side  of  the 
Housatonic  road,  and  nearly  parallel  therewith.  The  defendant  had 
erected  and  maintained  a  sufficient  fence  on  its  west  side,  where  its  road 
abutted  on  private  fields,  but  on  the  other  side,  between  the  two  railroad 
tracks,  it  had  erected  no  fence,  and  none  had  been  erected  by  the  Housa- 
tonic Railroad  Company  on  either  side  of  its  track.  In  September,  1887, 
the  plaintiff  had  placed  his  horse  in  the  care  of  his  father,  who  before 
the  accident  had  placed  it  with  two  other  horses  to  pasture  on  his  home 
lot,  which  adjoins  the  Housatonic  railroad  on  the  east  side  and  is  not 
separated  from  it  by  any  fence.  On  the  west  side  is  a  ditch,  and  the 
southerly  side,  abutting  on  land  of  one  Andrews,  is  marshy.  There  was 
no  fence  between  Andrews's  land  and  the  Housatonic  railroad,  and 
horses  could  pass  either  across  the  ditch  directly  on  to  the  railroad  track 
or  over  the  marsh  on  to  land  of  Andrews,  and  thence  on  to  the  track. 
On  the  5th  of  October,  1887,  while  the  plaintiff's  father  and  his  family 
were  at  breakfast,  the  horses  passed  from  the  home  lot  by  one  of  the 
routes  mentioned,  across  the  track  of  the  Housatonic  road  on  to  that  of 
the  defendant,  where  the  plaintiff's  horse  was  struck  by  the  defendant's 
locomotive  and  killed. 

The  defendant  suffered  a  default  and  moved  for  a  hearing  in 
damages,  upon  which  the  facts  were  found  by  the  court  below  and 
judgment  rendered  for  the  plaintiff  to  recover  full  damages.  Two 
questions  were  made  before  the  trial  court  which  have  come  to  this  court 
for  review  upon  the  defendant's  appeal,  namely:  Do  the  facts  show 
negligence  on  the  part  of  the  defendant?  Do  they  show  contributory 
negligence  on  the  part  of  the  plaintiff? 

In  regard  to  the  defendant's  negligence  there  is  no  allegation  in  the 
complaint,  nor  was  it  claimed  upon  the  trial  that  it  consisted  in  mis- 
managing the  train  in  any  respect,  but  it  was  predicated  entirely  upon 
the  want  of  a  fence  between  the  two  railroads.  Upon  this  part  of  the 
case  the  decisive  question  is  whether  it  was  the  duty  of  the  defendant  to 
erect  such  a  fence;  and  this  is  a  pure  question  of  law,  depending  upon 
the  true  construction  of  section  3505  of  the  General  Statutes,  which  is  as 
foilows:  "Every  railroad  company  shall  erect  and  maintain  fences  on 
the  sides  of  the  railroads  operated  by  it  at  such  place  or  places  as  the 
Railroad  Commissioners  shall  direct,  and  every  railroad  company  operat- 
ing any  railroad  constructed  under  any  act  of  incorporation  passed  since 
the  first  Wednesday  of  May,  1850,  or  hereafter  constructed,  shall  cause 
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sufficient  fences  to  be  erected  and  maintained  on  the  sides  of  such  rail- 
roads, except  at  such  place  or  places  as  the  Railroad  Commissioners  shall 
adjudge  them  unnecessary,  such  fences  to  be  erected  by  all  companies 
hereafter  organized  within  twelve  months  after  they  enter  upon  and  take 
possession  of  the  lands  through  which  their  railroads  pass."  And  by 
section  3507  it  is  provided  that  "any  person  who  without  neglect  on  his 
part  shall  suffer  damage  by  reason  of  the  neglect  of  any  railroad  com- 
pany to  erect  or  maintain  fences  as  required  by  law,  may  recover  such 
damage  from  such  company." 

The  defendant,  having  been  incorporated  since  the  date  mentioned 
in  the  statute,  is  subject  to  its  provisions,  whatever  construction  must  be 
given  to  them.  It  is  conceded  also  that  the  Railroad  Commissioners 
have  never  passed  upon  the  question  as  to  a  fence  at  this  place  or 
adjudged  the  same  unnecessary. 

As  this  negates  the  only  exception  expressly  mentioned  in  the 
statute,  the  defendant  railroad  is  undoubtedly  brought  within  the  strict 
literal  terms  of  the  statute.  So  that  the  practical  question  before  us  is 
whether  it  is  the  duty  of  the  court  to  administer  and  apply  the  statute 
according  to  its  letter,  or  according  to  its  intent  and  object. 

And  here  one  of  the  approved  canons  of  interpretation  comes  to  our 
aid,  namely,  that  the  letter  should  not  be  followed  where  it  leads  to 
absurdity  and  injustice.  Smith's  Commentaries  on  Statute  &  Constitu- 
tional Law,  §  4-86;  Dwarris  on  Statutes,  5S7;  1  Kent's  Commentaries 
(7th  ed.),  side  page  462. 

What,  then,  would  be  the,  consequences  should  we  interpret  the 
statute  in  question  according  to  its  letter?  „  Every  railroad  company 
incorporated  since  1850  would,  in  the  absence  of  any  order  from  the 
Commissioners,  be  required  to  fence  both  sides  of  its  road,  though  the 
effect  might  be  to  cut  off,  or  render  extremely  difficult,  the  ingress  or 
egress  of  passengers  at  its  stations,  or  the  reception  and  delivery  of 
freight.  The  language  would  even  include  places  where  the  railroad 
track  intersects  public  highways  or  other  railroad  tracks,  or  where  it 
passes  over  -rivers  or  bodies  of  water. 

Such  results  could  not  have  been  within  the  intent  of  the  Legisla- 
ture. It  is  therefore  our  duty  to  discard  a  literal  and  adopt  a  rational 
const r action.  The  manifest  object  of  the  act  was  to  require  fences  to  be 
built  and  maintained  against  private  fields  and  lots  where  domestic 
animals  might  be  feeding  or  stationed.  It  could  not  have  been  contem- 
plated that  animals  requiring  such  protection  would  be  on  an  adjoining 
railroad  track,  and  it  is  obvious  that  a  fence  confining  them  to  one  track 
would  ordinarily  increase  rather  than  diminish  the  risk  of  injury,  since 
it  would  limit  and  narrow  the  facilities  for  escape  from  an  approaching 
train. 
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In  cases  involving  merely  the  construction  of  a  local  statute  we  do 
not  often  resort  to  other  jurisdictions  for  aid,  but  the  dangers  to  domestic 
animals  along  the  line  of  railways,  as  well  as  danger  to  persons  and 
property  being  transported  over  such  roads,  have  induced  the  Legisla- 
tures of  many  States  besides  our  own  to  pass  laws  requiring  railroad 
companies  to  fence  their  roads,  and  although  we  find  no  statute  identical 
in  its  provisions  with  our  own,  yet  we  find  many  cases  where  the  courts 
have,  in  construing  these  statutes,  departed  as  widely  perhaps  from  the 
letter  as  we  have  done  in  the  present  case,  so  that  our  position  may  be 
materially  strengthened  by  reference  to  decisions  in  other  States  on  this 
subject. 

In  1  Thompson  on  Negligence,  p.  519,  §  24,  it  is  said  in  reference 
to  such  statutes:  "It  is  obvious  that  there  are  places  along  the  line  of 
every  railroad  where  it  is  impossible  and  improper  for  the  road  to  be 
fenced;  where,  for  instance,  it  is  crossed  by  highways,  or  runs  along  a 
street,  or  at  the  depots  and  stations  of  the  company,  necessarily  open  for 
access  by  the  public.  In  some  instances  these  places  are  specifically 
excepted  from  the  operation  of  the  statute  by  its  terms.  In  others  the 
courts  have  held  that  such  exceptions  are  necessarily  implied  from  the 
inconvenience  which  would  follow  any  other  interpretation."  See  also 
Davis  v.  Burlington  &  Missouri  River  R.  R.  Co.,  26  Iowa,  549;  Indian- 
apolis &  Cincinnati  R.  R.  Co.  v.  Kinney,  8  Ind.,  402;  Indianapolis,  P.  &c. 
R.  R.  Co.  v.  Crandall,  58  Ind.,  365;  Toledo,  W.  &  W.  R.  R.  Co.  v.  Chapm, 
66  III,  504;  Lloyd  v.  Pacific  R.  R.  Co.,  49  Mo.,  199. 

For  these  reasons  we  conclude  that  the  defendant  was  under  no 
duty  to  fence  the  road  at  $he  place  in  question,  and  so  the  entire  founda- 
tion upon  which  the  trial  court  predicated  the  finding  of  negligence  fails, 
and  the  judgment  was  erroneous. 

As  this  hrst  point  is  necessarily  decisive  of  the  whole  case,  it  renders 
the  next  question,  whether  there  was  contributory  negligence  on  the 
part  of  the  plaintiff,  immaterial. 

There  was  error  in  the  judgment  complained  of. 

In  this  opinion  the  other  judges  concurred.

The  Norwich  &  Worcester  Railroad  Company  adopted  plans  for  the 
erection  of  an  engine-house,  coal-bins,  and  paint-shop,  and  for  laying 
tracks  connecting  therewith,  in  the  city  of  Norwich;  which  plans 
involved  the  taking  of  private  property,  either  by  purchase  or  by  con- 
demnation, for  convenient  access  to  said  engine-house,  and  necessary 
for  proper  access  to  said  coal-bins  as  proposed  to  be  located.  And  said 
company  proceeded  forthwith  to  construct  said  engine-house  and  coal- 
bins,  without  purchasing  the  land  and  before  submitting  said  changes 
and  plans  to  the  Railroad  Commissioners  for  their  approval,  and  obtain- 
ing their  consent  to  the  proposed  condemnation  of  the  private  property. 
After  expending  a  considerable  amount  of  money  in  developing  said 
plans,  this  petition  was  brought.  It  seems  to  us  that  a  due  regard  for 
the  rights  of  private  property  holders  should  have  dictated  that  they  be 
given  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  with  their  objections  to  the  proposed 
plans  at  an  earlier  stage  of  these  proceedings,  and  it  may  be  that  a  more 
serious  effort  to  negotiate  with  the  owners  of  the  land  might  have  been 
made  before  proceeding  to  condemn  it. 

A  railroad  company  may,  in  the  ordinary  course  of  business,  unques- 
tionably, by  an  expenditure  of  work  and  money  on  its  own  land,  create 
a  necessity  for  acquiring  land  of  adjoining  proprietors;  but  under  the 
circumstances  of  this  case  we  think  it  should  be  considered  as  it  would 
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have  been  if  the  plans  had  been  submitted  to  us  before  the  work  was 
commenced.  We  do  not  understand  the  requirement  of  the  law  to  be 
that  a  railroad  company  establish  an  absolute  necessity  before  the  taking 
of  land  be  approved  by  us.  "  Where  the  corporation,  in  the  exercise  of 
discretion  conferred  by  statute,  has  selected  land  adapted  to  its  purposes, 
it  is  not  a  valid  objection  to  its  appropriation,  where  no  wanton  motive 
appears,  or  great  mischief  is  likely  to  ensue,  that  other  land  in  the 
vicinity,  which  could  have  been  obtained  by  purchase,  would  serve  its 
purposes  as  well."  Neither,  in  our  opinion,  is  it  a  valid  objection,  under 
like  circumstances,  that  the  company  already  possesses  land  which  might 
be  utilized  for  the  purposes  proposed,  but  which  is  so  located  as  in  our 
judgment  to  be  unsuited  for  the  purpose. 

We  are  of  opinion  that  had  this  application  been  made  before  work 
had  been  commenced  we  should  have  given  our  approval,  and  we  do  not 
think  the  disregard  of  certain  proprieties  by  the  company  a  sufficient 
reason  for  now  refusing  such  approval. 

We  do  therefore  give  our  written  approval  of  the  taking  by  said 
Norwich  &  Worcester  Railroad  Company  of  the  lands  described  in  said 
petition  for  the  purposes  therein  set  forth,  and  do  prescribe  the  limits 
within  which  said  company  may  take  real  estate  for  the  purposes  named, 
as  in  said  petition  defined.

To  the  Honorable  Superior  Court,  now  in  session  at  Hartford,  in  and 
for  the  County  of  Hartford,  come  George  M.  Woodruff.  Morgan  G. 
Bulkeley,  William  H.  Hayward,  William  0.  Seymour,  and  Nathaniel 
Wheeler,  as  they  are  a  Board  of  Commissioners,  constituted  and 
appointed  pursuant  to  and  by  virtue  of  a  resolution  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  Connecticut,  approved  April  4,  1884,  entitled 
"  Providing  for  Bridge  at  Railroad  Crossing,  Asylum  Street,  Hartford," 
and  all  resolutions  in  addition  thereto  and  amendment  thereof,  and  being 
all  the  present  members  of  said  Board,  and  vested  with  the  power  and 
authority  conferred  upon  them  as  such  Board  of  Commissioners  under 
said  resolutions,  which  resolutions  are  particularly  referred  to  and  made 
part  of  this  application,  and  show  to  said  Court: 

1.  The  New  York  &  New  England  Railroad  Company,  a  corpora- 
tion under  the  laws  of  said  State,  having  an  office  and  place  of  business 
at  said  Hartford,  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  said  resolution,  approved 
April  4,  1884,  and  for  many  years  previous  thereto,  had  certain  of  its 
surface  tracks  laid  and  maintained  within  the  limits  prescribed  by  Sec- 
tion 4  of  a  resolution,  "Amending  resolution  for  Bridge  at  Railroad 
Crossing,  Asylum  Street,  Hartford,"  approved  March  26,  1885,  and  from 
said  first-named  date  continuously  to  the  present  time  has  maintained  and 
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now  does  maintain  said  surface  tracks  within  said  limits,  to  wit:  within 
one-half  a  mile  each  side  of  said  Asylum  Street  and  within  three  hun- 
dred feet  of  the  center  line  of  the  present  tracks  of  the  New  York,  New 
Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  and  of  the  New  York  &  New 
England  Railroad  Company. 

2.  By  the  provisions  of  said  resolutions  said  Commissioners  are 
empowered,  in  the  fulfillment  of  their  duty  under  said  acts,  to  require 
any  or  all  surface  tracks  within  said  limits  to  be  taken  up  and  removed. 

3.  In  pursuance  of  the  authority  conferred  and  the  duties  imposed 
upon  them  by  said  resolutions,  and  to  properly  carry  out  the  purposes  of 
said  several  resolutions,  said  Board,  on  the  20th  day  of  December,  1888, 
at  a  meeting  specially  warned  and  held  for  that  purpose  and  for  other 
purposes,  of  which  meeting  and  its  purposes  said  New  York  &  New 
England  Railroad  Company  had  due  notice,  and  at  which  they  appeared 
and  were  fully  heard,  passed  an  order  directing  the  New  York  &  New 
England  Railroad  Company  and  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford 
Railroad  Company  to  take  up  and  remove  certain  surface  tracks  lying 
within  said  prescribed  limits,  which  said  order  is  in  the  language  follow- 
ing, to  wit: 

"We  do  accordingly  order  and  direct  that  said  New  York  & 
New  England  Railroad  Company,  and  the  New  York,  New  Haven

it  did  not  have,  nor  has  it  at  any  time  since  had,  any  such  surface  tracks 
across  or  upon  said  Asylum  Street,  or  any  such  surface  tracks  anywhere 
existing  within  said  limits  as  could  in  any  wise  affect  the  safety  or  conven- 
ience of  travel  on  any  railroad  or  on  Asylum  Street,  the  separation  of  the 
grades  of  the  railroads  and  Asylum  Street,  or  the  operation  of  any  rail- 
road across  Asylum  Street. 

That  your  petitioner  has  such  surface  tracks  within  said  limits  which 
are  all  laid  upon  land  of  your  petitioner,  are  a  part  of  the  railroad  owned 
and  operated  by  it,  are  necessary  for  the  enjoyment  by  your  petitioner  of 
said  land,  and  that  said  tracks  cannot  be  taken  up  or  removed  as  com- 
manded by  said  order  without  doing  damage  to  your  petitioner  in  the 
sum  of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars.

That  said  resolutions  establish  a  special  tribunal  for  the  trial  and 
decision  of  a  particular  controversy  between  certain  parties,  not  in  accord- 
ance with  the  general  laws  of  the  land,  and  deny  to  your  petitioner  the 
equal  protection  of  Sections  3518,  3489,  3491,  3493,  and  3495  of  the 
General  Statutes  of  Connecticut. 

That  said  order  takes  the  property  of  your  petitioner  by  an  arbitrary 
decree  and  not  in  accordance  with  the  law  of  the  land. 

That  the  said  suit  is  a  suit  of  a  civil  nature  at  law  arising  under  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States,  in  that  a  complete  defence  made  by

Your  petitioner  therefore  prays  that  the  said  bond  may  be  accepted

PROVIDING    FOR    BRIDGE    AT    RAILROAD    CROSSING    AT    ASYLUM    STREET, 

HARTFORD. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly:  Section  1.  The  city  of  Hartford,  the 
New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  and  the  New 
York  &  New  England  Railroad  Company,  shall  construct  a  bridge,  or 
other  suitable  structure,  with  proper  approaches,  so  as  to  carry  Asylum 
street  in  said  city  of  Hartford  over  the  tracks  of  said  railroads,  at  or 
near  their  present  intersection  with  said  street. 

Sec  2.  If  said  city  and  said  railroads  shall,  within  three  months 
from  the  passage  of  this  act,  mutually  agree  upon  the  manner  in  which 
said  improvement  shall  be  made  and  paid  for  by  the  respective  parties, 
and  submit  such  agreement  to  the'  railroad  commissioners,  said  agree- 
ment, if  approved  by  said- railroad  commissioners,  may  be  enforced  by 
either  party  thereto  against  any  other  party  in  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction.  For  the  purpose  of  making  said  agreement  the  mayor  and 
court  of  common  council  of  said  city  are  hereby  empowered  to  act  for 
said  city  and  bind  the  same. 

Sec.  3.  Said  railroad  companies  and  said  city  may  jointly  or  severally 
take  any  lands  which  they  shall  deem  necessary  to  properly  carry  out  said 
improvement,  in  the  same  manner  as  is  now  provided .  by  statute  for 
taking  land  for  railroad  purposes. 

Sec  4.  If  said  city  and  said  railroad  companies  shall  not,  within 
said  period  of  three  months,  agree  as  aforesaid,  and  submit  their  said 
agreement  in  writing  to  the  railroad  commissioners,  and  obtain  their  ap- 
proval thereto,  then  the  railroad  commissioners,  Morgan  Gr.  Rulkeley 
and  Henry  C.  Robinson,  both  of  said  city  of  Hartford,  who  are  hereby 
constituted  and  appointed  a  board  of  commissioners  for  the  State  for 
said  purpose,  are  empowered  and  instructed  to  decide  what  changes  shall 
be  made  in  the  manner  in  which  and  the  place  where  in  the  present  line 
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of  said  Asylum  street  the  tracks  of  said  railroad  cross  said  street  in  order 
to  abolish  the  present  grade  crossing  and  insure  the  safety  of  the  public 
thereat,  and  to  determine  by  whom  and  within  what  time  said  changes  shall 
be  made.  Said  commissioners  are  hereby  authorized  to  order  and  direct 
such  a  change  in  the  grade  of  said  street  in  its  present  line  and  direction 
as  they  shall  judge  necessary  and  proper  to  the  end  aforesaid,  and  to 
order  said  railroad  companies,  or  either  of  them,  or  the  receiver  or  other 
person  or  persons  operating  either  of  said  railroads,  to  lay  out,  construct, 
and  maintain  a  new  line  or  lines  of  railroad  for  a  distance  not  exceeding 
one-half  a  mile  each  side  of  said  street,  and  within  three  hundred  feet  of 
the  center  line  of  the  present  tracks  of  said  railroads,  and  may  require 
any  or  all  of  the  present  tracks  within  said  limits  to  be  taken  up  and  re- 
moved. Said  commissioners  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to 
order  and  direct  a  new  highway  to  be  laid  out  across  said  railroads  and 
for  such  distance  on  either  side  thereof  as  they  may  direct,  in  place  of  or 
in  addition  to  said  Asylum  street.  Said  commissioners  are  empowered 
to  make  any  and  all  orders  relating  to  said  improvement  and  to  all  matters 
and  things  appertaining  thereto  which  they  may  deem  necessary  and 
proper,  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  this  general  assem- 
bly might  do  and  direct ;  and  they  may  direct  by  whom,  when,  and  how 
the  work  shall  be  performed,  and  who  shall  pay  for  the  same,  and  what 
proportion  of  the  entire  expense,  including  land  damages,  each  party  shall 
pay  and  bear,  and  they  may,  in  the  event  of  any  disagreement  between 
the  parties,  determine  the  cost  of  the  whole  or  any  portion  of  the  work, 
and  make  any  and  all  orders  as  to  the  manner  and  amounts  of  payments 
which  they  may  judge  reasonable;  provided,  however,  that  in  no  event 
shall  said  city  of  Hartford  be  required  to  pay  any  portion  of  the  cost  of 
any  changes  in  the  present  depot  or  of  the  construction  of  any  new  depot, 
and  not  exceeding  one-half  of  all  the  other  expenses,  including  land  dam- 
ages, incurred  under  this  resolution. 

Sec.  5.  The  orders  of  said  commissioners  shall  be  obligatory  upon 
all  parties,  and  they  shall  be  sufficient  authority  for  the  auditor  of  said 
city  to  draw  his  order  upon  the  treasurer  of  said  city  for  the  payment  of 
any  sum  required  to  be  paid  by  said  city  thereby.  Said  commissioners 
are  authorized  to  apply  to  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  whether 
of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States,  for  aid  in  any  matter  appertaining 
to  said  work,  and  to  procure  the  enforcement  and  execution  of  their 
orders  ;  and  the  courts  of  this  State  and  the  judges  thereof  are  hereby 
fully  empowered,  upon  proper  proceedings,  brought  by  or  at  the  instance 
of  said  commissioners,  or  any  interested  party,  to  enforce  by  mandamus, 
or  otherwise,  the  orders  of  said  commissioners  made  under  authority  of 
this  resolution. 
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Sec.  6.  In  case  the  party  by  whom  the  changes  are  to  be  made  or 
work  done  cannot  agree  with  the  owner  of  any  land  or  other  property  re- 
quired to  be  removed  or  taken  tinder  the  orders  of  said  commissioners, 
the  same,  including  property  already  appropriated  or  used  for  railroad 
purposes,  may  be  removed  or  taken,  and  the  damages  assessed  in  the  same 
manner  as  is  now  provided  in  case  of  land  taken  by  railroad  companies 
for  railroad  purposes. 

Sec.  7.  In  the  event  that  said  Morgan  G.  Bulkeley  shall  refuse  or 
neglect  to  act,  the  court  of  common  council  of  said  city  of  Hartford 
may  appoint  some  person  to  act  in  his  stead  ;  and  in  the  event 
that  said  Henry  C.  Robinson  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  act,  said  railroad 
companies  may  select  some  person  to  act  in  his  stead  ;  but  a  majority  of

Resolved  by  this  Assembly :  That  section  six  of  the  resolution  pro- 
viding for  a  bridge  at  railroad  crossing  at  Asylum  Street,  Hartford, 
passed  by  the  general  assembly  at  its  January  session,  1884  (special  laws, 
volume  ix,  page  1026),  be  amended  to  read  as  follows  : 

In  case  the  party  by  whom  the  changes  are  to  be  made,  or  work 
done,  cannot  agree  with  the  owner  of  any  land  or  other  property 
required  to  be  removed  or  taken  under  the  orders  of  said  commissioners, 
the  same,  including  property  already  appropriated  or  used  for  railroad 
purposes,  may  be  removed  or  taken,  and  the  damage  assessed  in  the  same 
manner  as  is  now  provided  in  case  of  land  taken  by  railroad  companies 
for  railroad  purposes.  The  owner  of  any  property  sustaining  damages 
by  the  change  of  grade  of  any  street  or  highway  pursuant  to  the  orders 
of  said  commissioners  shall  be  paid  the  amount  of  such  damage,  which, 
in  the  event  of  a  disagreement  between  the  parties  in  interest,  shall  be 
ascertained  and  appraised  in  the  same  manner  as  the  damages  for  land 
■or  other  property  removed  or  taken  as  aforesaid.

AMENDING    RESOLUTION    PROVIDING    FOR    BRIDGE    AT    RAILROAD    CROSSING, 
ASYLUM    STREET,    HARTFORD. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly  :  That  a  resolution  of  the  general  assembly,, 
approved  April  fourth,  1884,  providing  for  a  bridge  at  railroad  crossing 
at  Asylum  Street,  Hartford,  be  amended  by  inserting  section  one,  in  the 
fifth  line,  after  the  word  "  railroads"  the  words  "  or  for  the  carrying  of 
the  said  tracks  and  structure  therefor  over  said  Asylum  Street,"  and  in 
section  four,  in  the  thirteenth  line,  by  adding  after  the  word  "  order  "  the 
words  "  the  carrying  of  said  tracks  and  structure  therefor  over  said 
Asylum  Street,"  so  that  said  sections  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  The  city  of  Hartford,  the  New  York,  New  Haven  & 
Hartford  Railroad  Company,  and  the  New  York  &  New  England  Rail- 
road Company,  shall  construct  a  bridge,  or  other  suitable  structure,  with 
proper  approaches,  so  as  to  carry  Asylum  Street  in  said  city  of  Hartford, 
over  the  tracks  of  said  railroads,  or  for  the  carrying  of  the  said  tracks 
and  structure  therefor  over  said  Asylum  Street,  at  or  near  their  present 
intersection  with  said  street. 

Sec  4.  If  said  city  and  said  railroad  companies  shall  not,  within 
said  period  of  three  months,  agree  as  aforesaid,  and  submit  their  said 
agreement  in  writing,  to  the  railroad  commissioners  and  obtain  their  ap- 
proval thereto,  then  the  railroad  commissioners,  Morgan  G-.  Bulkeley  and 
Henry  C.  Robinson,  both  of  said  city  of  Hartford,  who  are  hereby  con- 
stituted and  appointed  a  board  of  commissioners  for  the  State  for  said 
purpose,  are  empowered  and  instructed  to  decide  what  changes  shall  be 
made  in  the  manner  in  which  and  the  place  where  in  the  present  line  of 
said  Asylum  Street,  the  tracks  of  said  railroads  cross  said  street,  in  order 
to  abolish  the  present  grade  crossing  and  insure  the  safety  of  the  public 
thereat,  and  to  determine  by  whom  and  within  what  time  said  changes 
shall  be  made.  Said  commissioners  are  hereby  authorized  to  order  the 
carrying  of  said  tracks  and  structure  therefor  over  said  Asylum  Street, 
and  direct  such  a  change  in  the  grade  of  said  street  in  its  present  line  and 
direction  as  they  shall  judge  necessary  and  proper  to  the  end  aforesaid, 
and  to  order  said  railroad  companies,  or  either  of  them,  or  the  receiver  or 
other  person  or  persons  operating  either  of  said  railroads,  to  lay  out,  con- 
struct, and  maintain  a  new  line  or  lines  of  railroad  for  a  distance  not  ex- 
ceeding one-half  a  mile  on  each  side  of  said  street,  and  within  three  hundred 
feet  of  the  center  line  of  the  present  tracks  of  said  railroads,  and  may  require 
any  or  all  of  the  present  tracks  within  said  limits  to  be  taken  up  and  re- 
moved. Said  commissioners  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  order 
and  direct  a  new  highway  to  be  laid  out  across  said  railroads,  and  for  such 
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distance  on  either  side  thereof  as  they  may  direct  in  place  of  or  in  addi- 
tion to  said  Asylum  Street.  Said  commissioners  are  empowered  to  make 
any  and  all  orders  relating  to  said  improvement,  and  to  all  matters  and 
things  appertaining  thereto  which  they  may  deem  necessary  and  proper,  in 
the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  this  general  -assembly  might 
do  and  direct,  and  they  may  direct  by  whom,  when,  and  how-  the  work 
shall  be  performed,  and  who  shall  pay  for  the  same,  and  what  proportion 
of  the  entire  expense,  including  land  damages,  each  party  shall  pay  and 
bear,  and  they  may,  in  the  event  of  any  disagreement  between  the  parties, 
determine  the  cost  of  the  whole  or  any  portion  of  the  work,  and  make 
any  and  all  orders  as  to  the  manner  and  amounts  of  payments  which  they 
may  judge  reasonable  ;  provided,  however,  that  in  no  event  shall  said 
city  of  Hartford  be  required  to  pay  any  portion  of  the  cost  of  any 
changes  in  the  present  depot  or  of  the  construction  of  any  new  depot, 
and  not  exceeding  one-half  of  all  the  other  expenses,  including  land  dam- 
ages, incurred  under  this  resolution.

CONFERRING    ADDITIONAL    POWER    UPON    THE    BOARD    OF    COMMISSIONERS    UPON

Upon  the  report  of  the  board  of  commissioners  raised  by  the  pro- 
visions  of  a  resolution  providing  for  a  bridge  at  railroad  crossing  at  Asy- 
lum Street,  Hartford,  passed  at  January  session,  A.  D.  1884,  it  appearing 
that  said  board  has.  in  compliance,  with  the  terms  of  said  resolution,  ap- 
proved and  adopted  a  plan  for  said  improvement,  that  it  is  necessary  in 
the  prosecution  of  said  plan  to  acquire  for  the  purposes  of  the  improve- 
ment various  pieces  of  property  now  owned  by  sundry  parties,  that  a  por. 
tion  of  said  property  will,  in  all  probability,  have  to  be  condemned  and 
taken  by  process  of  law,  and  that  such  property  can  be  most  expeditiously, 
conveniently,  and  economically  condemned  and  taken  under  proceedings 
instituted  by  said  board  in  its  own  name,  be  it 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly :  Section  1.  That  said  board  of  commis- 
sioners is  hereby,  in  addition  to  the  powers  already  conferred  upon  it, 
authorized  and  empowered  to  institute  and  prosecute  in  its  own  name,  but 
for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  several  parties  to  said  improvement,  as  the 
case  may  be,  proceedings  for  the  taking  of  and  appraisal  of  damages  for 
any  land  or  other  property,  including  any  already  appropriated  for  rail- 
road or  highway  purposes,  which  in  its  judgment  may  be  necessary  or 
proper  to  be  taken  for  the  purposes  of  the  improvement  which  has  been 
or  may  be  ordered  by  said  board  under  authority  of  said  resolution.  The 
proceedings  for  appraising  damages  to  persons  whose  property  is    con- 
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demned  shall  be  in  the  same  manner  and  form  as  those  prescribed  by  law 
for  appraising  damages  for  taking  land  for  railroad  purposes,  excepting 
as  modified  by  this  resolution.  The  approval  of  any  plan  or  the  adoption 
of  any  vote  or  order  which  contemplates,  necessitates,  or  directs  the  use 
of  any  property  not  already  owned  or  appropriated  by  the  party,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  board,  needing  the  same  for  the  purposes  of  the  improve- 
ment, shall  be  a  sufficient  condemnation  of  such  property  to  the  purposes 
and  uses  of  the  several  parties  needing  the  same,  and  sufficient  evidence 
that  the  same  is  taken  for  the  purposes  of  public  convenience  and  neces- 
sity, and  shall  fully  justify  the  appointment  of  appraisers  to  estimate 
damages  and  their  appraisal  as  aforesaid.  All'  property  taken  under  said 
proceedings  shall  be  deemed  to  be  taken  by  the  party  for  whose  benefit 
the  proceedings  are  had,  and  upon  their  completion  and  the  payment  of 
the  damages  appraised,  the  right,  title,  and  interest  so  taken  shall,  by  vir- 
tue of  said  proceedings,  vest  immediately  and  directly  in  the  party  for 
whose  benefit  and  uses  said  condemnation  is  made  as  aforesaid,  in  the 
same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  though  said  proceedings  had  been 
lawfully  begun  and  prosecuted  by  and  in  the  name  of  such  party. 

Sec.  2.  The  appraisal  of  damages  made  upon  any  proceeding  as 
aforesaid,  shall,  when  it  has  been  made,  returned,  and  recorded,  have  the 
effect  of  a  judgment,  and  execution  may  issue  at  the  end  of  sixty  days 
from  the  time  when  such  return  is  made  in  favor  of  the  party  to  whom 
damages  may  be  appraised  and  against  the  party  for  whose  use  and  bene- 
fit the  property  appraised  is  appropriated. 

Sec.  3.  -When  any  payments  have  been  made  or  are  to  be  made  for 
property  taken  as  aforesaid,  said  board  of  commissioners  may  make  any 
order  which  it  may  deem  proper,  directing  any  party  to  said  improvement 
to  contribute  to  any  other  party  such  sum  or  sums  as  it  may  fix  and  de- 
termine to  apply  towards  said  payment. 

Sec.  4.  Said  board  may  incur  any  expenses  which  it  shall  judge 
proper  to  the  performance  of  its  duties  under  said  resolution,  and  to  the 
wise  and  economical  construction  of  said  improvement,  and  any  expense 
so  incurred  shall  be  borne  and  paid  by  the  parties  to  said  improvement 
in  such  proportion  as  said  board  may  order. 

Sec.  5.  The  decision  or  action  of  said  board  had  by  a  majority 
thereof,  shall,  in  all  matters  appertaining  to  its  duties  under  said  resolu- 
tion and  the  amendments  thereto  be  regarded  as  the  decision  and  action 
of  said  board,  and  as  such  shall  have  full  force  and  authority. 

Sec  6.  This  resolution  shall  not  be  construed  as  modifying  or 
limiting  the  powers  of  said  board  in  any  respect  as  they  have  heretofore 
existed,  save  as  expressly  provided  herein.

1.  Such  acts  and  proceedings  are  all  in  violation  of  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States,  and  void. 

2.  Such  acts  and  proceedings  are  all  in  violation  of  the  Constitution 
of  this  State,  and  void. 

3.  Hon.  Morgan  G.  Bulkeley,  one  of  said  commissioners,  is  and  has 
ever  since  his  appointment  been  Mayor  of  the  city  of  Hartford,  and  a 
citizen  and  taxpayer  therein,  and  as  such  is  interested  in  the  result  of 
said  proceedings,  and  is  therefore  acting  as  a  judge  in  his  own  cause, 
which  is  contrary  to  the  fundamental  principles  of  the  social  compact. 

4.  Hon.  Nathaniel  Wheeler,  one  of  said  commissioners,  is  and  has 
ever  since  his  appointment  been  a  director  of  and  stockholder  in  the  New 
York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  and,  as  such,  is  inter- 
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ested  in  the  result  of  said  proceedings,  and  is  therefore  acting  as  a  judge 
in  his  own  cause,  which  is  contrary  to  the  fundamental  principles  of  the 
social  compact. 

5.  Said  legislative  acts,  on  their  face,  deprived  this  remonstrant  of 
any  opportunity  or  reasonable  time  to  agree  with  said  city  and  other  rail- 
road company,  under  Section  4,  as  amended  by  the  act  of  March  26,  1885, 
before  any  proceedings  before  said  commissioners,  though  purporting  in 
terms  to  give  such  time  and  opportunity,  whereby  said  act  of  1885' was 
repugnant  to  the  prior  act,  unmeaning  and  void. 

6.  Said  acts  and  proceedings  deprive  this  remonstrant  of  its  rights 
to  trial  by  jury  under  the  Constitution  of  Connecticut. 

7.  Said  acts  are  void  because  they  grant  to  a  set  of  five  men  exclu- 
sive privileges  from  the  community,  contrary  to  said  Constitution. 

8.  Said  acts  and  proceedings  are  void,  because  they  deprive  this 
remonstrant  of  property  otherwise  than  by  due  course  of  law,  contrary 
to  said  Constitution. 

9.  Said  acts  are  void  because  they  delegate  judicial  powers  other- 
wise than  to  courts  duly  established,  with  permanent  jurisdiction  defined 
by  law,  contrary  to  the  Constitution  of  Connecticut. 

10.  Said  acts  and  proceedings  are  contrary  to  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  States,  because  they  deprive  this  remonstrant  of  property 
without  due  process  of  law,  and  deny  to  it  the  equal  protection  of  the 
laws,  and  among  others  of  the  General  Statutes,  Sections  3518,  3489, 
3491,  3493,  and  3495. 

11.  Said  acts  and  proceedings  are  void,  because  contrary  to 
natural  right  and  the  Constitution  of  Connecticut,  in  that  they  establish  a 
special  tribunal  for  the  trial  and  decision  of  a  particular  controversy  be- 
tween certain  individuals,  not  in  accordance  with  the  general  laws  of  the 
land.

Seymour,  and  Nathaniel  Wheeler,  commissioners 
appointed  by  the  General  Assembly  by  resolution  approved  April  4,  1884, 
and  its  amendments,  having  this  day  filed  a  petition  for  the  removal  of 
this  cause  into  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  United  States  for  the  District  of 
Connecticut,  and  protesting  that  no  further  proceedings  can  lawfully  be 
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had  in  this  court,  and  protesting  against  the  jurisdiction  of  this  court  to 
entertain  or  hear  this  motion,  nevertheless  "being  under  a  specific  order  of 
this  courtHin  order  to  save  all  rights  in  case  it  shall  be  compelled  to  proceed 
further  in  this  court,  files  this  its  motion  to  quash  said  alternative  writ  of 
mandamus,  and  for  grounds  of  said  motion  assigns  the  following,  to  wit: 

1.  The  application  on  which  said  alternative  writ  is  issued  is  not 
verified  by  affidavit  or  in  any  other  manner. 

2.  The  said  application  is  not  signed  by  the  commissioners  by 
whom  it  purports  to  be  made,  hut  only  by  Henry  C.  Robinson. 

3.  The  resolution  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Connec- 
ticut, approved  April  4,  1884,  entitled  "Providing  for  Bridge  at  Railroad 
Crossing,  Asylum  Street,  Hartford,"  and  the  resolutions  in  addition 
thereto  and  amendment  thereof  expressly  made  a  part  of  said  application, 
and  the  proceedings  under  said  resolutions  of  said  commissioners  set 
forth  in  said  application  and  alternative  writ,  are  all  in  violation  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  void. 

4.  Said  resolutions  and  proceedings  are  all  in  violation  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  this  State,  and  void. 

5.  Said  resolutions  and  proceedings  deprive  this  defendant  of 
property  without  due  process' of  law,  and  also  deny  to  this  defendant  the 
equal  protection  of  the  laws,  and  among  other  laws,  of  Sections  3518, 
3489,  3491,  3493,  and  3495  of  the  General  Statutes,  all  of  which  is  con- 
trary to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States. 

6.  The  said  resolutions  are  void  because  they  do  not  permit  the 
tribunal  established  thereby  to  apportion  the  expense  of  the  work  therein 
provided  for  according  to  the  law  of  the  land  or  any  rules  or  principles 
of  distributive  justice,  but  limit  the  said  commissioners  by  an  arbitrary 
rule  forbidding  them  to  apportion  more  than  one-half  upon  the  city  of 
Hartford,  thus  violating  the  Fourteenth  Amendment  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States  and  also  the  Constitution  of  Connecticut. 

7.  Said  resolutions  are  void  because  contrary  to  natural  justice,  the 
Constitution  of  Connecticut,  and  the  Fourteenth  Amendment  to  the  Con- 
stitution  of  the  United  States,  in  that  they  establish  a  special  tribunal 
for  the  trial  and  decision  of  a  particular  controversy  between  certain 
individuals,  not  in  accordance  with  the  general  laws  of  the  laud. 

8.  Said  legislative  resolutions  on  their  face  deprived  this  defendant 
of  any  opportunity  or  reasonable  time  to  agree  with  said  city  and  rail- 
road company  under  Section  4,  as  amended  by  the  resolution  approved 
March  26,  1885,  before  any  proceedings  before  said  commissioners, 
though  purporting  in  terms  to  give  such  time  and  opportunity,  whereby 
the  said  original  resolution,  as  thus  amended,  became  repugnant  to  itself, 
unmeaning,  and  void. 
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9.  The  said  resolutions  and  proceedings  deprive  this  defendant  of 
its  right  to  a  trial  by  jury  under  the  Constitution  of  Connecticut. 

10.  Said  resolutions  grant  to  five  men  exclusive  privileges  from 
the  community,  contrary  to  the  Constitution  of  Connecticut,  and  are 
therefore  void,  together  with  all  said  proceedings  thereunder. 

11.  Said  resolutions  and  proceedings  are  void  because  they  deprive 
this  remonstrant  of  property  otherwise  than  by  due  course  of  law,  con- 
trary to  the  Constitution  of  Connecticut. 

12.  Said  resolutions  are  void  because  they  delegate  judicial  powers 
otherwise  than  to  courts  duly  established  with  permanent  jurisdiction 
defined  by  law,  contrary  to  the  Constitution  of  Connecticut. 

13.  Said  resolutions  and  proceedings  are  void  because  they  take 
the  property  of  this  defendant  for  a  public  use  without  providing  just 
compensation  therefor,  contrary  to  the  Constitution  of  Connecticut. 

1 4.  It  appears  from  said  application  that  the  tracks  ordered  to  be 
taken  up  are  not  across  Asylum  Street,  although  they  do  cross  Church 
Street,  so  called,  and  that  they  are  not  ordered  to  be  taken  up  in  pursu- 
ance of  the  purposes  of  said  resolutions,  and  are  not  within  the  authority 
conferred  thereby. 

15.  It  does  not  appear  that  any  demand  for  the  execution  of  the 
order  of  the  commissioners  set  forth  in  the  application  and  alternative 
writ  was  made  upon  the  defendant  and  by  it  refused.

To  the  Honorable  Superior  Court  now  in  session  at  Hartford,  in  and  for  the 

County  of  Hartford  : 

The  New  York  &  New  England  Railroad  Company,  first  protesting 
that  this  cause  has  been  lawfully  removed  into  the  Circuit  Court  of  the 
United  States,  in  and  for  the  district  of  Connecticut,  and  that  this  court 
has  now  no  jurisdiction  of  this  cause,  and  that  this  defendant  ought  not 
to  be  compelled  to  answer  or  proceed  further  here,  in  obedience  to  a  rule 
of  this  court  ordering  it  to  show  cause  why  a  writ  of  mandamus  should 
not  issue  against  it,  as  prayed  in  an  application  purporting  to  be  made  to 
this  court  by  George  M.  Woodruff,  Morgan  G.  Bulkeley,  William  H. 
Hayward,  William  0.  Seymour,  and  Nathaniel  Wheeler,  assuming  to  be 
a  Board  of  Commissioners,  acting  under  and  by  virtue  of  a  resolution  of 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Connecticut,  approved  April  4,  1884, 
entitled  "Providing  for  Bridge  at  Railroad  Crossing,  Asylum  Street, 
Hartford,"  and  the  resolutions  in  addition  thereto  and  amendment 
thereof,  now  appears  in  court,  and  for  cause  shows  as  follows,  to  wit: 

1.  At  the  time  of  the  passage  of  said  resolution,  to  wit:  on  the  4th 
day  of  Apri],  1884,  Morgan  G.  Bulkeley,  one  of  the  plaintiffs,  was,  and 
during  all  the  proceedings  hereinafter  described,  of  the  Board  of  Com- 
missioners acting  under  said  resolution,  continued  to  be  mayor  of  the 
city  of  Hartford,  and  a  citizen  and  taxpayer  thereof,  and,  as  such,  was 
interested  in  the  result  of  said  proceeding,  and,  as  between  the  city  of 
Hartford  and  the  defendant,  was  by  said  resolution  made,  and  in  fact 
acted  and  now  acts  as  judge  in  his  own  cause,  contrary  to  the  fundamen- 
tal principles  of  the  social  compact  and  the  law  of  the  land. 

2.  On  said  day,  Henry  C.  Robinson  was  a  director  and  stockholder 
of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  and  was 
a  citizen  and  taxpayer  of  the  city  of  Hartford,  and  in  both  such  relations 
was  interested  in  the  result  of  the  said  proceedings,  and  therefore  by  said 
resolution  was  made  judge  in  his  own  cause,  both  as  between  the  said  rail- 
road company  and  the  defendant  and  as  between  said  city  of  Hartford  and 
the  defendant,  contrary  to  the  fundamental  principles  of  the  social  com- 
pact and  the  law  of  the  land. 

3.  On  the  22d  day  of  October,  1885,  the  said  Board  of  Commis- 
sioners, appointed  by  said  resolution,  at  a  meeting  duly  held  in  the  city 
of  Hartford,  adopted  a  vote,  hereto  appended  and  marked  Exhibit  "  A," 
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which,  with  the  plan  therein  referred  to,  is  made  a  part  of  this  answer. 
Said  vote  was  communicated  by  said  Board  of  Commissioners  to  this 
defendant  as  its  final  decision  between  the  parties  in  interest. 

4.  On  the  24th  day  of  March,  1886,  at  a  meeting  duly  held  in  the 
city  of  Hartford,  said  Board  of  Commissioners  adopted  the  vote  hereto 
annexed  and  marked  Exhibit  "  B." 

5.  By  said  votes  the  said  board  was  itself  bound,  and  the  said  board 
thereby  exhausted  its  powers,  if  any  it  legally  possessed,  and  the  subse- 
quent proceedings,  hereinafter  described,  are  therefore  void. 

6.  On  the  I lth  day  of  March.  1887,  the  plaintiffs,  to  wit,  the  said 
George  M.  Woodruff,  Morgan  G.  Bulkeley,  William  H.  Hay  ward,  Wm. 
0.  Seymour,  and  Nathaniel  Wheeler,  met  at  the  city  of  Hartford,  as- 
sumed to  constitute  and  act  as  the  Board  of  Commissioners  provided  for 
in  said  resolution  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  adopted  certain  votes, 
which  are  hereto  annexed,  marked  Exhibit  "C,"  and  which,  with  the 
plan  therein  referred  to,  are  made  a  part  of  this  answer. 

7.  On  December  20,  1888,  the  plaintiffs  made  an  order,  hereto 
annexed,  marked  Exhibit  "  D,"  the  defendant  having  filed  exceptions  in 
the  manner  and  form  therein  recited.  Notice  of  said  order  was  given  to 
the  defendant. 

8.  Nathaniel  Wheeler,  one  of  the  plaintiffs,  who  acted  as  a  member 
of  said  Board  of  Commissioners  in  the  proceedings  described  in  the  last 
two  paragraphs,  was,  during  all  said  time,  and  has  continued  to  be,  a 
stockholder  and  director  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford 
Railroad  Company,  and,  as  such,  was  interested  in  the  result  of  said  pro- 
ceedings, and  acted  therein  as  a  judge  in  his  own  cause  against  the  de- 
fendant, contrary  to  the  fundamental  principles  of  the  social  compact  and 
the  law  of  the  land. 

9.  The  said  order,  described  in  paragraph  7,  was  in  contradiction 
and  violation  of  the  vote  and  decision  of  said  board  described  in  para- 
graph 3. 

10.  The  said  order  was  not  made  by  the  plaintiffs  in  order  to  carry 
out  the  intent  or  any  of  the  purposes  of  said  resolution  of  the  General 
Assembly. 

11.  The  new  depot  at  Asylum  Street  was  first  occupied  and  used 
by  the  defendant  on  the  first  day  of  July,  1889.  At  the  expiration  of 
thirty  days  from  said  time,  the  defendant  did  not  have,  nor  has  it  at  any 
time  since  said  first  day  of  July  had,  any  surface  tracks  across  or  upon 
said  Asylum  Street,  or  any  such  surface  tracks  anywhere  existing  within 
the  limits  named  in  said  order  of  December  29,  1888,  as  could  in  any 
wise  affect  the  safety  or  convenience  of  travel  upon  any  railroad  or  Asy- 
lum Street,  or  as  could  affect  the  separation  of  the  grades  of  the  railroads 
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and  Asylum  Street,  or  the  operation  of  any  railroad  across  Asylum  Street, 
or  as  could  in  any  event  have  anything  to  do  with  the  execution  of  the 
intent  or  purposes  of  the  said  resolutions  of  the  General  Assembly  under 
the  plans  adopted  either  by  said  Board  of  Commissioners  or  by  the  plain- 
tiffs assuming  to  act  as  such. 

12.  The  defendant  is  a  railroad  corporation  under  the  laws  of  this 
State,  and  has  surface  tracks  running  from  a  line  a  little  north  of  Asylum 
Street  continuously  northward  across  what  is  called  Church  Street  (which 
defendant  denies  to  be  a  street  or  highway),  which  tracks  are  owned  and 
operated  by  the  defendant  as  a  part  of  its  railroad,  are  within  its  location 
as  legally  established,  and  within  one  hundred  feet  of  the  old  center  line 
of  its  location,  are  all  laid  upon  land  owned  by  the  defendant  in  fee,  are 
necessary  for  the  enjoyment  and  profitable  use  by  the  defendant  of  said 
land,  and  cannot  be  taken  up  or  removed,  as  commanded  by  said  order 
or  as  prayed  for  by  the  plaintiffs,  without  doing  damage  to  the  defendant 
in  the  sum  of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

13.  The  defendant  denies  that  the  plaintiffs  were  legally  constituted 
as  a  Board  of  Commissioners,  authorized  to  act  as  such  under  the  said 
resolution  of  the  General  Assembly  ;  denies  further  that  the  said  order 
of  December  20,  1888,  was  within  the  authority  of  the  plaintiffs  to  law- 
fully make  against  the  defendant,  and  also  denies  all  other  allegations  of 
plaintiffs'  application,  except  as  herein  above  admitted. 

14.  And  defendant  further  shows  that  said  order  of  the  plaintiffs 
of  December  20,  1888,  and  the  said  resolutions,  and  all  proceedings  there- 
under, are  in  violation  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  void. 

15.  The  said  order  and  the  said  resolutions,  and  all  proceedings 
thereunder,  are  in  violation  of  the  Constitution  of  Connecticut,  and  void. 

16.  Said  order  is  void  because  said  legislative  resolutions  and  the 
proceedings  thereunder,  including  said  order,  and  also  said  order  in  itself, 
deprive  this  defendant  of  property  without  due  process  or  course  of  law, 
and  deny  to  it  the  equal  protection  of  the  laws,  contrary  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States  and  to  the  Constitution  of  Connecticut. 

17.  Said  order  is  void  because  the  said  resolutions  and  all  the  pro- 
ceedings  thereunder,  including  said  order,  and  said  order  in  particular, 
operate  to  deny  to  the  defendant  the  equal  protection  of  the  laws  of  this 
State  contained  in  Sections  3518,  3489,  3491,  3493,  and  3495  of  the  Gen- 
eral Statutes  of  Connecticut,  contrary  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States. 

18.  Said  order  is  void  because  it  takes  the  property  of  this  defend- 
ant for  a  public  use  without  just  compensation  therefor,  contrary  to  the 
Constitution  of  Connecticut. 

19.  Said  order  is  void  because  the  plaintiffs  were  not,  by  said  reso- 
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lutions,  permitted,  in  any  of  the  proceedings  of  which  it  purports  to  form 
a  part,  to  apportion  the  expense  or  loss  caused  by  the  changes  ordered, 
according  to  the  law  of  the  land,  or  any  rules  or  principles  of  distributive 
justice,  but  were  limited  by  an  arbitrary  rule  forbidding  them  to  appor- 
tion more  than  one-half  upon  the  city  of  Hartford,  contrary  to  the  four- 
teenth amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  and  to  the 
Constitution  of  Connecticut. 

20.  Said  order  is  void  because  the  plaintiffs,  in  making  the  same,  as 
well  as  in  all  the  proceedings  of  which  it  purports  to  form  a  part,  were  act- 
ing as  a  special  tribunal,  established  solely  for  the  trial  and  decision  of  a 
particular  controversy  between  certain  individuals,  not  in  accordance  with 
the  law  of  the  land,  all  of  which  is  contrary  to  natural  justice,  to  the  Con- 
stitution of  Connecticut,  and  to  the  fourteenth  amendment  to  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  United  States. 

21.  The  said  order  is  void  because  this  defendant  is  thereby  de- 
prived of  its  right  to  a  trial  by  jury,  as  secured  by  the  Constitution  of 
Connecticut. 

22.  The  said  order  is  void  because  the  plaintiffs,  in  making  it,  ex- 
ercised judicial  powers  without  being  a  court  duly  established  with  per- 
manent jurisdiction  defined  by  law,  as  required  by  the  Constitution  of 
Connecticut.     . 

Wherefore,  for  each  and  all.  of  the  causes  and  reasons  herein  set 
forth,  the  defendant  insists  that  said  writ  of  peremptory  mandamus  should 
not  issue,  as  prayed  for  in  said  application,  and  prays  the  judgment  of  the 
court,  that  it  may  be  hence  dismissed.

In    the    matter    of  the  abolition    of    the   grade   crossing  at  Asylum    Street, 
Hartford. 

After  thorough  examination  of  all  plans  submitted  by  the  parties  in 
interest,  after  hearing  their  several  claims  and  arguments,  and  after  pa- 
tient investigation  of  the  locality,  the  rights  of  parties,  the  requirements 
of  the  improvement  and  the  best  method  of  carrying  out  the  design  and 
instructions  of  the  Legislative  Act  creating  and  regulating  this  Board, 
the  Board  finds  and  adjudges  that  public  convenience  and  necessity  re- 
quire the  passage  of  the  following  vote  approving  a  general  plan  for  the 
work,  and  the  following  order  providing  for  the  execution  of  said  plan, 
said  order  to  be  known  as  Order  No.  1. 

Voted,  That  the  plan  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Railroad  Commission- 
ers and  marked  "Approved  Plan  A,"  be  approved  and  adopted  as  the 
plan  of  this  Board  of  Commissioners  for  the  abolition  of  the  grade  cross- 
ing at  Asylum  Street,  Hartford,  and  for  the  work  incidental  thereto  in 
so  far  as  the  same  concerns  or  defines  : 

1.  The  location  of  the  proposed  new  crossing  of  the  highway  by 
the  railroads,  and  of  the  bridge  over  the  same. 

2.  The  land  and  property  to  be  taken  for  the  purposes  of  the  im- 
provement. 

3.  The  dividing  line  as  it  is  to  be  between  the  lands  of  the  New 
York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  R.  R.  Co.  and  of  the  New  York  &  New 
England  R.  R.  Co. 

4.  The  location  of  a  new  highway  in  substitution  for  a  portion  of 
the  present  Spruce  Street. 

That  said  map  remain  on  file  in  said  office  for  the  use  of  the  Board 
and  all  parties  in  interest  and  for  reference  in  orders,  writings,  and  agree- 
ments appertaining  to  said  improvement;  that  it  remain  open  to  the  in- 
spection of  all  parties,  and  be  at  their  service  for  the  purpose  of  making 
such  tracings,  copies,  or  descriptions  as  may  be  desired. 

Ordered  — 

1.  That  the  New  York  &  New  England  R.  R.  Co.  and  Charles  P. 
Clark,  its  receiver,  lay  out,  construct,  and  maintain  a  new  line  of  its 
railroad  upon  the  west  side  of  the  broken  red  line,  as  shown  upon  "  Ap- 
proved Plan  A  "  on  file  and  designated  as  the  "  Proposed  Division  Line 
Bet.  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  R.  R.  and  New  York  &  New  England  R.  R.," 
and  within  the  limits  of  land  now  owned  by  said  New  York  &  New  Eng- 
land R.  R.  Co.,  or  to  be  acquired  by  it  as  hereinafter  provided,  said  new 
line  to  cross  said  Asylum  Street  between  the  abutment  shown  on  said 
map  at  A  B,  and  said  broken  red  line,  and  to  be  carried  across  said  street 
at  a  grade  of  37.5  feet  according  to  city  of  Hartford  bench. 
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2.  That  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  R.  R.  Co.  lay  out, 
construct,  and  maintain  a  new  line  of  its  railroad  upon  the  east  side  of 
said  broken  red  line  and  upon  the  land  now  owned  by  said  company  or 
to  be  acquired  by  it  as  hereinafter  provided,  said  new  line  to  cross  Asy- 
lum Street  between  the  abutment  shown  on  said  map  at  C  D,  and  said 
broken  red  line,  and  to  be  carried  across  said  street  at  a  grade  of  37.5 
feet  according  to  city  of  Hartford  bench. 

3.  That  the  city  of  Hartford  cause  the  grade  of  Asylum  Street  to 
be  so  changed  that  said  street  shall  be  carried  in  its  present  line  and  di- 
rection over  the  lines  of  said  roads  as  located  as  aforesaid,  by  means  of 
a  bridge  with  suitable  earth  approaches,  said  bridge  to  be  1 7  feet  in  the 
clear  above  the  top  of  the  rails,  55  feet  in  width,  and  to  span  with  such 
supports  as  shall  be  hereafter  approved,  the  distance  of  99  feet  from 
A  B  to  C  D  as  shown  on  said  map. 

4.  That  the  city  of  Hartford  shall  also  lay  out,  establish,  and  open 
a  new  highway  40  feet  in  width,  extending  from  Asylum  Street  northerly 
to  an  intersection  with  the  present  Spruce  Street,  said  highway  to  be  laid 
out  upon  land  bounded  and  described  as  follows  : 

Commencing  at  a  point  in  the  north  line  of  Asylum  Street  in  the 
dividing  line  between  the  properties  of  B.  R.  Abbe  and  Sophia  M.  Good- 
ridge,  thence  running  in  a  straight  line  N.  25°  53'  E.  634.2  feet  to  an 
intersection  with  the  present  west  line  of  Spruce  Street,  thence  southerly 
along  said  west  line  of  said  Spruce  Street  150  feet,  thence  in  a  straight 
line  parallel  with  and  40  feet  distant  from  the  first  described  line  450 
feet,  thence  curving  to  the  left  with,  a  radius  of  32  feet  to  the  north  line 
of  Asylum  Street  at  a  point  77  feet  east  of  the  place  of  beginning,  and 
thence  westerly  along  the  north  line  of  Asylum  Street  77  feet  to  the 
place  of  beginning,  and  containing  approximately  .516  of  an  acre. 

5.  That  the  New  York  &  New  England  R.  R.  Co.  and  Charles  P. 
Clark  as  Receiver,  for  the  purposes  of  the  foregoing  alterations  and  im- 
provements, forthwith  proceed  to  procure  by  negotiation  or  by  condem- 
nation, subject  to  the  limitations  hereinafter  contained,  the  three  follow- 
ing pieces  of  land,  to  wit  : 

First  Piece.  Commencing  at  a  point  in  the  south  line  of  Asylum 
Street  37.7  feet  west  of  a  monument  in  said  south  line  of  said  street  and 
in  the  dividing  line  between  the  properties  of  said  New  York  &  New  Eng-

7.  That  the  city  of  Hartford,  for  the  purposes  of  laying  out  said 
new  highway,  forthwith  proceed  to  procure  by  negotiation  or  by  condem- 
nation, subject  to  the  limitations  hereinafter  contained,  the  land  herein- 
before described,  required  to  be  used  and  appropriated  for  that  purpose. 

8.  That  said  parties  ordered  to  acquire  land  as  aforesaid,  first  use 
all  reasonable  efforts  to  acquire  by  negotiation  conveyances  of  the  same

the  first  day  of  December,  1885,  and  submit  the  same  to  the  Board  for  its 
approval,  on  the  llth  day  of  December,  1885. 

10.  That  the  New  York  &  New  England  Railroad  Company,  and 
Charles  P.  Clark,  its  Receiver,  cause  to  be  prepared  detailed  plans,  pro- 
files, specifications,  and  estimates  for  its  new  lines  of  track  as  herein 
ordered,  and  for  all  alterations  herein  required  to  be  made,  and  all  work 
herein  required  to  be  done  by  said  Company  or  said  Receiver,  said  plans, 
profiles,  and  specifications  showing  the  grade  and  curvature  of  the  pro- 
posed new  lines  of  track,  and  the  kind,  quantity,  quality,  and  manner  of 
work  proposed  to  be  done,  and  lodge  the  same  with ,  the  Clerk  of  this 
Board  for  the  inspection  of  all  parties  in  interest,  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  December,  1885,  and  submit  the  same  to  the  Board  for  its  approval 
on  the  llth  day  of  December,  1885. 

11.  That  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company 
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caused  to  be  prepared  detailed  plans,  profiles,  specifications,  and  estimates 
for  its  new  lines  of  track  as  herein  ordered,  and  for  all  alterations  herein 
required  to  be  made,  and  all  work  herein  required  to  be  done  by  said 
company,  said  plans,  profiles,  and  specifications  showing  the  grade  and 
curvature  of  the  proposed  new  lines  of  track,  and  the  kind,  quantity, 
quality,  and  manner  of  work  proposed  to  be  done,  and  lodge  the  same 
with  the  Clerk  of  this  Board  for  the  inspection  of  all  parties  in  interest, 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  December,  1885,  and  submit  the  same  to  the 
Board  for  its  approval,  on  the  11th  day  of  December,  1885. 

12.  That  all  sums  of  money  required  to  be  paid  to  procure  the  land 
herein  ordered  to  be  taken  shall  be  paid  in  the  first  instance  by  the  party 
taking  the  same.  "Whenever  such  payments  by  any  party  shall  amount 
to  $10,000,  each  of  the  other  parties  shall,  upon  the  certificate  of  this 
Board,  pay  to  such  party  the  following  proportional  parts  thereof,  to  wit:

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sidering  the  subject  of  requiring  the  removal  of  the  railroad  tracks,  in 
accordance  with  the  resolution  of  the  General  Assembly,  approved 
April  4,  1884.  providing  for  a  'bridge  at  the  railroad  crossing  at  Asy- 
lum Street,  Hartford,'  and  all  amendments  thereto,  especially  in  regard 
to  the  removal  of  the  surface  tracks  of  the  New  York  &  New  England 
Eailroad  Company,  between  the  north  line  of  Church  Street  and  the 
south  line  of  Asylum  Street.

Exceptions  to  proceedings,  filed  December  13,  1888,  by  the  New

The  New  York  &  New  England  Railroad  Company  hereby  excepts 
to  all  proceedings  affecting  its  interests  heretofore  had  by  said  Commis- 
sioners or  under  said  legislative  acts,  and  to  any  further  proceedings  by 
them  thereunder,  for  the  following  reasons : 

1 .  Such  acts  and  proceedings  are  all  in  violation  of  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  United  States,  and  void. 

2.  Such  acts  and  proceedings  are  all  in  violation  of  the  Constitu- 
tion of  this  State,  and  void. 

3.  Hon.  Morgan  G.  Bulkeley,  one  of  said  Commissioners,  is  and  has 
ever  since  his  appointment  been  Mayor  of  the  city  of  Hartford,  and  a 
citizen  and  taxpayer  therein,  and,  as  such,  is  interested  in  the  result  of 
said  proceedings,  and  is  therefore  acting  as  a  judge  in  his  own  cause, 
which  is  contrary  to  the  fundamental  principles  of  the  social  compact. 

4.  Hon.  Nathaniel  Wheeler,  one  of  said  Commissioners,  is  and  has 
ever  since  his  appointment  been  a  director  of  and  stockholder  in  the 
New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  and,  as  such,  is 
interested  in  the  result  of  said  proceedings,  and  is  therefore  acting  as  a 
judge  in  his  own  cause,  which  is  contrary  to  the  fundamental  principles 
of  the  social  compact. 

5.  Said  legislative  acts  on  their  face  deprived  this  remonstrant  of 
any  opportunity  or  reasonable  time  to  agree  with  said  city  and  other 
railroad  company,  under  Section  4,  as  amended  by  the  Act  of  March  26, 
1885,  before  any  proceedings  before  said  Commissioners,  though  pur- 
porting in  terms  to  give  such  time  and  opportunity,  whereby  said  Act  of 
1885  was  repugnant  to  the  prior  act,  unmeaning  and  void. 

6.  Said  acts  and  proceedings  deprive  this  remonstrant  of  its  right 
to  a  trial  by  jury  under  the  Constitution  of  Connecticut. 

7.  Said  acts  are  void  because  they  grant  to  a  set  of  five  men  exclu- 
sive privileges  from  the  community,  contrary  to  said  Constitution. 

8.  Said  acts  and  proceedings  are  void,  because  they  deprive  this 
remonstrant  of  property  otherwise  than  by  due  course  of  law,  contrary  to 
said  Constitution. 
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9.  Said  acts  are  void  because  they  delegate  judicial  powers  other- 
wise than  to  courts  duly  established,  with  permanent  jurisdiction  denned 
by  law,  contrary  to  the  Constitution  of  Connecticut. 

10.  Said  acts  and  proceedings  are  contrary  to  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  States,  because  they  deprive  this  remonstrant  of  property 
without  due  process  of  law,  and  deny  it  the  equal  protection  of  the  laws, 
among  others  of  General  Statutes,  Sections  3518,  3489,  3491,  3493,  and 
3495.  i 

11.  Said  acts  and  proceedings  are  void,  because  contrary  to  natural 
right  and  the  Constitution  of  Connecticut,  in  that  they  establish  a  special 
tribunal  for  the  trial  and  decision  of  a  particular  controversy  between 
certain  individuals,  not  in  accordance  with  the  general  laws  of  the  land. 

12.  Because  said  Commission  exhausted  its  powers  by  the  adoption 
of  the  plan  named  in  Order  No.  1,  Plan  "A,"  and  its  subsequent  pro- 
ceedings rescinding  said  plan,  and  substituting  another  as  per  vote  of 
March  11,  1887,  are  void. 

"Wherefore  this  remonstrant  moves  that  all  said  proceedings  under 
said  acts  be  now  stayed  and  dismissed.

APPLICANTS'  DEMURRER. 

The  applicants  plead  and  say  that  the  defendants'  return,  and  all 
and  singular  the  matters  contained  therein,  are  insufficient  in  law;  and 
for  causes  of  demurrer  the  applicants  specifically  assign  to  the  court  the 
following  causes,  that  is  to  say: 

1.  The  defendant  joins  in  one  and  the  same  plea  or  return  matters 
of  traverse,  matter  of  confession  and  avoidance,  and  allegations  of  the 
legal  insufficiency  of  the  application  and  alternative  writ;  which  said 
duplicity,  inconsistency,  and  repugnancy  are  manifest  as  aforesaid  in  the 
following  matters  and  paragraphs  of  said  return,  viz. : 

Paragraphs  1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  7,  8,  9,  and  13  of  the  return  are  a 
traverse  of  those  parts  of  the  application  and  writ  which  allege 
that  George  M.  Woodruff,  Morgan  G.  Bulkeley,  William  H.  Hay- 
ward,  William  0.  Seymour,  and  Nathaniel  Wheeler  "area  Board 
of  Commissioners,  constituted  and  appointed  pursuant  to  and  by 
virtue  of  a  resolution  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Connecticut,  approved  April  4,  1884,  entitled  'Providing  for 
Bridge  at  Railroad  Crossing,  Asylum  Street,  Hartford,'  and  all 
resolutions  in  addition  thereto  and  amendment  thereof,  and  being 
all  the  members  of  said  Board  and  vested  with  the  power  and 
authority  conferred  upon  them  as  such  Board  of  Commissioners 
under  said  resolution." 

Paragraph  10  of  the  return  is  a  traverse  of  paragraph  3  of  the 
application. 

Paragraph  13  of  the  return  is  also  a  traverse  of  paragraph  3  of 
the  application,  and  a  general  denial  of  all  the  allegations  of  the 
application  except  so  far  as  admitted  by  the  return. 

Paragraphs  11  and  12  of  the  return  are  in  confession  and  avoid- 
ance of  the  allegations  of  the  application  and  alternative  writ. 

Paragraphs  14,  15,  16,  17,  18,  19,  20,  21,  and  22  of  the  return 
allege  the  legal  insufficiency  of  the  application  and  writ,  in  that 
the  order  on  which  the  same  are  based  is  unconstitutional  and 
void. 

2.  Said  return  is  insufficient  in  law  because  the  matters  so  set  up 
and  alleged  therein  as  aforesaid  are  all  so  set  up  and  alleged  as  consti- 
tuting one  and  the  same  plea,  and  not  separately  and  as  distinct  pleas 
and  defences. 
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3.  Said  return  is  insufficient  in  law  because  the  matters  so  set  up 
and  alleged  as  aforesaid  are  inconsistent  with  and  repugnant  to  each 
other. 

4.  Said  return  is  insufficient  in  law  because  the  same  is  simply  and 
only  an  argument  to  the  effect  that  the  application  and  writ  are  insuffi- 
cient because  the  order  on  which  the  same  are  based  is  unconstitutional 
and  void. 

5.  Said  return  is  insufficient  because  the  questions  of  law  raised  by 
paragraphs  10,  11,  14,  15,  16,  17,  18,  19,  20,  21,  and  22  of  the  same 
have  already  been  raised  and  determined  adversely  to  the  defendant  in 
the  case  at  bar,  by  his  motion  to  quash  the  alternative  writ  as  on  file, 
and  by  the  judgment  of  this  court  thereon  as  of  record. 

6.  Said  return  is  insufficient  in  law  because  paragraphs  14  and  15 
of  the  same  simply  state  that  the  order,  resolutions,  and  proceedings  in 
question  are  unconstitutional,  without  alleging  particularly  the  reasons 
upon  which  such  claims  are  based. 

7.  Said  return  is  insufficient  in  law  because  paragraph  5  of  the 
same  is  an  argument  and  not  a  plea. 

8.  Said  return  is  insufficient  in  law  because  paragraphs  1,  2,  and  3 
of  the  same  fail  to  allege  or  show  that  the  individuals  therein  claimed  to 
be  disqualified  by  interest,  or  either  of  them,  were  necessary  to  or  were 
in  fact  of  the  number  of  the  members  of  said  board  who  constituted  the 
majority  of  the  same  in  passing  the  order  complained  of. 

9.  Said  return  is  insufficient  in  law  because  in  said  last-named 
paragraphs  thereof  the  interest  alleged  to  be  in  the  individuals  therein 
named  is  insufficient  in  law  to  disqualify  them  from  acting  in  the  passage 
of  the  order  in  question. 

10.  Because  the  defenses  set  up  by  the  respondent  are  defenses  in 
law,  and  can  be  raised  only  by  demurrer  or  motion  to  quash. 

11.  Because  the  return  of  the  defendant  is  an  objection  to  the 
legal  sufficiency  of  the  application  and  writ,  and  the  respondent  has 
already  exhausted  its  right  to  make  matters  of  law  a  defense  by  its 
motion  to  quash  heretofore  made  and  disallowed. 

Wherefore  your  applicants  pray  this  Honorable  Court  that  the 
return  of  the  defendant  may  be  adjudged  insufficient  in  law,  and  that 
thereupon  judgment  be  rendered  that  a  peremptory  writ  of  mandamus 
do  forthwith  issue,  directed  to  the  respondent  named  in  the  alternative 
writ,  commanding  it  forthwith,  on  service  thereof,  to  take  up  and  remove 
all  its  said  surface  tracks  remaining  and  being  between  the  line  of  the 
face  of  the  abutment  on  the  south  side  of  Asylum  Street  and  the  line  of 
the  face  of  the  abutment  as  now  located  and  established  on  the  north 
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line  of  Church  Street,  so  called,  in  the  manner  and  form  as  said  order 
directs,  and  that  it  obey  and  conform  in  all  respects  to  said  order.

In  the  above-entitled  cause,  during  the  argument  had  upon  the 
plaintiffs'  demurrer  to  the  defendant's  return,  counsel  for  defendant 
stated  that  if,  in  the  opinion  of  the  court,  such  return  was  defective,  they 
desired  leave  to  amend  so  as  to  remedy  such  defect.  Counsel  for  plaint- 
iffs, claiming  that  such  leave  was  sought  for  purposes  of  delay,  said  that 
rather  than  to  consent  to  such  amendment,  they  preferred  to  waive  any 
mere  formal  and  not  substantive  defects.  The  court,  upon  consideration 
of  the  return,  regarding  such  return  as  defective  in  substance,  that  the 
defendant  had  no  absolute  right  to  amend  or  to  file  a  further  return,  in 
the  exercise  of  its  best  discretion,  denied  the  defendant  any  opportunity 
to  amend  its  return.  The  court  would  not  have  made  such  denial  if  it 
had  considered  the  defects  merely  formal,  or  had  not  considered  merely 
formal  defects,  the  correction  of  which,  without  adding  to  the  substance 
of  the  allegations,  would  have  made  the  return  good  to  have  been  waived.

Whereupon  it  isadjudged,  that  the  applicants  recover  of  the  respond- 
ents their  costs  taxed  at  dollars,  and  that  a  peremptory  writ 
of  mandamus  do  forthwith  issue,  directed  to  the  respondent  named  in 
the  alternative  writ,  commanding  it  forthwith,  on  service  thereof,  to 
take  up  and  remove  all  its  said  surface  tracks  remaining  and  being 
between  the  line  of  the  face  of  the  abutment  on  the  south  side  of  Asylum 
Street  and  the  line  of  the  face  of  the  abutment  as  now  located  and  estab- 
lished on  the  north  line  of  Church  Street,  so  called,  in  the  manner  and 
form  as  said  order  directs,  and  that  it  obey  and  conform  in  all  respects 
to  said  order.

DEFENDANT'S  APPEAL. 

In  the  above-entitled  cause  the  defendant  appeals  from  the  judg- 
ment of  said  court  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  Errors,  to  be  holden  at 
Hartford,  in  and  for  the  First  Judicial  District,  on  the  first  Tuesday  of 
January,  1890,  for  the  revision  of  the  errors  which  it  claims  to  have 
occurred  in  the  trial  thereof,  and  for  reasons  of  said  appeal  it  assigns  the 
following,  viz.  : 

1.  The  court  erred  in  denying  defendant's  motion  for  the  removal 
of  said  cause  into  the  United  States  Circuit  Court  for  the  district  of 
Connecticut. 

2.  The  court  erred  in  retaining  jurisdiction  of  said  cause  after  it 
had  been  duly  removed  into  the  United  States  Circuit  Court  for  the  dis- 
trict of  Connecticut,  by  the  filing  of  its  petition  and  bond,  in  accordance 
with  the  laws  of  the  United  States. 

3.  The  court  erred  in  denying  defendant's  motion  to  quash  the 
alternative  writ  of  mandamus,  and  in  overruling  the  respective  grounds 
and  causes  of  said  motion,  and  each  of  them. 

4.  The  court  erred  in  sustaining  the  demurrer  of  plaintiff  to  the 
defendant's  return,  and  in  sustaining  the  respective  causes  of  demurrer, 
and  each  of  them. 

5.  The  court  erred  in  ruling  and  holding  upon  the  plaintiffs' 
demurrer  to  the  return  that  the  application  of  plaintiffs  was  sufficient  to 
entitle  them  to  a  writ  of  mandamus. 

6.  The  court  erred  in  ruling  and  holding  that  the  plaintiffs  could 
maintain  this  action  and  obtain  said  writ  without  joining  the  State  as  a 
party  to  said  action. 

7.  The  court  erred  in  ruling  and  holding  that  the  writ  of  man- 
damus ought  to  issue  in  this  case,  although  the  State  was  not  a  party. 

8.  The  court  erred  in  sustaining  this  action  and  issuing  a  writ  of 
mandamus  upon  an  application  not  verified  by  an  affidavit,  or  in  any 
other  manner. 

9.  The  court  erred  in  sustaining  this  action  and  issuing  a  writ  of 
mandamus  upon  an  application  not  signed  by  the  Commissioners,  by 
whom  it  purported  to  be  made,  but  only  by  Henry  C.  Robinson. 
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10.  The  court  erred  in  ruling  and  holding  that  this  action  could  be 
sustained  and  a  writ  issued,  when,  as  it  appears  from  the  sheriff's  return 
upon  the  alternative  writ,  the  same  was  not  shown  or  delivered  to  the 
defendant,  or  any  of  its  officers  or  directors,  nor  was  any  due  service 
thereof  made  upon  the  defendant. 

11.  The  court  erred  in  ruling  and  holding  that  this  action  could  be 
sustained  and  a  writ  of  mandamus  issued  thereon,  when  no  demand  for 
the  execution  of  the  order  of  the  Commissioners  set  forth  in  the  applica- 
tion and  alternative  writ  had  ever  been  made  upon  the  defendant  and  by 
it  refused. 

12.  The  court  erred  in  denying  the  defendant's  motion  for  leave  to 
amend  its  return,  after  the  sustaining  of  the  demurrer  to  the  return,  and 
before  final  judgment  ;  inasmuch  as,  as  appears  by  the  record,  said 
demurrer  was  filed  on  November  26,  1889,  argument  had  thereon  upon 
November  29,  1889,  and  the  judgment  of  the  court  sustaining  said 
demurrer  was  filed  on  December  4,  1889  ;  and  inasmuch  as  said  action 
was  brought  on  the  11th  day  of  September,  1889,  and  there  has  been  no 
delay  in  the  determination  of  the  same  made  by  the  defendant,  as  also 
appears  from  the  record  in  said  cause. 

13.  The  court  erred  in  ruling  and  holding  that  duplicity  in  the 
return  is  a  defect  of  substance,  and  not  of  form ;  that  lack  of  certainty 
in  the  allegations  of  said  return  is  a  defect  of  substance,  and  not  of  form ; 
that  setting  up  separate  defences  in  one  and  the  same  plea,  instead  of  in 
distinct  pleas  and  defences,  is  defect  of  substance,  and  not  of  form. 

14.  The  court  erred  in  ruling  and  holding  that  the  matters  alleged 
in  the  defendant's  return  were  inconsistent  with  each  other,  and  in  rul- 
ing and  holding  that  said  matters  were  repugnant  to  each  other. 

15.  The  court  erred  in  ruling  and  holding  that  the  defendant's 
return  was  only  an  argument,  and  was  therefore  insufficient  in  law. 

16.  The  court  erred  in  ruling  and  holding  that  the  defendant's 
return  was  insufficient  in  law,  because  the  questions  of  law  raised  by 
paragraphs  10,  11,  14,  15,  16,  17,  18,  19,  20,  21,  and  22,  of  its  return, 
had  already  been  raised  and  determined  adversely  to  the  defendant  by 
its  motion  to  quash,  and  the  judgment  of  the  court  thereon. 

17.  The  court  erred  in  ruling  and  holding  that  the  defendant's 
return  was  insufficient  in  law  because  paragraphs  14  and  15  of  the  same 
did  not  allege  particularly  the  reasons  for  the  allegations  that  the  order, 
resolutions,  and  proceedings  in  question  are  unconstitutional. 

18.  The  court  erred  in  ruling  and  holding  that  paragraph  5  of  the 
defendant's  return  is  simply  argument,  and  in  holding  that  the  return 
was,  for  said  reason,  insufficient. 

19.  The  court  erred   in  ruling  and  holding  that  the  defendant's 
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return  fails  to  allege  or  show  that  the  individuals  therein  alleged  to  be 
disqualified  by  interest,  or  either  of  them,  were  necessary  to,  or  were  in 
fact  of  the  number  of  the  members  of  said  board  who  constituted  the 
majority  of  the  same  passing  the  order  sought  to  be  enforced  in  this 
action,  and  in  ruling  and  holding  that  said  return  was,  for  this  reason, 
insufficient  in  law. 

20.  The  court  erred  in  ruling  and  holding  that  the  interest  alleged 
in  the  defendant's  return  to  be  in  the  individuals  therein  named  is  insuf- 
ficient in  law  to  disqualify  them  from  acting  in  the  passage  of  the  order 
in  question,  and  in  ruling  and  holding  that  said  return  was,  for  this  rea- 
son, insufficient  in  law. 

21.  The  court  erred  in  ruling  and  holding  that  the  defences  set  up 
in  the  defendant's  return  were  merely  defences  in  law  and  were  not 
defences  in  fact,  and  in  ruling  and  holding  that  said  defences  could  not 
be  raised  in  its  return,  and  in  ruling  and  holding  that  said  defences  could 
only  be  raised  by  demurrer  or  motion  to  quash. 

22.  The  court  erred  in  ruling  and  holding  that  the  return  of  the 
defendant  is  simply  an  objection  to  the  legal  sufficiency  of  the  application 
and  writ,  and  in  ruling  and  holding  that  the  respondent  had  already 
exhausted  its  right  to  make  matters  of  law  a  defence  by  its  motion  to 
quash  theretofore  made  and  disallowed. 

23.  The  court  erred  in  ruling  and  holding  that  any  of  the  defences 
alleged  in  the  plaintiffs'  demurrer  to  said  return  are  defects  of  substance. 

24.  The  court  erred  in  ruling  and  holding  that  the  fact  of  the 
plaintiffs  not  being  legally  constituted- as  a  board  of  commissioners  was 
not  a  good  defence  to  the  application  of  the  plaintiffs  and  a  sufficient 
return  to  the  alternative  writ  of  mandamus,  and  in  ruling  and  holding 
that  because  four  of  the  plaintiffs  who  signed  the  order  sought  to  be 
enforced  by  mandamus  were  legally  members  of  said  commission,  the 
fact  that  Nathaniel  Wheeler  was  not  legally  appointed  and  had  no  right 
to  act  as  a  member  of  said  commission  is  immaterial  and  insufficient  to 
affect  the  validity  of  the  organization  of  said  commission,  and  of  the 
order  passed  by  said  commission. 

25.  The  court  erred  in  ruling  and  holding  that  the  decision  of  the 
commission  to  the  effect  that  the  order  sought  to  be  enforced  by  manda- 
mus was  within  their  authority  was  a  final  decision  of  said  question,  con- 
clusive thereupon,  and  not  open  to  review  in  this  cause. 

26.  The  court  erred  in  ruling  and  holding  that  the  allegations  in 
the  defendant's  return,  that  the  order  sought  to  be  enforced  in  this  action 
relates  to  railroad  tracks  which  could  not  in  any  wise  affect  the  safety  or 
convenience  of  travel  upon  any  railroad  or  Asylum  street,  or  affect  the 
separation  of  the  grades  of  the  railroad  and  Asylum  street,  or  the  opera- 
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tion  of  any  railroad  across  Asylum  street,  or,  in  any  event,  have  anything 
to  do  with  the  execution  of  the  intent  or  purposes  of  the  resolutions  of 
the  General  Assembly  under  the  plans  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Commis- 
sioners, or  the  plaintiffs  assuming  to  act  as  such  ;  and  the  allegations 
that  the  said  order  was  not  made  by  the  plaintiffs  in  order  to  carry  out 
the  intent  or  any  of  the  purposes  of  said  resolutions,  and  the  denial  that 
the  said  order  was  within  the  authority  of  the  plaintiffs  to  lawfully  make 
against  the  defendant,  did  not  constitute  a  good  defence  and  a  sufficient 
return  to  the  alternative  writ. 

27.  The  court  erred  in  sustaining  this  action  and  in  issuing  the 
writ  of  mandamus  upon  an  application  for  the  enforcement  of  an  order 
requiring  the  defendant  to  take  up  and  remove  certain  tracks  within  the 
limits  defined  by  the  resolutions  of  the  General  Assembly,  when  such  ap- 
plication did  not  contain  any  allegation  that  said  commission  had  laid 
out,  constructed,  or  maintained  a  new  line  or  lines  of  railroad  for  any 
distance  on  either  side  of  Asylum  Street,  or  within  three  hundred  feet  of 
the  center  line  of  the  tracks  of  said  railroad  as  they  existed  at  the  time 
of  the  passage  of  said  resolution. 

28.  The  court  erred  in  sustaining  this  action  and  in  issuing  a  writ 
of  mandamus  upon  an  application  which  did  not  allege  that  the  order 
sought  to  be  enforced  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  abolishing  the  grade 
crossing  of  Asylum  Street  and  the  railroads  in  the  city  of  Hartford,  or 
insuring  the  safety  of  the  public  thereat. 

29.  The  court  erred  in  ruling  and  holding  that  the  first  paragraph 
of  the  defendant's  return  was  not  a  good  defense  to  this  action  and  a  suf- 
ficient return  to  the  alternative  writ  of  mandamus  under  and  by  virtue  of 
the  Constitution  of  Connecticut,  and  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States,  and  the  Fourteenth  Amendment  thereto,  respectively. 

30.  The  court  erred  in  ruling  and  holding  that  the  second  paragraph 
of  the  defendant's  return  was  not  a  good  defense  to  this  action,  and  a 
sufficient  return  to  the  alternative  writ  of  mandamus  under  and  by  virtue 
of  the  Constitution  of  Connecticut,  and  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States,  and  the  Fourteenth  Amendment  thereto,  respectively. 

31.  The  court  erred  in  ruling  and  holding  that  the  eighth  paragraph 
of  the  defendant's  return  was  not  a  good  defense  to  this  action,  and  a 
sufficient  return  to  the  alternative  writ  of  mandamus  under  and  by  virtue 
of  the  Constitution  of  Connecticut,  and  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States,  and  the  Fourteenth  Amendment  thereto,  respectively. 

32.  The  court  erred  in  ruling  and  holding  that  the  thirteenth  para- 
graph of  the  defendant's  return  was  not  a  good  defense  to  this  action,  and 
a  sufficient  return  to  the  alternative  writ  of  mandamus. 

33.  The  court  cried  in  ruling  and  holding  upon  the  facts  as  they 
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appear  upon  the  record  that  the  order  of  the  plaintiffs  of  December  20, 
1888,  is  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States,  and  valid  and  binding  under  said  constitution. 

34.  The  court  erred  in  ruling  and  holding  upon  the  facts  as  they 
appear  upon  the  record,  that  the  legislative  resolutions  upon  which  this 
action  is  based,  and  the  proceedings  under  said  resolutions,  of  which  said 
order  is  a  part,  are  in  accordance  with  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States,  and  valid  and  binding. 

35.  The  court  erred  in  overruling  the  claim  of  the  defendant  that 
the  said  order  of  the  plaintiffs  violated  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States,  and  the  Fourteenth  Amendment  thereto,  and  is  void. 

36.  The  court  erred  in  overruling  the  claim  of  the  defendant  that 
the  said  resolutions  and  the  proceedings  thereunder,  of  which  said  order 
is  a  part,  violated  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  are  void. 

37.  The  court  erred  in  ruling  and  holding  upon  the  facts  as  they 
appear  upon  the  record  that  the  order  of  the  plaintiffs  of  December  20, 
1888,  is  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
State  of  Connecticut,  and  valid  and  binding  under  said  constitution. 

38.  The  court  erred  in  ruling  and  holding  upon  the  facts  as  they 
appear  upon  the  record,  that  the  legislative  resolutions  upon  which  this 
action  is  based,  and  the  proceedings  under  said  resolutions,  are  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Connecticut,  and  valid  and 
binding. 

39.  The  court  erred  in  overruling  the  claim  of  the  defendant  that 
the  said  order  of  the  plaintiffs  violated  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of 
Connecticut,  and  is  void. 

40.  The  court  erred  in  overruling  the  claim  of  the  defendant  that 
the  said  resolutions  and  the  proceedings  thereunder,  of  which  said  order  is  a 
part,  violated  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Connecticut,  and  are  void. 

41.  The  court  erred  in  ruling  and  holding  upon  the  facts  appearing 
on  the  record,  that  said  order  did  not  deprive  this  defendant  of  property 
without  due  process  and  course  of  law;  that  said  order  did  not  deny  to  it 
the  equal  protection  of  the  laws ;  and  that  said  resolutions  and  the  proceed- 
ings thereunder,  of  which  said  order  is  a  part,  did  not  deprive  this 
defendant  of  property  without  due  process  and  course  of  law,  and  further 
deny  it  the  equal  protection  of  the  laws;  and  in  overruling  the  claim  of 
the  defendant  that  said  order  did  deprive  this  defendant  of  property 
without  due  process  or  course  of  law;  that  said  order  did  deny  to  it 
the  equal  protection  of  the  laws;  and  that  said  resolutions  and  the  pro- 
ceedings thereunder,  of  which  said  order  is  a  part,  did  deprive  this 
defendant  of  property  without  due  process  and  course  of  law,  and  further 
denied  it  the  equal  protection  of  the  laws,  contrary  to  the  Constitution  of 
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the  United  States  and  the  Fourteenth  Amendment  thereto,  and  also  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  State  of  Connecticut. 

42.  The  court  erred  in  ruling  and  holding  upon  the  facts  appearing 
on  the  record,  that  the  said  resolutions  and  all  the  proceedings  there- 
under and  including  said  order,  did  not  deny  to  the  defendant  the  equal 
protection  of  the  laws  of  this  State  contained  in  sections  3518,  1489,  3491r 
3493,  and  3495  of  the  General  Statutes  of  Connecticut;  and  in  overruling 
the  claim  of  the  defendant  that  said  order  did  deny  to  it  the  equal  pro- 
tection of  said  laws,  and  is  void  as  being  in  violation  of  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States,  and  also  as  being  in  violation  of  the  Constitution  of 
Connecticut. 

43.  The  court  erred  in  ruling  and  holding  upon  the  facts  appearing 
on  the  record,  that  the  said  order  did  not  take  the  property  of  the  defend- 
ant for  a  public  use  without  just  compensation  therefor ;  and  in  over- 
ruling the  claim  of  the  defendant  that  said  order  did  take  its  property 
for  a  public  use  without  just  compensation,  and  so  is  void  as  being  in 
violation  of  the  Constitution  of  Connecticut. 

44.  The  court  erred  in  ruling  and  holding  that  the  plaintiffs  were 
by  said  resolutions  permitted  in  any  of  the  proceedings  of  which  it  pur- 
ports to  form  a  part,  to  apportion  the  expense  or  loss  caused  by  the 
changes  ordered,  according  to  the  law  of  the  land  or  any  rules  or  princi- 
ples of  distributive  justice;  and  in  ruling  and  holding  that  the  plaintiffs 
were  not  by  said  resolutions  limited  by  an  arbitrary  rule  forbidding  them 
to  apportion  more  than  one-half  of  said  expenses  upon  the  city  of  Hart- 
ford; and  in  overruling  the  claim  of  the  defendant  that  said  resolutions 
are  of  the  aforesaid  form  and  character,  and  that  the  said  resolutions  and 
the  proceedings  thereunder  are  therefore  void  as  being  in  violation  of  the 
Fourteenth  Amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  and  of 
the  Constitution  of  Connecticut. 

45.  The  court  erred  in  ruling  and  holding  that  the  plaintiffs,  in 
making  said  order,  as  well  as  in  all  the  proceedings  of  which  it  purports 
to  form  a  part,  were  not  acting  as  a  special  tribunal,  established  solely 
for  the  trial  and  decision  of  a  particular  controversy  between  certain  indi- 
viduals, not  in  accordance  with  the  law  of  the  land;  and  in  overruling 
the  claim  of  the  defendant  that  the  said  order  and  all  the  proceedings  of 
which  it  purports  to  form  a  part,  are  void  because  the  plaintiffs  were  such 
a  special  tribunal  not  acting  in  accordance  with  the  law  of  the  land,  and 
because  said  order  and  all  of  the  said  proceedings  were  therefore  con- 
trary to  natural  justice,  to  the  Constitution  of  Connecticut,  and  the  Four- 
teenth Amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States. 

46.  The  court  erred  in  ruling  and  holding  that  the  defendant  was 
not  by  the  said  resolutions  and  the  proceedings  thereunder,  including 
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said  order,  deprived  of  its  right  to  a  trial  by  jury;  and  in  overruling  the 
claim  of  the  defendant  that  it  was  thereby  deprived  of  its  right  to  a  trial 
by  jury,  as  secured  by  the  Constitution  of  Connecticut. 

47.  The  court  erred  in  ruling  and  holding  that  the  plaintiffs,  in 
making  said  order,  were  not  exercising  judicial  powers;  in  ruling  and 
holding  that  the  plaintiffs  were  a  court  duly  established  with  permanent 
jurisdiction  defined  by  law;  and  in  overruling  the  claim  of  the  defend- 
ant that  the  plaintiffs,  in  making  said  order,  did  exercise  judicial  powers 
without  being  a  court  duly  established  with  permanent  jurisdiction  de- 
fined by  law,  as  required  by  the  Constitution  of  Connecticut. 

48.  The  court  erred  in  sustaining  this  action  and  issuing  the  writ 
of  mandamus  for  the  enforcement  of  an  order  which  derived  whatever 
force  it  had  solely  from  legislative  resolutions  which  on  their  face  de- 
prive this  defendant  of  any  opportunity  or  reasonable  time  to  agree  with 
the  city  of  Hartford  and  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Rail- 
road Company,  under  section  4  of  the  original  resolution  as  amended  by 
the  resolution  approved  March  26,  1885,  prior  to  any  proceedings  before 
said  commissioners,  though  purporting  in  terms  to  give  such  time  and 
opportunity,  whereby  the  said  resolution,  as  amended,  became  repugnant 
to  itself,  unmeaning,  and  void. 

49.  The  court  erred  in  sustaining  this  action  and  in  issuing  a  writ 
of  mandamus  for  the  enforcement  of  an  order  based  upon  resolutions 
which  grant  to  five  men  exclusive  privileges  from  the  community,  con- 
trary to  the  Constitution  of  Connecticut. 

50.  The  court  erred  in  finding  the  allegations  of  the  application  true 
without  any  hearing  upon  the  facts,  and  without  allowing  to  the  defend- 
ant any  opportunity  to  offer  evidence,  and  without  any  evidence  to  sup- 
port said  finding. 

51.  The  court  erred  in  not  holding  that  said  acts  were  void  as  dele- 
gating to  said  board  all  the  legislative  power  of  the  State  in  the  premises, 
contrary  to  the  Constitution  of  Connecticut. 

52.  Because  said  peremptory  mandamus  as  ordered  varies  from 
the  alternative  writ  of  mandamus  in  requiring  removal  of  the  tracks  on 
the  service  of  the  writ. 

The  defendant  therefore  prays  for  such  relief  as  is  provided  by  law 
in  the  premises.

Defendant's  Appeal  —  Appellant's  Brief, 
statement. 

This  is  an  application  by  five  individuals  claiming  to  be  a  board  of 
commissioners  constituted  under  a  Private  Act,  approved  April  4,  1884, 
for  a  writ  of  mandamus,  to  compel  the  defendant  to  remove  nearly  a 
quarter  of  a  mile  of  its  tracks  north  of  Asylum  street,  which  are,  and  for 
many  years  have  been,  in  daily  use  for  freighting  purposes.  The  de- 
fendant, claiming  a  defence  under  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States, 
filed  a  petition  to  remove  the  cause  to  the  Circuit  Court,  which  was 
denied,  and  a  motion  to  quash  the  alternative  writ,  which  was  overruled. 
A  return  was  then  put  in,  denying  the  plaintiffs'  title,  and  setting  up 
sundry  legal  defences.  To  this  a  demurrer  was  filed  for  both  form  and 
substance.  The  defendant  sought  leave  to  amend  the  formal  defects,  but 
the  plaintiffs  in  the  argument  waived  those  grounds  of  demurrer,  and  the 
court,  deeming  the  return  defective  in  substance,  sustained  the  demurrer 
for  that  cause  (Record,  p.  48)  and  awarded  the  peremptory  writ. 

In  the  case  of  Woodruff  vs.  Catlin,  54  Conn.,  295,  this  Court  held 
that  the  General  Assembly  had  power  to  enforce  the  removal  of  the 
nuisance  occasioned  by  the  old  crossing  of  Asylum  street  by  two  rail- 
roads, at  grade,  and  to  do  it  through  the  instrumentality  of  a  commis- 
sion. 

In  that  proceeding  the  mode  in  which  this  commission  was  consti- 
tuted was  not  called  in  question.  It  was  a  mere  application  by  the  com- 
missioners for  the  appointment  of  appraisers  in  condemning  land,  and 
the  land  owners  were  the  only  parties  who  were  heard  by  the  Court. 
They  took  certain  objections,  which  were  overruled.  We  now  take 
others,  and  take  them  in  a  proceeding  of  a  very  different  character. 

The  original  commission  consisted  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners, 
Morgan  G.  Bulkeley,  then  Mayor  of  Hartford,  and  Henry  C.  Robinson, 
then  a  director  and  stockholder  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hart- 
ford Railroad  Co.  (9  Special  Laws,  102,  Record,  p.  11,  Sec.  4.)  The  Act 
appointing  them  required  Asylum  street  to  be  carried  over  the  tracks 
(Sec.  1 )  and  gave  the  city  and  the  two  railroads  three  months  from  the 
passage  of  the  Act  (i.  e.  from  April  4,  1884)  to  agree  on  a  plan;  failing 
which  the  commissioners  were  to  decide  on  one,  and  direct  its  execution 
(Sec.  4). 
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In  March,  1885,  this  Act  was  amended  by  a  provision  for  the  pay- 
ment of  damages  for  any  property  "  required  to  be  removed  or  taken 
under  the  orders  of  said  commissioners  "  (Eecord,  p.  14),  and  by  declar- 
ing that  if  the  city  and  railroad  should  not  "  within  said  period  of  three 
months  agree  as  aforesaid,"  the  commissioners  might  order  the  carrying 
of  the  tracks  over  the  street  (p.  15). 

On  October  22,  1885,  parties  then  acting  as  the  board  of  commis- 
sioners adopted  a  plan  for  carrying  Asylum  street  over  the  tracks  (Rec- 
ord,  p.  33),  and  ordered  the  appellant  to  comply  with  it  (Record,  pp. 
29,  34).  By  this  time,  Henry  C.  Robinson  had  ceased  to  act  on  the 
board  and  became  its  attorney.  Nathaniel  Wheeler  took  his  place  as  a 
member  (Record,  p.  3V),  and  was  also  a  stockholder  and  director  of  the 
New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Co.  (p.  29). 

On  Feb.  19,  1886,  by  another  amendment,  the  board  were  author- 
ized to  institute  condemnation  proceedings  in  their  own  names  to  obtain 
title  to  and  appraise  damages  for  "any  road  or  other  property  "  taken 
for  this  overhead  bridge  crossing,  "  including  any  already  appropriated 
for  railroad     .     .     .     purposes "  (p.  17). 

On  March  24,  1886,  the  board  re-enacted  its  votes  adopting  the  over, 
head  crossing  plan  (pp.  29,  39).  They  then  brought  the  proceedings, 
which  were  in  question  in  Woodruff  vs.  Oatlin,  54  Conn.,  277,  which  was 
decided  Nov.  23,  1886.  One  of  the  objections  urged  against  them  was 
that  the  board  might  change  its  plan,  but  the  Court  declared  that  it 
would  assume  that  they  would  not  change  it  (54  Conn.,  298). 

Nevertheless,  on  March  11,  1887,  the  appellees,  Mr.  Wheeler  being 
one,  rescinded  the  previous  orders  for  an  overhead  crossing,  suspended 
all  condemnation  proceedings,  and  ordered  the  railroads  to  throw  a 
bridge  over  the  street,  and  lower  its  grade  two  feet,  instead  of  raising  it 
seventeen  feet  (p.  34),  as  had  been  previously  ordered  (pp.  29,  40).  Such 
a  bridge  having  been  built,  on  Dec.  20,  1888,  the  commissioners  passed 
the  extraordinary  decree  (p.  29),  which  this  suit  is  brought  to  enforce. 
The  appellant  appeared  before  them  and  objected  in  vain  (pp.  20-22.  19, 
42).  It  has  nothing  to  do  with  bridging  Asylum  street,  except  that  part 
relating  to  tracks  on  Asylum  street,  which  tracks  were  promptly  re- 
moved. It  takes  away  $200,000  of  our  property,  and  pays  us  nothing 
for  it.  It  operates  in  the  interest  of  another  railroad,  which  had  its  rep- 
resentative among  the  commissioners,  and  in  aid  of  a  suit  pending  in 
favor  of  the  city  of  Hartford,  whose  mayor  was  also  a  member  of  the 
Court. 

We  shall  group  the  causes  of  appeal  in  the  following  order  : 

1.  The  invalidity  of  the  statute  constituting  the  commissioners. 

2.  The  invalidity  of  the  order  passed  by  the  commissioners. 

3.  The  defects  in  the  present  proceedings  to  enforce  it. 
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Points.

I. 

THE    INVALIDITY    OF    THE    STATUTE    CONSTITUTING    THE    COMMISSIONERS. 

A.  Because  it  makes  men  judges  in  their  own  cause. 

B.  Because  it  vests  judicial  power  in  a  body  that  is  not  a  court. 

C.  Because  it  is  a  delegation  of  legislative  powers. 

D.  Because  it  joins  in  one  tribunal,  judicial,  legislative,  and  execu- 
tive powers. 

E.  Because  it  denies  us  the  equal  protection  of  the  laws. 

F.  Because  it  takes  our  property  without  due  process  of  law. 

G.  Because  it  is  repugnant  to  itself. 

H.     Because  it  is  a  grant  of  exclusive  privileges. 


THE    MESSRS.    ROBINSON,    BULKELEY,    AND    WHEELER,    WERE    MADE    JUDGES    IN 

THEIR    OWN    CAUSE. 

It  is  a  fundamental  maxim  of  jurisprudence  that  no  man  can  be  a 
judge  in  his  own  cause. 

Broom's  Legal  Maxims,  91. 

Windham  Cotton  Mfg.  Co.  vs.  H.,  P.  &  F.  R.  R.  Co.,  23  Conn., 

373,  384. 
Richardson  vs.  Welcome,  6  Cush.,  332. 
Lord  Campbell  said  that  it  was  "  of  the  last  importance  "  that  this 
maxim  "  should  be  held  sacred." 

Dimes  vs.  Proprietors  of  the  Grand  Junction  Canal,  3   H.   L. 
Cases,  759. 
Our  statutes  have  deemed  it  reasonable  to  hold  a  "judge"  not  dis- 
qualified "  in  any  proceeding  in  which  any  city,  borough,  or  town  is  a 
party  or  interested,  by  reason  of  his  being  an  inhabitant  thereof  or  liable 
to  taxation  therein."     Gen.  Stat.,  Sec.  840. 

We  submit  that  this,  if  it  covers  such  commissioners  at  all,  does  not 
apply  to  Mayor  Bulkeley,  because  he  was  the  "  chief  executive  officer," 
and  agent  of  the  city  of  Hartford  (9  Special  Laws,  p.  620),  as  well  as  a 
citizen  and  tax  payer  (Record,  p.  28).  The  reason  of  the  statute  fails  in 
such  a  case.  The  reason  is  the  remoteness  and  pettiness  of  any  single 
taxpayer's  interest.  But  the  Mayor  of  Hartford  is  its  accredited  repre- 
sentative, and  general  agent. 

So  far  as  Messrs.  Robinson  and  Wheeler  are  concerned,  the  railroad 
company,  in  which  each  was  a  stockholder  and  director,  was  one  of  the 
three  parties  most  nearly  affected  by  the  proceeding.  As  to  them,  Gen. 
Stat.,  Sec.  838,  if  the  commissioners  are  to  be  considered  as  judges,  is  in 
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affirmance  of  the  common  law,  in  declaring  that  "when  any  judge  may- 
be liable  to  contribute  to  the  damages,  cost,  or  expenses,  of  any  such  pro- 
ceeding, or  when  he  may  receive  a  direct  pecuniary  benefit  by  the  de- 
termination thereof,  he  shall  be  disqualified  to  act,  except  as  hereinafter 
provided." 

It  is  settled  that  these  statutes  apply  to  commissioners  on  insolvent 
estates,  and  the  principles  on  which  they  rest  certainly  cover  every  form 
of  judicial  proceeding,  affecting  private  rights. 
Stoddard  vs.  Moulthrop,  9  Conn.,  502. 

When  our  legislature  was  still  the  "General  Court,"  and  often  sat 
in  judicial  mattters,  the  disqualifications  of  judges  were  regarded  as  ap- 
plying to  its  members.  The  original  form  of  Gen.  Stat.,  Sec.  395,  shows 
this  to  be  its  foundation  : 

"  No  Member  of  this  Assembly  shall  appear  as  an  Attorney  at  the 
Bar  of  this  Assembly,  unless  it  be  in  their  own  cause,  or  in  the  behalf  of 
the  Towns  which  they  Represent;  or  in  such  Cases  wherein  the  Law  will 
not  allow  them  to  Sit  as  Judges ;  Any  Law,  Usage,  or  Custom  to  the 
contrary,  notwithstanding." 

Session  Laws,  1731,  p.  386,  Ch.  LXXVII. 

The  duty  of  the  commissioners  was  to  decide,  among  other  things, 
how  much  the  city,  and  how  much  each  railroad  should  pay,  of  the  ex- 
penses of  the  improvement.  It  was  the  interest  of  each  of  these  gentle- 
men to  throw  as  little  as  possible  on  the  company  in  which  they  were 
concerned.  Their  interest  as  stockholders  is  the  same  as  the  interest  of 
the  corporation,  and  for  the  purposes  of  this  objection,  each  was  the  cor- 
poration, as  fully  as  a  partner  stands  for  the  partnership. 
English  vs.  Smith,  13  Conn.,  221. 

The  appellant,  so  far  as  appears  (and  such  we  are  advised  is  the 
fact),  never  assented  to  the  appointment  of  any  of  the  three  gentlemen 
named.  It  has  never  recognized  the  authority  of  the  commissioners.  It 
has  protested  formally  against  their  jurisdiction  over  it,  on  this 'very 
ground  (Record,  pp.20,  21). 

If  the  commissioners  are  judges,  within  the  meaning  of  the  statutes, 
then  the  disqualification  of  any  could  be  waived  "  by  consent  of  the 
parties  in  writing,  given  thereto  in  court."  Gen.  Stat.,  Sec.  841.  This 
statute  excludes  any  other  form  of  waiver. 

Keeler  vs.  Stead,  56  Conn.,  501,  507. 

An  Act  passed  in  1889  has  assumed  to  alter  the  law  as  to  judicial 
disqualifications  created  by  statute  "in  any  civil  proceeding."  by  making 
the  judgment  voidable,  instead  of  void  ;  but  this  obviously  relates  only 
to  judgments  on  which  an  appeal  or  writ  of  error  lies.  If  it  did  cover 
any  form  of  appeal  in  which  the  consideration  of  the  objectionable  judg- 
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ment  is  involved,  then  the  year  given  for  it  did  not  elapse,  in  this  case, 
until  this  appeal  was  brought.     Public  Acts  of  1889,  p.  9. 

The  demurrer  to  the  return  seeks  to  meet  this  objection  by  the  sug- 
gestion that  interested  judges  may  sit,  if  there  is  a  majority  without 
them  (p.  46,  par.  8). 

Such  a  claim  is  plainly  untenable,  and  opposed  to  the  authorities. 
Parties  summoned  before  a  tribunal  of  several  members  are  "  entitled  to 
insist  that  all  shall  be  impartial." 

Pox  vs.  Hamilton,  10  Pick.,  275. 
"So  it  was  held  that  if  one  of  the  magistrates  hearing  a  case  at  ses- 
sions is  interested  in  the  result,  the  Court  is  improperly  constituted  ;  and 
that  it  is  no  answer  to  the  objection,  that  there  was  a  majority  in  favor  of 
the  decision,  without  the  vote  of  the  interested  party  ;  nor  even  that  the 
interested  party  withdrew,  before  the  decision,  if  it  appear  that  he  joined 
in  discussing  the  matter  with  the  other  magistrates." 

Hawley   vs.    Baldwin,   19    Conn.,   590,   citing  Queen   vs.  The 

Justices  of  Hertfordshire,  6  Ad.  and  Ell.,  N.  S.,  753. 
See  also  Cooley  on  Const.  Limit.,  pp.  410-414. 

B. 

THE    BOARD    IS    A    COURT,    UNCONSTITUTIONALLY    CONSTITUTED. 

When  any  of  "the  judicial  power  of  the  State"  is  Vested  in  in- 
ferior courts,  the  judges  must  be  annually  appointed  by  the  General 
Assembly.     (Const.,  Art.  V.) 

If  this  board  exercises  judicial  power  within  the  meaning  of  the 
Constitution,  it  will  not  be  disputed  that  it  is  illegally  constituted. 

That  it  does  exercise  judicial  power,  in  fact,  would  seem  to  be  im- 
plied by  the  language  of  this  Court  in  the  Plantsville  depot  case.  There 
the  Railroad  Commissioners,  in  approving  the  abandonment  of  a  depot, 
were  held  only  to  occupy  only  a  quasi- judicial  position. 

"  But  it  is  not  their  duty,  and  they  have  no  power  to  ascertain  and 
determine  the  rights  and  enforce  the  relative  duties  of  contending  parties. 
Their  whole  power,  and  consequently  their  whole  duty,  in  respect  to  the 
matter  now  under  consideration,  was  to  give  or  withhold  their  assent  to 
the  proposition  of  the  railroad  company." 

State  vs.  New  Haven  &  Northampton  Co.,  43  Conn.,  351,  382. 
Chester  vs.  Conn.  Valley  R.  R.  Co.,  41  Conn.,  348. 

Now  in  the  present  case,  no  quasi-judicial  authority  is  intrusted  to 
an  existing  administrative  board,  regularly  constituted  by  a  general  law 
for  other  and  proper  purposes  ;  but  a  distinct  judicial  authority  is  given 
to  five  men  newly  constituted  for  this  particular  purpose,  and  for  an  in- 
definite term,  two  of  whom  may  be  appointed  by  private  parties,  inter- 
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ested  in  the  subject  of  controversy  (p.  13).  The  subject  is  how  a  certain 
nuisance  may  be  best  abolished,  and  at  whose  expense.  These  parties  are 
immediately  interested,  and  the  expense  must  fall  on  one  or  more  of 
them.  The  board  therefore,  unlike  the  Kailroad  Commissioners  in  the 
Plantsville  case,  have  "  power  to  ascertain  and  determine  the  rights,  and 
enforce  the  relative  duties  of  the  contending  parties/' 

They  are  to  do  just  what  our  Constitution  meant  that  no  authority 
should  do,  except  a  Court  constituted  by  a  general  law,  to  administer 
justice  to  all  alike.  If  the  men  who  met  here  in  1818,  to  frame  this 
Article,  had  been  asked  to  insert  a  provision  giving  the  legislature  power 
to  authorize  corporations,  with  conflicting  interests,  to  appoint  judges  to 
be  added  to  a  board  of  public  officers,  before  whom  those  interests  were 
to  be  determined,  the  suggestion  would  have  been  scouted  with  con- 
tempt. 

Brown  vs.  O'Connell,  36  Conn.,  432,  446,  448. 

C. 

THE    DELEGATION    OF    LEGISLATIVE    POWEK. 

The  grant  of  power  in  the  Act  in  question  contains  these  words 
(p.  15): 

"  Said  commissioners  are  empowered  to  make  any  and  all  orders 
relating  to  said  improvement,  and  to  all  matters  and  things  pertaining 
thereto,  which  they  may  deem  necessary  and  proper,  in  the  same  manner 
and  to  the  same  extent  as  the  General  Assembly  might  do  and  direct." 

The  Constitution  (Art.  Ill)  vests  "  the  legislative  power  of  this 
State  "  in  the  General  Assembly. 

This  includes  the  right  to  ordain  as  to  all  matters  of  territorial  police, 
and  as  to  any  public  nuisance  committed  by  corporations  created  by  the 
State  in  the  exercise  of  their  franchises. 

State  vs.  New  Haven  &  Northampton  Co.,  43  Conn.,  351;  S.  C, 

104,  U.  S.  1. 
Woodruff  vs.  Catlin,  54  Conn.,  295. 
But  this  power  must  be  exercised  by  law,  though  the  law  may  be 
executed  "through  the  instrumentality  of  a  commission."  The  legisla- 
ture must  do  all  the  legislating,  and  executive  officers  must  do  all  the  ex- 
ecuting. But  this  Act  gives  the  so-styled  Commission  power  not  simply 
to  carry  out  orders  of  the  General  Assembly,  but  to  make  all  orders  in 
the  premises  which  the  General  Assembly  could  make.  Such  a  delega- 
tion of  power  is  void.

"  All  courts  agreed  that  legislative  power  cannot  be  delegated." 
State  vs.  Wilcox,  43  Conn.,  369. 
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The  legislature  had  chartered  the  appellant  with  the  right  to  acquire 
land  at  the  place  in  question  and  lay  tracks  on  it. 

By  its  reserved  power  of  altering  or  repealing  our  charter,  it  might 
by  a  direct  act  of  legislation  have  repealed  our  right  to  the  continued  use 
of  these  tracks,  on  payment  of  due  compensation.  But  it  could  not  dele- 
gate this  legislative  right  to  others.  Our  franchise  can  only  be  abridged 
by  the  authority  that  gave  it,  and  by  its  immediate  action. 

N.  Y.,  Hous.  &  North.  R.  R.  vs.  Boston,  Hartford  &  Erie  R.  R. 
Co.,  36  Conn.,  196,  201. 

Nor  is  it  a  legitimate  exercise  of  the  police  power  of  the  State,  to 
allow  such  a  board  to  make  what  orders  it  pleases  as  to  the  removal  of 
tracks.  Town  boards  of  health  have  been  given  wide  powers  by  general 
laws,  and  this  Court  has  upheld  them,  but  they  are  "officers  of  local 
police  "  whose  election  by  the  towns  is  specially  provided  for  by  the  Con- 
stitution (Art.  X,  Sec.  2).  But  even  a  board  of  health  could  not  be  au- 
thorized to  destroy  something  totally  unconnected  with  matters  of  health. 

In  the  case  at  bar  it  is  admitted  by  the  pleadings  that  there  are  no 
such  tracks  within  the  limits  covered  by  the  order  of  the  commission 
(p.  30,  par.  11). 

"As  could  in  any  wise  affect  the  safety  or  convenience  of  travel 
upon  any  railroad  or  Asylum  street,  or  as  could  affect  the  separation  of 
the  grades  of  the  railroads  and  Asylum  street,  or  the  operation  of  any 
railroad  across  Asylum  street,  or  as  could,  in  any  event,  have  anything 
to  do  with  the  execution  of  the  intent  or  purposes  of  the  said  resolutions 
of  the  General  Assembly  under  the  plans  adopted  either  by  said  board  of 
commissioners  or  by  the  plaintiffs  assuming  to  act  as  such." 

The  legislature  itself  could  not  make  a  thing  a  nuisance,  by  declaring 
it  to  be  such,  when  it  was  not  such  in  fact ;  and  much  less  can  it  delegate 
such  a  power.

Legislative  power  is  also  delegated  for  appointing  State  officers,  for 
if  these  commissioners  are  anything  they  are  such.  The  appointing 
power  cannot  thus  be  turned  over  either  to  a  municipal  corporation  or  to 
a  railroad  company.

D. 

THE    COMMISSIONERS    ARE    GRANTED    JUDICIAL.    LEGISLATIVE,    AND    EXECUTIVE 

POWERS. 

The  Constitution  (Art.  2)  rests  on  the  principle  of  the  distribution 
of  powers. 
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"The  powers  of  government  shall  be  divided  into  three  distinct  de- 
partments, and  each  of  them  confided  to  a  separate  magistracy,  to  wit, 
those  which  are  legislative,  to  one  ;  those  which  are  executive,  to 
another  ;  and  those  which  are  judicial  to  another." 

Our  Courts  have  been  disposed  to  construe  liberally  the  limits  thus- 
set  to  the  legislative  power;  but  it  has  never  been  pushed  to  the  extent  of 
■  the  present  Act,  before. 

The  commissioners  are  to  judge  between  contending  parties,  to  legis- 
late by  making  all  orders  necessary  to  carry  out  the  purpose  of  the  legis- 
lature, and  to  execute  by  instituting  condemnation  proceedings  (p.  17), 
and  incurring  any  expenses  they  judge  proper  (p.  18,  Sec.  4),  and  apply- 
ing to  any  Court  for  aid  "to  procure  the  enforcement  and  execution  of 
their  orders  "  (p.  12,  Sec.  5). 

If  this  is  not  a  confusion  of  powers,  "  opposed  to  the  sound  maxims 
of  legislation,"  what  can  be  ?

E. 

WE  ARE  DENIED  THE  EQUAL  PROTECTION  OF  THE  LAWS. 

1.  Because  forced  away  from  the  ordinary  forum,  before  a  partisan 
tribunal,  and  denied  an  appeal. 

These  Asylum  Street  Bridge  Acts  establish  a  rule  of  proceeding  for 
the  three  parties  especially  interested,  the  railroads  and  the  city,  different 
from  that  which  governs  and  protects  the  people  generally. 

The  subject  of  legislation  was  a  grade  crossing  near  a  city  passenger 
station.  The  object  was  to  abolish  it.  Our  General  Statutes  give  a 
remedy  for  any  dangerous  grade  crossing.  Gen.  Stat.,  Sec.  3489,  author- 
ized the  city  of  Hartford  to  apply  to  the  Railroad  Commissioners  for  an 
order  covering  substantially  all  the  points  touched  by  these  Special  Acts, 
and  gave  an  appeal  to  the  Courts. 

They  also  give  a  remedy  to  prevent  switching  across  any  street  or 
highway  (Sec.  3493)  with  a  like  appeal  (Sec.  3495). 

These  acts  are  constitutional. 

Town  of  Westbrook's  Appeal,  57  Conn.,  95. 

They  are  passed  for  the  special  classes  of  persons,  known  as  railroad 
companies,  and  as  they  treat  all  alike,  they  are  valid  laws. 

Grissell  vs.  Housatonic  R.  R.  Co.,  54  Conn.,  447,  463. 

But  the  Acts  now  in  question  pick  out  the  appellant  and  N.  Y.,  N.  fl. 
&  H.  Railroad,  and  deny  them  the  remedy  given  to  every  other  railroad 
company.  Not  only  are  they  debarred  from  a  hearing  before  the  rail- 
road commissioners  in  the  first  instance,  granted  to  all  others,  but  they 
are  also  debarred  from  any  appeal  to  the  courts. 
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Three  parties  are  to  be  specially  affected  by  thi^improvement,  the 
city  and  the  two  roads.  The  forum  is  changed  from  the  Railroad  Com- 
missioners,  with  an  appeal  to  the  Superior  Court,  to  the  Railroad  Com- 
missioners, unequally  yoked  with  the  chief  executive  officer  of  one  party, 
and  the  other  party  itself  (for  Mr.  Robinson  was  in  law  the  corporation  of 
which  he  was  a  director  and  stockholder),  and  with  no  appeal. 

The  XIV th  Amendment  would  be  worth  little,  if  it  did  not  protect 
us  from  such  injustice. 

Pembina  Mining  Co.  vs.  Pennsylvania,  125  U.  S.,  181,  188. 

The  legislature  caunot  constitute  a  special  tribunal  to  decide  a  par- 
ticular case,  directly  and  unequally  affecting  the  interests  of  different 
classes  of  persons. 

They  can  authorize  an  existing  tribunal  of  general  jurisdiction,   to 
re-hear  a  particular  case  ;    but  this  is  allowed    because  the  legislation 
affects  the  remedy  only,  not  assuming  to  determine  the  right. 
Wheeler's  Appeal,  45  Conn.,  306,  320. 

2.     Because  the  city's  part  of  the  expense  was  arbitrarily  fixed. 

These  Acts  provide  that  the  commissioners  may  make  such  appor- 
tionment of  the  expense  of  the  improvement  as  they  "may  judge  reason- 
able; provided,  however,  that,  in  no  event,  shall  said  city  of  Hartford 
.be  required  to  pay  any  portion  of  the  cost  of  any  changes  in  the  present 
depot,  or  of  the  construction  of  any  new  depot,  and  not  exceeding  one- 
half  of  all  the  other  expenses,  named  under  this  resolution  "  (p.  16). 

Not  content  with  having  the  mayor  of  Hartford  sit  and  vote  with  the 
Court,  the  power  of  the  board  to  make  what  they  may  deem  a  "  reasona- 
ble" apportionment,  is  limited  so  that  they  cannot  throw  any  of  the  ex- 
pense of  depot  changes  or  more  than  half  of  the  other  expenses  on  the 
city,  even  if  they  deem  it  reasonable  to  do  so. 

Under  the  General  Statutes,  Sec.  3489,  the  Railroad  Commissioners, 
having  the  city  and  the  two  railroads  before  them,  could  throw  all  or  any 
portion  of  the  expense  on  any  of  them. 

Town  of  Westbrook's  Appeal,  57  Conn.,  95,  103. 
Town  of  Fairfield's  Appeal,  57  Conn.,  167,  171. 

Of  the  three  parties  therefore,  who  under  the  general  law  could  be 
forced  to  contribute  to  the  cost  of  abolishing  this  nuisance,  as  an  impar- 
tial tribunal  might  deem  reasonable,  one  is  singled  out  for  a  special  favor, 
and  not  only  given  a  voice  in  the  apportionment,  but  exempted  from  any- 
thing more  at  the  utmost,  than  a  specified  proportion. 

The  XlVth  amendment  as  to  State  legislation  "  requires  that  such 
legislation  shall  treat  alike  all  persons  brought  under  subjection  to  it. 
The  equal  protection  of  "the  law  is  afforded  when  this  is  accomplished. 
..."  Equality  of  protection  implies  not  merely  equal  accessibility  to 
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the  Courts  for  the  prevention  or  redress  of  wrongs  and  the  enforcement 
of  rights,  but  equal  exemption  with  others  in  like  condition  from  charges 
and  liabilities  of  any  kind." 

Minneapolis  Railway  Co.  vs.  Beckwith,  129  U.  S.,  26,  29. 

Grissell  vs.  Housatonic  R.  R.  Co.,  54  Conn.,  459. 
"  The  discriminations  which  are  open  to  objection  are  those  where 
persons  engaged  in  the  same  business  are  subjected  to  different  restric- 
tions, or  are  held  entitled  to  different  privileges  under  the  same  condi- 
tions." 

Soon  Hing  vs.  Crowley,  113  U.  S.,  703,  709. 

F. 

OUH  PROPERTY  TAKEN  WITHOUT  DUE  PROCESS  OF  LAW. 

The  provision  of  our  Constitution  (Art.  1,  Sections  9  and  12)  and  of 
the  U.  S.  Constitution  (XIV th  Amendment)  are  nearly  identical  in  Ian- 
guage,  and  quite  so  in  intent. 

They  guarantee  to  every  one  the  enjoyment  of  "  the  law  of  the  land." 
They  "  secure  the  citizen  against  any  arbitrary  deprivation  of  his  rights." 

"  Legislation  is  not  open  to  the  charge  of  depriving  one  of  his  rights 
without  due  process  of  law,  if  it  be  general  in  its  operation  upon  the  sub- 
jects to  which  it  relates,  and  is  enforceable  in  the  usual  modes  established 
in  the  administration  of  government  with  respect  to  kindred  matters : 
that  is,  by  process  or  proceedings  adapted  to  the  nature  of  the  case." 
Dent  vs.  West  Virginia,  129  U.  S.,  124. 
Bostwick  vs.  Isbell,  41  Conn.,  307. 

But  the  Acts  now  under  consideration  are  not  general  in  their  oper- 
ation upon  the  subjects  to  which  they  relate.  They  give  a  special  remedy 
for  one  grade-crossing  in  the  State,  a  remedy  for  which  was  already  pro- 
vided by  general  laws ;  they  restrict  the  share  of  the  cost  that  might  be 
charged  to  the  city  of  Hartford  to  50  per  cent.,  although  the  general  law 
imposed  no  limit ;  and  they  deny  us  the  appeal  to  the  courts  given  to  all 
by  the  general  laws.  Nor  are  these  Acts  enforceable  in  the  usual  modes 
established  as  to  kindred  matters.  The  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners 
is  an  impartial  tribunal,  but  this  Board  has  two  member's  apparently  put 
on  because  it  was  intended  they  should  be  partial. 

•'Special  Courts  cannot  be  created  for  the  trial  of  the  rights  and 
obligations  of  particular  parties."     Cooley  on  Const.  Limit.,  392. 

Moreover,  a  hearing  before  any  tribunal  is  a  mockery  if  it  is  com- 
pelled  to  give  an  arbitrary  decision.  It  is  not  due  process  of  law  to  con- 
stitute  a  tribunal  to  determine  in  what  proportion  each  of  three  corpora- 
tions is  responsible  for  a  nuisance  at  Asylum  street,  and  to  tie  the  hands 
of  that  tribunal  so  that  it  may  not  apply  any  principles  of  general  law  or 
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any  rules  of  distributive  justice,  but  so  that,  even  though  it  should  con- 
sider 60  per  cent,  of  the  cost  of  the  bridge  what  ought  to  be  paid  by  the 
city,  it  must  excuse  the  city  from  its  just  proportion,  and  must  arbitrarily 
assess  more  than  their  share  upon  the  other  parties  to  the  proceeding, 
together  with  all  the  large  expense  of  building  or  renting  a  new  depot, 
which  is  directly  thrown  on  the  railroads  as  a  consequence  of  the  plan 
adopted. 

If  it  be  claimed  that  the  police  power  of  the  State  is  the  all-sufficient 
justification  of  these  statutes,  reply  that  it  is  a  power  subject  like  any 
other  to  constitutional  restrictions. 

There  is  no  magic  in  the  word  "  police."  It  means  nothing  but 
political  government  (politeta).  Wayne,  J.,  said  in  the  Passenger  Cases,  7 
How.,  283,  324:  "  Police  powers  then  and  sovereign  powers  are  the 
same,  the  former  being  considered  so  many  particular  rights  under  that 
name  or  word,  collectively  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  sovereign." 

We  are,  however,  unwilling  to  concede  the  existence  of  an  indefina- 
ble power,  superior  to  the  constitution,  that  may  be  invoked  whenever 
the  legislature  may  deem  the  public  exigency  may  require  it,  by  which  a 
party  may  be  capriciously  deprived  of  his  property  or  its  use,  without 
compensation,  whether  such  property  consists  of  franchises  or  tangible 
forms  of  property." 

Lake  View  vs.  Rose  Hill  Cemetery  Co.,  70  111.,  191,  197. 
"  That  power  has  never  yet  been  fully  described  nor  its  extent  plainly 
limited  further,  at  least,  than  this:  it  is  not  above  the  Constitution,  but 
is  bounded  by  its  provisions;  and  if  any  liberty  or  .franchise  is  expressly 
protected  by  any  constitutional  provision,  it  cannot  be  destroyed  by  any 
valid  exercise  by  the  legislature  or  the  executive  of  the  police  power. 
.  .  .  The  legislature  cannot  without  reason  and  arbitrarily,  infringe 
upon  the  liberty  or  property  rights  of  any  person  within  the  protection 
of  the  Constitution  of  this  State;  and  that  if  the  legislature  shall  deter- 
mine what  is  a  proper  exercise  of  its  police  power,  its  decision  is  subject 
to  the  scrutiny  of  the  courts." 

People  vs.  Gillson,  109  N.  Y.,  389,  400-401. 
It  has  been  held  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  that  a 
State  cannot  be  prevented  from  passing  general  laws  for  the  benefit  of 
the  public  health  or  morals  on  the  ground  that  incidentally  and  conse- 
quentially property  values  are  thereby  lessened.  A  prohibitory  liquor 
law  was  therefore  sustained  in  Mugler  vs.  Kansas,  123  U.  S.,  663.  But 
the  Court  says  in  this  case: 

"  Undoubtedly  the  State,  when  providing  by  legislation  for  the  pro- 
tection of  the  public  health,  the  public  morals,  or  the  public  safety,  is 
subject  to  the  paramount  authority  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
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States,  and  may  not  violate  rights  secured  or  guaranteed  by  that  instru- 
ment." 

It  is  settled  that  "  the  police  power  is  not  without  limitations,  and 
that  in  its  exercise  the  legislature  must  respect  the  great  fundamental 
rights  guaranteed  by  the  Constitution.  If  this  were  otherwise,  the 
power  of  the  legislature  would  be  practically  without  limitation."  .... 
"  Under  the  mere  guise  of  police  regulations,  personal  rights  and  private 
property  cannot  be  arbitrarily  invaded,  and  the  determination  of  the  legis- 
lature is  not  final  or  conclusive." 

Matter  of  Jacobs,  98  N.  Y.,  98,  110. 
Nor  can  the  police  power  of  a  State,  since  the  XlVth  Amendment 
certainly,  justify  taking  private  property  without  just  compensation,  for 
this  is  to  take  it  without  due  process  of  law. 

Davidson  vs.  New  Orleans,  96  U.  S.,  102,  107. 
In  the  case  of  the  statutes  in  question  here,  either  no  compensation 
is  provided  for  us  for  the  removal  of  these  tracks,  as  seems  to  be  the 
opinion  of  the  plaintiffs  and  the  court  below,  for  they  have  ordered  the 
removal  without  providing  for  any;  or,  else,  the  compensation  is  to  be 
assessed  by  or  at  the  motion  of  the  plaintiffs  (p.  16).  But  compensation 
assessed  by  a  partisan  board,  tied  down  to  an  arbitrary  rule  limiting  the 
assessment  on  the  city  of  Hartford,  would  not  be  just  compensation.  In 
Ohio,  the  city  of  Toledo  assessed  all  the  cost  of  widening  a  street  and  of 
taking  land  therefor  on  the  abutting  proprietors  per  front  foot,  and  it  was 
held  a  taking  of  that  property  without  due  process  of  law,  and  therefore 
forbidden  by  the  Fourteenth  Amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States. 

Scott  vs.  Toledo,  36  Fed.  Rep.,  385,  396. 
"  Such  compensation  cannot  be  fixed  by  the  State ;  but,  to  determine 
it,  the  State  must  provide  an  impartial  tribunal  before  which  both  parties 
may  meet  and  discuss  their  claims  on  equal  terms." 

State  vs.  Chicago,  Mil.  &  St.  Paul  R.  R.  Co.,  36  Minn.,  402,  404. 
The  State  had  power  to  alter  our  charter,  and  to  regulate  the  use  of 
our  property,  but  not  to  deprive  us  of  it  without  fair  payment. 

People  vs.  O'Brien,  111  N.  Y.,  1. 
"This  power  to  regulate  is  not  a  power  to  destroy,  and  limitation  is 
not  the  equivalent  of  confiscation.  Under  pretence  of  regulating  fares 
and  freights,  the  State  cannot  require  a  railroad  corporation  to  carry  per- 
sons or  property  without  reward;  neither  can  it  do  that  which  inlaw 
amounts  to  a  taking  of  private  property  for  public  use  without  just  com- 
pensation, or  without  due  process  of  law." 

Railroad  Commission  Cases,  116  U.  S.,  307,  331. 
"  The  constitution  does  not  define  the  deprivation  which  it  prohibits, 
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but  the  authorities  establish  that  it  need  not  be  entire  or  consist  in  the 
dispossession  of  the  owner  or  destruction  of  the  thing,  and  may,  on  the 
contrary,  arise  from  an  act  which  renders  the  thing  less  useful  or  valua- 
ble, or  a  law  forbidding  its  appropriate  use  and  enjoyment,  although  the 
owner  is  not  dispossessed." 

Hare  on  Constitutional  Law,  vol.  2,  p.  756. 
"Depriving  an  owner  of  property  of  one  of  its  essential  attributes  is 
depriving  him  of  property  within  the  constitutional  provision." 

People  vs.  Otis,  90  N.  Y.,  49,  52. 
"  A  serious  interruption  to  the  common  and  necessary  use  of  prop- 
erty  may  be  equivalent  to  the  taking  of  it." 

Pumpelly  vs.  Green  Bay  Co.,  13  Wall,  166,  179. 
The  General  Railroad  Commissioners  of  Tennessee  were  given  a  few 
years  ago  unlimited  power  to  order  "  any  change  of  stations  or  station 
houses,"  or  "in  the  mode  of  operating  any  road,"  and  the  statute  was 
held  unconstitutional  on  full  consideration,  as  a  practical  destruction  of 
vested  rights  of  ownership.

When  Minnesota  appointed  three  commissioners  by  name,  to  locate 
a  State  road  and  assess  damages,  it  was  held  not  that  impartial  tribunal 
to  which  the  land  owner  was  entitled,  and  the  Act  was  declared  void.

G. 

THE  PROVISION  AS  TO  A  FAILURE  TO  AGREE ;  REPUGNANCY  OF  THE  STATUTE. 

The  original  Act  of  1884  (Sections  2  and  4),  gave  the  appellant  three 
months  to  endeavor  to  agree  with  the  city  and  the  Consolidated  road,  as 
to  how  to  remove  the  obnoxious  grade  crossing,  *'.  e.,  to  July  4,  1884. 
This  declared  a  policy  of  giving  the  parties  a  reasonable  opportunity  to 
agree  before  resorting  to  compulsion.  But  in  amending  Section  4,  in  1885, 
it  was,  inadvertently  no  doubt,  made  to  restrict  the  opportunity  to  agree 
to  the  "said  period  of  three  months  "  (p.  15),  named  in  Section  2  (p.  11), 
which  period  had  already  elapsed. 

The  Amendatory  Act  was  therefore  repugnant  and  inconsistent  in 
its  provisions.  It  would,  presumably,  not  have  been  passed  without  giv- 
ing an  opportunity  to  agree.  Yet  the  provision  obviously  designed  to 
give  one  is  so  drafted  as  to  be  delusive.  It  refers  to  a  future  agreement 
to  be  made  in  a  period  of  time  already  passed.  And  this  provision  is  so 
fundamental  a  one  that  its  failure  renders  the  whole  Act  void. 
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H. 

THE    GRANT    OF    EXCLUSIVE    PRIVILEGES. 

Our  Constitution  declares  (Art.  I,  Sec.  1)  that  all  men  are  equal  in 
rights,  "and  that  no  man,  or  set  of  men,  are  entitled  to  exclusive  public 
emoluments  or  privileges  from  the  community." 

This  has  been  held  to  cover  an  exclusive  grant  to  a  private  corpora- 
tion to  lay  gas  pipes. 

Norwich  Gas  Light  Co.  vs.  Norwich  City  Gas  Co.,  25  Conn., 
19,  38. 

These  Acts  give  to  the  New  York,  New  Haven  <fe  Hartford  Railroad 
Company  the  exclusive  privilege  of  having  a  stockholder  and  director 
among  the  plaintiffs,  and  a  like  privilege  to  the  city  of  Hartford,  through 
its  mayor,  and  it  invests  the  plaintiffs  with  the  exclusive  privilege  of 
determining  without  appeal  how  we  shall  use  or  not  use  our  private 
property,  lawfully  acquired. 

II. 

THE    INVALIDITY    OF    THE    ORDER    OF    THE    COMMISSIONERS. 

A.  Because  shown  to  be  beyond  their  jurisdiction. 

B.  Because  not  shown  to  be  within  their  jurisdiction. 

C.  Because  unreasonable. 

D.  Because  Mr.  Wheeler  had  no  right  to  act  on  the  board. 

E.  Because  passed  when  the  board  was  functus  officio. 

F.  Because  it  takes  our  property  without  compensation. 


THE    REMOVAL    OF    THESE    TRACKS    IS    BEYOND    THE    JURISDICTION    OF    THE 

BOARD. 

The  Act  of  the  legislature  creating  the  board,  '•  in  scope  and  purpose, 
concerns  protection  of  life.     Neither  in  intent  nor  fact  does  it  increase  or 
diminish  the  assets  either  of  the  city  or  of  the  railroad  corporations." 
Woodruff  vs.  Catlin,  54  Conn.,  295. 

"  The  Act  has  a  single  end  in  view  —  to  separate  the  grade  of  the 
railroads  from  that  of  the  highway  at  intersection." 
Ibid,  298. 

For  this  end  only  could  the  board  order  new  tracks  laid,  or  existing 
ones  removed  (p.  15).  The  order  of  March  11,  1887,  requiring  the  rail- 
road to  pass  over  Asylum  street,  accomplished  this  object  (p.  40);  and 
the  order  of  December  20,  1888,  requiring  the  removal  of  our  tracks 
from  the  south  line  of  Asylum  street  to  the  north  line  of  Church  street, 
so-called,  was  ultra  vires,  except  so  far  as  concerns  the  tracks  on  Asylum 
street,  which  would  have  been  removed  any  way  under  the  previous 
order. 
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The  tracks  north  of  the  north  line  of  Asylum  street  were  on  a  part 
of  our  location  which  had  not  been  interfered  with,  outside  of  the  depot, 
necessary  for  our  use,  in  order  to  do  our  ordinary  business,  and  in  no 
way  affecting  the  travel  on  or  crossing  of  Asylum  street  (p.  30).  The 
demurrer  admitted  this,  and  that  the  continued  use  of  these  tracks  could 
not  "in  any  event  have  anything  to  do  with  the  execution  of  the  intent 
or  purposes  of  the  said  resolutions  of  the  General  Assembly,  under  the 
plans  adopted  "  (p.  30). 

The  removal  of  tracks  within  the  300  foot  limit  (p.  15)  was  plainly 
contemplated  by  the  legislature  only  as  something  that  might  be  inciden- 
tal to  the  construction  of  new  ones  on  another  grade  (p.  15).  If  the  let- 
ter of  the  statute  could  be  read  so  as  to  authorize  such  removal  for  any 
other  cause,  its  spirit  and  intent  are  directly  opposed  to  such  a  construc- 
tion. 

Could  it  in  any  way  annoy  the  public  to  store  cars  on  these  tracks 
between  Asylum  street  and  "Church  street  so  called?  "  And,  if  it  did, 
what  relation  has  that  to  the  "one  purpose  of  the  Act,"  the  nuisance  at 
the  Asylum  street  crossing  ? 

Even  were  the  proceedings  of  the  Commission  consistent  with  the 
constitutional  guarantees  of  due  process  of  law,  their  order,  as  to  the 
tracks  now  in  question,  could  not  be  sustained,  rio  far  as  it  referred  to 
tracks  on  Asylum  street  there  is  no  need  to  discuss  it,  for  these  tracks 
have  been  removed;  hut  so  far  as  it  included  within  its  scope  tracks  hav- 
ing no  relation  to  Asylum  street,  it  is  simply  an  arbitrary  decree  outside 
of  their  powers,  and  depriving  us  of  property  of  the  value  of  $200,000. 

It  is  useless  to  invoke  the  police  power  in  defense  of  this  order,  for 
the  record  shows  no  facts  constituting  any  occasion  for  exercising  any 
police  power  as  to  the  tracks  now  in  question.  It  is  self-evident  that 
their  existence  on  our  land  cannot  affect  the  public  health,  morals,  or 
safety.  That  they  have  no  effect  on  the  safety  of  travel  on  Asylum 
street  or  the  railroads  is  admitted  by  the  demurrer. 

B. 

THE    ORDER    NOT    SHOWN    TO    BE    WITHIN    THE    JURISDICTION   OP    THE    BOARD. 

1.     Jurisdiction  must  appear  to  exist  on  the  face  of  the  papers. 

If  the  board  has  any  legality,  it  is  a  tribunal. 

The  Commission,  if  it  has  any  legality,  is  a  tribunal  of  limited  juris- 
diction, and  "if  a  person  will  avail  himself  of  the  judgment  of  a  court  of 
special  jurisdiction,  he  must  aver  and  prove  the  facts  necessary  to  give 
that  jurisdiction." 

Sears  vs.  Terry,  26  Conn.,  273,  2*81,  282. 
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If  it  be  claimed  that  the  order  of  the  Commission  finds  that  the 
removal  of  the  tracks  on  and  north  of  Asylum  street  is  necessary  to 
accomplish  the  purposes  of  the  resolution,  so  far  as  concerns  the  tracks 
on  Asylum  street.  We  have  no  occasion  to  dispute  this,  for  there  were 
none  there  after  the  time  limited  by  the  order  (p.  30,  par.  11),  and  the 
order  makes  no  separate  finding  as  to  any  necessity  of  removing  those 
north  of  the  north  line  of  Asylum  street.  The  finding  in  the  order  is 
therefore  consistent  with  the  admission  of  the  demurrer. 

But  if  otherwise,  such  a  board  cannot  support  its  own  jurisdiction 
by  its  own  recitals  in  an  order,  which  is  called  in  question  in  a  suit 
brought  by  them  to  enforce  it. 

Sears  vs.  Terry,  26  Conn.,  282. 

The  order  of  the  commission  in  terms  finds  that  the  completion  of 
the  improvement  before  ordered,  the  carrying  out  of  the  purposes  of  the 
resolutions,  and  public  convenience  and  necessity  require  the  removal  of 
these  tracks.  If  the  tracks  had  been  entirely  within  the  limits  of  Asylum 
street,  the  words  above  italicised  would  not  have  been  inserted.  But  the 
tracks  north  of  Asylum  street,  and  in  part  hundreds  of  feet  away  from 
the  street,  were  not  covered  by  the  preceding  language  of  the  finding. 
It  is  these  tracks,  which  are  the  ones  now  in  question,  that,  the  finding 
declares  public  convenience  and  necessity  require  to  be  removed.  But 
except  by  way  of  laying  a  foundation  for  condemnation  proceedings,  the 
commissioners  had  no  jurisdiction  to  take  property  for  public  convenience 
and  necessity,  and  certainly  none  to  take  such  property  without  compen- 
sation. 

2.     No  failure  to  agree  is  shown. 

The  Act  of  1884  (p.  11,  Sec.  2)  gave  the  parties  three  months  to 
agree  in,  and  if  they  did  agree,  the  commissioners,  provided  they 
approved  it,  were  to  have  nothing  further  to  do.     (Sec.  4.) 

The  plaintiffs  were  bound  therefore  to  allege  a  failure  to  agree. 
This  was  a  jurisdictional  fact,  and  the  omission  is  fatal. 
Southington  vs.  Clark,  13  Conn.,  373. 

C. 

THE    ORDER    WAS    UNREASONABLE. 

The  order  of  such  a  board  can  certainly  rest  on  no  higher  ground 
than  those  of  municipal  corporations,  made  under  their  power  to  pass  by- 
laws; and  the  reasonableness  of  a  by-law  is  always  a  matter  for  the 
courts. 

This  order,  in  requiring  us  to  surrender  without  compensation  prop- 
erty worth  $200,000,  and  the,  disuse  of  which  had  no  relation  to  the 
Asylum  street  crossing,  was  against  all  reason,  as  well  as  all  law. 
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D. 

MR.  WHEELER  NOT  A  MEMBER  OF  THE  BOARD. 

There  was  no  authority  conferred  for  substituting  Mr.  Wheeler,  or 
any  one  else,  for  Mr.  Robinson,  at  any  time,  except  at  the  outset  of  the 
proceedings.  If  either  should  "  refuse  or  neglect  to  act,"  the  vacancy 
might  be  supplied  (p.  13).  But  the  pleadings  show  that  Mr.  Wheeler 
first  came  into  the  board  (p.  29,  par.  3,  4,  6),  after  the  original  board  had 
acted  in  the  premises,  and  adopted  a  plan. 

The  coming  in  of  a  new  member  in  the  middle  of  the  proceedings, 
unacquainted  with  the  reasons  for  or  against  the  previous  action,  could 
not  but  tend  to  produce  inconvenience  and  inconsistency. 

Our  return  (p.  31,  par.  13)  denied  that  the  plaintiffs  were  legally 
constituted,  and  the  evidence,  if  taken,  would,  we  believe,  have  shown 
that  the  appellant  never  assented  to  Mr.  Wheeler's  appointment.  The 
demurrer  admitted  this,  for  any  informality  in  the  return  was  waived  (p. 
48).  And,  if  he  was  not  even  under  the  terms  of  the  Act,  a  member  of 
the  board,  on  which  he  acted  and  voted,  but  was  put  there  by  one  road 
without  the  concurrence  of  the  other,  his  presence  vitiated  their  action. 
Hawley  vs.  Baldwin,  19  Conn.,  590. 

E.  '  . 

THIS    ORDER    PASSED,    WHEN    THE    BOARD    WAS  functus  officio. 

The  commissioners,  in  1885,  adopted  a  plan  for  carrying  the  street 
over  the  railroads.     They  preface  their  order  thus  (p.  33): 

"  After  thorough  examination  of  all  plans  submitted  by  the  parties 
interested,  after  hearing  their  several  claims  and  arguments,  and  after 
patient  investigation  of  the  locality,  the  rights  of  parties,  the  require- 
ments of  the  improvement,  and  the  best  method  of  carrying  out  the 
design  and  instructions  of  the  Legislative  Act  creating  and  regulating 
this  Board,  the  Board  finds  and  adjudges  that  public  convenience  and 
necessity  require  the  passage  of  the  following  vote  approving  a  general 
plan  for  the  work,  and  the  following  order  providing  for  the  execution 
of  said  plan,  said  order  to  be  known  as  Order  No.  1." 

This  action  they  reported  to  the  General  Assembly,  which  there- 
upon found  that  the  plan  had  been  adopted  and  approved  by  the  Board 
"  in  compliance  with  the  terms  of "  the  Act  which  created  them,  and 
gave  them  certain  new  powers  for  its  execution  (p.  16).  Prior  to  this, 
they  had  been  authorized  to  elect  between  carrying  the  street  over  the 
railroad,  or  the  railroad  over  the  street  (p.  14).  This  election  they  had 
exercised  in  favor  of  the  former  plan,  and  the  legislature  had  confirmed 
their  action  by  the  Act  of  Feb.  19,  1886  (p.  16).     They  had  brought  con- 
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demnation  proceedings  under  it,  and  this  court  had  declared  that  it  had 
"the  right  to  assume  that  the  commission  will  not  change  the  plan 
adopted."

If  all  these  things  do  not  constitute  an  election,  what  can?  A 
power  is  granted  to  choose  between  two  courses.  Part  of  the  grantees 
have  a  private  interest  to  subserve  by  the  choice.  The  power  is  exer- 
cised, and  the  choice  published,  reported  to  the  legislature,  and  approved; 
brought  before  the  Courts  and  upheld.  If  after  this,  there  can  be  a  re- 
consideration and  a  resort  to  the  other  alternative,  without  a  new  grant 
of  power,  there  is  no  safety  in  titles  or  private  rights. 

This  Act,  if  valid,  confers  upon  the  commissioners  the  highest 
powers  of  sovereignty, —  eminent  domain,  and  the  determination  of  pub- 
lic and  private  rights.  It  must  be  strictly  construed  where  it  affects 
private  property,  or  property  already  held  for  public  uses.  Nothing 
short  of  new  authority  from  the  legislature  could  authorize  a  re-location 
of  the  crossing,  and  its  incidents.

F. 

OUR   PROPERTY    IS    TAKEN    WITHOUT    COMPENSATION. 

The  order  of  Dec.  20,  1888,  on  alleged  grounds  of  "  public  conven- 
ience and  necessity,"  requires  the  appellant  to  take  up  certain  of  its 
tracks  laid  within  its  location,  on  land  it  owns  in  fee,  and  which  are  nec- 
essary for  the  enjoyment  and  profitable  use  of  such  land,  and  cannot  be 
taken  up  without  a  damage  to  the  appellant  of  $200,000  (p.  30,  par.  12). 

These  tracks  are  indispensable  to  the  utilization  of  its  freight  yard, 
lying  directly  north  of  them,  as  it  is  so  shallow  a  yard  that  in  moving 
up  trains  it  is  necessary  to  run  out  and  switch  back  on  these  tracks. 
"Without  such  switching,  the  ordinary  freight  train  could  not  be  made  up 
there,  and  the  whole  yard  would  become  almost  valueless;  thus  depriv- 
ing us  of  an  advantage  we  now  have  over  our  main  competitor,  the  New 
York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  R.  R.  Co.,  in  having  a  large  freight  yard 
in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  passenger  depot,  and  near  the  business 
parts  of  Asylum  and  Main  streets. 

The  order  seems  on  its  face  to  mete  out  the  same  requirements  to 
both  roads,  but  in  fact  it  does  not,  because  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  R.  R. 
Co.  has  no  freight  yard  there  to  be  affected  by  it,  and  also  needed  the 
site  of  the  tracks  it  was  required  to  remove,  for  use  by  passengers  and 
vehicles  approaching  the  depot,  so  that  it  would  have  removed  them, 
anyway,  of  its  own  motion  and  for  its  own  profit. 
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Not  only  is  this  attempt  to  deprive  us  of  $200,000  of  property, 
without  compensation,  forbidden  by  the  Constitution  of  the  State  (Art. 
I,  Sec.  11),  but  it  disregards  one  of  the  provisions  of  the  very  Acts  under 
which  the  commissioners  proceed.  The  Act  of  Feb.  19,  1886,  empowers 
the  board  (Sec.  1)  to  institute  "  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  several 
parties  to  said  improvement,  as  the  case  may  be,  proceedings  for  the  tak- 
ing of  and  appraisal  of  damages  for,  any  land  or  other  property,  including 
any  already  appropriated  for  railroad  or  highway  purposes,  which  in  its 
judgment  may  be  necessary  or  proper  to  be  taken  for  the  purposes  of 
the  improvement,"  and  (Sec.  3)  provides  that  where  any  payments  are 
to  be  made  for  property  taken  as  aforesaid, ,the  board  may  direct  "any 
party  to  said  improvement  to  contribute  to  any  other  party  such  sum  or 
sums  as  it  may  fix  and  determine  to  apply  towards  said  payment " 
(Record,  pp.  16,  17).  So  the  original  Act  of  1884  gave  the  commis- 
sioners power  (Sec.  4)  to  direct  who  should  pay  for  whatever  was  inci- 
dent to  the  improvement,  "  and  what  proportion  of  the  entire  expense, 
including  land  damages,  each  party  shall  pay  and  bear,"  and  to  deter- 
mine the  cost  of  any  part  of  the  work  and  order  the  manner  and  amount 
of  payment,  with  a  limitation  in  favor  of  the  city  of  Hartford,  as  to  its 
contributive  share  (pp.  12,  15). 

It  will  not  be  disputed  that  a  corporation  is  a  person  within  the 
meaning  of  the  Constitutional  provision. 

Gen.  Stat.,  Sec.  1.

Nor  can  it  be  disputed  that  the  repeated  references  in  the  Acts  to 
taking  and  paying  for  property  "already  appropriated  for  railroad  pur- 
poses, included  and  indeed  meant  any  property  of  the  appellants,  or  of 
the  Consolidated  road. 

The  order  of  Dec.  20,  1888,  nevertheless  makes  no  provision  for  any 
compensation  to  us,  and  the  Court,  in  enforcing  it,  makes  no  provision 
for  such  compensation,  though  the  demurrer  admits  that  the  removal  of 
these  tracks  would  deprive  us  of  a  necessary  part  of  our  location,  and 
damages  us  $200,000. 

This  must  destroy  the  validity  of  the  order,  unless  it  can  be  sup- 
ported on  the  ground  that  compensation  will  be  made  to  us  hereafter. 
But  future  compensation,  as  yet  unassessed  and  unprovided  for,  cannot 
justify  a  present  taking,  and  the  removal  of  our  tracks  is  a  virtual  tak- 
ing not  only  of  them,  and  the  land  they  rest  on,  which,  being  in  our  loca- 
tion, is  only  available  for  railroad  purposes  but  of  our  entire  freight 
yard.

"No  legal  indemnity  has  been  provided;  nor  have  the  public  a 
right  when  there  is  no  existing  law  obligatory  on  the  person  invested 
with  property,  to  take  away  his  estate  on  their  own  ideas  of  a  fit  in- 
demnity. In  such  case,  the  public  is  only  an  individual  treating  with  an 
individual,  and  a  provision,  in  some  just  and  adequate  manner,  for  com- 
pensation, is  a  necessary  attendant  on  the  due  and  constitutional  exer- 
cise of  the  power  of  the  law-giver  to  deprive  an  individual  of  his  prop- 
erty without  his  consent."

DEFECTS  IN  THE  PRESENT  SUIT. 

A.  No  title  in  the  plaintiffs  shown. 

B.  The  State  not  made  a  party. 

C.  No  failure  to  agree,  alleged. 

D.  The  application  not  properly  verified. 

E.  No  demand  alleged. 

F.  The  denial  of  our  petition  to  remove  the  cause  to  the  U.  S. 
Courts. 

G.  The  form  of  the  judgment  rendered. 

The  motion  to  quash  and  the  return  set  up  numerous  defects  in  the 
plaintiffs'  title  and  proceedings.  While  at  common  law,  in  ordinary 
cases,  a  defendant  who  had  several  defences  was  compelled  to  make  his 
choice  among  them  and  was  only  allowed  to  plead  one,  this  was  never 
the  rule  in  mandamus  proceedings.  The  reason  given  for  the  rule  in 
ordinary  cases  was  that  the  jury  ought  not  to  be  confused  by  the  exist- 
ence of  several  issues.  This  reason  failed  in  mandamus  cases.  It  was 
always  law  that  a  defendant  in  his  return  might  show  all  the  reasons  he 
had,  whether  of  fact  or  law,  why  the  alternative  writ  had  not  been  com- 
plied with.

The  demurrer  to  the  return  goes  back  to  the  commencement  of  the 
pleadings.  A  peremptory  mandamus  cannot  issue  upon  the  sustaining 
of  this  demurrer  unless  the  alternative  writ  is  itself  free  from  defects 
and  shows  a  complete  cause  for  issuing  such  writ.

NO    TITLE    IN    THE    PLAINTIFFS    SHOWN. 

The  plaintiffs  were  bound  to  allege  a  title  in  each.  As  to  four  the 
statute  designates  them,  but  the  title  of  the  fifth  depends  on  acts  done 
under  the  statute.  Nothing  is  alleged  to  show  when  or  how  Mr.  Robin- 
son became  attorney  of  the  board  instead  of  a  member  of  it,  nor  how  or 
by  whom  Mr.  Wheeler  was  appointed  to  succeed  him.  These  were 
necessary  and  jurisdictional  allegations. 
Sears  vs.  Terry,  26  Conn.,  273. 

In  lieu  of  them  the  plaintiffs  simply  sue  "  as  they  are  a  Board  of 
Commissioners,  constituted  and  appointed  pursuant  to  and  by  virtue  of  a 
resolution,"  etc.  (p.  1).  We  denied  their  allegations  (p.  31,  par.  13),  and 
our  traverse  was  demurred  to  as  bad  in  substance  (p.  48).  The  court 
erred  in  sustaining  the  demurrer.  We  had  a  plain  right  to  put  them  to 
proof  of  their  being  what  they  claimed  to  be. 

B. 

THE    STATE    NOT    MADE    A    PARTY. 

The  plaintiffs,  if  entitled  to  any  relief,  should  have  applied  for  their 
writ  as  relators,  the  State  being  the  real  plaintiff.  It  is  a  matter  of 
public  interest,  and  the  acts  should  not  be  interpreted  as  departing  from 
the  due  course  of  law  by  allowing  five  men,  two  of  them  with  special 
interests  to  serve,  to  act  for  the  State. 
Lyon  vs.  Rice,  41  Conn.,  245. 
The  State  not  being  a  party,  and  the  plaintiffs'  title  being  denied, 
and  indeed  being  admitted  by  the  demurrer  not  to  exist,  our  return  was 
sufficient.  Chief  Justice  Marshall,  in  speaking  of  the  judicial  power  of 
the  United  States,  says: 

"That  power  is  capable  of  acting  only  when  the  subject  is  submitted 
to  it  by  a  party  who  asserts  his  rights  in  the  form  prescribed  by  law." 
Osborn  vs.  United  States  Bank,  9  Wheat.,  738,  819. 
The  same  is  true  of  the  judicial  power  of  this  State.     It  can  only  be 
invoked  by  proper  parties.     Nor  can  it  be  invoked  to  aid  the  plaintiffs, 
by  any  administrative  act,  because  that  would  not  be  a  judicial  act.

NO    FAIL  DEE    TO    AGEEE    ALLEGED. 

The  board  could  not  act  under  the  original  statute  (p.  11)  until 
there  had  been  a  failure  to  agree.     If  there  was  such  a  failure,  they 
should  allege  it,  since  on  that  depends  their  title  to  intervene. 
Waterbury  vs.  Darien,  8  Conn.,  162. 

They  alleged  a  title  to  sue,  but  if  this  can  be  construed  as  importing 
a  prior  failure  to  agree,  then  as  we  tendered  an  issue  on  their  title  to  act, 
this  involved  the  determination  of  the  question. 

"  The  issue  thus  formed  may  not  be  a  very  important  one,  but  it  is 
one  which  the  appellant  had  the  right  to  make.  The  petitioner  had  no 
right  to  resort  to  the  court,  until  a  failure  to  agree  as  to  the  matter 
specified."

D. 

THE    APPLICATION    NOT    PROPERLY    VERIFIED. 

The  motion  to  quash  because  the  application  was  neither  signed  by 
the  plaintiffs  in  person,  nor  verified  by  the  oath  of  any  one  (p.  25), 
should  have  been  granted.  Even  if  a  rule  to  show  cause  had  been 
asked,  as  is  the  usual  practice,  there  should  have  been  such  a  verifica- 
tion; much  more  when  the  alternative  writ  was  issued,  ex  parte,  in  the 
first  instance.  The  plaintiffs  are  not  sworn  public  officers,  but  mere 
private  individuals  with  a  temporary  and  special  authority.

NO    DEMAND    ALLEGED. 

The  plaintiffs  must  found  any  right  to  the  aid  of  the  court  on  a 
breach  of  duty  on  our  part.  But  they  do  not  allege  that  we  were  ever 
asked  by  them  to  remove  these  tracks,  or  ever  refused  to  do  it. 

It  appears  from  the  record  (p.  30)  that  at  the  time  when  the  appli- 
cation was  brought,  and  the  alternative  writ  issued,  the  defendant  had 
no  surface  railroad  tracks  within  that  part  of  the  territory  covered  by 
the  order  of  the  Commissioners  which  is  within  the  limits  of  Asylum 
Street.  No  demand  was  made  for  the  removal  of  any  other  tracks,  and 
there  was  no  refusal  by  the  defendant.  Under  these  circumstances  a 
peremptory  writ  of  mandamus  could  not  issue.

D. 

THE    DENIAL    OF    OUR    PETITION    FOR    REMOVAL. 

The  only  question  as  to  this  is  whether,  on  the  face  of  this  record, 
including  the  petition  for  removal,  but  not  including  any  subsequent 
pleadings  or  matters,  the  defendant  is  entitled  to  a  removal. 

Burlington,  Cedar  Rapids  &  Northern  R.  R.  Co.  vs.  Dunn,  122 
U.  S.,  513. 

The  petition  is  brought  under  Sec.  2  of  the  Act  of  Congress  of 
March  3,  1887,  providing  "that  any  suit  of  a  civil  nature  at  law,  or  in 
equity,  arising  under  the  Constitution  or  laws  of  the  United  States,  or 
treaties  made,  or  which  shall  be  made  under  their  authority,  of  which 
the  United  States  are  given  original  jurisdiction  by  the  preceding  sec- 
tion," &c,  may  be  removed  into  the  United  States  Circuit  Court.  The 
latter  part  of  the  clause  quoted  refers  to  the  requirement  of  the  first 
section,  by  which  the  sum  necessary  to  give  jurisdiction  was  raised  to 
$2,000  from  $500.  It  is  not  denied  that  all  the  requirements  of  Sec- 
tion 3,  and  this  last  requirement  of  Section  2,  are  present  in  this  case. 
The  only  question,  therefore,  is  whether  it  appears  on  the  face  of  the 
record  that  this  is  a  suit  of  a  civil  nature  at  law  arising  under  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  United  States. 

1.     A  mandamus  is  a  suit  of  a  civil  nature  at  law. 

In  this  country  it  has  entirely  lost  its  character  as  a  prerogative 
writ. 

In  Gilman  vs.  Bassett,  33  Conn.,  298,  305,  the  court,  by  Butler,  J., 
says: 

"Doubtless  the  writ  was  originally  a  prerogative  one,  but  it  has 
ceased  to  depend  upon  any  prerogative  power,  and  is  now  regarded  in 
much  the  same  light  as  ordinary  process." 
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In  State  vs.  N.  H.  &  N.  R.  R.  Co.,  41  Conn.,  137,  the  court,  by  Park, 
J.,  says  :  "We  entertain  no  doubt  that  a  proceeding  of  mandamus  is  an 
action  at  law,"  &c. 

The  same  view  is  taken  in  the  U.  S.  Courts.  The  Supreme  Court 
says,  in  Kendall  vs.  United  States,  12  Peters,  524,  615  :. 

"The  proceeding  on  a  mandamus,  ...  is  an  action,  or  suit,  brought 
in  a  court  of  justice,  asserting  a  right,  and  is  prosecuted  according  to  the- 
forms  of  judicial  proceedings,"  and  in  Kentucky  vs.  Denison,  Governor 
of  Ohio,  24  Howard,  66,  97,  "  It  is  equally  well  settled,  that  a  manda- 
mus in  modern  practice  is  nothing  more  than  an  action  at  law  between 
the  parties,  and  is  not  now  regarded  as  a  prerogative  writ." 

To  the  same  point  is  Hartman  vs.  Greenhow,  102  U.  S.,  672,  674. 

The  meaning  of  the  word  suit  in  the  Judiciary  Act  of  1789,  which 
the  act  of  1887  replaces,  has  been  repeatedly  examined  by  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States  and  held  to  include  the  extraordinary  legal 
proceedings. 

In  Weston  vs.  City  of  Charleston,  the  Supreme  Court  by  Marshall, 
C.  J.,  says  : 

"If  a  right  is  litigated  between  parties  in  a  court  of  justice,  the  pro- 
ceedings by  which  the  decision  of  the  Court  is  sought  is  a  suit." 

In  that  case  a  suggestion  filed  by  Weston  seeking  a  writ  of  prohibi- 
tion against  the  City  of  Charleston  was  held  to  be  a  suit. 

In  Boom  Co.  vs.  Patterson,  98  U.  S.,  403,  407,  and  Searle  vs.  School 
District,  124  U.  S.,  197,  proceedings  in  eminent  domain  are  held  to  be  a 
suit  of  a  civil  nature  at  law,  and  therefor  removable  into  the  U.  S. 
Courts. 

See  also  Kansas  City  &  T.  R.  R.  Co.  vs.  Interstate  Lumber  Co.,  37 
Fed.  Rep.,  3,  and  Kohl  vs.  U.  S.,  91  U.  S.,  367. 

In  another  recent  case,  a  proceeding  by  a  city,  under  a  State  law,  to 
widen  a  street  through  the  depot  grounds  of  a  railroad  was  held  re- 
movable as  a  suit  of  a  civil  nature  at  law. 

Pacific  Railroad  Removal  Cases,  115  U.  S.,  1,  5,  19. 

In  Green  vs.  Liter,  8  Cranch,  229,  it  was  held  that  the  U.  S.  Circuit 
Court  had  jurisdiction  of  a  writ  of  right. 

In  Holmes  vs.  Jennison,  Governor  of  Vermont,  14  Peters,  564,  it  is 
held  that  summary  proceedings  in  habeas  corpus  before  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Vermont,  constitute  a  suit  within  the  meaning  of  the  Judiciary 
Act  of   1789. 

In  Ames  vs.  Kansas,  111  U.  S.,  449,  and  in  State  of  Illinois  vs.  111. 
Cen.  R.  R.  Co.,  33  Fed.  Rep.,  726,  quo  warranto  proceedings  are  held 
to  be  a  suit  under  the  Judiciary  Acts. 
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In  Columbia  Ins.  Co.  vs.  Wheelwright,  7  Wheat.,  534,  and  in  Ken- 
dall vs.  The  United  States,  12  Peters,  524,  mandamus  proceedings  are  ex- 
pressly held  to  be  a  suit  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act  of  1789.  See 
also  especially  the  discussion  of  the  law  concerning  mandamus  by  Chief 
Justice  Taney  in  Holmes  vs.  Jennison,  14  Peters,  beginning  at  the  bottom 
of  page  564,  and  extending  into  page  568. 

In  New  Orleans,  Mobile  &  Texas  R.  R.  Co.  vs.  State  of  Mississippi, 
102  U.  S.,  12  Otto,  135,  a  mandamus  proceeding  which  was  exactly  like 
the  present  one  was  held  to  be  removable  into  the  U.  S.  Circuit  Court. 

That  a  mandamus  proceeding  is  a  suit  at  law  cannot  be  questioned. 
That  it  is  of  a  civil  and  not  a  criminal  nature  does  not  need  argument. 
It  is  not  sought  to  inflict  a  fine  as  in  a  criminal  proceeding  proper,  nor  to 
exact  a  penalty  as  in  a  qui  tarn  action.  An  information  in  the  nature  of 
quo  warranto  was  originally  "a  criminal  method  of  prosecution,  as  well 
to  punish  the  usurper  b}^  a  fine  for  the  usurpation  of  the  franchise,  as  to 
oust  him  or  seize  it  for  the  Crown."  3  Bl.  Comm.,  263.  It  is  still  crimi- 
nal in  form,  but  the  fine  has  ceased  to  be  inflicted,  and  it  is  universally 
treated  as  a  suit  of  a  civil  nature.  Mandamus  never  was  a  criminal  pro- 
ceeding. This  writ  corresponds  in  law  to  the  writ  of  injunction  in 
equity.  Indeed,  the  object  of  the  present  suit  might  have  been  attained 
equally  well  by  a  bill  in  equity  praying  for  an  injunction  to  restrain  the 
defendant  from  maintaining  and  using  the  tracks  in  question. 

This  point  is  conclusively  settled  in  State  vs.  N.  H.  &  Northampton 
R.  R.  Co.,  41  Conn.,  p.  137.  The  first  point  decided  in  the  case  must 
have  been  determined  otherwise,  if,  a  mandamus  were  a  criminal  pro- 
ceeding. 

What  then  is  the  meaning  of  the  case  relied  on  by  the  plaintiff's 
counsel,  Rosenbaum  vs.  Bauer,  120  U.  S.,  450. 

The  case  turns  entirely  on  the  following  section  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  which  re  enacted  section  14  of  the  Judiciary  Act  of  1789. 

"  Sec.  7 1 6.  The  Supreme  Court,  and  the  Circuit  and  District  Courts, 
shall  have  power  to  issue  writs  of  scire  facias.  They  shall  also  have 
power  to  issme  all  writs  not  specially  provided  for  by  statutes  which  may 
be  necessary  for  the  exercise  of  their  respective  jurisdictions,  and  agree- 
able to  the  uses  and  principles  of  law." 

In  this  case  Rosenbaum  sought  to  obtain  a  mandamus  against  the 
treasurer  of  the  city  of  San  Francisco.  He  first  brought  his  action  in  a 
State  Court  and  then  almost  immediately  filed  a  petition  for  its  removal 
into  the  U.  S.  Circuit  Court  on  the  ground  of  diversity  of  citizenship  in 
the  parties.  As  Judge  Blatchford  intimates,  he  knew  that  he  could  not 
on  this  ground  bring  his  suit  originally  in  the  Circuit  Court,  but  thought 
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to  evade  the  operation  of  the  established  rules  of  law  by  bringing  it  first 
in  a  State  Court  and  then  removing  it. 

This  was  a  trick  which  no  Court  would  tolerate.  It  had  been  pre- 
viously repeatedly  held  under  the  statute  above  cited  that  a  mandamus 
suit  could  not  be  brought  in  the  Federal  Courts  simply  on  the  ground  of 
diverse  citizenship.  Judge  Blatchford's  argument  is  that  the  language  of 
Section  2  concerning  removals  is  substantially  the  same  as  that  of  Sec- 
tion 1  concerning  original  suits,  and  that  Rosenbaum  could  not  therefore 
evade  the  effect  of  former  decisions  by  this  roundabout  proceeding. 

There  is  nothing  in  this  case  of  Rosenbaum  vs.  Bauer  which  implies 
that  a  mandamus  is  not  a  suit  of  a  civil  nature  at  law.  The  language  of 
the  Circuit  Court  is  unguarded  in  this  respect  and  clearly  at  variance 
with  all  the  cases  cited  in  this  brief.  In  the  Supreme  Court  however  the 
three  able  dissenting  judges  expressly  assume  that  a  mandamus  is  a  suit 
of  a  civil  nature  at  law  and  in  equity,  and  Judge  Blatchford  says  not  one 
word  to  the  contrary.  The  sole  point  of  his  argument  and  of  the  decis- 
ion  is  that  under  Section  716  a  plaintiff  cannot  either  directly  or 
indirectly  get  the  U.  S.  Circuit  Court  to  issue  a  writ  of  mandamus  where 
there  is  no  case  involving  "a  dispute  and  controversy  of  which  it  has 
jurisdiction,"  merely  on  the  ground  of  diverse  citizenship. 

It  is  not  denied  that  where  a  federal  question  is  raised  by  a  defend- 
ant in  a  mandamus  proceeding,  which  question  is  expressly  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  U.  S.  Circuit  Court,  that  Court  has  under  the  very 
terms  of  Sec.  716  all  the  power  that  is  necessary  to  dispose  of  the  case. 
The  first  and  leading  case  on  the  whole  subject  cited  by  Justice  Blatch- 
ford is  Mclntire  vs.  Wood,  7  Cranch,  504.  In  this  case  the  Supreme 
Court  said  :  "Had  the  11th  Section  of  the  Judiciary  Act  covered  the 
whole  ground  of  the  Constitution,  there  would  be  much  reason  for  exer- 
cising this  power  "  (to  grant  a  mandamus)  "  in  many  cases  wherein  some 
ministerial  act  is  necessary  to  the  completion  of  an  individual  right 
arising  under  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  and  the  14th  Section  of  the 
same  act  would  sanction  the  issuing  of  the  writ  for  such  a  purpose."  In 
other  words  :  The  act  of  1789  did  not  give  the  Circuit  Courts  of  the 
United  States  jurisdiction  over  suits  arising  under  the  laws  of  the  United 
States.  If  it  had,  the  14th  Section  of  the  same  act  would  have 
sanctioned  a  mandamus  proceeding  in  a  suit  arising  under  the  laws.  Sec- 
tion 2  of  the  Act  of  1887  does  give  the  Circuit  Courts  of  tbe  United 
States  jurisdiction  of  suits  arising  under  the  Constitution  and  laws  of 
the  United  States,  and  therefore  Section  7 1 6  of  the  Revised  Statutes, 
which  is  the  same  as  Section  714  of  the  Act  of  1789,  gives  these  Courts 
power  in  such  cases  to  issue  this  writ. 

It  is  incredible  that  the  majority  of  the  Supreme  Court  could  have 
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meant  to  discredit  this  reasoning  of  the  leading  case  cited,  without  even 
considering  it.  It  is  impossible  that  they  intended  to  directly  overrule 
New  Orleans,  Mobile  &  Texas  R.  R.  Co.  vs.  Mississippi,  112  U.  S.,  135, 
without  referring  to  it. 

A  contrary  intention  is  clearly  shown  by  these  words  of  Mr.  Justice 
Blatchford  : 

"  The  right  of  action  claimed  does  not  arise  under  the  Constitution, 
or  a  law,  or  treaty  of  the  United  States.  It  exists,  if  at  all,  under  a 
statute  of  the  State.  The  State  is  not  alleged  to  have  passed  any  law 
impairing  the  obligation  of  any  contract  of  which  the  plaintiff  claims  the 
benefit,  or  to  have  deprived  him  of  any  right  secured  to  him  by  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  United  States." 

That  the  members  of  the  Supreme  Court  do  not  understand  that 
Court  to  have  established  any  such  doctrine  as  is  contended  for  by  the 
opposing  counsel  in  this  case  unmistakably  appears  by  the  case  Illinois 
vs.  111.  Cent.  R.  R.  Co.,  33  Fed.  Rep.,  726,  decided  a  year  after  Rosen- 
baum  vs.  Bauer.  In  this  case,  Mr.  Justice  Harlan  holds  that  an  informa- 
tion in  the  nature  of  a  quo  warranto,  though  prosecuted  directly  by  the 
State  and  not  on  the  relation  of  any  private  party,  is  removable  into  the 
U.  S.  Circuit  Court.  It  is  impossible  to  draw  any  distinction  between 
mandamus  and  quo  warranto.  Both  were  originally  prerogative  proceed- 
ings brought  only  in  the  Court  of*  King's  Bench.  Both  were  regulated 
and  assimulated  to  other  civil  proceedings  by  the  same  statute  (9  Anne 
C.  20).  Sec.  716  of  the  Revised  Statutes  applies  as  much  to  one  as  to  the 
other.  Yet  Mr.  Justice  Harlan  in  this  case  decides  that  since  the  defend- 
ant sets  up  a  defence  under  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  the 
case  under  the  Act  of  March  3,  IS 87,  is  removable  into  the  U.  S.  Circuit 
Court. 

2.     This  is  a  case  arising  under  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States. 

It  is  immaterial  whether  such  a  case  is  stated  by  the  plaintiffs  or  by 
the  defendant.  It  exists  wherever  a  defendant  sets  up  a  defense  under 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  or  if  the  decision  of  the  suit  against 
the  defendant  involves  the  construction  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States. 

R.  R.  Co.  vs.  Mississippi,  112  U.  S.,  135. 

It  is  expressly  stated  in  the  petition  for  removal  that  this  case  arises 
under  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  in  that  it  deprives  the  peti- 
tioner of  property  without  due  process  of  law  and  denies  to  it  the  equal 
protection  of  the  laws.  Among  the  facts  alleged,  upon  which  the  ques- 
tion arises,  are  the  following  :  That  the  petitioner  is  compelled  to  try 
its  case  before  a  special  tribunal  constituted  for  that  particular  case  and 
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not  in  accordance  with  the  general  laws  of  the  land,  that  this  tribunal  is 
not  allowed  to  proceed  according  to  any  principles  of  law  or  rules  of  dis- 
tributive justice,  but  is  limited  by  an  arbitrary  rule  of  apportionment, 
that  the  petitioner  is  denied  the  equal  protection  of  the  general  laws 
which  allow  an  appeal  in  cases  of  the  same  sort  to  the  Superior  Court, 
and  that  by  the  particular  order  sought  to  be  enforced  the  petitioner  is 
deprived  of  its  property  not  for  any  public  use,  nor  upon  compensation, 
but  by  an  arbitrary  decree. 

G. 

DEFECTS    IN   THE    FOEM    OF    THE    JUDGMENT. 

1.     The  finding  as  to  the  plaintiffs'  title. 

The  only  issue  heard  by  the  court  was  closed  on  a  demurrer  to  the 
return.  Yet  the  judgment  finds  "that  the  allegations  of  the  applica- 
tion are  true  "  (p.  49).  We  denied  many  of  them  in  our  return  (p.  31, 
par.  13)  both  as  alleged  in  the  application,  and  as  repeated  in  the  alter- 
native mandamus,  and  the  only  issue  was  as  to  the  sufficiency  of  our 
traverse,  as  matter  of  substance  (48).  Surely  we  had  a  substantial  right 
to  deny  any  of  the  plaintiff's  allegations.  Issues  of  fact  in  mandamus 
cases  stand  on  the  same  grounds  as  in  any  others. 
Cook  vs.  Tanner,  40  Conn.,  381. 

If  the  plaintiffs  were,  for  any  reason,  not  the  official  body  they 
claimed  to  be,  they  certainly  could  have  no  standing  in  court  to  ask  for 
a  mandamus.  Possibly  a  more  technical  mode  of  raising  this  issue 
might  have  been  to  aver  that  the  plaintiffs  were  not  the  board  of  com- 
missioners as  which  they  were  described  in  the  alternative  mandamus, 
because  Mr.  Wheeler  was  not  duly  appointed;  but  all  defects  of  form  in 
our  return  being  waived  (p.  48),  the  court  both  erred  in  sustaining  the 
demurrer  to  our  traverse,  and  in  further  finding,  without  any  evidence 
whatever,  a  substantive  and  jurisdictional  allegation  in  the  original  appli- 
cation true.  Had  a  rule  to  show  cause  been  issued,  in  the  usual  way,  we 
could  then,  in  limine,  have  set  up  their  want  of  title  as  a  full  answer  to 
their  application.  No  such  rule  having  been  issued,  our  first  opportunity 
to  raise  this  question  was  on  our  return. 

Sustaining  the  demurrer  is  virtually  holding  that  any  five  individuals 
who  claim  to  be  public  officers  can  obtain  a  mandamus  in  behalf  of  the 
public,  although  in  fact  their  claim  is  without  foundation,  and  this  is 
pleaded  in  defense.  And  a  finding  on  sustaining  a  demurrer  to  the  re- 
turn, that  the  allegations  of  fact  in  the  original  application  are  true,  is 
to  find  something  wholly  outside  the  issue.  Yet  without  this  last  finding 
the  judgment  would  be  void,  for  want  of  any  ascertainment  of  the  plain- 
tiffs' title.

2.     The  peremptory  mandamus  departs  from  the  alternative  writ. 

The  precept  of  the  alternative  writ  was,  that  we  "  do  forthwith  take 
up  and  remove  all  your  said  surface  tracks,  etc."  (p.  6).  That  of  the 
peremptory  writ,  as  ordered  (p.  49),  is  that  we  "  forthwith,  on  service 
thereof"  take  up  and  remove  the  tracks. 

This  is  a  substantial  difference.  "  Forthwith"  means  "with  reason- 
able dispatch,"  but  adding  "on  service  thereof,"  means  instantly,  without 
time  to  file  an  appeal,  or  even  to  consult  counsel,  on  penalty  of  being  in 
contempt. 

"  It  is  evident  from  all  the  authorities  that  the  words  '  forthwith ' 
and  ;  immediately '  are  not  to  receive  a  strict  literal  construction.  Some 
time  must  necessarily  be  given.  Some  cases  require  more  time,  some 
less.  To  undertake  to  say  as  a  matter  of  law  what  shall  and  what  shall 
not  be  regarded  as  reasonable  time,  must  necessarily  be  attended  with 
great  difficulty." 

Lockwood  vs.  Middlesex  Mut.  Assurance  Co.,  47  Conn.,  568. 

In  adding  in  the  peremptory  writ,  "  on  service  thereof  "  to  "imme- 
diately," it  must  have  been  meant,  and  was  meant  to  make  the  order 
more  stringent  than  in  the  alternative  writ,  by  giving  to  "  immediately  " 
a  forced  and  definite  construction,  differing  from  its  common  and  natural 
construction. 

Any  difference  between  the  two  writs  is  fatal.

The  questions  arising  upon  the  assignments  of  error  may  be  divided 
generally  into  four  classes: 

First.  Those  questions  which  relate  to  the  petition  for  removal  of 
the  case  to  the  United  States  Circuit  Court,  and  the  action  of  the  court 
below  thereon. 

Second.  The  questions  which  relate  to  the  constitutionality  of  the 
Acts  of  the  Assembly  under  which  the  Commissioners  proceeded,  and  to 
their  orders  under  such  acts. 

Third.  Questions  arising  as  to  whether  certain  allegations  of  the 
return  raised  questions  of  law  or  presented  issues  of  fact. 

Fourth.     Certain  technical  questions  raised  by  the  assignments. 

I. 

There  was  no  error  in  the  court's  refusal  to  grant  the  petition  for  a 
removal  of  the  cause  to  the  United  States  Circuit  Court. 

The  court  will  refuse  to  grant  such  a  petition  if,  in  its  judgment, 
after  inspecting  the  whole  record  of  the  case  and  motion,  the  proceeding 
is  one  which  is  not  in  law  removable  by  the  defendant. 

Courts  of  very  high  authority,  in  cases  hereinafter  cited,  have  gone 
farther  than  the  foregoing  proposition,  and  have  decided  that  in  an 
attempt  to  remove  a  cause  from  the  State  court,  the  State  ti'ibunal  may 
not  only  pass  upon  all  the  legal  points  of  removability,  but  also  upon  all- 
controverted  questions  of  fact  which  are  necessary  elements  of  the  cause 
for  removal. 

It  is  not  necessary,  however,  to  go  so  far  as  that,  but  only  to  insist 
that  in  matters  of  law  apparent  upon  the  pleadings,  the  State  court  not 
only  may,  but  is  in  duty  bound  to  deny  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner,  if, 
in  its  judgment,  the  pleadings  do  not  present  a  legally  removable  case. 

First.  Any  other  view  of  the  matter  reduces  the  judiciary  of  the 
State  of  Connecticut  to  the  position  of  somebody's  servant,  without  either 
honor  or  compensation.     This  no  act  of  Congress  has  ever  assumed  to  do. 

The  decrees  of  this  court  are  judicial  acts.  The  claim  that  a 
defendant  has  a  right  to  carry  off  a  cause  which  he  happens  to  think  is 
removable,  without  the  concurrence  of  the  court  to  whom  he  addresses

his  petition,  in  his   legal  conclusions,  puts  a  dishonor  upon  the  court, 
which  is  not  for  a  moment  to  be  endured. 

And  the  claim  is  reduced  to  the  absurd  when  it  is  made  not  by  a 
suitor  but  by  a  defendant  answering  to  a  public  prosecutor  for  disobe- 
dience to  the  mandates  of  the  very  State  of  whose  sovereignty  the  local 
court  is  a  part. 

Second.  Courts  are  and  ought  to  be  very  slow  to  surrender  their, 
own  jurisdiction. 

These  are  the  views  of  the  authorities. 

State  vs.  Sargent,   129   Mass.,  503,  and  citations  from  earlier 
Massachusetts  cases  and  from  the  Federal  courts. 
Avery  vs.  Manning,  144  Mass.,  153,  and  citations. 
Holden  vs.  Insurance  Co.,  46  N.  Y.,  4. 

The  rules  of  the  text-books  upon  Federal  law,  and  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States,  are  the  same. 

Foster's  Fed.  Jud.  Acts  says,  at  page  36:  "The  case  having  been 
originally  brought  to  the  State  court,  its  jurisdiction  has  attached  and  it 
cannot  be  compelled,  nor  in  fact  is  it  justified  in  parting  with  its  juris- 
diction unless  the  record  presented  to  it  shows  that  the  case  is  properly 
removable  under  the  law,  etc.,  etc." 

See  also  to  the  same  purport  Judge  Shiras's  opinion  in  Winne- 
mans  vs.  Edington,  27  Fed.  R.,  326. 

See  also  Curtis  on  Removal  of  Causes,  p.  168. 
Sewing  Machine  Co.  vs.  G.  &  B.,  18  Wall.,  553. 
Vannevar  vs.  Bryant,  21  "Wall.,  41. 
Railroad  Co.  vs.  McKinley,  99  U.  S.,  147. 
Fashnacht  vs.  Frank,  23  Wall.,  416. 
Insurance  Co.  vs.  Pechner,  95  U.  S.,  183.

The  late  case  of  Railway  Co.  vs.  Dunn,   122  U.  S.,  513-516, 
settles  the  thing  conclusively,  so  far  as  the  present  question  goes. 

The  cause  is  not  one  which  is  removable  from  the  State  to  the 
Federal  court. 

If  removable  at  all  it  is  because  it  is,  in  the  language  of  the  second 
section  of  the  Judiciary  Act,  a  "suit  of  a  civil  nature,  at  law  or  in  equity, 
arising  under  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States." 

The  proceeding  is  not  a  "  suit  of  a  civil  nature  at  law  or  in  equity," 
nor  do  the  pleadings  show  a  case  that  involves  questions  under  the 
Federal  Constitution. 

In  examining  these  questions  the  court  may  examine  the  application 
for  a  mandamus,  the  alternative  writ,  the  motion  to  remove,  as  well  as 
the  statutes  and  orders  made  by  reference  part  of  the  pleadings. 
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A.     This  is  not  a  "suit  of  a  civil  nature  at  law  or  in  equity." 

It  is  a  mandate  of  the  Superior  Court  in  the  exercise  of  its  extraor- 
dinary powers  to  one  of  its  citizens,  requiring  the  citizen  to  fulfill  a  duty 
to  the  public. 

Such  a  mandamus  is  a  "case,"  a  "proceeding,"  but  is  in  no  sense  a 
suit  at  law  or  in  equity.  It  establishes  no  individual's  rights;  it  vindi- 
cates no  individual's  wrongs.  It  is  a  decree  of  the  Judiciary  of  the 
State  passed  in  compliance  with  statutes  of  the  General  Assembly  repre- 
senting both  the  legislative  and  judicial  powers  of  the  State,  in  the 
peculiar  manner  which  our  general  court  does,  which  statutes  delegate, 
as  far  as  they  lawfully  may,  the  full  powers  of  the  General  Assembly 
itself  to  protect  the  public  safety.  These  very  acts  have  been  construed 
by  the  highest  court  of  the  State  in  Woodruff  vs.  Catlin,  54  Conn.,  277, 
and  are  there  defined  to  be  acts  concerning  the  "protection  of  life,"  to 
be  "the  exercise  of  the  governmental  power  and  duty  to  secure  a  safe 
highway,"  that  "  three  corporations  create  the  nuisance,"  that  "  the  Legis- 
lature having  determined  that  the  intersection  of  two  railways  with  a 
highway  in  the  city  of  Hartford  at  grade  is  a  nuisance  dangerous  to  life, 
in  the  absence  of  action  on  the  part  either  of  the  city  or  of  the  railroads, 
may  compel  them  severally  to  become  the  owners  of  the  right  to  lay  out 
new  highways  and  new  railways  over  such  land  and  in  such  manner  as 
will  separate  the  grade  of  the  railways  from  that  of  the  highway  at  inter- 
section; may  compel  them  to  use  the  right  for  the  accomplishment  of  the 
desired  end;  may  determine  that  the  expense  shall  be  paid  byeither 
corporation  alone  or  in  part  by  both;  and  may  enforce  obedience  to  its 
judgment.  That  the  Legislature  of  this  State  has  the  power  to  do  all 
this,  for  the  specified  purpose,  and  to  do  it  through  the  instrumentality 
of  a  commission,  it  is  now  only  necessary  to  state,  not  to  argue;  "  —  that 
they  do  not  conflict  with  the  fourteenth  amendment  of  the  United  States 
Constitution. 

This  act  also  directs  —  "the  courts  of  this  State  and  the  judges 
thereof  are  hereby  fully  empowered,  upon  proper  proceedings,  brought 
by  or  at  the  instance  of  said  commissioners,  or  any  interested  party,  to 
enforce  by  mandamus,  or  otherwise,  the  orders  of  said  commissioners 
made  under  the  authority  of  this  resolution." 

Private  Laws,  1884,  p.  1028,  Section  5. 

To  call  this  action  of  the  Superior  Court  exercising  its  supreme 
power  to  carry  out  a  decree  of  a  State  commission,  a  "suit  of  a  civil 
nature  "  is  a  misnomer. 

Over  such  a  proceeding  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  United  States  has 
no  jurisdiction. 

From  the  earliest  history  of  the  court  until  the  present  day,  it  has 
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always  been  held  in  the   Federal  courts  that  the  Circuit  and  even  the 
Supreme  Court  has  no  jurisdiction  in  mandamus  excepting  — 

1.  Where  the  suit  is  ancillary  to  some  other  proceeding  cognizable 
in  the  United  States  Court. 

2.  Where  special  statutory  provisions  of  Congress  authorize  it,  as 
in  the  case  of  the  Union  Pacific  Railroad  Company's  charter,  and  also  in 
the  Interstate  Commerce  act. 

In  no  other  cases  is  mandamus  cognizable  by  Federal  courts.

Rosenbaum  vs.  Bauer,  120  U.  S.,  450,  is  the  latest  of  the  Supreme 
Court  decisions  in  this  matter,  and  it  is  noticeable  that  in  that  case  even 
the  opinion  of  the  dissenting  minority  virtually  concedes  that  the  Federal 
courts  have  no  jurisdiction  originally  or  by  transfer  over  mandamus  in  a 
case  like  this  one,  pages  457  and  463,  not  only  on  account  of  the  language 
of  the  Judiciary  Act,  but  by  the  exclusions  of  section  716,  Revised 
Statutes  U.  S. 

But  it  is  immaterial  by  what  .title  this  case  is  called,  or  by  what 
form  of  proceeding  the  State  of  Connecticut  seeks  to  compel  obedience 
to  its  laws.  This  is  a  prosecution  of  the  defendant  for  failure  to  per- 
form their  duty  to  the  public,  and  is  in  no  sense  a  suit  to  enforce 
individual  rights,  or  to  redress  individual  wrongs. 

The  prosecutors  have  no  interest  in  the  result;  they  state  to  the 
court  the  decrees  which  they  have  made  as  a  commission  of  the  Legisla- 
ture to  the  Judiciary  of  the  State,  and  the  Judiciary  makes  its  decree,  to 
which  the  defendant  must  plead  or  suffer  punishment.  It  is  in  no  sense 
a  "civil  suit  at  law  or  equity." 

Burrell,  Law  Diet.,  276,  defends  a  civil  right  as  "the  right  of  a 
citizen;  the  right  of  an  individual  as  a  citizen;  a  right  due  from  one 
citizen  to  another,  the  privation  of  which  is  a  civil  injury,  for  which 
redress  may  be  sought  by  a  civil  action." 

And  a  civil  action,  page  294,  as  "An  action  is  'civil'  when  it  lies  to 
enforce  a  private  right,  or  redress  a  private  wrong.  It  is  criminal  when 
instituted  on  behalf  of  the  sovereign  or  commonwealth  in  order  to  vindi- 
cate the  law  by  the  punishment  of  a  public  offense." 
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Blackstone  says,  vol.  4,  p.  5,  "  The  distinction  of  public  wrongs 
from  private,  of  crimes  and  misdemeanors  from  civil  injuries,  seems 
principally  to  consist  in  this:  That  private  wrongs  or  civil  injuries  are 
an  infringement  or  privation  of  civil  rights  which  belong  to  individuals; 
public  wrongs,  or  crimes  and  misdemeanors,  are  a  breach  and  violation 
of  public  rights  and  duties  due  to  the  whole  community,  considered  as  a 
community,  in  its  social  aggregate  capacity." 

Rapalye  &  Lawrence  say,  page  21,  "A  civil  action  is  an  action 
brought  to  recover  some  civil  right,  or  to  obtain  redress  for  some  wrong 
not  being  a  crime  or  misdemeanor." 

Bouvier,  page  317,  says:  "A  personal  action,  which  is  instituted  to 
compel  payment,  or  the  doing  of  something  which  is  simply  civil."  "  At 
common  law:  An  action  which  has  for  its  object  the  recovery  of  private 
or  civil  rights  or  compensation  for  their  infraction." 

A  very  late  Federal  case  is  pertinent  to  this  branch  of  our 
investigation. 

Iowa  vs.  C,  B.  &  Q.,  37  Fed.  Sep.,  497. 
And  Judge  Harlan  in  Illinois  vs.  R.  R.  Co.,  33  Fed.  Rep  ,  721,  says 
that  the  form  is  unimportant,  that  (in  substance)  the  question  is,  is  the 
action  brought  to  enforce  a  private  right? 

See  also  Ferguson  vs.   Ross,   38  Fed.  Rep.,   161,  to  the  same 
point,  and  Wisconsin  vs.  Pelican  Ins.  Co.,  127  U.  S.,  265. 
Again,  the  Federal  Congress  has  never  attempted  to  interfere  or  to 
claim  the  right  to  interfere  with  the  governmental  powers  of  a  State  in 
protecting  public  life. 

Any  attempt  to  invoke  the  aid  of  the  Federal  courts  in  this  direction 
has  been  scouted  by  the  United  States  Supreme  Court,  which  eminent 
tribunal  is  certainly  not  open  to  the  charge  of  shunning  jurisdiction,  or 
of  fearing  centralization  of  power  within  its  own  chambers.     See 
Goevs.  Errol,  116  U.  S.,  517. 
Mugler  vs.  Kansas,  123  U.  S.,  623. 
Kidd  vs.  Pearson,  128  U.  S.,  1. 
Railway  Co.  vs.  Ala.,  128  U.  S..  96. 
And   that   learned    tribunal   has   even  conceded    that   in   the    right  of 
eminent   domain,    inferior   to   the   governmental   police   powers   which 
justify  confiscation  of  property  for  the  public  good,  the  United  States 
courts  cannot  interfere  with  the  State. 

Boone  Co.  vs.  Patterson,  98  U.  S.,  403. 
Of  course  this  must  be  so  under  our  Constitution,  which  wisely  left 
the  police  powers  of  government  to  the  several  States. 

B.  The  question  does  not  arise  under  the  Federal  Constitution 
within  the  scope  of  the  right  to  remove. 
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1.  It  must  appear  that  the  Federal  question  must  arise  in  the 
determination  of  the  controversy;  if  it  only  may  arise  the  case  must 
remain  in  the  State  court,  and  if  it  does  arise,  it  goes  thence  to  the 
Supreme  Court  on  error. 

Iowa  vs.  R.  R.  Co.,  33  Fed.  Rep.,  391. 

In  the  motion  to  quash,  the  defendant  raises  sixteen  points  of 
defense  to  the  proceeding.  Eleven  of  these  points  do  not  pretend  to 
raise  a  Federal  question.  Of  the  remaining  five,  three  state  an  offense 
to  the  United  States  court  or  the  fourteenth  amendment  in  general  terms 
only,  which,  being  a  statement  of  a  conclusion  of  law,  has  been  held 
many  times  to  raise  no  Federal  question. 

G-.  W.  Co.  vs.  Keyes,  96  U.  S.,  199. 
Green  vs.  Ins.  Co.,  109  U.  S.,  278. 
Carson  vs.  Dunham,  121  U.  S.,  421. 

In  two  of  the  items,  6  and  7,  a  Federal  question  is  in  form  raised. 
And  the  very  motion  to  remove  raises  other  than  Federal  issues. 

But  the  suit  is  not  removable,  because  the  claim  that  there  is  a 
Federal  question  raised  is  frivolous  and  obviously  intended  for  purposes 
of  delay  and  hindrance  to  the  will  of  the  State. 

After  the  opinions  of  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  in  Mugler 
vs.  Kansas,  123  U.  S.,  653,  et  seq.,  and  in  R.  R.  Co.  vs.  Alabama,  128 
U.  S.,  96,  and  in  the  many  previous  decisions  of  that  court  therein  cited, 
it  is  absurd  to  claim  that  governmental  legislation  "can  come  within  the 
fourteenth  amendment,  in  any  case,  unless  that  its  real  object  is  not  to 
protect  the  community,  or  to  promote  the  general  well  being,  but,  under 
the  guise  of  police  regulation,  to  deprive  the  owner  of  his  liberty  and 
property  without  due  process  of  law."  (Opinion  of  court  in  Mugler  vs. 
Kansas,  p.  659.) 

To  say  that  the  Legislature  intended  such  a  thing  as  an  outrage 
under  the  guise  of  the  police  power,  in  a  statute  which  our  own  Supreme 
Court  has  decided  to  be  a  proper  and  wholesome  statute  of  police  regu- 
lation, and  to  be  outside  of  any  claim  under  the  fourteenth  amendment 
of  the  United  States  Constitution,  is  worse  than  frivolous, —  it  is  almost 
impertinent. 

It  is  evident  that  a  claim  of  absence  of  "  due  process  of  law  "  in  a 
statute  which  provides  for  enforcement  of  its  commission's  decrees  by 
application  to  this  very  court,  is  absurd. 

To  take  a  proceeding  away  from  this  court,  which  proceeding  is  as 
near  a  high  prerogative  writ  as  anything  can  be  in  Connecticut,  and  to 
transfer  it  to  the  United  States  Circuit  Court  and  to  the  conclusions  of  a 
single  Federal  judge,  whose  decision  upon  a  motion  to  remand  is  not  a 
ground  of  error,  would  simply  allow  a  recalcitrant  defendant  to  defeat

the  will  of  a  Legislature,  whose  powers  are  both  legislative  and  judicial, 
and  which  general  court  has  decreed  (after  a  full  hearing  of  all  parties 
in  interest,  including  this  defendant)  the  abolition  of  a  nuisance  in  the 
interest  of  public  safety. 

II. 

The  acts  in  question  and  the  orders  under  them  are  in  no  respect 
repugnant  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  or  of  Connecticut, 
and  all  questions  of  that  character  and  the  right  to  raise  them  have  been 
waived  by  these  defendants  by  their  own  conduct: 

First,  Because  there  was  no  interest  such  as  would  disqualify  them 
in  any  of  the  Commissioners,  and  if  there  was,  these  respondents  have 
waived  it. 

It  is  urged  that  Mayor  Bulkeley,  Mr.  Wheeler,  and  Mr.  Robinson 
were  interested,  and  therefore  their  acts  for  one  reason  and  another  are 
void.  As  Mr.  Robinson  never  acted  in  the  matter  or  on  the  board  at 
all,  his  interest  is  not  important. 

In  regard  to  Mr.  Bulkeley's  interest  in  Hartford,  the  statute,  General 
Statutes,  Section  840,  disposes  of  the  objection  even  if  he  were  acting  as 
a  judge. 

Mr.  Wheeler  was  selected,  by  the  two  railroad  companies  as  a  mem- 
of  this  Commission,  as  the  law  allowed.  (Special  Acts  of  1886,  page  L3, 
section  7.) 

As  to  the  interest  of  Mr.  Bulkeley  or  Mr.  Wheeler,  or  either  of 
them,  it  is  unimportant,  because  the  act  provides  (Special  Acts,  1886, 
page  18,  sec.  5)  that  the  act  of  the  majority  shall  be  a  valid  act,  and  the 
order  whose  validity  is  in  dispute  is  made  by  the  whole  Commission, 
including  a  disinterested  majority.  (Record,  pages  19  and  20.)  The 
cases  which  hold  that  an  imperfection  in  one  member  of  a  board  is  some- 
times imputable  to  the  board  as  a  whole,  have  no  application  to  a  case 
where  the  statute  creating  the  board  expressly  provides  for  a  failure  on 
the  part  of  a  minority,  and  where  the  order  in  question  is  made  by  the 
whole  board. 

If  the  tribunal  is  not  in  all  respects  perfect,  the  imperfection  has 
been  waived  by  the  appellant.  It  appears  from  the  reports  of  the  Com- 
mission to  the  General  Assembly  that  this  very  overhead  plan,  involving 
the  order  complained  of,  was  made  on  the  petition  of  the  two  railroad 
companies. 

R.  R.  Commissioners'  Report,  1886-7,  pages  70-71. 

The  board  had  previously  adopted  another  plan,  with  which  the 
railroad  company  was  dissatisfied,  and  it  would  be  strange  indeed  if  a 
railroad  company  could  choose  a  member  of  the  board,  could  act  under 
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its  orders  for  years,  could  formally  petition  the  board  to  rescind  a  plan 
which  seemed  unwise  because  it  was  too  severe  upon  the  railroad  com- 
pany, and  to  allow  them  to  submit  new  plans,  and  when  the  board  had 
complied  with  the  request  of  the  railroad  company  and  adopted  the  new 
plan,  for  the  first  time  to  discover  and  urge  that  the  board  is  interested, 
unconstitutional,  and  incompetent. 

It  is  further  urged  by  the  appellant  that  the  laws  in  question  are 
an  interference  with  the  "social  compact,"  the  "laws  of  the  land,"  and 
with  the  maxim  that  "no  man  may  be  a  judge  in  his  own  cause." 

(1)  As  the  Commissioners  are  not  judges,  State  vs.  N.  H.  &  N.  Co., 
43  Conn.,  382;  (2)  as  the  suppression  of  a  nuisance  is  not  a  "cause"; 
(3)  and  as  a  public  controversy  is  not  an  individual's  own  cause,  the 
resolutions  raising  the  commission  would  seem  to  be  innocent  of  so  grave 
a  charge. 

Second,  As  to  the  "exclusive  privileges"  granted  the  commission, 
it  would  be  a  novelty  to  find  that  serving  the  public  without  compensa- 
tion and  with  very  few  thanks  is  an  exclusive  privilege.  If  the  commis- 
sion is  made  a  monopoly,  or  is  decorated  with  a  symbol  of  nobility  by 
the  acts  in  question,  so  is  the  Railroad  Commission,  the  Insurance  Com- 
mission, the  Bank  Commission,  etc.,  etc. 

It  has  been  held  that  objections  of  a  much  more  serious  character 
than  any  urged  against  these  acts  could  be  waived  by  the  conduct  of  the 
party.  Our  court  has  held  that  even  a  right  to  a  pure  jury  could  be 
waived  not  only  by  a  criminal  who  had  no  knowledge  of  the  partiality, 
but  by  his  counsel  who  had  no  knowledge  of  it  until  the  jury  had  retired. 
State  vs.  Tuller,  34  Conn.,  280. 

Third,  The  acts  of  the  General  Assembly  and  the  orders  issued 
under  them  are  merely  matters  of  police  regulation,  being  enacted  by 
the  government  to  suppress  a  nuisance  dangerous  to  life,  and  being 
adequate  and  well  adapted  to  secure  that  end. 

The  claims  that  the  law  is  offensive  to  the  fourteenth  amendment  to 
the  United  States  Constitution,  and  to  the  eleventh  section  of  the  Bill  of 
Rights,  and  that  the  acts  do  not  provide  for  due  process  of  law,  and  that 
they  invade  natural  justice,  that  the  proceedings  attacked  are  outside  of 
the  constitutional  tribunals  for  trying  causes,  and  that  the  act  confers 
upon  the  commission  arbitrary  powers,  have  all  been  determined  by  this 
learned  court  in  Woodruff  vs.  Catlin,  54  Conn.,  277,  most  of  those  ques- 
tions being  disposed  of  in  a  peculiarly  emphatic  way;  to  re-argue  them 
so  soon  would  hardly  be  courteous  to  this  court. 

In  that  case  the  questions  were  raised  by  innocent  landowners 
whose  property,  in  one  case  whose  homestead,  was  invaded  by  the 
incidental  use  of  eminent  domain  in  the  fulfillment  of  the  governmental 
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powers  of  the  State.  In  the  case  at  bar  the  questions  arise  purely  and 
simply  in  a  direct  attack  of  the  Government  upon  a  nuisance,  and  are 
raised  by  one  of  the  parties  who  created  and  is  continuing  it,  and  who 
now,  after  having  disobeyed  the  mandate  of  the  State  for  five  months, 
and  after  having  resisted  it  in  court  by  all  manner  of  ingenuities  and  by 
all  the  shunnages  open  to  litigation,  asserts  that  he  is  to  be  mulcted 
without  "due  process  of  law." 

There  is  hardly  a  conceivable  case  which  arises  under  any  police 
regulation  of  any  State  for  the  protection  of  public  health  and  safety, 
from  the  order  of  the  health  officer  which  requires  a  new  drain,  to  the 
immense  engineering  and  expense  involved  in  raising  or  sinking  a  great 
railroad  track  in  a  city,  in  which  the  same  cry  could  not  be  raised. 

The  use,  or  even  the  confiscation,  of  all  property  is  held  subservient 
to  this  larger  title  of  the  public  safety.     To  support  such  a  proposition 
by  authorities  is  to  almost  insult  this  learned  court. 
Woodruff  vs.  Catlin,  sup. 
Kaymond  vs.  Fish,  51  Conn.,  80. 
Mugler  vs.  Kansas,  sup. 
E.  E.  Co.  vs.  Beckwith,  129  U.  S.,  26  — 
are  a  few  of  the  leading  ones  which  state  the  doctrine  in  clear  terms,  as 
does  every  writer  and  authority  upon  constitutional  law. 

The  point  raised,  of  an  offense  to  the  right  of  trial  by  jury,  is  settled, 
if  it  needed  settlement,  in  Westbrook  vs.  E.  E.  Co.,  57  Conn.,  96. 

The  point  that  the  appellant  is  denied  the  equal  protection  of  the 
laws,  because  some  (very  few)  orders  of  the  Eailroad  Commissioners  can 
be  appealed  from  and  the  orders  of  the  Commissioners  are  not  open  to 
appeal,  would  make  all  the  police  regulations  vested  in  the  Eailroad  Com- 
missioners and  in  health  boards  from  which  there  is  no  appeal,  invalid. 

The  defendants  mistake  the  meaning  of  the  clause  of  the  fourteenth 
amendment  relating  to  the  equal  protection  of  the  laws  as  shown  by  their 
application  of  its  provisions  to  the  present  case. 

"That  clause  does,  undoubtedly,  prohibit  discriminating  and  partial 
legislation  by  any  State  in  favor  of  particular  persons  as  against  others 
in  like  condition.  .  .  .  But  the  clause  does  not  limit,  nor  was  it  designed 
to  limit,  the  subjects  upon  which  the  police  power  of  the  State  may  be 
excited.  The  State  can  now,  as  before,  prescribe  regulations  for  the 
health,  good  order,  and  safety  of  society,  and  adopt  such  measures  as 
will  advance  its  interests  and  prosperity.  And  to  accomplish  this  end 
special  legislation  must  be  resorted  to  in  numerous  cases,  providing 
against  accidents,  disease,  and  danger,  in  the  varied  forms  in  which  they 
may  come.  The  nature  arid  extent  of  such  legislation  ivill  necessarily  depend 
upon  the  judgment  of  the  Legislature  as  to  the  security  needed  by  society. 
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.....  The  concluding  clause  of  the  first  section  of  the  fourteenth 
amendment  simply  requires  that  such  legislation  shall  treat  alike  all 
persons  brought  under  subjection  to  it.      The  equal  protection  of  the 

law  is  afforded   when  this  is  accomplished Class  legislation, 

discriminating  against  some  and  favoring  others,  is  prohibited;  but 
legislation  which,  in  carrying  out  a  public  purpose,  is  limited  in  its 
application,  if  within  the  sphere  of  its  operation  it  affects  alike  all  persons 
similarly  situated,  is  not  within  the  amendment." 

Minn:  &  St.  Louis  R.  R.  Co.  vs.  Beckwith,  129  W.  S.,  26. 

The  application  of  the  foregoing  principles  to  the  case  at  bar  is  too 
apparent  to  call  for  comment. 

Two  of  the  parties  creating  the  nuisance  referred  to  in  Woodruff  vs. 
Catlin  had  surface  tracks  running  north  from  Asylum  Street,  across 
Church  Street,  and  were  the  only  parties  concerned  in  the  nuisance 
"  similarly  situated  "  in  that  respect.  The  acts  in  question  and  the  order 
of  the  Commissioners  make  no  discrimination  between  them.  Both 
railroad  companies  are  ordered  to  take  up  and.  remove  their  surface 
tracks  lying  south  of  the  north  line  of  Church  Street,  in  order  to  protect 
the  public  against  the  dangers  of  a  man -trap  at  that  crossing,  occasioned 
by  and  resulting  from  the  elevation  of  the  tracks,  and  the  only  three 
parties  contributing  to  make  the  nuisance  are  by  the  acts  made  all 
subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commissioners  for  all  the  purposes  of 
the  act;  the  city  must  make  new  highways  if  necessary,  the  railroad 
companies  must  elevate,  or  depress,  or  remove  the  tracks.  This  order 
violates  no  right  of  the  defendants  to  the  equal  protection  of  the  laws. 

This  claim  reaches  too  far;  besides,  as  we  shall  by  and  by  see,  these 
acts  only  raise  a  committee,  selected  with  marked  wisdom,  to  carry  out 
the  details  of  a  decree  passed  by  the  General  Court,  and  the  enactment 
of  the  General  Assembly,  in  passing  a  private  statute  of  a  governmental 
character.  It  is  altogether  too  late  to  question  the  power  of  the  General 
Court  to  pass  laws  which,  in  other  jurisdictions,  might  be  called  judicial 
legislation. 

Wheeler's  Appeal,  45  Conn.,  306. 

The  objection  that  only  one-half  of  the  expense  of  the  improvement 
is  assessable  against  the  city  of  Hartford,  is  no  longer  open  to  discussion. 
The  general  law  had  the  same  feature,  and  the  court  has  sustained  the 
law  over  and  over  again. 

Fairfield  vs.  R.  R.  Co.,  57  Conn.,  167. 

This  feature  of  this  very  law  is  sustained  in  Woodruff  vs.  Catlin,  sup. 

These  three  resolutions  of  1884,  1885,  and  1886,  relative  to  Asylum 

Street  crossing  and  a  new  depot,  are  not  difficult  to  understand  or  inter- 
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pret.  The  general  character  of  the  acts  is  defined  in  Woodiuff  vs.  Catlin, 
54  Conn,  (supra),  in  the  opinion  by  Judge  Pardee: 

"  The  act,  in  scope  and  purpose,  concerns  protection  of  life.  Neither 
in  intent  nor  fact  does  it  increase  or  diminish  the  assets  either  of  the 
city  or  of  the  railroad  corporations.  It  is  the  exercise  of  the  govern- 
mental power  and  duty  to  secure  a  safe  highway.  The  Legislature 
having  determined  that  the  intersection  of  two  railways  with  a  highway 
in  the  city  of  Hartford  at  grade  is  a  nuisance,  dangerous  to  life,  in  the 
absence  of  action  on  the  part  either  of  the  city  or  of  the  railroads,  may 
compel  them,  severally,  to  become  the  owners  of  the  right  to  lay  out 
new  highways  and  new  railways  over  such  land  and  in  such  manner  as 
will  separate  the  grade  of  the  railways  from  that  of  the  highway  at 
intersection;  may  compel  them  to  use  the  right  for  the  accomplishment 
of  the  desired  end;  may  determine  that  the  expense  shall  be  paid  by 
either  corporation  alone,  or  in  part  by  both ;  and  may  enforce  obedience 
to  its  judgment.  That  the  Legislature  of  this  State  had  the  power  to  do 
all  this,  for  the  specified  purpose,  and  to  do  it  through  the  instrumentality 

of  a  commission,  it  is  now  only  necessary  to  state,  not  to  argue 

Three  corporations  create  the  nuisance  and  are  responsible  to  the  public 

for  its  existence,  in  as  yet  unmeasured  and  unknown  proportions 

When  the  act  in  question  is  fully  executed,  the  city  will  have  received 
nothing,  by  way  of  loan  or  gift,  from  either  railroad  corporation;  nor 
will  either  of  the  latter  have  received  any  loan  or  gift  from  the  city; 
each  one  will  have  paid  its  debt  to  the  public  growing  out  of  the  wrong 
jointly  inflicted  by  them  upon  the  public." 

We  have  on  hand,  then,  as  settled  by  this  learned  court,  acts  which 
are  directly  of  a  governmental  and  police  nature,  as  these  powers  are 
well  defined  in  State  vs.  N.  H.  &  N.  Co.,  43  Conn.,  pages  378,  379, 
opinion  by  Judge  Carpenter. 

The  separation  of  the  grades  of  the  raiboad  and  the  highway, 
and  the  erection  of  a  new  station  in  connection  with  the  enterprise  at 
Asylum  Street,  in  the  city  of  Hartford,  seemed  to  the  Legislature  so 
large  and  important  a  thing,  that,  instead  of  remitting  parties  to  the 
general  law  upon  the  subject  of  separating  grades,  it  decided  to  investi- 
gate and  act  in  this  single  matter  itself.  That  it  had  the  constitutional 
right  to  do  so  anywhere  in  England  or  the  United  States,  and  that  its 
decision  in  the  matter  is  final  and  absolutely  conclusive,  cannot  be 
disputed. 

Tiedman  Limitations,  etc.,  sec.  2,  sec.  192. 

Especially  is  this  true  in  Connecticut,  where  special  legislation  is  the 
rule  and  general  legislation  the  exception,  and  whose  General  Assembly 
is  still  a  General  Court,  granting  a  divorce  in  the  year  1889,  and  justi- 
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fied  in  its  judicial  and  semi-judicial  legislation  by  the  highest  judicial 
authority. 

See  the  learned  opinion  in  Wheeler's  Appeal,  45  Conn.,  306,  opinion 
by  Judge  Looinis. 

After  long  and  patient  examination  the  Legislature  directed  the 
separation  of  the  grades  in  a  bill  recognizing  the  general  situation  and 
the  certainty  of  a  new  depot.  It  selected  its  agents  to  approve  plans, 
condemn  lands,  change  highways,  direct  the  course  of  the  railroads,  limit 
the  number  and  use  of  the  tracks,  and  guard  the  public  safety  and 
convenience  in  every  direct  and  incidental  thing.  These  agents  were  to 
be  the  Railroad  Commissioners,  one  a  lawyer,  one  an  engineer,  one  a 
business  man,  together  with  a  representative  of  the  municipality,  and 
another  of  the  railroad  companies.  If  the  parties  within  a  reasonable 
time  should  fail  to  agree  upon  a  plan,  then  the  commission  must  proceed 
to  execute  the  judgment  of  the  Legislature  with  such  wisdom  as  they 
could  command. 

Their  judgment  under  the  statute  was  wisely  and  purposely  made  final 
and  open  to  no  appeal.  Indeed,  their  orders  and  decrees  were  made  a  positive 
and  specific  cause  of  action  in  mandamus. 

It  was  a  case  in  which  the  Legislature  lifted  its  strong  hand  in  the 
interest  of  public  safety. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  brief  we  found  the  defendant  complaining 
of  the  law  because  it  provided  for  no  appeal. 

In  this  part  of  the  argument  we  find  him  arguing  that  from  the 
order  and  finding  of  the  Commissioners  he  can  make  appeal.  Otherwise, 
he  can  have  no  controversy  with  the  action  of  the  judge,  in  finding  that 
the  eleventh  and  twelfth  paragraphs  of  his  return  raised  no  question  of 
fact  which  required  or  permitted  evidence  outside  of  the  record  and  its 
admissions. 

If  the  Commission  had  ordered  up  a  track  at  Newington,  or  one 
which  was  more  than  five  hundred  feet  from  a  center  line,  there  would 
have  been  a  case  of  excess  of  power;  but  as  to  what  lines  of  track  within 
those  limits  should  be  taken  up  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  the  act,  the 
act  wisely  leaves  it  all  to  the  board,  and  with  such  delegations  of  power 
as  are  not  to  be  found  elsewhere  in  our  public  or  private  laws.  From 
its  orders  and  findings  there  is  no  appeal.  Such  a  law  was  a  necessity  if 
the  project  was  to  go  forward.  After  nearly  five  years'  delay,  and  two 
trips  to  the  Supreme  Court,  and  a  defeat  of  an  attempt  to  get  this  affair 
into  a  tedious  journey  and  to  a  long  sleep  at  Washington,  the  will  of  the 
State  has  been  accomplished,  excepting  for  the  failure  of  the  defendant 
to  comply  with  this  order. 

While,  as  has  been  urged,  the  judgment  of  the  Commission  as  to 
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the  wisdom  of  this  or  any  other  order  within  its  jurisdiction  is  not  left 
open  to  review,  it  is  fair  to  notice  that  the  removal  of  these  tracks  by  the 
two  railroad  companies  from  the  north  side  of  Church  Street  to  the  south 
side  of  Asylum  Street,  leaving  the  viaduct  only  for  the  exclusive  use  of 
the  railroads,  and  opening  the  approaches  to  the  station  and  the  highways 
free  to  carriage  use  in  the  most  crowded  thoroughfare  part  of  the  city,  is 
not  only  incidentally,  but  integrally,  included  in  the  problem  committed 
by  the  State  to  the  Commission,  for  them  to  settle  in  the  best  interests 
of  public  safety,  and  for  all  time. 

Not  only  is  the  propriety  of  the  order  apparent,  but  the  immense 
responsibility  which  the  Commission  would  have  assumed  in  not  passing 
such  an  order  is  even  more  suggestive. 

To  order  a  viaduct  of  solid  wall  running  to  the  very  margin  of 
Church  Street,  upon  both  the  north  and  south  sides,  thus  excluding  all 
sight  of  approaching  cars  and  locomotives,  as  a  direct  result  of  their  own 
plans,  would  accomplish  this  result,  viz.:  in  order  to  get  rid  of  a  grade 
crossing  at  Asylum  Street,  the  Commission  would  have  concealed  the 
approaches  to  another  within  their  jurisdiction,  and  so  have  left  open  a 
death-trap  in  comparison  with  whose  perils  the  dangers  of  Asylum  Street 
are  trivial. 

The  Commissioners  would  have  been  morally  guilty  of  the  horrible 
results  which  would  be  sure  to  follow  such  a  state  of  things. 

In  the  absence  of  fraud  or  possible  malfeasance  on  the  part  of  the 
Commission,  their  finding,  page  41,  "that  the  completion  of  said  improve- 
ment as  heretofore  ordered  (ordered  in  compliance  with  the  prayer  of  the 
appellant),  the  carrying  out  of  the  design  and  instructions  of  the  legisla- 
tive acts  creating  and  regulating  this  board,  and  public  convenience  and 
necessity,  all  require,  and  this  board  deems  it  necessary  and  proper  to 
order  and  direct,  that  the  said  New  York  &  New  England  Railroad 
Company,  and  the  said  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad 
Company,  severally  take  up  and  remove  their  surface  tracks,"  etc.,  is 
conclusive  unless  the  same  is  as  matter  of  law  outside  of  the  resolutions 
under  which  the  committee  acted. 

If  the  order  of  the  Commissioners  is  outside  of  the  acts,  it  would 
have  been  a  legal  defense  to  the  mandamus.  It  is  a  pure  question  of 
law,  and  raises  no  question  of  fact,  excepting  those  which  are  apparent 
on  the  record. 

The  defendant  rightly  treated  it  so  in  his  motion  to  quash,  Record, 
No.  14,  p.  27. 

"14.  It  appears  from  said  application  that  the  tracks  ordered  to 
be  taken  up  are  not  across  Asylum  Street,  although  they  do  cross 
Church  Street,  so  called,  and  that  they  are  not  ordered  to  be  taken  up 
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in  pursuance  of  the  purposes  of  said  resolutions,  and  are  not  within  the 
authority  conferred  thereby." 

The  return  only  repeats  this  objection  as  it  does  so  many  other 
defenses  at  law. 

The  appellant  says  that  an  order  to  take  up  a  track  reaching  from 
the  south  side  of  Asylum  Street  to  the  north  side  of  Church  Street  is 
outside  of  the  act. 

The  act  gives  the  Commission  complete  jurisdiction  over  the  rail- 
roads "for  a  distance  not  exceeding  one-half  a  mile  each  side  of  said 
(Asylum)  street,  and  within  three  hundred  feet  of  the  center  line  of  the 
present  tracks  of  said  railroads,  and  may  require  any  and  all  of  the  present 
tracks  to  be  taken  up  and  removed."     Record,  pp.  12  and  15. 

It  is  admitted  that  the  tracks  in  question  are  within  the  geographical 
limits  thus  prescribed  by  the  acts. 

Upon  this  admission  a  decision  construing  the  Massachusetts  statute 
of  1871,  in  the  case  of  Worcester  vs.  Railroad  Commissioners,  113  Mass., 
161,  is  singularly  in  point.  That  statute  enacted  that  "one  or  more 
railroad  tracks  shall  be  constructed  by  four  railroad  corporations  jointly 
in  the  city  of  Worcester,  from  a  given  point  extending  by  a  curved  line 
to  another  point,  and  shall  pass  over  certain  streets  by  suitable  bridges; 
and  said  tracks  shall  be  located,  constructed,  and  arranged  in  such 
manner  and  form  as  the  board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  determines 
and  directs." 

The  Railroad  Commissioners  having  ordered  bridges  that  practically 
obliterated  the  streets  over  which  they  crossed,  in  one  instance  crossing 
the  street  only  about  four  feet  above  the  roadbed,  it  was  argued  by 
counsel  for  the  city,  among  other  things: 

"1.  That  said  railroad,  if  located  and  constructed  in  the  manner 
required  by  said  orders,  would  not  pass  over  Bridge  Street  and  Mechanic 
Street  by  suitable  bridges  within  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  said  act ; 
that  the  structure  to  be  built  across  said  streets  under  said  orders,  and 
therein  denominated  bridges,  are  not  in  any  just  sense  bridges,  the 
structure  across  Bridge  Street  being  only  four  feet  above  the  surface  of 
the  street,  and  that  across  Mechanic  Street  being  only  seven  feet  above 
the  surface  of  the  street;  that  the  said  structures  when  built  would  be 
obstructions  and  nuisances,  and  would  wholly  obstruct,  interrupt,  and 
destroy  said  streets  for  all  purposes  of  public  travel. 

"  2.  That  said  Commissioners  by  their  orders  have  so  established 
the  grade  of  the  railroad  as  to  injure,  obstruct,  and  destroy  said  streets 
for  all  purposes  of  public  travel. 

"  3.  That  said  Commissioners  have  determined  in  said  orders  that 
it  was  necessary  for  said  railroad  companies  to  take  a  strip  of  land 
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nineteen  feet  in  width  upon  each  side  of  the  center  line  of  the  location 
prescribed  in  said  orders,  and  have  therein  determined  that  the  land 
included  in  said  limits  should  be  taken  for  said  railroad,  and  have  pre- 
scribed the  location  of  said  railroad,  and  the  land  to  be  taken  by  said 
railroad  companies  therefor. 

"  4.  That  said  Commissioners  have  not,  by  said  orders  or  otherwise,, 
determined  that  the  structures  in  said  orders  denominated  bridges  are 
suitable  bridges  over  said  streets. 

"  5.  That  the  location,  construction,  and  arrangement  of  such  rail- 
road tracks  and  bridges  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  said  orders  is 
unnecessary  and  not  required  by  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  and  is  in 
violation  of  law." 

The  objections  thus  stated  by  counsel  all  go  to  the  point  that  the 
act  itself  having  provided  that  the  bridges  should  be  suitable  bridges, 
the  orders  therefore  upon  this  subject  were  open  to  review,  in  order  to 
determine  whether  the  bridges  so  ordered  were  suitable  bridges  or  not, 
within  the  meaning  of  the  law. 

In  this  case  it  is  to  be  observed  that  the  powers  conferred  upon  the 
Commissioners  by  the  Legislature  of  Massachusetts  were  much  more 
limited  than  those  conferred  by  the  act  of  Connecticut  in  question.  In 
the  Massachusetts  case  the  Commissioners  were  empowered  "to  determine 
as  to  the  plan  of  the  station,  its  location  with  reference  to  the  adjacent 
streets,  and  to  the  tracks  of  all  said  corporations,  located  or  proposed  to 
be  located  in  the  vicinity  thereof,  and  of  the  arrangement  and  location 
of  said  tracks  as  in  their  judgment  the  safety  and  convenience  of  the 
public  and  the  interests  of  all  said  corporations  require." 

The  court,  answering  the  objections  urged  as  already  stated,  say: 

"  Within  these  limits  the  location  of  the  tracks  and  bridges  of  the 
viaduct  is  in  the  most  explicit  terms  submitted  to  the  determination  of 
the  Railroad  Commissioners.  The  propriety  of  the  course  and  the 
direction  of  the  railroad  tracks,  even  when  entrusted  to  the  judgment 
of  the  railroad  corporation  itself,  cannot  be  revised  by  this  court,  except 
in  case  of  exceeding  the,  limits  prescribed  by  the  Legislature  or  of  bod  faith. 
The  enactment  now  in  question,  while  it  provides  that  said  tracks  shall 
pass  over  these  three  streets  by  suitable  bridges,  declares  not  only  that 
said  tracks  and  bridges  shall  be  located,  but  that  they  shall  be  con- 
structed and  arranged  in  such  manner  and  form  as  the  board  of  Railroad 
Commissioners  determines  and  directs.  The  power  thus  granted  clearly 
includes  the  authority  to  fix  and  establish  the  height  and  grade,  as  well 
as  the  mode  of  construction  in  other  respects,  of  these  tracks  and  bridges, 
for  the  grade  of  the  viaduct,  in  order  to  make  it  of  any  value  for  the 
object  proposed,  must  have  reference  to  the  grade  of  the  union  station 
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and  of  the  intermediate  tracks,  and  not  be  subordinate  to  the  supposed 
necessities  of  the  travel  upon  the  three  streets  over  which  it  passes  or 
upon  the  other  highways  of  the  city.  The  suitable  bridges  here  men- 
tioned must,  in  the  light  of  the  other  provisions  of  the  section  and  of  the 
whole  statute,  be  taken  to  mean  such  bridges,  prescribed  by  the  Railroad 
Commissioners,  as  (in  the  words  applied  in  section  4  to  the  other  tracks 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  union  station)  in  their  judgment  the  safety  and  con- 
venience of  the  public  and  the  interests  of  all  said  corporations  require. 
We  have  no  authority,  therefore,  to  pass  upon  the  comparative  convenience 
of  the  location  and  grade  of  the  viaduct,  suggested  by  the  mayor  and 
aldermen,  and  of  those  determined  by  the  Railroad  Commissioners." 

The  words  "as  they  shall  judge  necessary  and  proper"  appertain  to 
the  clause  in  our  law  relating  to  the  removal  of  tracks,  just  as  fully  and 
clearly  as  did  the  words  "in  their  judgment,"  to  the  expression  "suitable 
bridges,"  in  the  Massachusetts  law. 

But  it  is  claimed  that  whatever  be  the  character  of  the  acts,  whether 
matter  of  police  regulation  or  otherwise,  the  State  Commission  exhausted 
its  powers  by  adopting  upon  paper  certain  plans  which  it  subsequently, 
after  many  public  hearings  and  much  study,  set  aside. 

Such  a  claim  is  neither  founded  upon  the  language  of  the  resolu- 
tions, which  give  plenipotentiary  powers,  nor  in  the  nature  of  police 
regulations  whose  usefulness  would  be  utterly  destroyed  if  they  were 
limited  to  a  single  experimental  proposition  to  relieve  the  public  of  a 
nuisance. 

This  view  of  the  law  is  evidently  novel  to  the  defendants,  because 
in  the  fall  of  1886  they  petitioned  the  Commission  to  do  the  very  thing 
which  they  now  say  the  Commission  could  not  lawfully  do,  and  which 
thing  the  Commission  did  to  relieve  the  parties  causing  the  nuisance 
from  unnecessary  expense  and  annoyance. 

R.  R.  Com.  Rep.,  1886-7,  pp.  70-71. 

If  it  were  necessary  to  resort  to  a  lower  plane  of  argument  than  that 
resting  upon  the  police  powers  of  the  State,  it  would  be  easy  to  justify 
'the  constitutionality  of  the  law  so  far  as  the  railroad  companies  are 
concerned,  by  urging  the  legislative  power  to  amend  the  charters  of  the 
railroad  companies. 

In  a  certain  sense  all  acts  of  the  Legislature,  in  exercising  either 
police  powers  upon  corporations  or  supervisory  powers  over  their  doings, 
are  amendatory  of  their  charters. 

State  vs.  N.  H.  &  N.  Co.,  43  Conn.,  351. 

A  most  radical  law  passed  in  1871  by  the  Massachusetts  Legislature, 
-solely  in  the  interest  of  public  convenience,  and  not  at  all  in  the  interest 
of  public  safety,  and  which  upset  the  streets  of  Worcester  and  compelled 
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one  railroad  company  to  build  a  depot  for  its  use  and  for  others'  use,  and 
another  one  to  get  to  it  by  building  a  long  stretch  of  road  beyond  its 
location,  was  thoroughly  justified  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Massachusetts 
upon  the  ground  of  the  legislative  power  to  amend  charters. 

See  Worcester  vs.  Norwich  &  W.  R.  R.  Co.,  109  Mass.,  103. 
These  results  were  reached  by  the  Massachusetts  court  in  a  case 
involving  much  lower  attributes  of  government  than  the  case  at  bar. 

1.  The  Massachusetts  case  did  not  move  to  protect  life,  but  to 
accommodate  business. 

2.  The  Massachusetts  General  Court,  by  the  limitations  of  its 
constitution,  parted  with  the  judicial  powers  which  our  General  Court 
reserved. 

One  thing  is  clear:  The  Legislature  decreed  the  removal  of  these 
tracks,  if  in  the  judgment  of  the  Commissioners  (who  are  a  committee  of 
the  General  Assembly  for  this  purpose  and  clothed  with  all  the  powers 
which  the  General  Assembly,  with  its  vast  resources  of  original  authority 
and  authority  under  the  constitution,  can  delegate  to  a  commission)  the 
tracks  ought  to  be  taken  up  to  carry  out  the  improvement. 

If  that  decree  is  inoperative,  then  it  is  from  no  fault  of  the  scope  or 
the  phraseology  of  the  resolutions. 

There  remains  but  one  conclusion,  viz. :  that  the  State  of  Connecti- 
cut, with  all  its  authority,  cannot  make  a  police  regulation  for  the  pro- 
tection of  human  life  which  cannot  be  first  disobeyed,  then  hindered,  and 
finally  thwarted  by  an  artificial  person  which  it  created  out  of  nothing, 
because  the  new  use  of  its  property  which  the  public  safety  requires 
involves  the  corporation  in  expense. 

In  addition  to  the  general  principles  of  government  power  hereto- 
fore urged  and  supported  by  such  cases  as  Hayward  vs.  Fish,  57  Conn.; 
Mugler  vs.  Kansas,  123  U.  S. ;  R.  R.  Co.  vs.  Beckwith,  129  U.  S.,  26,  we 
submit  that  this  conclusion  of  the  appellant  has  been  emphatically  nega- 
tived in  Dunham  vs.  City  of  New  Britain,  55  Conn.,  378,  in  the  case  of 
an  individual,  and  where  the  result  of  the  police  regulation  was  the  ruin 
of  a  valuable,  harmless,  and  legitimate  business,  the  depreciation  of  the- 
property  concerned  in  its  transaction,  and  the  obliteration  of  long-vested 
and  lucrative  rights. 

In  that  case  an  act  authorized  the  borough  of  New  Britain  to  appoint 
three  water  commissioners,  who  were  to  have  power  to  purchase  for  the 
borough  a  certain  stream  of  water  and  lands  necessary  for  the  construc- 
tion of  a  reservoir,  for  a  water  supply  for  the  borough.  Plaintiffs  sold 
them  certain  pieces  of  land  needed,  by  an  absolute  deed,  taking  an 
instrument  back  as  part  consideration  by  which  they  should  have  the 
right  to  use  the  water  of  the  pond  for  boating  and  fishing.     After  the 
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completion  of  the  reservoir  the  plaintiff  built  a  pleasure  resort  on  the 
shore,  and  kept  boats  to  let  for  sailing  and  fishing,  and  thus  built  up  a 
profitable  business.  Afterwards,  the  City  of  New  Britain,  finding  that 
this  use  of  the  pond  tended  to  create  an  aversion  to  the  water  on  the 
part  of  the  public,  passed  an  ordinance,  under  power  granted  by  the 
Legislature,  wholly  prohibiting  such  use. 

In  a  suit  to  restrain  by  injunction  the  enforcement  of  this  ordinance 
and  for  damages  for  its  enforcement  (see  page  384),  it  was  held —  1st,  that 
the  ordinance  of  the  city  prohibiting  such  use  of  the  pond  was  a  valid  ex- 
ercise of  the  police  power  of  the  State,  and  its  enforcement  was  not  to  be 
enjoined  against;  2d,  that  (pp.  384,  387)  if  plaintiffs  had  suffered  damage, 
for  which  they  were  entitled  to  compensation,  this  was  no  reason  why 
the  enforcement  of  the  ordinance  should  be  delayed  or  obstructed;  and 
3d,  that  the  facts  as  found  (p.  385)  (and  they  are  facts  showing  peculiar 
hardship)  do  not  lay  an  adequate  foundation  for  a  judgment  for  damages. 

How,  then,  in  the  light  of  this  opinion,  can  these  defendants  hope 
to  successfully  obstruct  the  writ  of  mandamus,  enforcing  a  police  regula- 
tion, on  the  ground  of  damage  resulting  to  them  from  its  enforcement  ? 

If  they  have  any  remedy  they  must  seek  it  in  some  other  proceeding. 
They  cannot  apply  it  in  a  return  to  this  mandamus. 

But  while  a  change  of  use  of  property,  or  even  its  confiscation,  when 
required  by  public  safety,  is  no  legal  damage  to  any  property  owner, 
because  the  maxim  "Sic  utere  tuo"  etc.,  is  written  as  an  underlying 
obligation  upon  every  man's  possessions,  yet  it  will  not  be  overlooked 
that  the  Legislature,  out  of  abundant  clemency,  gave  to  the  Commis- 
sioners a  wide  margin  of  power  in  estimating  the  cost  of  the  improve- 
ment. The  word  " expense"  is  used  in  the  original  resolution  (Rec, 
p.  16),  and  again  in  the  last  amendment  (Sec.  4,  Rec,  p.  18). 

If  the  removal  of  these  tracks  by  the  railroad  company,  in  compliance 
with  the  orders  of  the  State  through  the  Commission,  is  indeed  an 
"  expense  "  included  in,  or  incident  to,  the  affair,  there  is  no  reason  for 
supposing  that  the  Commission  will  not  give  the  claim  fair  consideration. 
That  is  a  matter  yet  to  be  acted  upon  by  the  Commission,  when  it  will 
be  time  to  examine  into  the  facts,  and  to  see  how  much  of  the  alleged 
damages,  which  have  been  admitted  for  purposes  of  pleading,  are  to  be 
charged  to  fancy,  and  to  the  imagination  of  the  pleader,  and  how  much, 
if  anything,  remains  as  an  expense  which  the  Commissioners  can  allow. 
That  anything  will  be  allowed  is  not  to  be  assumed.  That  nothing  will 
be  may  be  assumed  from  the  side  of  justice  and  strict  law.  What  may 
be  conceded  by  the  possible  clemencies  of  the  bill  can  only  be  determined 
upon  a  proper  hearing.  It  is  safe  to  say  that  the  tribunal  is  one  of 
eminent  fairness  and  wisdom. 
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III. 

The  return  of  the  defendant  raised  only  questions  of  law  and  not 
questions  of  fact,  and  the  court  committed  no  error  in  supporting  the 
demurrer  of  the  prosecutors. 

The  questions  raised  being  legal  questions,  the  return  was  in  the 
nature  of  a  second  demurrer,  a  proceeding  to  which,  of  course,  the  defend- 
ants were  not  entitled.  They  had  moved  to  quash,  which  is  equivalent 
to  a  demurrer  (Fuller  vs.  Trustees,  6  Conn.),  and  had  exhausted  their 
right  in  that  regard. 

To  allow  a  party  to  demur  and  demur  and  demur  in  a  proceeding 
in  mandamus,  would  make  a  mockery  of  justice. 

An  examination  of  the  return  will  demonstrate  that  it  raises  only 
questions  of  law. 

1st.  All  the  paragraphs  of  the  return  are  in  terms  legal  objections 
to  the  sufficiency  of  the  writ,  with  the  exception,  perhaps,  of  paragraphs 
10,  11,  and  12. 

2d.  Paragraph  12,  relating  to  damages,  is  admitted  by  the  de- 
murrer for  the  purposes  of  the  case. 

3d.  Paragraph  10  of  the  return,  to  the  effect  that  the  order  was 
not  made  to  carry  out  the  intent  of  the  General  Assembly,  raises  simply 
a  question  of  law  as  to  the  extent  of  the  powers  conferred  on  the  Com- 
mission, and  is  fully  discussed  in  that  aspect  at  pages  16,  17,  19,  20  of 
the  brief. 

The  only  question  of  fact  left  open  as  to  the  order,  by  the  terms  of 
the  acts,  is  as  to  whether  there  has  been  fraud  on  the  part  of  the  Com- 
mission in  passing  it,  —  a  question  which  cannot  be  raised  without  laying 
a  foundation  for  it  in  the  pleadings  by  specifying  the  wrongful  acts 
relied  on.     Of  this  the  record  discloses  no  trace. 

4th.  Paragraph  11  alleges  in  substance  that  these  tracks  had 
nothing  to  do  with  the  execution  of  the  intent  of  the  General  Assembly. 

Of  this  the  Commissioner's,  in  the  absence  of  fraud  on  their  part,  as 
demonstrated  on  pages  16,  17,  19,  20  of  the  brief,  are  the  sole  judges. 
This  claim  of  the  defendants  simply  raises  the  legal  question  whether 
the  order  is  within  the  scope  of  the  act.  It  is  admitted  to  be  within  the 
territorial  limits  prescribed. 

Record,  pp.  2  and  20. 

Upon  this  admission,  in  the  absence  of  fraud,  the  order  is  final  by 
the  terms  of  the  law,  and  even  if  the  Commissioners  have  committed  an 
error  of  judgment  it  cannot  be  reviewed,  and  the  allegations  of  the  para- 
graph are  irrelevant,  and  are  to  be  regarded  as  surplusage. 

5th.  The  denials  of  paragraph  13  of  t lie  return  raise  purely  legal 
questions: 
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The  facts  as  to  the  organization  of  the  board  are  matters  of  record. 
All  questions  as  to  their  being  "legally  constituted  "  and  authorized  to 
act,  must,  in  the  nature  of  the  case,  be  questions  of  law. 

At  all  events,  the  return  (paragraph  6)  admits  that  these  Commis- 
sioners were  a  board  de  facto  if  not  de  jure,  and  their  acts  were  as  binding 
on  these  defendants  in  the  one  case  as  in  the  others. 
Brown  vs.  O'Connell,  36  Conn..  449. 
State  vs.  Carroll,  38  Conn.,  455,  471. 

And  Section  1087  of  the  Revised  Statutes  provides  that  courts  shall 
take  judicial  notice  of  the  appointment  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  who, 
by  the  terms  of  the  act,  constitute  a  majority  of  the  board. 

The  second  denial  of  this  paragraph  simply  questions  the  authority 
of  the  plaintiffs  to  make  the  order,  under  the  acts  —  a  purely  legal 
question. 

The  third  denial  of  this  paragraph  is  a  general  denial  of  the  allega- 
tions of  the  writ  except  as  admitted  by  the  return  —  a  denial  which  the 
authorities  say  is  highly  improper,  and  may  be  entirely  disregarded. 
High  Ex.  Legal  Remedies,  Sec.  467. 

It  is  apparent,  therefore,  that  the  whole  return  is  simply  a  legal 
argument  as  claimed  in  the  demurrer,  and  raises  no  dispute  as  to  a 
material  fact. 

Such  an  argument  is  bad  as  a  return. 
High  Ex.  Leg.  Rem.,  Sec.  472. 

IV. 

The  technical  objections  to  the  writ  cannot  be  sustained : 
As  to  the  point  of  defective  service: 

1.  The  service  was  right,  and  in  accordance  with  the  requirements 
of  the  statutes. 

General  Statutes,  Sec.  1303. 

2.  The  defendant  waived  any  imperfection  by  his  appearance  and 
motions.  No  such  claim  was  suggested  until  the  defendant  had  filed  his 
motion  to  quash,  and  then  only  as  an  amendment  to  his  motion. 

As  to  error  claimed  by  assignments'  Nos.  6  and  7,  p.  51,  that  the 
State  is  not  a  party : 

1.  The  State  is  a  party.  The  Commission  is  only  a  committee  of 
the  General  Court  and  the  General  Assembly. 

2.  The  point  is  now  raised  for  the  first  time,  and  is  not  to  be 
considered.  It  appears  neither  in  the  motion  to  quash,  where  it  must 
appear  if  at  all,  nor  in  the  return. 

3.  The  acts  authorize  the  Commissioners  to  apply  for  a  writ  of 
mandamus  to  enforce  their  orders. 
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As  to  error  claimed  by  assignment  8,  p.  51: 

1.  An  affidavit  is  not  necessary  in  the  prosecution  of  public  rights 
by  mandamus. 

High  Ex.  Legal  Remedies,  Sec.  507. 

2.  An  affidavit  is  not  used  in  Connecticut  practice  at  all. 
As  to  error  assigned  in  article  9,  page  51: 

The  application  by  attorney  is  strictly  in  accordance  with  the  prac- 
tice at  common  law. 

Tapping  on  Mandamus,  308. 

If  it  were  not,  it  is  wholly  unimportant,  as  the  resolutions  authorize 
the  Commission  to  apply  to  the  courts  of  this  State,  etc.,  and  empower 
"the  courts  of  this  State,  upon  proper  proceedings  brought  by  or  at  the 
instance,  of  the  Commissioners,  or  by  any  interested  party,  to  enforce  by 
mandamus,"  etc. 

Sec.  5,  Acts  of  1884,  pp.  12,  13. 

And  Sec.  4  (Act  of  1886),  p.  18,  authorizes  the  board  to  incur 
expenses,  etc. 

V. 

It  remains  to  consider  the  question,  which  was  before  alluded  to,  as 
to  what  constitutes  formal  and  what  substantial  defects  in  the  return. 

As  to  the  formalities  curable  by  amendment,  and  which  were  prac- 
tically waived  by  the  counsel  for  the  Commission  (Record,  p.  48,  1,  2), 
they  are  all  covered  by  the  second  paragraph  of  the  demurrer,  and  relate 
to  the  separation  of  the  defenses  as  matter  of  form. 

All  the  other  objections  raised  by  the  demurrer  are  for  substance. 

They  are  the  impropriety  of  a  second  demurrer  after  one  overruled, 
and  restating  the  same  ground;  improper  combining  of  all  kinds  of 
defenses  by  way  of  denial,  confession,  and  avoidance,  and  legal  state- 
ments of  offenses  to  all  the  constitutions,  the  social  compact,  etc.,  etc. ; 
and  finally  that  the  traverses  are  all  of  immaterial  facts,  the  things  set 
up  in  avoidance  are  immaterial,  and  the  legal  propositions  are  often  too 
general  to  be  entertained,  and- always  too  unsound  to  control  the  case. 

The  return  is  insufficient  in  substance  because  it  is  essentially  and 
organically  confused,  and  out  of  legal  harmony  with  itself  as  set  up  in 
the  demurrer. 

The  court  simply  finds  it  insufficient  in  law.  If  it  is  substantially 
insufficient  in  any  one  of  the  points  raised  by  the  demurrer,  though  good 
as  to  the  rest,  the  demurrer  must  be  sustained,  and  this  finding  justified. 
High  Ex.  Legal  Rem..  Sec.  495. 
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After  having  examined  the  multitudinous  points  raised  by  the 
appeal,  we  submit  in  conclusion  that  the  court  is,  after  all,  called  to' 
determine  only  this  simple  question  —  Is  the  plain  mandate  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  to  be  thwarted  by  the  obstinacy  of  the  railroad  company? 
Can  a  party  making  a  nuisance  continue  it  after  the  government  of 
the  State  has  done  its  utmost,  outside  the  use  of  bayonets,  to  compel  its- 
abatement  ?

And  on  said  3d  day  of  December  we  met  at  the  time  and  place 
named  in  said  order,  when  the  committee  appeared  and  presented  their 
complaints  and  suggestions,  orally  and  in  writing,  as  follows: 

"  To  the  Son.  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  of  the  State  of  Connecticut: 

"  We  the  undersigned,  G.  Pierrepont  Davis,  Francis  Goodwin,  and 
Carlos  C.  Kimball,  citizens  of  Hartford,  appear  before  you  as  a  Commit- 
tee of  the  Board  of  Trade  of  said  Hartford,  invoking  your  power,  given 
you  by  the  statutes  of  this  State,  to  arrest,  correct,  and  abolish  the  many 
nuisances,  inconveniences,  and  dangers  which  now  exist  and  confront  the 
traveling  public  and  our  own  citizens  at  the  passenger  station  in  Hartford 
occupied  by  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Bartford  Railroad  Company 
and  the  New  York  &  New  England  Railroad  Company,  and  for  a  speci- 
fication of  such  nuisances,  inconveniences,  and  dangers  we  desjre  re- 
spectfully to  cite  the  following  : 

"  First.  The  approaches  to  the  station  for  carriages  and  pedestrians 
are  difficult  and  at  times  will  be  dangerous.  The  sloping  grade  east  of 
the  station  renders  it  difficult  for  carriages  to  approach  the  station  and 
properly  discharge  their  passengers,  and  when  ice  and  snow  cover  the 
slope  the  difficulty  will  grow  into  a  positive  danger.     This  grade  can  be 
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lowered  and  leveled.  The  crosswalk  leading  from  the  main  entrance  is 
badly  located.  When  people  desire  to  use  it,  it  is  generally  occupied  by 
carriages;  moreover, 'as  laid,  it  only  leads  to  the  center  of  Allyn  Street, 
amid  the  dangers  of  passing  carriages,  and  not  to  any  sidewalk.  Cross- 
walks which  will  not  subject  the  public  to  such  inconveniences  and  dan- 
gers can  easily  be  laid.  The  City  of  Hartford  we  understand  is  not  re- 
sponsible for  this  location  of  the  crosswalk,  as  it  was  only  placed  as  it  is 
upon  the  positive  request  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Rail- 
road's officials.  The  approach  to  the  station  under  the  tracks  from  the 
west  is  still  more  dangerous.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  spaces  between 
the  tracks  are  not  covered  people  have  been  deluged  with  hot  water  and 
hit  with  hot  coals  from  engines  passing  overhead.  Either  people  should 
be  excluded  from  the  spaces  under  the  tracks,  or  should  be  protected 
when  rightfully  there. 

"  Second.  The  delays  in  handling  baggage  cause  not  only  serious 
inconveniences  and  trouble,  but  amount  to  a  positive  wrong.  A  passage- 
way can  easily  be  constructed  leading  under  the  tracks  to  the  west,  and 
another  elevator  can  be  put  in  between  the  tracks  of  the  New  Haven  and 
New  England  roads.  Some  such  remedy  the  traveling  public  rightfully 
demands. 

"  Third.  The  public  demands  better  accommodations  upon  the  plat- 
forms. Some  protection  from  wind  and  cold,  especially,  for  women  and 
children  should  be  provided.  Either  people  should  be  excluded  from  the 
platforms  until  the  arrival  of  the  trains,  or  if  allowed  to  go  upon  the  plat- 
forms their  comfort  while  there  should  be  provided  for.  The  New  Haven 
road  even  neglects  to  provide  seats  upon  the  platforms. 

"  Fourth.  The  fence  between  the  tracks  of  the  New  Haven  road  as 
it  is  constructed  is  a  positive  and  constant  danger  and  nuisance.  If 
from  the  railroad's  standpoint  it  is  necessary  to  keep  people  off  from  their 
tracks  by  fences,  such  "fences  should  be  outside  of  their  tracks  and  not 
between  them.  In  such  case  people  would  be  kept  off  from  the  tracks 
and  not  kept  from  getting  off  after  being  allowed  to  go  on. 

u  So  far  as  we  can  ascertain  the  New  Haven  road  has  established  no 
such  fence  anywhere  along  its  road  from  New  York  to  Springfield,  nor 
upon  any  of  its  branches.  If  protection  from  passengers  on  the  New 
England  road  is  necessary  then  the  proper  place  for  a  fence  is  along  the 
middle  of  the  center  platform.  If  the  fence  is  to  remain  the  public  ask 
for  more  gates.  All  can  be  closed  when  a  train  is  coming  in,  but  one  or 
more  should  be  opened  to  the  rear  of  the  train  after  it  has  stopped  ;  and 
the  spaces  between  the  rails  should  be  floored.  This  will  enable  people 
to  safely  pass  to  the  next  platform  even  when  trains  are  at  the  station. 
The  turn-stiles  are  also  nuisances,  inasmuch  as  they  delay  free  exit  from 
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the  platforms,  and  in  the  case  of  women  and  children  and  persons  not  on 
their  guard  constitute  a  positive  danger.  If  the  purpose  for  which  they 
are  placed  is  of  sufficient  importance,  the  same  result  can  be  better  ac- 
complished by  gates  at  the  foot  of  the  stairs,  to  be  opened  only  on  the 
arrival  of  trains. 

"  Fifth.  The  platforms  are  on  a  level  with  the  bottom  of  the  rails  ; 
the  reach,  therefore,  to  the  bottom  step  of  the  car  is  a  long  one  —  from 
twenty  to  twenty-one  inches,  the  distance  between  the  steps  themselves 
being  only  ten  to  eleven  inches.  Stools  at  the  car  steps  should  be  pro- 
vided as  at  the  other  stations  of  the  same  roads. 

<;  Sixth.  Detached  engines  are  often  allowed  to  stand  for  many  min- 
utes on  the  bridge  over  Asylum  Street,  which  is  a  source  of  fright  to 
horses  and  danger  to  the  public  passing  underneath.  This  should  be  pro- 
hibited. 

"  We  have  endeavored  to  specify  some  of  the  dangers  and  nuisances 
at  the  station  which  are  constant,  and  against  the  continuance  of  which 
we  in  behalf  of  the  public  protest.  We  recognize  many  others,  but  re- 
frain at  this  time  from  asking  for  their  abatement  on  account  of  the  radi- 
cal and  costly  changes  that  would  thereby  be  involved.  For  proof  of 
such  dangers  and  nuisances  it  will  only  be  necessary  for  any  impartial 
person  to  remain  a  short  time  at  the  station.  We  believe  that  the  errors 
in  construction  to  which  we  have  called  your  attention  should  be  cor- 
rected, and  that  the  safety,  comfort,  and  convenience  of  the  traveling 
public  should  be  studied  and  subserved. 

"  That  such  results  may  follow  is  the  object  of  our  appointment  and 
of  this  hearing.

And  said  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  R.  R.  Co.  appeared 
and  was  heard  by  its  president,  Charles  P.  Clark,  its  attorney  and  direc- 
tors, Henry  C.  Robinson  and  L.  Brainard,  and  its  division  superinten- 
dent, Charles  S.  Davidson;  said  New  York  &  New  England  R.  R.  Co. 
was  also  present  by  its  general  superintendent,  A.  A.  Jackson,  its  divi- 
sion superintendent,  G.  M.  Farley,  and  its  chief  engineer,  L.  B.  Bid  well, 
but  declined  to  be  heard. 

The  law  applicable  to  this  case,  so  far  as  it  empowers  us  to  make 
positive  orders,  is  found  in  Section  3423  of  the  General  Statutes  requir- 
ing us  to  "make  such  rules  as  to  platforms  ....  at  stations  as  are  for 
the  public  interest,"  and  in  Section  3531  empowering  us  to  make  such 
orders  as  we  deem  necessary  and  reasonable  in  order  to  require  companies 
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to  maintain  "a  safe  approach  for  carriages  to  all  its  passenger  stations."' 
We  are  also  (Sec.  3426)  to  recommend  to  the  several  railroad  companies 
"  the  adoption  of  such  measures  and  regulations  as  "  we  "  deem  conducive 
to  the  public  safety  and  interest,"  reporting  to  the  General  Assembly  any 
neglect  to  adopt  such  recommendations. 

We  do  not,  however,  think  it  is  essential  to  determine  the  precise 
limit  between  our  power  to  order  and  our  duty  to  recommend,  for  it  does 
not  seem  to  us  probable  that  in  this  case  the  railroad  companies  would 
care  to  disregard  the  wishes  of  the  citizens  of  Hartford,  expressed 
through  a  committee  of  its  Board  of  Trade  and  supported  by  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  Railroad  Commissioners,  made  after  a  hearing  and 
careful  examination  of  the  premises. 

The  depot  building  is  located  upon  a  considerably  higher  grade  than 
the  buildings  on  the  east  side  of  Union  Place,  and  in  consequence  the 
ground,  as  now  graded,  inclines  so  much  from  the  depot  building  as  to 
make  the  approaches  inconvenient  and  in  icy  weather  somewhat  danger- 
ous. It  is  of  course  impracticable  to  change  the  grade  of  the  station  or 
of  the  buildings  on  the  east  side  of  the  street,  and  the  only  practicable 
way  of  improving  the  approaches  on  this  side  seems  to  be  to  lower  the 
grade  of  the  depot  grounds  adjoining  the  station,  involving  an  increase 
in  the  number  of  steps.  How  far  this  matter  is  under  the  control  of  the 
railroad  company  and  how  far  under  that  of  the  city  we  are  not  in- 
formed. We  therefore  commend  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford 
R.  R.  Co.  to  so  adjust  the  grade  of  its  grounds  adjoining  Union  Place, 
and  the  crosswalks  thereon,  as  shall  meet  the  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Street  Commissioners,  and  if  reduced  to  a  level  with  the  east  side  of  the 
street  we  recommend  that  an  additional  step  be  placed  at  the  foot  of  the 
present  steps  at  the  several  entrances  to  the  station;  that  a  narrow  side- 
walk raised  above  the  roadway  be  run  along  the  side  of  the  depot  each 
way  from  the  foot  of  the  steps  at  the  eastern  entrance  to  a  connection 
with  the  steps  at  the  south  end  of  the  depot  and  those  at  the  north  en- 
trance of  the  waiting  room;  that  the  present  crosswalk  from  the  east- 
ern entrance  be  taken  up  and  new  crosswalks  be  laid  from  the  sidewalks 
on  Union  Place  in  line  with  those  on  each  side  of  Allyn  street  to  said 
proposed  sidewalk  along  the  side  of  the  depot  and  adjusted  to  the  pro- 
posed new  grade,  and  that  the  crosswalk  at  the  southeast  corner  of  the 
depot  be  continued  across  Union  Place  and  adjusted  to  said  new  grade; 
and  that  carriages  be  required  to  receive  and  discharge  passengers  so  as 
not  to  obstruct  either  of  these  crosswalks. 

As  to  the  approaches  under  the  viaduct  on  the  west  side  of  the  sta- 
tion, wherever  passengers,  carriages,  or  teams  are  directed  or  permitted 
to  pass  under  the  same,  it  is  necessary,  in  order  that  the  approaches  may 
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be  safe,  that  they  be  protected  by  some  water-tight  covering,  from  oil, 
hot  water,  cinders,  or  whatever  might  otherwise  drop  from  above,  and  we 
accordingly  order  the  said  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  and  New 
York  &  New  England  railroad  companies  to  so  protect  those  portions  of 
the  approaches  used  by  the  public  as  are  beneath  their  respective  tracks 
and  platforms. 

BAGGAGE. 

Express  material,  mercantile  and  theater  baggage,  in  large  quantities, 
is  generally  received  and  discharged  at  the  baggage  doors  under  the  via- 
duct on  the  west  side  of  the  baggage  room,  in  order  to  facilitate  the  ex- 
peditious handling  of  personal  baggage  at  the  doors  on  the  opposite  or 
Union  Place  side  of  the  room.  It  wduld  seem  as  if  this  was  the  best 
arrangement  possible  to  avoid  inconvenience  and  delay  in  the  reception 
and  delivery  of  baggage.  Baggage  to  be  transferred  from  one  road  to 
another  is  checked  for  its  destination  upon  the  platforms,  or  in  some  in- 
stances upon  the  trains  before  their  arrival,  upon  application  to  the  bag- 
gagemaster  of  the  train,  and  is  transferred  to  its  proper  train  on  the  sur- 
face of  the  tracks.  We  are  informed  by  those  in  charge  of  that  depart- 
ment that  baggage  is  ordinarily  ready  for  delivery  within  four  or  five 
minutes  after  its  arrival.  Occasionally,  owing  to  the  quantity  of  baggage 
to  be  handled,  this  cannot  be  done,  with  any  known  facilities  in  use  any- 
where. Occasionally,  too,  on  account  of  the  lateness  of  a  connecting 
train  and  the  quantity  of  baggage  to  be  transferred,  it  is  simply  impossi- 
ble to  transfer  without  a  complete  derangement  of  schedule  time.  Such 
exceptions  are,  however,  rare,  and  we  cannot  see  how  elevators  on  the 
west  or  middle  platform  occupying  considerable  of  needed  space,  requir- 
ing an  additional  set  of  men  to  operate  them  and  to  truck  the  baggage 
tinder  the  viaduct  across  to  the  baggage  room,  would  remedy  these  ex- 
ceptional cases.  The  interval  between  the  arrival  and  departure  of  con- 
necting trains  should  be  so  far  as  practicable  arranged  to  afford  ample 
time  for  the  transfer  of  passengers  and  baggage,  but  we  think  no  recom- 
mendation, rule,  or  order  required  on  this  subject. 

WAITING-ROOM    ON    SURFACE    WITH    TRACKS. 

So  far  as  possible  passengers  should  be  induced  to  enter  the  main 
waiting-room  and  remain  there  in  comfort  until  their  train  is  announced, 
and  then  follow  the  instructions  given  by  the  door-keeper  as  to  the 
proper  way  of  reaching  the  train.  Many  mistakes  and  annoyances  would 
be  avoided  by  giving  proper  attention  to  the  directions  given  instead  of 
being  inattentive  and  utterly  regardless  of  the  announcements  made. 
There  is,  however,  also  an  ample  and  comfortable  waiting-room,  with  an 
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abundance  of  seats,  already  provided  and  kept  open  in  the  second  story  of 
the  station,  which  can  be  used  whenever  convenience  or  necessity  requires, 
and  it  does  not  now  seem  reasonable  or  wise  to  order  the  erection  of 
one  upon  the  outside  platforms.  But  while  the  doors  of  this  upper  wait- 
ing-room are  properly  lettered,  yet  as  the  room  is  at  one  side  of  the  main 
passage  there  should  be  further  signs  to  indicate  its  location,  and  we 
accordingly  recommend  and  direct  said  New  York.  New  Haven  &  Hart- 
ford Railroad  Company  to  cause  a  suitable  sign  to  be  placed  just  south 
of  the  doors  at  the  head  of  the  stairs  from  the  main  waiting-room  and 
outside  of  the  station,  and  also  that  a  suitable  projecting  sign  or  signs  be 
placed  on  the  front  of  the  upper  waiting-room  itself. 

i 

FENCES    AND    PLANKING   BETWEEN    TRACKS. 

The  station  was  planned  and  designed  so  that  passengers  could  reach 
any  train  on  either  of  the  two  roads  without  crossing  any  track  at  grade, 
at  the  risk  of  their  lives..  To  complete  this  arrangement  a  fence  should 
be  erected  between  the  incoming  and  outgoing  tracks  of  the  New  York 
&  New  England  road.  If  such  an  arrangement  is  not  desirable,  and  con- 
venience is  a  more  important  consideration  than  safety,  then  the  fence 
between  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  tracks  should  be  re- 
moved, and  the  whole  space  covering  the  four  tracks  should  be  planked 
so  that  passengers  can  cross  at  will  in  the  face  of  the  incoming  trains  of 
both  roads.  Either  the  design  of  the  station  should  be  adhered  to  or 
discarded,  and  the  danger  of  crossing  on  the  surface  of  the  tracks  substi. 
tuted  therefor.  We  are  reluctant  to  assume  the  responsibility  of  order- 
ing this  to  be  done  with  its  possible  consequences,  and  prefer  to  favor 
that  arrangement  which  is  most  conducive  to  safety,  even  though  some 
trouble  and  inconvenience  should  be  caused  thereby,  believing  that  the 
wisdom  of  such  a  course  will  ultimately  be  admitted. 

TURN-STILES    AND    STAIRS. 

The  desire  of  the  company  to  compel  passengers  to  procure  tickets 
before  entering  trains,  and  to  keep  unauthorized  persons  off  the  platforms 
and  tracks,  is  natural  and  right,  but  in  our  judgment  the  advantages  gained 
by  the  turn-stiles  in  this  respect- do  not  compensate  for  the  delays,  annoy- 
ances, and  possible  danger  caused  by  them  to  those  who  have  a  right  to 
the  use  of  the  stairs.  We  accordingly  recommend  that  they  be  removed, 
and  that  said  stairways  be  left  unobstructed  unless  it  be  by  gates  to  re- 
main closed  except  when  opened  for  exit  on  the  arrival  of  trains.  It 
further  seems  to  us  that  many  more  signs  are  needed  for  the  guidance  of 
strangers  upon  the  platforms  and  at  the  head  of  the  stairs.     And  we  do 
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accordingly,  without  dictating  the  phraseology,  recommend  and  direct 
said  companies,  respectively,  to  place  additional  legible  signs  as  follows, 
viz. :  at  the  head  of  the  stairs  leading  from  the  middle  of  the  platform 
indicating  with  what  they  connect;  at  the  Church  Street  end  on  the  New 
York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  side  indicating  the  direction  to  Church 
Street  and  the  Central  New  England  &  Western  depot;  alike  sign  at  the 
similar  stairs  on  the  New  England  side;  a  sign  or  signs  at  the  head  of  the 
two  central  stairs  on  the  New  England  side  indicating  the  direction  to 
the  passage  to  the  main  waiting-room,  and  trains  on  the  New  York,  New 
New  Haven  &  Hartford  road;  and  to  Church  and  Asylum  Streets,  like 
signs  marked  Asylum  Street  at  the  head  of  the  stairs  at  the  south  end  of 
the  platforms,  and  also  signs  in  the  main  passageway  under  the  viaduct 
so  placed  as  to  be  seen  by  persons  entering  at  the  west  end,  or  coming 
down  the  central  west  stairways,  indicating  the  direction  to  the  several 
trains. 

CAE    STEPS    AND    RAISED    PLATFORMS. 

The  situation  in  regard  to  the  steps  of  the  cars  is  not  materially  dif- 
ferent at  this  station  from  that  at  most  other  stations ;  we  therefore  make 
no  order,  but  suggest  that  if  portable  steps  could  be  kept  at  hand  for  the 
use  of  aged,  infirm,  or  very  stout  persons,  it  would  add  much  to  the  com- 
fort of  that  class  of  travelers,  although  the  general  use  of  such  steps  might 
be  somewhat  dangerous. 

DETACHED    ENGINES. 

We  recommend  that  no  detached  engines  be  allowed  to  stand  within 
fifty  feet  of  the  bridge  over  Asylum  Street. 

It  may  be  urged  in  objection  to  the  precautions  adopted  at  this  sta- 
tion, such  as  the  fence,  stairways,  passages  under  the  track,  etc.,  that  no 
such  precautions  are  adopted  elsewhere  in  this  State.  This  is  true,  but  acci- 
dents and  loss  of  life  occasionally  occur  at  other  stations,  and  these  pre- 
cautions  are  adopted  to  prevent  their  occurrence  here.  The  price  of  this 
protection  is  the  trouble  and  inconvenience  of  ascending  and  descending 
stairways  to  reach  the  trains,  instead  of  crossing  the  tracks  at  grade. 
Highways  and  streets  are  commonly  crossed  at  grade  by  the  railroads, 
but  it  was  thought  best  to  spend  a  quarter  'of  a  million  of  dollars  to  abolish 
the  Asylum  Street  crossing,  and  the  public  are  constantly  urging  similar 
changes  elsewhere  involving  large  if  not  equal  expenditure.  Having 
abolished  one  source  of  danger,  we  should  be  careful  not  to  introduce 
others,  possibly  equally  perilous.  On  the  other  hand,  while  the  inconven- 
iences complained  of  may  seem  trival  and  of  little  consequence  compared 
with  the  many  intricate  and  harrassing  problems  of  railroad  administra- 
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tion,  yet  it  is  patient  attention  to  just  these  little  things,  and  a  thoughtful 
provision  by  a  railroad  company  for  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  its 
patrons,  which  is  appreciated  by  the  traveling  public,  and  often  converts 
adverse  critics  into  steadfast  friends.

Important  Changes  During  the  Year. 

There  was  built  and  put  into  operation  during  the  year  an  extension 
from  Botsford  on  our  Main  Line  to  a  point  on  the  New  Haven  &  Derby 
Eailroad  9.79  miles,  also  a  track  fi^  of  a  mile  connecting  our  Main  Line 
and  the  Danbury  &  Norwalk  Division,  both  accounted  for  on  page  170. 
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The  Capital  Stock,  originally,  was  made  up  of  $820,000  Common 
and  $1,180,000  Preferred.  The  Preferred  was  entitled  to  8  per  cent, 
cumulative  dividends,  as  a  large  portion  of  this  dividend  remained  un- 
paid. A  settlement  was  made  with  the  stockholders  under  an  act  of 
legislature,  copy  of  which  is  here  attached,  by  which  an  entirely  new 
preferred  stock  was  issued,  shareholders  of  the  old  prefeired  receiving 
2  shares  of  the  new  preferred  and  one  hundred  dollars  cash,  and  share- 
holders of  the  common  to  receive  1  share  of  the  new  preferred  for  2 
shares  of  the  common. 

The  11,800  shares  were  all  surrendered  under  the  above  terms,  and 
375  common  exchanged  for  125  shares  new  preferred. 

The  proposition  with  regard  to  the  common  was  afterwards  modified 
so  that  the  exchanged  should  be  on  basis  of  1^  to  1,  and  5,540  shares 
common  were  exchanged  for  3,693  shares  of  new  preferred. 

Additional  bonds  were  issued  to  effect  this  exchange,  to  take  up 
maturing  bonds  and  for  betterments  and  additional  equipment,  and 
$515,000  of  said  bonds  were  disposed  of  during  the  year. 

This  company  also  purchased  stock  of  the  New  England  Terminal 
Company  to  amount  of  $50,000,  and  advanced  to  the  Danbury  &  Nor- 
walk  R.  R.  Co.  $50,000  to  be  invested  likewise,  taking  that  Company's 
note  for  same,  and  holding  the  stock  as  collateral.

Important  Changes  During  the   Year. 

There  was  built  and  put  into  operation  during  the  year  an  extension 
from  Derby  to  Huntington,  3.79  miles;  connecting  at  that  point  with  an 
extension  of  the  Housatonic  Railroad. 

An  issue  was  authorized  of  $800,000  Consolidated  Mortgage  Bonds 
due  May,  1918.  $300,000  was  applied  to  the  retiring  of  the  First 
Mortgage  Bonds  due  May,  1888,  at  par.  $'225,000  are  reserved  for  the 
purpose  of  retiring  the  $225,000  7  percent.  Bonds  due  1910,  and  the 
balance  of  $275,000  was  issued  for  the  purpose  of  Construction  of  New 
Road,  Rolling  Stock,  Betterments,  etc. 

Four  hundred  and  eighty  thousand  dollars  Mortgage  Certificates 
were  issued  May  1,  1888,  for  accrued  interest  on  $225,000  Guaranteed 
Bonds,  and  for  notes  (and  interest)  held  by  the  City  of  New  I  lawn,  given 
by  the  New  Haven  &  Derby  Railroad  Company,  the  same  being  in  the 
hands  of  Luzon  B.  Morris,  Samuel  E.  Merwin,  and  E.  G.  Stoddard,

Car  service  and  other 
expenses  are  divided  between  this  Company  and  the  Boston  &  Albany 
and  New  York  &  New  England  R.  R.  Co.'s  on  the  mileage  basis;  and 
the  receipts  and  expenses  of  the  Wagner  cars  are  divided  in  proportion 
to  each  company's  interest  in  the  cars.  When  the  sleeping  and  parlor 
cars  are  owned  by  other  companies  they  take  the  receipts,  and  when 
owned  by  this  Company  and  other  companies,  receipts  are  divided  in 
proportion  to  each  company's  interest. 

4.  5,  and  6.  This  Company  has  arrangements  with  its  connections 
for  the  interchange  of  freight  and  passengers  whereby  it  receives  in  some 
cases  its  local  rates,  and  in  other  cases  a  proportion  of  the  through  rate 
based  on  the  relative  mileage.  There  also  exists  a  contract  (to  which 
this  Company  is  a  party)  between  the  rail  and  water  transportation  lines 
between  New  York  and  Boston,  which  regulates  rates  of  freight  and  pas- 
sengers. 

7.  There  is  no  written  contract,  but  an  arrangement  with  the  West- 
ern Union  Telegraph  Company,  whereby  right  of  way  is  conceded  to  it 
in  consideration  of  telegraphic  facilities  furnished  to  the  R.  R.  Co.

The  capital  of  companies  admitted  exceeds  that  of  those 
withdrawn  by  $500,000.  In  1888  there  was  a  similar  gain 
amounting  to  $700,000.  These  two  sums  together  more 
than  make  good  the  capital  withdrawn  in  1887,  viz., 
$1,000,000. 

The  whole  number  of  companies  whose  condition  is 
exhibited  in  this  part  of  the  report  is  one  hundred  and 
twenty-seven.  In  addition  there  is  one,  the  Long  Island, 
whose  certificate  of  authority  is  still  in  force,  but  whose 
annual  statement  is  unavoidably  delayed,  and  does  not 
appear  in  this  report.  Including  this,  the  whole  number 
duly  authorized  is  one  hundred  and  twenty-eight.  Of 
these,  one  hundred  and  eighteen  prosecute  fire  or  fire  and 
marine  insurance ;  one  is  engaged  in  marine  insurance 
exclusively ;  three  cover  loss  by  the  explosion  of  steam 
boilers ;  one  insures  against  damage  by  hail  to  tobacco  in 
the  field ;  two  insure  only  against  breakage  of  plate  glass  ; 
two  prosecute  fidelity  insurance ;  and  one  combines  fidel- 
ity, glass,  boiler,  and  personal  accident  insurance.  One 
hundred  and  five  are  joint  stock  corporations,  and  twenty- 
three  are  mutual.

The  liabilities  that  concern  policy-holders  include  neither 
capital  stock  nor  special  reserve  and  guaranty  surplus 
funds  held  by  certain  New  York  companies.  The  propriety 
of  omitting  these  special  funds  from  the  liabilities  that 
concern  policy-holders,  however,  may  well  be  doubted, — 
since  policy-holders,  in  case  of  loss,  can  never  reach  them. 
The  special  reserve  fund  belongs  to  the  stockholders,  and 
is  not  liable  for  losses.  The  guaranty  surplus  fund  belongs 
to  whatever  office  shall  reinsure  the  outstanding  risks  of 
the  company  after  its  failure.  Loss  claimants  cannot 
touch  it.  The  whole  amount  of  such  funds  established  by 
eight  New  York  companies  is  $4,359,400. 

In  both  columns  of  liabilities  given  above,  the  contin- 
gent reinsurance  liability  constitutes  the  major  part,  being 
reckoned  at  $75,066,860. 

The  absolute  liabilities  for  losses  and  other  indebtedness 
amount  to  $16,467,033. 

As  concerns  stockholders,  the  assets  exceed  all  liabil- 
ities, capital  included,  by  $43,381,808. 
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The  amount  of  fire  risks  in  force  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
reinsurance  deducted,  was  $12,798,707,089,  which  exceeds 
the  amount  at  risk  the  year  before  by  $657,000,000.  The 
number  of  companies  then  represented  here  was  less  by  one 
than  new. 

The  nature  of  the  assets  and  liabilities  is  exhibited  in 
condensed  form  in  the  following  two  tabulations.  The 
"other  assets,"  mentioned  in  one  of  the  columns,  consist  of 
premiums  in  course  of  collection,  excepting  about  $2,000,-

The  Springfield  Company  increased  its  capital  $250,000, 
and  the  Albany  Company  $50,000,  by  converting  so  much  of 
their  surplus  funds  into  fixed  capital.  Several  companies 
assessed  their  stockholders  in  order  to  repair  capital.  The 
whole  increase  in  capital  is  $373,250,  whilst  the  assets  have 
grown  nearly  $4,550,000.  The  increase  in  1888  amounted  to 
$7,000,000.  By  reference  to  .the  next  tabulation,  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  liabilities,  including  reserve,  capital,  and 
special  funds,  have  increased  nearly  five  millions,  or  about 
$400,000  more  than  the  assets.  In  the  year  before,  the  gain 
in  assets  exceeded  the  increase  in  liabilities  by  $2,500,000, 
the  resulting  difference  in  the  two  cases  being  $2,900,000.

Inspection  of  the  above  shows  the  net  surplus,  over  all 
liabilities,  including  capital,  special  funds,  and  reinsurance 
reserve,  to  have  been  $42,865,731  last  December,  for  the 
identical  one  hundred  and  twelve  offices  brought  into  com- 
parison,—  a  falling  off  of  just  about  $400,000  from  the  year 
before.  It  also  appears  that  there  was  a  reduction  of  nearly 
a  million  of  dollars  in  the  surplus  of  the  sixty  stock  com- 
panies from  other  States,  and  at  the  same  time  a  gain  by 
the  twenty-seven  domestic  companies  exceeding  $500,000. 
The  twenty-two  companies  from  foreign  countries  also 
made  a  slight  gain.  Whilst  the  domestic  offices  have  grown 
stronger,  they  have  also  paid  their  customary  dividends  to 
stockholders. 

Inasmuch  as  the  total  income  exceeded  the  total  expendi- 
ture by  about  $3,050,000,  and  the  assets  increased  $4,550,000, 
it  is  fair  to  conclude  roughly  that  the  difference  of  $1,500,000 
represents  the  extent  to  which  real  estate,  stocks,  and  bonds 
have  been  raised  in  re-valuation.  Since  there  have  been 
some  calls  on  stockholders  to  repair  capital,  and  remit- 
tances to  and  from  offices  located  in  other  countries,  this 
conclusion  is  subject  to  modification  on  these  accounts. 
But,  assuming  it  to  be  correct,  the  marking-up,  averaged 
upon  the  property  mentioned,  is  less  than  one  and  one- 
quarter  per  cent.

If  the  increased  value  set  upon  the  investments  be 
counted  as  profits,  then  the  amount  of  dividends  paid  and 
surplus  increase  exhibit  the  net  profits  of  each  year.  In 
1888,  these  amounted  to  $7,413,920,  and  in  1889  to  $4,849,347. 
The  decrease  is  $2,564,573.  Looking  at  the  stock  companies 
only,  the  profits  of  Connecticut  companies  averaged 
eighteen  per  cent,  upon  their  capital,  and  those  of  com- 
panies in  other  States  averaged  seven  and  eight-tenths  per 
cent.  In  the  case  of  companies  of  foreign  countries,  the 
remittances  to  and  from  the  home  offices  are  not  stated  in 
all  the  reports,  and  a  balance  cannot  be  struck  showing  the 
excess  of  remittances  to  the  home  offices.  This  excess 
would  properly  be  treated  as  a  dividend,  but,  not  having 
been  ascertained,  the  table  is  defective  as  to  those  com- 
panies. 

Taken  all  together,  the  profits,  divided  and  undivided,  of 
these  stock  companies,  were  about  $2,868,000  less  than  the, 
interest  earnings, —  that  is  to  say,  the  insurance  business 
proper  was  transacted  at  a  loss  of  this  sum.  This  result  is 
in  marked  contrast  with  that  of  the  year  before,  when  the 
insurance  account  balanced  itself,  and  interest  earnings 
were  clear  profits.

The  amount  of  fire  risks  written  in  this  State  in  1889 
was  $211,290,292,  or  one-fiftieth  part  of  the  entire  business 
of  these  offices.  This  is  an  increase  of  twenty-one  millions, 
or  nine  per  cent.  The  premiums  were  $1,961,110, — a  gain 
of  nearly  $42,000,  or  but  about  two  per  cent.  The  losses 
incurred  were  $857,822,  which  sum  is  but  forty-four  per  cent, 
of  the  premiums,  whereas,  in  the  year  before,  the  losses 
were  nearly  fifty  per  cent,  of  the  premiums.  The  business 
of  this  State  appears  to  have  been  unusually  profitable  in 
1889.  And  for  many  years  past  it  has  proved  quite  remu- 
nerative. 


MARINE  AND   INLAND   NAVIGATION  BUSINESS. 

Three  domestic  companies,  twenty-one  of  other  States, 
and  three  of  other  countries,  are  engaged  in  this  business, 
combined  with  that  of  fire  insurance.  And  one  English 
company  transacts  exclusively  marine  and  inland  navi- 
gation business.  These  companies  wrote  risks  in  the 
year  past  to  the  amount  of  $1,009,242,331,  the  premiums 
therefor  being  $5,710,900.21,  and  paid  losses  to  the  extern 
of  $3,366,310,  the  losses  incurred  being  estimated  at  about 
$210,000  more  than  the  amount  paid.  The  ratio  of  loss 
to  premium  was  fifty-nine  per  cent.,  whereas  in  the  year 
before  it  was  less  than  fifty  per  cent. 
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CASUALTY  INSURANCE. 

The  Tobacco  Growers'  Mutual  Insurance  Company  of 
North  Canaan  has  retired  from  business  and  closed  its 
affairs.  The  same  seven  other  companies  remain,  as 
heretofore,  carrying  on  the  three  branches  of  casualty 
insurance.  Their  condition  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  last 
December  is  summarized  thus  :  —

The  assets  have  grown  $400,000,  the  liabilities  $500,000, 
and  the  surplus  diminished  $85,000,  during  the  year. 

The  amount  of  risks  carried  has  been  enlarged  by  about 
$75,000,000,  which  is  an  increase  of  more  than  forty  per 
cent,  in  a  single  year.  The  bulk  of  the  steam-boiler  busi- 
ness is  now  done  for  terms  longer  than  one  year,  which  ac- 
counts in  part  for  the  rapid  increase  in  the  amount  at  risk. 
The  amount  of  boiler  risks  included  in  the  above  schedule 
is  about  two  hundred  and  thirty-five  millions,  and  of  glass 
risks  about  twenty-five  millions.  Both  these  classes  of 
business  have  proved  very  profitable  to  the  companies.

The  increase  of  risks  for  the  year  was  nineteen  millions, 
and  of  premiums,  eighty-six  thousand  dollars, — eighteen 
and  twelve  per  cent.,  respectively.  By  reference  to  their 
detailed  statements,  to  be  found  in  their  proper  place  in  this 
volume,  the  condition  of  these  several  companies  al  the 
close  of  the  years  1889,  together  with  their  transactions  dur- 
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ing  the  year,  may  be  seen  at  a  glance.  The  number  being 
so  few,  it  is  unnecessary  to  present  their  statistics  in  con- 
densed tabular  form. 

GENERAL   COMMENTS. 

The  year  just  closed  has  been  one  of  disastrous  expe- 
rience to  many  fire  insurance  companies,  conflagration 
succeeding  conflagration  with  startling  frequency.  Seattle, 
Spokane  Falls,  Lynn,  Boston,  all  are  witnesses  to  the 
destructive  fire  waste  of  the  year.  Efficient  fire  depart- 
ments, good  water  supply  in  our  cities  and  large  towns, 
and  the  various  devices  in  general  use  to  control  and 
extinguish  fires,  and  minimize  the  loss,  seemingly  should 
conduce  to  lessen  the  destruction  of  property  by  fire. 
Unfortunately,  experience  does  not  permit  such  positive 
deductions.  New  elements  of  destruction,  hazards 
unknown  twenty  years  ago,  are  added  to  the  burdens 
of  insurance,  and  handicap  successful  fire  underwriting. 
Overcharged  electric  wires,  with  imperfect  insulation, 
are  a  new  agent  rendering  certain  destruction  to  both 
life  and  property.  The  recent  conflagration  in  Boston, 
where  nearly  four  million  dollars'  worth  of  property  was 
swept  away,  is  thought  to  be  chargeable  directly  to  this 
modern  agency.  The  invention  of  curbing  electricity  to 
minister  to  our  comfort  and  necessities  is  yet  but  par- 
tially successful.  That  the  use  of  electricity  for  light 
and  power  has  come  to  stay  cannot  be  doubted.  The 
dangers  resulting  to  life,  and  the  destruction  of  prop- 
erty by  the  high  pressure  or  alternating  currents,  and 
the  imperfect  insulation  of  wires,  should  be  dealt  with 
heroically.  The  lesson  taught  by  the  Boston  and  other 
recent  conflagrations  is  that  electricity,  as  now  employed, 
is  a  new,  potent,  and  dangerous  enemy  to  be  contended 
with  by  both  the  fire  underwriter  and  the  law-making 
power  of  the  State.  A  thorough  system  of  inspection 
of  wires,  under  authority  of  law,  should  be  made  imper- 
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ative  in  every  city  and  town  where  electricity  is  in  use. 
Overhead  wires,  entering  the  tops  of  high  buildings, 
afford  good  opportunity  for  a  fire  to  make  fair  progress 
before  discovery.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  ablest  writers 
on  the  subject  —  men  whose  views  are  entitled  to  con- 
sideration—  that  the  final  disposition  of  wires  should  be 
underground,  in  a  proper  conduit,  with  the  wires  sub- 
jected to  such  pressure  only  as  to  minimize  the  danger. 
Telegraph,  telephone,  and  wires  of  every  description 
should  accompany  them,  for  this  reason,  if  for  no  other, 
that  they  offer  an  obstruction  to  the  efficient  operations 
of  a  fire  department. 

Valued-policy  laws  have  introduced  a  new  insurance 
hazard.  Wisconsin  in  1874  substituted  the  wager  for  the 
indemnity  contract.  Gradually  this  vicious  legislation  is 
being  incorporated  into  the  statutes  of  the  different 
States,  increasing  the  cost  of  insurance  by  stimulating 
incendiarism.  The  essential  features  of  the  valued-policy 
law  may  now  be  found  in  eight  States.  This  unwise 
legislation  offers  special  inducements  to  incendiarism, 
tempting  unscrupulous  and  dishonest  owners  intention- 
ally to  burn  their  property,  and  honest  men  to  be  indif- 
ferent and  careless  as  to  its  proper  protection.  It  has 
been  shown  that  in  States  with  the  largest  experience 
in  this  species  of  legislation,  the  ratio  of  losses  to  pre- 
miums received  has  materially  increased  since  the  enact- 
ment of  such  laws.  Wisconsin,  the  first  State  to  take 
the  initiative  in  valued-policy  legislation,  furnishes  the 
following  statistics:  For  the  eight  years  preceding  the 
time  the  law  went  into  effect,  the  ratio  of  fire  losses 
to  premiums  received  was  55.44  per  cent.,  and  during 
the  eight  succeeding  years,  after  the  law  went  into  full 
effect,  the  ratio  was  66.62  per  cent.,  being  an  increase 
of  11.18  per  cent.  In  Ohio  the  increase  is  even  more 
marked;  for  seven  years  preceding  the  passage  of  the 
law  the  ratio  of    losses  to  premiums  received   was   40.15 
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per  cent.,  while  during  the  seven  succeeding  years  the 
ratio  had  increased  to  61.42,  a  difference  of  21.27  per 
cent.  Such  laws  should  be  swept  from  the  statutes  of 
every  State  as  immoral  and  against  public  policy. 
Supervising  insurance  officials  in  every  instance  where 
experience  has  been  given,  have  stamped  valued-policy 
laws  with  their  disapproval. 

STOCK   FIRE   COMPANIES   OP   CONNECTICUT. 

It  is  cause  for  congratulation  that  the  stock  fire 
insurance  companies  organized  under  the  laws  of  this 
State,  transacting  their  business  in  nearly  every  State  and 
Territory  in  the  Union,  after  contributing  their  fair  share 
to  replace  the  yearly  fire  waste,  have  emerged  from 
these  conflagrations  with  unimpaired  capitals,  and,  as  a 
whole,  with  a  material  gain  in  surplus.  They  have  not 
found  it  necessary  to  levy  assessments  on  stockholders 
to  make  good  an  impairment.  It  is  especially  gratify- 
ing that  the  business  of  these  corporations  is  so  intelli- 
gently and  honorably  managed  as  to  maintain  for  our 
State  a  leading  position  as  the  home  of  safe  and  de- 
sirable insurance.  Of  the  sixteen  stock  fire,  and  fire 
and  marine,  insurance  companies,  organized  under  the 
laws  of  the  different  States,  having  each  a  capital  of  one 
million  dollars  or  upwards,  six  are  organized  under  the 
laws  of  this  State,  and  have  their  home  offices  in  the 
city  of  Hartford.  The  paid-up  capitals  of  these  sixteen 
companies  amount  to  $25,750,000..  The  six  companies  of 
this  State  supply  $10,250,000  of  the  above  sum.  The 
assets  of  the  sixteen  companies  on  December  31,  1889, 
were  $75,114,425,  the  six  companies  before  mentioned 
furnishing  $28,218,071  of  this  amount.  In  net  surplus  to 
policy-holders,  the  sixteen  companies  combined  have 
$43,007,990  ;  the  six  Connecticut  companies  contributing 
to  this  total,   $18,393,526. 
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LEGISLATION   OP  LAST   SESSION. 

The  Legislature  of  1889  made  a  judicious  selection 
in  placing  at  the  head  of  its  insurance  committee  the 
Hon.  O.  Vincent  Coffin  of  Middletown.  This  position 
he  occupied  with  credit  alike  to  himself  and  the  State, 
at  the  previous  session.  Recommendations  made  in  the 
last  annual  report  relating  to  repeal,  alteration,  and 
amendment  of  existing,  and  the  adoption  of  new  laws 
affecting  insurance  interests,  were  generally  acted  upon 
favorably,  and  incorporated  into  the  statutes  by  the 
action  of  the  Legislature.  The  insurance  laws  as 
amended  by  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  may  be 
found  at  the  close  of  this  report.  The  act  relating  to 
payment  of  taxes  was  amended,  —  the  companies  are 
now  required  to  pay  the  tax,  and  the  agent  is  re- 
lieved of  that  duty.  The  change  has  met  with  general 
approval.  The  present  law  is  simple  in  its  machinery 
and  effective  in  collection.  It  was  stated  in  the  last 
report  that  under  the  law  then  in  force  it  seemed 
probable  that  the  State  suffered  a  loss  of  some  revenue 
to  which  it  was  entitled.  The  collection  of  the  tax  for 
the  present  year  shows  an  increase  over  former  years. 
Under  an  act  passed  at  the  January  session  of  1889, 
all  taxes  on  premium  receipts  of  foreign  insurance 
companies  being  now  paid  direct  to  this  department, 
the  former  cumbersome  machinery  and  duplication  of 
accounts  between  the  State  Treasurer  and  this  office 
are  rendered  unnecessary.  Our  retaliatory  laws  were 
amended  and  strengthened.  The  Commissioner  is  now 
clothed  with  ample  power  to  meet  any  unjust  discrim- 
ination against  companies  of  this  State  which  might 
arise  from  legislative  action,  or  otherwise,  in  another 
State. 

Charters  were  granted  to  the  following  companies 
to  transact  insurance  business:  Danbury  Fire  Insurance 
Company,   of    Danbury;    New     England    Insurance    Com- 
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pany,  of  New  Britain,  and  the  Hartford  Burglary  In- 
surance Company,  of  Hartford.  At  the  date  of  this 
writing  all  of  the  above  companies  are  without  organi- 
zation for  the  transaction  of  business  under  the  provis- 
ions of  their  charters.  It  may  be  interesting  to  note 
in  this  connection,  that  with  each  recurring  session  of 
the  legislature,  charters  are  freely  granted  for  the  or- 
ganization of  stock  fire  insurance  companies.  An 
examination  of  the  record  discloses  that  there  is  not  a 
stock  fire  insurance  company  transacting  business  which 
has  received  its  charter  from  the  Legislature  of  this 
State  during*  the  past  eighteen  years.  The  profits  derived 
from  the  business,  unaided  by  experience,  and  by  in- 
come from  invested  assets,  are  not  so  flattering  as  to 
tempt  capital  to  embark  in  the  hazards  of  fire  under- 
writing. The  Legislature  might  with  propriety  pause 
and  consider,  before  consuming  its  time,  and  that  of 
its  committee,  in  granting  hearings  for  acts  incorporat- 
ing companies  of  this  character,  the  history  of  the  past 
eighteen  years,  and  the  probability  of  an  organization 
being  perfected,  in  the  event  of  a  charter  being  granted. 

SOLVENCY   OF   CASUALTY  AND   FIDELITY   COMPANIES. 

In  the  last  annual  report  the  attention  of  the  Leg- 
islature was  directed  to  the  absence  of  statutory  law 
in  determining  the  solvency  of  casualty  companies. 
The  remarks  made  in  relation  to  casualty  companies 
are  equally  applicable  to  fidelity  companies.  The  busi- 
ness of  fidelity  insurance  is  of  comparatively  recent 
origin,  and  perhaps  is  not  as  well  understood  as  the 
older  forms  of  insurance.  The  amount  of  business 
transacted  by  this  class  of  companies  is  gaining  rap- 
idly. In  1889,  the  companies  reporting  to  this  depart- 
ment, as  stated  heretofore,  assumed  risks  amounting  to 
$139,370,475  and  received  in  premiums  $870,785.59.  The 
business    may   properly  be    subdivided   into   two    classes: 
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guaranteeing  the  fidelity  of  employes,  and  becoming 
surety  on  court  bonds.  It  is  questionable  whether  the 
business  as  heretofore  conducted  is  strictly  an  insurance 
business.  The  writing  of  large  lines,  in  some  instances 
half  a  million  of  dollars  on  a  single  risk,  prevents  the 
possibility  of  arriving  at  an  average  upon  which  to 
base  the  premium  rate.  The  business  could  and  should, 
by  law,  be  reduced  to  an  insurance  basis,  by  limiting 
the  amount  on  a  single  risk  to  a  reasonable  proportion 
of  the  capital  stock  of  the  company.  It  has  been 
claimed,  inasmuch  as  the  questions  involved  in  the  ad- 
ministration of  trusts  of  all  kinds  are  intricate  and 
difficult  in  the  extreme,  that  no  company  could  afford 
to  do  this  business  through  agents,  but  that  all  such 
business  should  be  done  at  the  home  office,  where 
every  step  of  the  administration  could  be  carefully 
watched.  If  the  business  is  done  away  from  the  home 
office,  the  company  is  liable  for  mistakes  on  the  part 
of  its  agents,  and  is  liable  to  collusion  between  the 
agent  and  the  trustee.  "Without  legislative  restriction, 
it  may  even  be  doubted  whether  the  courts  will  con- 
tinue to  look  with  favor  on  corporate  suretyship  bonds. 
The  bonds  furnished  by  these  corporations,  if  properly 
guarded  by  legislative  enactments,  are  superior  to,  and 
less  subject  to  the  hazards  of,  individual  suretyship. 
The  reserve  required  to  be  maintained  by  this  class  of 
companies  has  been  a  subject  of  discussion  and  con- 
tention. No  uniform  practice  has  heretofore  prevailed 
in  the  various  insurance  departments  of  the  country. 
At  a  recent  convention  of  insurance  commissioners,  after 
careful  consideration  of  the  subject,  it  was  decided  that 
hereafter,  on  fidelity  risks,  at  least  eighty  per  cent,  of 
the  premiums  on  risks  outstanding  should  be  held  as  a 
reserve,  while  the  bond  or  policy  was  in  force.  This 
rule  to  obtain  until  experience  has  shown  how  much 
more,   or    less,   than    twenty  per    cent,    of    the    premium 
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should  be  deducted  for  the  earned  expense  charge.  In 
the  absence  of  a  statute  governing  this  subject,  fidelity 
companies  transacting  business  in  this  State  will  be 
required  to  maintain  at  least  eighty  per  cent,  as  a  re- 
serve on  all  premiums  received  on  risks  in  force.  The 
subject  is  of  sufficient  importance  to  engage  the  atten- 
tion of  our  law-making  power,  and  such  defects  as  are 
now  apparent  should  be  remedied  by  appropriate  legis- 
lation.

CONCLUSION. 

It  is  especially  gratifying  to  the  Commissioner  to 
be  able  to  report,  after  a  year  of  unusual  conflagrations, 
resulting  in  a  depletion  of  the  surplus  of  a  number  of 
foreign  companies,  and  in  some  instances  a  call  on 
stockholders  to  repair  capital,  that  the  companies  of  this 
State  are  in  a  healthy  and  sound  financial  condition. 
As  heretofore  noted,  the  fire  companies  of  this  State  had 
at  risk,  December  31,  1889,  $1,442,900,962  ;  their  income 
was  $13,331,326.72;  and  expenses,  exclusive  of  dividends, 
$11,208,587.29.  They  paid,  in  dividends,  $1,543,500.  The 
surplus  over  and  above  all  liabilities,  on  policy-holders' 
account,  was  $20,594,779.98 — a  munificent  sum  to  meet 
future  demands.  The  sound  financial  condition  of  these 
companies  should  not  be  attributed  to  mere  luck,  but

chase  of  the  stocks  or  bonds  of  any  mining  or  manufacturing 
company  in  any  event,  nor  in  the  purchase  of  the  stocks  or  bonds 
of  any  other  private  corporation,  upon  which  last  mentioned 
stocks  a  regular  dividend  shall  have  been  passed,  or  upon  which 
last  mentioned  bonds  a  regular  interest  payment  shall  have  been 
defaulted  at  any  time  within  three  years  prior  to  such  invest- 
ment ;  and  no  loan  shall  be  made  by  any  such  company  upon 
the  security  of  the  stock  of  any  mining  company.  And  no  loan 
shall  be  made  by  any  such  company  upon  the  security  of  the 
stock  of  any  manufacturing  company  whereof  the  market  value 
is  less  than  the  par  value  unless  the  same  shall  be  accompaDied 
by  the  individual  guarantee  of  some  responsible  party  or  parties, 
or  by  other  collateral  security  of  equal  value  to  the  amount  of 
the  sum  loaned;  and  in  any  case  the  amount  loaned  shall  not 
exceed  fifty  per  centum  of  the  market  value  of  said  stock.

missioner or  the  Railroad  Commissioners,  or  any  agent  appointed 
to  examine  the  affairs  of  any  such  company,  or  to  deceive  the 
stockholders  or  policy-holders  or  any  officer  of  any  such  insur- 
ance or  railroad  company,  or  to  injure  or  defraud  any  such  com- 
pany, and  any  person  who,  with  like  intent,  aids  or  abets  an- 
other in  any  violation  of  this  act,  shall  be  imprisoned  in  the 
State  prison  not  less  than  one  or  more  than  five  years.

cate of  authority  issued  to  him  at  once,  and  no  such  certificate 
shall  be  thereafter  issued  to  said  convicted  person  by  said  com- 
missioner for  the  term  of  three  years  from  the  date  of  such 
conviction.
